IL 
was intended to juftify. The Fafts aflcrted in that Speech ^74^ 
were fuch as have fince appeared to be fidfe, and. Indeed* ^ ~ ~ 
they were fuch as from the very Natuie of Things would 
have appeared fufpidous to an independent and unprejudiced 
Parliament ; we therefore never ought, in oar Addrefs, to 
repeat any of thoie Fa£ts mention^ or referred to in the 
Speech from the Throne ; much lefs in our Addrefs, to de- 
clare our Satisfadlion with regard to any Circumftance that 
may probably, upon a ftri£l Examination, apear to be falfe, 
which is, I thlnK, the Cafe with regard to feveral Circum- 
^ces mentioned in this Propofition. That his Majefly hu 
fent a few of hit Britijh Troops to Flanders is certainly true, 
and, I believe, we fhall very foon find it to be fo, by the 
Demands made upon us for their Support and Tranfportatf- 
on ; but how they can, in that Country, be of any Service to 
the Queen of Hungary^ or to the refloring of the Balance of 
Power is more than I can comprehend, unlefs it could be 
iaid, that the Dutch are to join with us, in order to form an 
Army for attacking Frante ujx)n that Side ; and if I am 
rightly informed, the contrary of this is true ; for, I be- 
lieve, they have declared to us, that whoever ftrikes the firft 
Blow in that Part of the World, they will look upon as 
their Enemies, and will treat them as fuch. But fuppofe, 
^r, that the Force we have fent to Flanders could there be 
of any Service to the Queen of Hungary^ or the Balance of 
Power, can we fay, it has been done early ? Early with re« 
gard to what. Sir ? Sorely, it cannot be faid to have been 
done early with regard to the Seafon of the Year ; for the 
Time for A^ion was almoft over before they were fent 
there. And with regard to the War now carrying on a* 
gainft the Queen of Hungary, I am fure, it cannot be faid 
to have been done early ; for if it h^d not been for the fur- 
prifing Fidelity and Bravery of her own Subjects, and the 
more furprifing ill Condud of her Enemies, {he had been o« 
bliged to fubmit to a Carte-Blanche long before we fent a 
Man into Flanders, This Word, Early, can therefore be 
fnppofid to relate only to our new Minifters ; and in this 
Cafe it ought to have a Confequence which I wi(h it may, 
but it is fuch a one as they, I believe, do not wifh to fee. 
]t ought to engage us in an Inquiry, why this was not done 
by our former Minifter ; for if it is fuch a wife and fuch a 
neceilary Step in our new Minifters, why was it not thought 
on ? Why was it not made by our old \ 

• For thefe Reaibns, Sir, the fending of our Troops to 
Flanders is a Meafure which we ought not to precipitate our-

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6. Geo. II. felvcs into an Approbatioti of : At Icaft we cannot, I think, 
fay to his Majefty that it has been done early. As the Af- 
fair cannot yet come properly before as, I (hall not deter- 
mine myfelf upon efther Side of the Queftion ; but in the 
Light it appears to me at prefent, I cannot think the Mea- 
fure right, and if it was, I am fure we cannot fay, it was early 
enough undertaken, anlefs we deiign our Addrefs for our new 
Minifters and not for our Sovereign. This Part of the Pro- 
pofition I cannot therefore agree to, and the next is really 
furprifing. To defire this Houfe to aflert pofitively, that a 
proper force could not be formed in Flanders without ta- 
king Hanoverians into our Pay, before we have had any one 
Proof of the Fa£l laid before us, is really a Piece of AfTurance 
in our new Miniders, fuperior to any that was ever pra6lifed 
by any of their Predeceflbrs. Whether we have amongft as, 
now the Blije Ribbon is fled, any one that is of his Majefty*s 
Cabinet Council, I do not know i but this, I am fure, is a 
Fad that cannot be afTerted by any but fuch as have been 
for fome Time there ; and therefore I muft beg of our Mi- 
niflers not to deiire us to ^flTert a Fa£l which we neither do 
nor can know any Thing about. I think it highly im- 
probable, that we could get no Troops to hire in all Europe^ 
befide thefe Hano^verians ; and if there were i any other 
Troops to be had, in Europe^ they might have been marched 
into Flanders Time enough for any Ufe we can make of 
them ; for it is certain, we cannot now make ufe of them, ci- 
ther in FlanderSf or any where elfe, till next Spring, before 
which Time it i^ as certain, that Troops may march to 
Flanders from the remoteft Corner of Europe. 

* I ftall not anticipate the Debate, Sir, either upon our 
fending our own Troops to Flanders^ or upon marching the 
Hanoverians and HeJJians thither ; but I muft obfervc, that 
as Things appear to me at prefent,' if we deiign that our 
Troops Siould be of any real Service to the Queen of Hun- 
garyi we (hould have fent our own Troops to Hanover ^ in 
order to have formed fuch an Army there, as might have 
. prevented M Mailleholsh March to the Relief of Prague^ 
or to have drove him and all his Ragamuffins back to his own 
Country ^ for if we had formed a fufficient Army in Hano-, 
wer^ and had been ready to attack him, or follow him, I 
believe he would hardly have ventured to have marched his 
Army into Bohemia i and if he had been forced to iparch

Queen of Hungary^ and the Emperor would have been oblig'd 
to come to an Accomodation with her, upon fuch Terms as 
w^ bad thought fit to propofe.

Reafon for our refolving to fay nothing in our Addrcft , '7^ * 

either about fending our own Troops to Flanders^ or about 

marching the Hanoverians thither. If our Minifters are 

fond of having Compliments from this Houfe upon their 

Meafures, I hope they will day till thofe Meafures are 

brought properly before us, and then our Compliments will 

come with a greater, and, I think, a much more defirable 

Weight. 

* The late Turn of Affairs in the North, I fhall allow. 
Sir, to be happy both to this Kingdom and to Europe ; be- 
caufe it ias difappointed the Tools of France in Snveden^ 
and may bring fome of them to the Block. I wifh, I faw 
fome French Tools hearer Home brought into the fame Sort 
of Danger. But let that Turn be as happy as it will, we 
have no Bufinefs with congratulating his Majefly upon it, 
becaufe it implies, as if we thought it owing in fome Mea- 
fure to the Condu6l of our Miniders ; whereas it is entirely 
owing to the Wifdom of the Ruffian Court, the Condud of 
their Generals, and the Bravery of their Troops. 

* I fhall likewife grant. Sir, that the prefent Condud of 
the King of Sardinia is of great Ufe to the Common Caufe ; 
and that the Queen of Hungary has bore up in a very fur- 
prifing Manner amidfl the many Difficulties fhe has been, 
and dill is furrounded with ; but I cannot be fo complaifant 
as to fay, that either the Conduft of the King of Sardinia, 
or the Courage of the Queen of Hungary, is owing to the 
Spirit and Vigour our Minifters have fhewn in the Defence 
of our Allies. I fay, I cannot pafs fuch a Compliment, 
becaufe I do not think it is true. The Condud of the King 
^i Sardinia tasy J indeed, be partly owing to our Money, 
and the Neighbourhood of our Fleet in the Mediterranean ; 
bat it is chieHy owing to his own Interefl, and to the Spirit 

' which the Queen of Hungary has fhewn in her own Defence. 
And as to the latter, her bearing up under fo many Diffi<« 
cultics is fo far from being the EfFc^ of Vigour fhewn by 
our Miniflers, that all the Difficulties fhe has been brought 
into are owing to the Condudl of our late Minifter ; for if 
be had made any one right Step upon the Death of the late 
^mterory I am perfuaded, the French would not have dared 
to fend a Man into Germany, nor would the Duke of Ba* 
varia have dared to attack the Queen of Hungary, 'Tis 
true, our new Miniflers have made at leaft a Shew of a lit- 
tle more Spirit and Vigour than their PredecefTor ; but as 
yet it is but a Shew, and before they made even that Shew. 
^ Queen of Hungary was extricated out of her greateft

Motion. I fay complicated, becaii^ it is evidently made up 
ti Pfofeffiont of Duty and Affedion to his MajeHy, and of 
Compliments to the Miniilers upon their Condud. As to 
Ae former Part of it, I ihall be for making thofe Profeffi- 
ons at ftrong and exeplicit as you pleafe : I £all even be for 
enlarging them if it be defired ; but as to the other Part, I 
fhinky we ought never on fuch an Occafion to pais Com- 
plinients upon the Condnd of our Minifiers, and efpeciaHj 
luch as appear evidently falfe. 1 hope I have ihewn that 
all thofe d^red by this Motion are fuch^ or at lead highly 
improbable ; therefore, I hope, the Honourable Gentleman 
will leave them all oat, and content himfelf with that Part 
of his Motion which contains our Profeffions of Duty an4 
Afidion to his Majedy only. 

ilk WilL Yonge. $ir tfilliim Y$ng€ fpoke in favour of the Motion. 
Sir, 
' I hope I (hall never be accufed of having oppofed a 
proper and dutiful Rletum to his Majefly^s Speech from the 
Throne : I was always of Opinion, that when his Majefty 
is gracionfly pleafed, in his Speech, to defcend to Particu- 
lars, and to give us ibme Account of the State of our pub- 
lick Afiairs, we are in Duty bound to return an Anfwer, of 
fome Kiikl or other, to V9txy Particular mentioned in his 
Majefty^s Speech ; and I do not well know what Gentlemen 
mean when they £iy, this is contrary to the Cuflom of oar 
Anceftors. I am fare. Sir, this Method of addrefling has 
been a Cuflom ever fince I can remember, and, I believe, it 
has been the Cofiom ever fmce our Kings have been pleafed 
to give us any ^rticular Account of our Affairs in their 
Speeches from the Throne. This, it is very well known, 
was not the Cufiom in antient Times ; for in thofe Days 
the King made bat a very (hort Speech, perhaps a genex^ 
Compliment to the two Houfes, and left it to his Chancel- 
lor * to defcend to Particulars, and to give the Parliament 
an Account of the State of publick Affairs, and the Reafons 
for calling them together. 

* In thofe Times therefore, Sir, it was right in both 
Honfes to return a general Anfwer ; for they could not with 
any Propriety take Notice, in their Addrefs to the King, 
ef any Thing that had been faid to them by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, 

* Inlbmces of this fee in King Charles the Second's ]ltigQ> Asm 
«660k Tote. I* p* Hf ^c* 
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tdlor. Bat it bring n6w the Cu(lora» and t moft grtcioiM An. itf • Geo. Ii; 
and refpedful Caftom, I think, i( is : I fay, it being now i74a« 
the Caftom for the King himfelf, in his Speech from the ^ 
Throney to communicate to os a partkular Account of the 
State of our Aflfairs, we ought at leaft to be as refpcdfnl to 
him as he is to us ; and confequcatly, in . oar Addreis, to 
take fome Notice at kaft, of every Thing he has been plea* 
ied to mention. Nay, as our AddreiTes upon fuch Occi^iottft 
are never held to be an Approbation of any Meafare meiH 
tioned in them, we ought to make fome Sort of Compli* 
ment opon every Thing he has been pleafed to fay, unleft 
the Meafare be evidently wrong, and fuch as will certainly 
meet with a Cenfure, in that Seffion of Parliament. 

* This being the Cafe, Sir, I think,- there i« nothing pro> , 
pofed by , this Motion but what may be fafcly, and I think» 
ought in J>aty to be agreed to. We have not, 'tis true, aa 
yet had Time to confider fully every particular Circumfiance 
in hb Majefty's Speech, and propofed to be inferted in our 
Addrefs ; but, in my Opinion, there is no Meafure men- 
tioned in either, that appears evidently to be wrong. I am 
convinced, that upon a thorough Examination they will all ' 
appear to be right, and will receive the Approbation of this 
Hoafe. As to our fending our Troops to Flanders, tho' I 
4o not pretend to be in the Secrets of the Cabinet, yet from 
diofe Circumflances that were publickly known J mufl con- 
clude, it was not only right but neceflary for us to fend ^ 
Body of our Troops to the Continent, in order to ihew to 
thofe who fecretly, perhaps, inclined to enter into an Alli- 
ance with us againft the ambitious Projeds of France, that 
we not only would, but were ready to proted them againft 
the Refentment of that powerful and afpiring Nation. And 
if it was neceflary for us to fend a Body of oar Troops to 
the Continent, Flanders was the moft proper Place we coald 
fend them to, for anfwering this Purpofe, not only becauds 
it was the moft Centrical, but becaufe we could from thence, 
with the greateft Eafe, carry the War into France itfelf, 
m Cafe that Court ihould refolve to fend any more of its 
Troops into Germany, or to attack any of thofe Powers 
that might declare in our Favour. 

< This had accordingly. Sir, the intended Effed : It not 
only prevented the French from fending any more Troops into 
Qermany^ but it prevented their fending any Troops to the 
Afliftance-of the Spaniards in Sa^voy, Would our fending 
our Troops to Hanover have had this EfFba ? Could we 
thereby have drove M. MaWebois back to his own Country ? 
No, Sir, the French being then fecure againtt any Attack 
npon their own Doniioions, if AL Meulkboh found he could 

no( 
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Aii.i6.Geo.n. not fiifely inarch dire^ly into B^mta, he would bave 
^742. naciched ap the Rhine towards Alface^ and after being join- 
^ ^ ed there by a frelh Body of Troops, he would have marched 
to B^tmia^ fnd thereby h^ve made that Country the Seat 
of War, which would have been dangerous for the Qaeen 
of Hungary^ and extremely inconvenient for jis. At the 
fame Time, and for the fame Reafon, the Frtnch would 
have fent a Body of Troops to the Aflldance of the Spani- 
ards in Savojfi which would have forced the King of Sar- 
dinia to defert his Alliance with the Queen of Hungary, and 
to accept the Terms offered by Franct and Spain, Be* 
fides thefe Di fad vantages, Sir, there is another of equal 
Confequence, which would have attended our fending our 
Troops to Hanover: It would have furnifhed the. King's 
Domeftick Enemies with a Pretence for faying, that England 
was going to be involved in a War for the Sake of Hanover; 
and this Pretence, tho' very ill grounded, might have had 
a fatal ££Fed upon the Minds of our common People^ and 
perhaps upon the Minds of our Soldiers. 

* From thefe Coniiderations, Sir, it is apparent, that 
Flanders was the only proper Place we cotdd fend oar 
Troops to ; and as they could not by themfeWes, even after 
being fent there, have any great EfFedl upon the Councils of 
France, it became neceffary 10 increafe our Force there, by 
the Addition of Foreign Troops, hired from fome Potentate 
or other. Whether we could get any other Troops to hire 
befide thofe.of Hanover, I ihall not take upon me to deter- 
mine ; but I can fee. no Reafou why we fhould not take the 
Troops of Hanover into our Pay as foon as any other ; and 
in the prefent Cafe, they were certainly the mod ready, bc- 
caufe they were nearefl, and becaufe an Agreement for taking 
them into our Pay could be much fooner concluded, . than an 
Agreement for fuch a Purpofe with any other Prince or Po- 
tentate in Europe, In the Circumftances we were then io, 
the Seafon for Adion was not in the leafl to be coniidered. 
We were to give Spirit to the Friends of publick Liberty : 
We were to give Terror to its Enemies, by forming a great 
Army in Flanders ; and this was to be done as foon as pof- 
fible. 

* This, Sir, was to be his Majefty's Care : It is this, we 
are to declare our grateful Senfe of i and this Care his Ma- 
jelly took as early as the Circumftances of the Affairs of Ew 
rope would admit. We need not therefore be at a Lofs to find 
out what the Word Early relates to. It neither relates to the 
War, nor to our new Minifters : It relates only to that Turn 
the Affairs of Euxop9 took by the Peace concladed be- 
tween 
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twccn tljje Courts oi Vienna and Berlin, Wiiilfl die Court An. 16. G«o. U, 
of Vienna continued obftinatc with Regard to the King of ^^ 
Vrujffia : Whilft that Prince continued firm to his Alliance ^ ^ 
with France and Bavaria, we could not fo much as think of 
giving any Afiiftance by oar Armies to the Queen of Hun^ 
gary, or of forming any Confederacy in her Favour ; but no 
fooner did this become practicable, by thefe two Courts be- 
gionuig to give Ear to our Mediation, than iiis Majefiy be- 
gan to think of forming fuch a Fqroe in the L$*w Countries^ 
as might be of Service to the Queen of Hungary, and to the 
reftoring and fecuring the Balance of Power in Europe, 

' Now, Sir, with regard to the happy Turn of Affairs in 
the Norih^ as it is aad mufl be acknowledged to be a hap- 
})y Turn with regard to Europe as well ^ this Kingdom, we 
have Reafon to congratulate his Maje% tupon it, whether 
he bad any Hand in bringing it about or no ; and therefore 
our Congratulation can be no Implication of our thinking 
that he actually had. But fuppoTe it were, I (hould be for 
agreeing to it, becaufe, I am convinced^ it is true ; and from 
the very Nature of the Thing we rauft believe it to be fo. 
His MajeHy had a Miniiter at the Swedifi Court : He had 
another at the Ruffian ; can we think, that thofe Miniftcrs 
had not In0ru6tions to labour with all their Might to bring 
about a Reconciliation between thoie two Powers ? I ihau 
grant, that the Wifdom of the Ruffian Councils, the Con- 
do^ of their Generals, and the Bravery of their Troops, 
contributed not a little towards rendering his-Majefly's En-

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An.i5.Geo.n.a Rcfleftion upon that illoftrioas^ Princefs, yet I maft 
w ' ^^. , , fay, that her Conduft with Regard to Pruffia was to be 
~^~ '^ called Obftinacy rather than Courage and Refolution ; for if 
ihe had continued to hold the fame Conduct with Regard to 
him, it would have been impoffible for her to extricate her- 
felf out of her Difficulties : It would have been impofiible 
for us, or for any Power in Europe^ to have given her effec- 
tual Affiance : But fince her concluding a Treaty with that 
Prince, by Means of his Majefty^s Mediation, her Bearing 
up againft the united Armies of France and Bavaria^ may 
properly be called Courage or Refolution ; and this is cer- 
tainly owmg to the vigorous Meafures his Majefty began to 
take upon her entering heartily into a Treaty with the King 
of Pruffia, 

* Thus, Sir, T hope, I have (hewn, that there is no real 
Foundation for objedling to any Part of the Motion now 
before you ; and that it would be a Want of Refpe6b in os, 
. not to take fome Sort of Notice, in our Addrefs, of eve^ 
Thing his Majefty has been pleafed to communicate to us by 
his Speech frOm the Throne. This, I hope, you will avoid 
being guHty of : If you coniider the prefent Circomftanccs 
of Affairs, I am fure, you will avoid it with the utmoft Cau- 
tion. Europe engaged in a War which may end in the Over- 
throw of its Liberty : This Nation engaged in a War which 
may end in the Ruin of our Trade and Navigation : In thefc 
Circumftances would you do any Thing, would you negleft 
any Thing, that might be conftrued as a Want of Relped 
to your Sovereign ! Would not this difhearCen our Friends, 
Svould it not encourage our Enemies ? What terrible Confc- 
quence? fhould we not then have Reafbn to expedt ? I mull 
therefore befeech Gentlemen not to give themfelves up to 
cavilling upon this Occafion. If they think any Part of our 
late Conduit wrong, there is nothing now propofed that can 
prevent their cenfuring it when it comes properly bcfo/e 
ihem.

Geo* It, 
of that laudable Spirit which was frequently exerted in the i74^* 
Jail Parliament, much beyond what I ever knew, duringr the ' 
Time I formerly fat here. God be thanked, Sir, I have 
feen it again revived, without the leaft Innovation in ouif 
Parliamentary Conditution. 

* In that Light I look upon the Motion now before yoa^ 
Sir, with ^Refped to the Form of this Addreis. But klaf,: 
Sir, fond as we are of modern Precedents, yet it were to be 
wiflied that fuch of them, and fuch oi^y had been followed, 
as were moft conducive to the Honour and Dignity of Par- 
liaments. The amiable Precedents left us by our moil 
worthy Anceftors, are th^ ftrongeft Inilances, that they in 
their greateft Exigencies of State, had nothing fo much at 
Heart as to gain the good Opinion of all Mankind ; and 
this they happily effedted, becaufe their G)ndudl in this 
Place fo juftly deferved it. As they were always apprifed, 
that Honour coniifts not in the Power only of any Affembly 
whatVoever, but in the Opinion the People have of their 
Virtue ; a Printiple flridtly honourable, exalting the Mind 
above Hopes and Fears, above Favour and Difpleafure, bet 
caufe uniform and confident with itielf ; their Addrefles 
were dutiful, tho' ihort, yet fuitable to the Time they were 
allowed to fit, where in ilruggling hard for the Liberties of 
the People, they fometimes lofl their own, and fome their 
Lives for only daring to be free. Thus gloried they in a 
a true publick Spirit, and had the G)mfort to (ay, ^empori' 
bus malts aufi fumus ejfi Boni ; therefore, vtheir Names and 
Memories are ftill revered, and fo they ought to be in all 
future Ages. They never held a long Addrefs crammed with 
a Volubility of Compliments, as efiential to Loyalty : No^ 
they faid Loyalty well became the Dignity of their Houfe^ 
but as for all fawning Complaifance, that they properly 
confined within the Boundari^ of the Court of Requ^fts^ anid 
would not fo much as fuffer it to infinuate, no nor yet to 
creep up the Lobby *Stairs. 

< Sir, opon my Obfervation of this Houfe, I am thorough- 
ly conduced, that there is not one of us, but moft think it

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Wfcnt Rights and Privileges, which I muft beg Leave to An. 1 6. Ceo. If. 
fay vpre always a little precarious, and never (o totally 1742. 
elUblifed ^ upon the Arrival of the prefcnt Royal Fami- 
ly. Since then it is but natural to preferve the Root of 
our immediate Happinefs, ho\v can we enough admire the 
glorious Branches, nay even the tendered Twigs, which, 
with the Blcffing of Providence, and our hearty Prayers for 
tbcBi, muft grow into fo beautiful a Shade, by Nature 
formei to fhelter and prote^ you from the Violence, Oppref- 
iion and arbitrary Power which neither* we nor our Fore- 
fathers were ever able to bear. 

* However, let us enjoy the more immediate Profpeft of 
fdch Halcyon Pays as we may reafonably cxpe£l from the . 
Conduft of the prefent Adminiftration, and efpecially too 
if we cohfider. Sir, how much the Change of Men and 
Meafures hath ali-eady wrought a happier Ohange in the

• Surely, Sir, if that had been the Cafe, you had not 
heard of fo many pernicious Treaties formed abroad, no, 
nof yet of fo many late feandalous Contrads at home, 
tQ the Detriment of our Friends, Fellow-Soldiers and 
Coumryroen. Neverthelefe, whatfoever may have been 
odierwife ft^gefted by fome without Doors, yet it is 
to be hoped, that Time v/ill convince them too, that it 
was impradiiablc tp corrupt the Fountain, or to llrip the 
third Eftate of its Freedom and Independency ; and that ic 
cailnot be thought a Crime for the prefent Paj^liament to bear 
feme Refemblan^e of fuch as were once t^e Glory of this 
Nation ; for at Independency is the gre^^^jComfort that 
can attend the Individual, fo it never centers in the Body 
Politick, but It immediately becomes a National Benefit, and 
in Return you will always be rewarded with the Applaufe of 
the People, to whfom,- indeed, you owe no fmall Regard : 
For furely. Sir, it was high Time to (hut zXok Pandoras

%v]fh they had ^^#h a little more Regard to What fome of

into the Adminiltration. The latter may have more Pride . 

or Ambition than the former* but their Motives are equally . 

conupt, and when difcovered, equally tend to overthrow pur 

Conftitucion, by dedroying that Principle of A6Uon, I m^an 

a difintereiled Love for the pubUek Good, upon which alone 

a free Government can fubfift. 

* For this Reafon, Si^ I muft deal plainly with our new 
Miniilers by telling them, that, fo far as relates to omr Do- , 
meiUck Af&irs, if they go on as they have begun, they will 
do more real Harm to our Confticution, than our late Mini- ^ 
fter ever did, with all his Schemes, for Corruption and ar- 
bitrary Power ; becanfe they will make the People believe, 
that our Contention here never was, nor ever will be, about 
the Prefervation of oar Conllitution, or the publick Good of 
our Couptry, but about Titles, Places, Penfions, and Pre- 
ferments ; an^ if this Opinion fiioujd ever prevail generally 
among the People, they will give over fupporting any Op- 
portion to the Adminifiration for the Tiipe being : Nay they , 
will rejoice to fee Parliaments entirely laid aiide. 

* I fhall grant. Sir, chat with regard to Foreign Affairs, 
oar Condud feems to be a little altered : Our new Miniilers 
feem to a£l with more Vigour, and tq ihew a little more 
Regard to the Prefervation of the Liberties of Europe, than 
their Predeceilbr ever did ; but I queflion much if this be 
owing to their Virtue or publttk Spirit, To much as to their 
Complaifance towards the Crown. The late haughty and * 
infuiting Behaviour of the French towards a certain Foreign 
Coort, has, I believe, produced an Alteration in the Poli^ . 
ticks of. th^ Court, and that Alteration may probably have 
bad an Influence upon our Court here at home.

* Bat my Compliance in this R^ed does not proceed 
from my approving of our making FHmegyHoks upon ei^ry 
Part of our Minifters CondoCt, in our Addrela to our Sove* 
reign ; and if this nvuH be the ConfeqtteiKe of his being ffll 
gracious as to commuincate to x», from his own Mouth, a fell 
State of our Aflkirs, afiid all t)ie Particolars of his paft Con- 
duQ, (o far m his Minifler»niay think proper, I wifli, tfait 
Piece 6f Condefcenfion wer^ kid a£de ; but I can te no

* As for the ^T^sjE^/r Troops Sir^ we have as yet no Rea- 
fon to fum>ofe, 4hat tbcy are to be stakes into Britijb Fzy, 
Iht Elmorate^f Hamnur is as mvsck claimed, both in Hon- 
oar and Inceneft; as we are, to fcippcrt and t^&St the Qoeen of 
Huwgary I At le^il we know, as yet of no Adi^antage it ^ to 
j^eap by her Deilnt^ton ; and a& no Addition has upon this 
Acconnt been made to the Armies of that Ele^ocate, we 
naft foppofe it fufiiciently able oo maintain thofe Tioops in 
FiiaukfSf or any where elfe, as well as atiionie.

BIO itfelf was brought in, and in every Step approved of, by Uams Wynne* 
this very Houfe of Commons, I ihould with great Confidence 
of Saccefs rife up to fecond this Motion, if I did not from 
Experience know, that Gentlemen often change their Sen- 
timents with their Situation, and that a Genileman, after 
he becomes a Placeman, begins to entertain Notions of the 
Prerogatives of the Crown and the Liberties of the People, 
very different from thofe he entertained whilft he was a 
plain, honed, Coun try ' Gentleman » If any Thing like this 
fhoold happen in the prefent Debate, it may tend to difap- 
point the Motion, but with all thofe who are neither Place- 
men nor Penfioners, I am fure, it ought to be an Argument 
in its Favour ; and, I hope, it will prevail with feme Gen- 
I tiemen, who in fornier Sef&ons oppofed this Motion, to 
alter their Sentiments and their Way of voting upon this 
Occafion, when they have fuch a plain Proof before their 
Eyes, that if a Place does not induce a Man to vo^ i^nft 
his Honoar and his Confcience, it at laft biafles^ his Jut^* 
ment, and makes him conclude that to be wrong, which 
he before thought and declared to be right. 

' Another ftrong Argument in Favour of this Motion, 
Sir, is the melancholy and diftrefTed Condition which the 
Affairs of Europe, as well as of this Nation, are now re- 
duced to. We have for near thirty Years been in a Courfe 
of approving and fupporting almoft every political Meafure 
the Crown feenied refolved to purfuc : With regard to fo- 
reign Affiairs, we have approved ,an4 fupporttd every one 
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An. i6. Geo. II. of them without Exception : Thank God f I have had n^ 
1742. Concern in this general uninterrupted Approbation : I have 
* at thd refpe&ive Times publickJy declared my Dillikc of 
many of them, and yet I ara far from thinking, that any of 
thofe who approved, voted at any Time againil the plaiq 
Dilates of their Confcience ; but I am convinced, that many 
of them were biaifed in their Judgments by the Fears of lo- 
iing the Places they poiTefled, or the Hopes of getting the * 
Titles, Places, or Preferments they expeded. In all Politi- 
cal Difpoccs it is very eafy to impofe upon Gentlemen, who 
have never made that Science their Study, and are never let 
into any Secrets of State unlefs with a Deiign to deceive 
them ; therefore in all fuch Cafes, I have great Charity for 
thofe who happen to differ from me in Opinion. But w&en. 
the Wickednefs or Folly of the Meafures begins to appear 
from the fatal Confequences they have produced, my Charity 
begins to ceafe with lefpe^ to thofe who perfevere in their 
Opinions, and refufe coming into any Method for prevent- 
ing themfelves or their Succefibrs in this Hoafe from being 
deceived by the fame Bias towards a Court. 

* I have. Sir, as great an Opinion as any Gentleman 
can, as any Gentleman ought to have, of the Honour and 
Impartiality of thofe who are Members of either Houfe of 
Parliament ; but it is arguing againft common Senfe, com<» 
mon Reafon, and common Experience, to pretend, that no 
Member of this Houfe. will be biaiTed in his Opinion, or 
influenced in his Voting, by 500 or 1000, or perhaps 5000/. 
a Year. It has in all Countries and in all Ages been held 
as an eilabliihed Maxim» that no Man ought to be allowed 
to lit as Judge, or even as a Juryman, in any Caufe 
where he is to get or lofe by the Event of the Suit ; and as 
we fit as Judges,, aim oil in every Cafe that. can come before 
tis, between the People and their Sovereign, or thofe em^ 
ployed by^ him in the executive Part of our Government, 
furely no Man ought to be allowed to fit here, who is to get 
or lofe the. Whole, or the chief Part of his iSubftance, by the 
Judgment he pafles upon any Affair depending in this Hoofe. 
' In former Times, Sir, when we had no Handing Army, 
nor any Officers of our Army kept in continual Pay : When 
we had no Navy or Ships of War but fuch as were fitted out 
when Occafion required, and commanded by Ofiicers 
appointed by thofe that fitted them out : When we had 
no Excifes, nor Excife Men : When we had few or n9 
Taxes, and as few Tax- Gatherers ; it was not necef- 
fary to hare .any fach Law enafted ; becaufe no pub'ick 
O^cer then ever thought of getting ^imfelf chofen a Mem- 
>^ . , bcr 
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ber of Parliament Whilfi he remained in Pay, he was An. x6. Geo. II. 

obliged to atc^^d the Duty of his Office, and coniequently ^ ^4^ 

could neither attend the fiufin^fs, nor be chofen. a Member 

of Parliament. This is the true Reafon why the High Sheriff 

of a County cannot even now be chofen a Member of this 

Houfe ; and when this Maxim was firfl edabliihed, I am per- 

fuaded, it was a Maxim obferved with regard to every other 

publick Officer ; but as it was eflablifhed by Common Law^ 

or, as the Lawyers call it. Common Reafon only, it fell by 

Degrees into Difufe, and publick Officers of all Ranks and 

Degrees may be» and are now chofen Members of Parlia* 

meot, except High Sheriffs, and fome few others who have 

been difqualified by exprefs Statute. 

* Thus, Sir, our Conllitution ftands at prefent, and as the 
Number of our publick Officers of all Kinds, and in all Sta- 
tions, has been of late Years vaftly increafed, and is every 
Day increadng, as their yearly Profits and Emoluments have 
been vaftly augmented, and as their Power is growing every 
Year more and more extenfive, they have now a gceat Sway 
in all our Eledlions, e/pecially thofe for our Cities and Bo- 
roughs, (o that in a few Years we may, nay we muft exped, 
that a Majority of this Houfe will always conHft of fuch as 
hold or exped Offices, Places, or private Peniions, at the 
Pleafure of the Crown ; and what Juilice or Mercy the Peo- 
ple can exped from fuch a Houfe of Commons, common 
Senfe, I had almoil faid, common Experience may inflrudi. 

' For this Reafon, Sir, if we have a Mind to preferve 
cor Conftitution : If we have a Mind that Parliaments fhould 
ever be of ^ny Ufe to the King or his People : If we have a 
Mind to prevent a Parliament's being a cumberfome Clog to 
a good King, and a cruel Inflrument of Oppreffion in v the 
Hands of a tyrannical one, we mud pafs a Law for limiting 
the Number of Officers in this Houfe ; and this we ought to 
be the more ardent to have fpeedily done, becaufe if we are 
once caught in the Snare, it will be impoffible for us ever to 
efcape ; for if a Majority of this Houfe fhould ever once 
come to confifl of a Majority of Officers and Placemen, it is 
not to be fuppofed, they would pafs a Bill for their own Ex* 
dufion. Upon the contrary, if they fhould entertain the

This I 
take to be a good Maxim with Regard to Law, and I take 
it to be no lels a good one with regard to Politicks. We 
know, we have for many Ages experienced the Happinefs of 
our prefent Conftitution ; but no Man can foretel what will 
be the Confequences of any material Alteration ; for which 
^ Retifon I am, and (hall always be againil an Alteratbn, or 

what the Projectors are always pleafcd to call an Amende 
mcnc, unlcfs 1 have very fenfibly felt the Inconvenknce of 
what is pro.pofed to be amended. In the prefent Cafe, per* 
haps my Want, of Feelii^ may proceed from my Want of 
Experience ; but young as I am, as Lhave the Hodour to be 
a Member of this Houfe, I think myfelf bound to judge for 
royfelf, and not to pin my Faith upon the Feeling or Expe- 
rience of any other Gentleman ; and therefore, I hope, I £hall 
be excused if I diiler from the two Hon. Gentlemen who have 
made and feconded this Motion. 

* I Ihall readily admit it to' be a right Maxim in private 
AiFdirs, not to allow any Man to fit as a Judge in a Caufe 
where he has an Intereft in the Event of the SiiiU This, I 
iay.

U, 
the Subjedl, every Subjedl, and confequently every Member 174a' 
of this Houfe muft have a private Intereft in rcfufing the ' 
Grant ; and it is certain, that nothing but his Regard for 
the pablick Welfare, or his Expediation of fome Favour 
from the Crown, can prevail with him to confent to a pub- 
lick Grant, which muft neceffarily take from him fome Part 
of his private Property. 

* In paffing of Laws, Sir, the Cafe is the fame. There 
was never, I believe, a Law paflcd in this Houfe, which did 
not fome way or other injure the Property, the Privilege, or 
the Friends or Relations of fome of the Members ; and many 
Laws have been propofed here, which were inconfiiUnt with 
the publick Good, but tended to promote the Intereft of fome 
of the Members. In all fuch Cafes nothing but a fuperior 
Regard for the publick Good, or an Expedation of fome . 
Favour from the Crown, can tempt Men to vote againft 
their private Intereft. And even in Cafes where private In- 
tereft can have no Concern, the Satisfaction of private Paffi- 
oqs, fach as Refcntment, (juftor unjuft, makes no Difference) 
Malice, Envy, and the like, muft always become a Sort of 
private Intereft or Motive with many Gentlemen in this 
Houfe, to oppofe what is propofed by Minifters, or to pro- 
pofe or fupport what may tend todiftrefs their Meafu res ; and 
nothing but a fuperior Re^rd for the publick Good, or an 
Expeftation of fome Favour from the Crown, can prevail 
with fuch Men to adt contrary to what would give them fuch . 
an exquifite Pleafure as the Gratification of any violent Paf- 
iion. 

* In all thefe Cafes, I hope, Gentlemen's Concern for the 
pablick Good, is generally fuch a prevailing Motive as to 
overcome tvtty Motive of a private Nature ; but however 
generally this may be the Cafe, our Conftitution has not 
trufted entirely to it ; and therefore it has provided the 
Crown with the DifpofaK of all Honour?, and many other 
Favours, to be diftributed as a Reward to thofe who, in all 
their Adlions, fhew a difmterefted Regard for the public Good, 
or as a Temptation to the Selfifti and Interefted for drawing 
them off from factious Meafures, or for inducing them to 
join with the Government in fuch Meafures, as are really 
calculated for the Service of the Publick. This, I fay, Sir, 
has been provided by our Conftitution, and in my humble 
Opinion, it is a moft wife and neceflary Proviiion ; for, I 
believe, it would be impoflible for the moft prudent and juft 
Admlniftration, to govern fuch a numerous AfTembly, ani 
to prevent its being often influenced by Fadion, if the Crown 
had no fach Favours to beftow.

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An. i6.Geo.II: * I fhall grant. Sir, that thofe Favoars may fometimes be 
>74^ ^ mifapplied : They may by fome Adminidrations be bellowed 
upon thofe only chat ihew a blind Obedience to Miniilers, 
without any Regard to the Publick ; and this may enable 
Miniilers to get fome Things pafTed in Parliament, which 
would otherwife have been rejed^ed with Difdain ; but if 
Miniilers were forming Defigns againll the publick Liberty, 
or purfuing Meafures that manifellly tend to the Ruin of the 
Nation, I do not believe, that all the Favoars the Crown 
has now to bellow, could procure a Parliamentary Approba- 
tion of fuch Defigns, or Meafures ; beca4ife nothing but pri- 
vate Interell could prevail with Men to approve of fuch Mea- 
fures or Defigns, and every Man, qualified to be a Member 
of this Houfe, would find a private Interell in oppofing them, 
I mean the Prefervation of his own Ellate ; and chat he would 
look upon as an Intereft fuperior to any Penfion,Place, or Of- 
fice, the Crown could bellow ; for he would confider, that 
If the Nation were rained, his private Ellate would be funk 
in the general Defolation ; or if ap abitrary Government 
was fet up, his Property in his Ellate would become pre- 
carious ; and evtty Man of common Senfe will prefer an 
Ellate of 300, or 600/. a Year, fecured by the Laws of a 
limited Government to him and his PoUerity, I fay every 
Man of common Sehfe will prefer fuch an Ellate to an £- 
ilate, Salary, or Penfion, of ten Times the Value, depend - 
ipg upon the Will of an arbitrary Sovereign. 
. * We have no Occafion therefore. Sir, to dread the In- 
trodudlion of arbitrary Power, from any Number of Offi- 
cers bein^ Members of this Houfe, as long as thofe Officers 
are polTeffcd, in their own Right, of Ellates of more Va- 
lue than any precarious PoU or Penfion the Crown can be- 
llow, and this we have already provided for fufiiciently by 
exprels Statute ; but if we were to exclude all or the great- 
ell Part of our Officers, civil and military, from having 
Seats in this Houfe, it would, in my Opinion, certainly 
introduce Anarchy, which muft necellarily be followed by 
arbitrary Power in fome Shape or other ; for if the Crown 
had no Power to rc^ward any Member of this Houfe for 
(hewing a difinterelled Zeal for the publick Service, nor 
any Temptation to throw in the Way of the Selfilh or Fac- 
tious, it would often be impofiible to obtain the Confent of 
fuch a numerous AlTembly, even to the moH necelTary Mea- 
fures of Government ; and the Wheels of Government be- 
ing thus entirely llopp'd, a State of Anarchy would enfue, 
in which Cafe we may fuppofe, that all our Officers, civil 
and military, would rank chemfelves upon the Side of the 
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Crown ; and Ac Members of chis.HouTe being witliout Inter- Aa. 16. Gco-H^ 
eft or Charader, either in our. Fleets or Armies, we may ]I^2L 
eadly judge what the Confeqaences wonld be ; for if the 
Gentlemen concerned in the executive Part of our Govern- 
ment, ihonld once perceive it to be impoflible to carry on. 
our publick AfFairs, by the Authority of what fomc Gen- 
demen are pleafed to call an independent Parliament, they 
wonld certainly join with the Crown in laying Parliaments 
entirely afide. 

* Having mentioned. Sir, what fome Gentlemen are 
pleafed to call an independent Parliament, I mnft obferve» 
that they, feem thereby to mean an AfTembly of Men, no 
one of whom is governed or biaifed in the leail by any Re- 
gard to his own Interieft or AdvancenMnt in the' World, and 
that this Aflembly fhonld be cho{e by Ele^ors as diiinter- 
eiled as themfelves ; fnch a Choice, Sir, as well as fuch an 
Aflembly I muft look on as altogether Utopian and imagi- 
nary : We may pleafe our Imagination with fuch Reprefen- 
tation, but no fuch Thing had ever any real Exiftence. 
Therefore, I ihall always call a Parliament independent, if 
no violent or forcible Means are ufed for compelling the 
Eledors, or the Members, to voce according to the Direc* 
tioos of him that makes ufe of fuch Means ; and it is by 
fach Means only that our ConHitution can be overturned ; 
for mercenary Coniiderations alone, without the Interpo- 
fition of any compuldvie Method, will never tempt Men to 
confent to what would, render thofe very Coniiderations pre- 
carious, which would be the infallible Confequence of o- 
vertuming our Conftitution and efbblifhiog arbitrary Pow- 
er ; therefore, I ihall never think our Liberties in any Dan- 
ger, as long as the Crown neither has it in its Power, nor 
attempts to make ufe of any violent Method for directing a- 
ny Man's Vote either at Elections or in Parliament. The 
Expefbtion of a Reward noay induce a Man to vote with 
the Court in Queilions that are doubtful, and where it is not 
quite evident to him, which Side of the Queflion is mod for 
the Publick Good ; but when the Court Side of the Queflion 
is apparently inconfiftent with the Publick Good, or almoil 
directly tending to the Overthrow of our happy Conilita- 
tion, tho* I have no very great Opinion of the Virtue or 
publick Spirit of Mankind, I have fo good an Opinion of 
their common Senfe, that I am convinced, no mercenary 
Expedation could prevail upon a Man of any Fortune or Fi- 
gure in his Country to vote with the Court in fuch a Quef- 
taon. Nothing but the Fear of lofing his Life, his Liberty, 
or his private Mate could in fuch a CVie prevail , and as

bation of thofe Honoim and Offices amoogft the Membeis 
of this Houfe, the Ends of Fadkm may be dtiappointtd» 
bat the Conftitation can never be overtarned. 

' I hope it will now appear. Sir, that chit Qoeftion is not 
of fo clear a Natnre as die Gentlemen who moved it feem to 
imagine. It is a QuefUon of fuch a perplexed Nature, that 
it is very excufable in a^y Gentleman to change his Senti- 
ments with regard to it $ and therefore, if any Gentleman 
fliould now appear againft it, who formerly appeared to be 
for it, it would be very anchariuUe to conclude, that this 
AlteratioA in his Condod proceeded from an Alteratkm in 
his Situation. We ought in Charity to fuj^poie, that his 
SentiflMnts with refpedt to it are really chaoged $ and I be- 
lieve, every Gentleman .who is transferred from being a 
Country Gtothman to be a Minifier of Sute, will find more 
Reaibn for a Change of Sentiments in this Reipe^ than he 
ever ^fbre fufpe^ed he (hoold. He will then acquire a 
Knovi^edge of Mankind, which he never could before ac- 
quire : He will then be able to penetrate further into the 
private Views by which Men are aduated, and he will kc 
how difficult it is, to get a Mafority of this Houfe to unite 
in the moll prudent and neoeflary Meaiure thsrt can be thought 
of. This may farntfh him with very fufficient Reafbns fw a 
real Change in his Sentiments, and if any fuch Change ihoold 
appear in this Debate, it ought, I think, to be a fbong^ 
Argument with all thofe, who have upon former Oocafioas 
appeared agaioft this Qodbon, for adhering to their former 
Opinion. 

* Then, Sir, as to the diftreffed Condition which the 
Affairs of Europe, or the A&irsof this Nation are in, Ifhall 
grant that the Afiairs of Europe are in a very diftreflbd Con- 
dition at preieat, but as to the Afiairs of this Nation, I can- 
not conceive them to be in any diftreffed Condition i and if 
I did, fhoald avoid infixing upon it ia fuch a ptd>lick Aflem- 
biy, at a Time when a good Opinion of our Affiun at Fo* 
reign Courts, is fo neceffary for giving Weight to thofe Ne- 
gotiations, we moil be fnppofed to be carrying on, for form- 
ing a Confederacy in Oppofition to the ambitious Views of 
thofe that have long been Enemies to pnblick liberty. But 
thank God \ whatever may be faid by fome Gentlemen in 
this Houfe, no Foreigner who knows any Thing of this Na- 
tion can fuppofe, that our Afliirs are in any Sort of Didrels* 
Our publick Credit is fo well eilablifhed that, inftead of re* 
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wvrng a Stock firom die prefent Coofofions in Eur^e, it has An* tS.Gco. II. 
rather been improvM ; and tho^ oar Trade may fufter a little i743- 
in one Branch bj our prefent War with Sfah^ yet notwith- ^'^^V^" ^ 
fiandiog the Interraption it meets with from Spanijb Priva- 
teers, it is certainly now in as flourifliing a Condition as ever 
it was in any Time preceeding. We have, 'tis true, (lill 
Training a great Load of pablick Debts ; but this is not 
pwing to any Mifmanagement at home^ but to the many 
Broils we have been of late Years engaged in by the Ambiti- 
Qn of Foreign Courts, and to the great Tendernefs both his 
late and prefent Majefty have ihewn towards their People, 
efpeciaily the Ijanded Incereft. 

' Oar own Affairs therefore. Sir, can afford no Argu- 
ment for (hewing, that ever our Parliament has been pre- 
vailed on by a corrupt Influence to approve of any wrong 
Meafares i and as to the Aflairs of Europe^ ihd* they are at 
prefent in great Confuiion, I am fure, it can no Way be 
maputcd to any Mifcondud in our Adminiftration. Will any 
Gentleman pretend, that oar War with Spain was provoked 
by 4ny rafli Step in our Miniders ? Can it be faid, that we 
gave Encouragement to the King of Frujjia^ or the Eledbr 
oi Btmariuy to attack the Queen of Hungary ; or that we en- 
couraged the Frincb to fend their Troops into Germany, or 
the Spaniards to fend their Troops into Italy ? Are not all 
the Confuiions in Europe owing to the Ambition or 0]?ilinacy 
of Foreign Courts, and not to any Mifcondadt of ours ? Has 
not our Court tried all the Methods that could be thought of» 
for preventing or putting an End to thofe Conf ufions ? The 
Parliament had therefore good Reafon to approve of all our 
Foreign Meafores, and confequently that Approbation could 
not be owing to their Judgments being biafTed, or their 
Votes directed, by any Favours enjoyed, or expelled from 
the Crown. 

* Therefore, Sir, as we have never fuffered any Prejudice 
frooEi the Number of Officers in this Houfe : As we have no 
Reafon to apprehend Danger from any Number that can be 
in it, in any future Parliament ; and, as I think, that the 
excluding them from Seats in this Houfe would be of the 
moft dangerous Confequence to our Conflitution, I muft be 
againft the Motion. 

Lord Strange^ fpoke in Favour of the Motion. 
Sir^ 

* As we feem to improve every Day in thofe Dodrincs Lord Strange* 
that are introdudory of arbitrary Power, the Dodtrine of ' 
Corruption has this Day been puihed farther than ever, I 

believe 
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An. i6. Geo. II. believe. It was in this Houfe. It has been reprefented not 
1742. only as a harmlefs but a neceifary Implement of Government ; 
' and all the Laws we have for excluding Penfioners, and fe- 
yeral Sorts of Officers, from having Seats in this Houfe, may, 
by the fame Sort of Reafoning, be proved to be fubverfivc of 
bur Conflitutiony and introductory of Anarchy, Confufiqn, 
and arbitrary Power. If a Gentleman of a fmall Eilate, or 
of an Eftate, however large, that cannot fupply the Wants 
of his Luxury or Avarice, cannot be fuppofed capable of be- 
ing induced, by any mercenary Motive the Crown can 
throw in his Way, to confent to Grants o^ Regulations, or 
to approve of Meafarcs that tend towards the Introdu^ion 
of arbitrary Power, or that appear to be inconiiHent with the 
publick Good, why fhould we exclude Peniioners, why ihould 
we exclude the Commiilioners and Officers of our Cufloma 
and Excife, from having Seats in this Houfe ? If the Power 
of granting pecuniary and mercenary Rewards to Members 
be (o neceifary for the managing of this Hou(e, and for an- 
fwering the neceifary Ends of Government, why fhould we 
in any Refpedl abridge that Power, which, if never fo exten- 
£ve, can do us no Harm, and which, if too much abridged, 
may overfet both our Government and Conftitution ? Sure- 
ly, no Man of common Senfe would make the lead Ap- 
proach towards a Precipice, if he could keep his Dildance 
without the leall Danger or Inconvenience ; therefore, if 
we admit this Doctrine, we muft fuppofe, thofe Parliaments 
void of common Senfe, in which the Laws we now have 
for excluding Peniioners and feveral Sorts of Officers were 
agreed to. 

* But Experience in all Ages and all Countries, Sir, nuift 
convince us, that this Dodrine is falfe, deceitful and per- 
nicious. In all Countries where arbitrary Power ever was, 
or is now fet up, Corruption was the Footilool upon which 
it mounted into the Throne. By Corruption Men are in- 
duced to arm their Magiftrates, or fupreme Magiftrate, with* 
fuch Powers as enable them to deftroy, firil the EiTcnce, 
and afterwards the very Face of publick Liberty. Whilfk 
arbitrary Power is in its Infancy, and creeping up by De- 
grees to Man's Eftate, no Doubt it will, it muft refrain from 
Adls of Violence and Compuliion. It will by Bribery gain 
the Confent of thofe it has not as yet got Strength enough 
to compel ; but when it is by Bribery grown up to its full 
Strength and Vigour, even Bribery itfelf will be negledled, 
and whoever then oppofes its Views will be ruined, either 
by open Violence, or falfe Informations, and cook*d up 
Profecutiqns. 

• I 
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' I (hall grant, Sir, tbat if the Queftion were put in plain An. i6. Oeo. II. 
and dired I'cnns, no Man, or at Icaft very few^ would a- ^ 21^ 
gree to give up their Property in their EUates, for the Sake ' ^ 
of a much greater Eftate or Peniibn, depending upon the 
Will of an arbitrary Sovereign. But fuch a Qpeflion never 
was, nor eveif will be put by thofe who aim at arbitrary 
Power. They always find fpecious Pretences for fome new 
Power, or fome little Increafe of Power, and then another 
new Power, or another little Increafe of Power, till at lad 
their Power becomes by Degrees uncontroulable ; and Men 
of corrupt Hearts are, by mercenary Motives, prevented 
from coniidering or forefeeing the Confequences of the new 
or additional Powers they grant. It is, I think, highly 
probable, that Julius Cajar had laid the Scheme of en- 
ilaving his Country, before he obtained the Province of 
^rans' Alpine Gaul. For this Purpofe he rightly judged, that 
it was neceiTary to get a great Army under his Command, 
and by his Continuance in Succefs in that Command, to 
render that Army more attached to him than to the LaWs 
and Liberties of their Country. For obtaining that Com- 
mand, and for continuing in it,he knew he muft depend upon 
the Votes of his Fellow Citizens ; and that for his Succefs in 
it he muft depend upon his own Condud. If he had told his 
Fellow Citizens that he wanted from them fuch an Army 
as might enable him to opprefs the Liberties of his Coon- 
try, they would certainly have refufed it : Notwithflanding 
the Avarice, Luxury, and Selfiihnefs- then prevailing a- 
moDgft them, he could not by all his Bribery have got them 
to agree to fuch a direft Qucftion. He therefore at firft 
propofed to thiem only to give him the Command of Cis- 
Alpine Gaul^ with Illyria annexed, which by Bribery, and by 
having infinuated himfelf into great Favour with the Peo- 
ple, he obtained, and by the fame Means he got the Trans- 
Alpine Gaul added to it. This gave him the Command of 
a great Army, and the People being blinded by his Lar> 
geifes and his Succefles, they continued him in that Com- 
mand till he made his Army fo abfolutely his own, that 
it eftablifhed him in arbitrary Power, and fo eiFedlually de- 
ftroyed the Liberties of the People, that they could never 
again be reftorcd ; for the fhort Interval between his Death 
and the Eftablifhment of his Succeffor, Auguftus Cajar^ was 
no free or regular Government, but a continued Series of 
Ufurpation, Murder, and Civil War. 

* If the People of Rtime, Sir, had forefeen the Confe- 
quences of their Favours to Julius Cafarf they would cer- 
tainly have refafed granting him fo many ; but they were 
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Aa. i6. Geo. iL^o blinded by their Corruption, that they did not confider 
174a. ^ the Confequcnces. This dcftroycd irrecoverably that gl'o- 
rioiw^Rcpublick ; and this will deftroy every Republick, 
where any one Man has Wealth or Power enough to cor- 
rupt a great Number of People. Let us confider. Sir, in 
what Liberty and Property truly confills, and we (hall fee, 
that where any one Man has in his Power a large Fond 
for Corruption, both may be abfolutely deflroyed, and an 
arbitrary Power eftablifhed, before People become generally 
fenfible of their Danger. A Man's Liberty confilh in its 
not being in the Power of any Man or Magiflrate, with 
Impunity, to imprifon or kill him, or inilidl any perfonal 
Punifhmcnt upon him, unlefs he has been formally tried, 
and jdUy condemned by that Method of Trial, and by 
thofe Laws> which have been eflablifhed, and are approved 
of by the Majority of the Society to which he belongs. 
Property again confills in a Man*s being fecure of en- 
joying, and tranfmitting to his Pofterity, what has been 
left to him by his Anceilors, or acquired by his own In- 
duftry, onlefs the Whole, or fome Part of it, be taken from 
him, in Purfuance of Laws that have been eflablifhed, and 
are approved by the Majority of the Society to which he 
belongs. Whilft this is the Cafe, every Mah of the Society 
enjoys Liberty and Property in their full Extent ; and this 
will be our Cafe as long as our Ele^ions and Parliaments 
remain free from any Influence, either compulfive or cor- 
rupt. 

* But fuppofe. Sir, a Majority of our Houfe of Com- 
mons confilled of fuch as held lucrative Places from the 
Crown, and fuppofe a Judge were to be brought before 
them, who, for the Sake of fome corrupt Confideration, 
had, at the Defire of the Crown, illegally and unjuftly con- 
demned and imprifoned many of his Fellow Subjeds ; would 
not the Crown, I mean the Miniflers of the Crown, endea- 
vour to protedl fuch a Judge ? Would not they give Hints 
to their Officers in this Houfe, that a Difmiflion would be 
the artain Confequence of their giving a Vote againft this 
Tool of a Judge ? And can we fuppofe, that many o^ thofe 
Officers would chufe to lofe a Place of 500 /. or 1000 /. a 
Year, rather than give a Vote in Favour of this Judge ? 
Sir, I have a very great Opinion of our prefent Judges, but 
without any Reflexion upon them, I will fay, that it is 
upon the Independency and Integrity of our Parliaments 
that we mud depend for the Integrity and Impartiality of 
our Judges ; for the Crown has many Ways to reward a 
pliable Judge, and as many to punilh an obllinate one : Nay, 
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if Parliaments were once become dependent upon the Crown, An. i6. Gco.TI. 
an obdinate Integrity would of itfelf be fufficient for getting i7f^* 
a Judge removed by the Addrefs of both Houles of Par- ^ 
liament ;^for if the Majority of Parliament were fuch as 
depended upon the Crown for getting or holding fome lu- 
crative Employment^ they would be eafiiy perfuaded, that 
fuch a Judge bad done InjuHice to the Crown, or had fo- 
mented Sedition by fiiewing Favour to the Seditious, and 
under this Pretence, they would vote for addrcffing to re- 
move him, without coniidering, that they thereby eftablifh- 
ed arbitrary Power, and made not only their own £ihte9, 
hat their Lives and Liberties dependent upon the arbitrary 
Will of their Soverei|n ; for by this precedent all our 
Judges would be convmced, that they mud take Diredions 
from the Minifters of the Crown in all Proiecutions, Trials* 
and Caufes that might afterwards come bafore them ; and 
what Man could fay, he had any Liberty or Property left^ 
if the Minifters of the Crown had it in their Power to take 
his Life, Liberty, or*£ilate from him, whenever they plea- 
fed, by a falfe Accufation, and a mock Trial ? 

* Even after fuch a fatal Turn in our Conftitution, as long 
as a Spirit of Corrt^ion prevailed among the People, and 
the Court kept within the Bounds of common Decency, there 
would be no Occaiion for any compulfive Methods either 
at Eledions or in Parliament, becaufe the Miniflers would 
always £nd People enough that would be ready to take their 
Money or their Favours, and in Expe^ation or Return 
would ^ree to vote as dired^ed ; but if by the ridiculous 
Conduct of the Court a Spirit of Liberty fhould arife among 
the People, the violent and compulfive Methods ufual in fuch 
Cafes would be made ufe of. Informers, or Dilatores^ as the 
Romanr called them, would be found out and retained, and 
fpread over the whole Nation, in order to bring falfe Infor- 
mations againil thofe who dared to oppofe the Court either 
at Elections or in Parliament ; and in both. Men would be 
forced to vote according to the Direftions of a Minifter, tn 
order to preferve that Property by a ilavifli Subjedion, which 
they had before been endeavouring to encreafe by a villainous 
Corruption. 

* After what I have faid. Sir, I hope, I need not particu- 
larly mention all the other Methods, by which a corrupt de- 
pendent Parliament may fap the Foundations of our Conflitu- 
tion : J^fnaring Laws may be made, or the Laws we have 
for fecuring our Liberties may be repealed or fufpended, up- 
on various Pretences, without a corrupt Man's being fendbl^, 
that he is thereby expofing his own EAate to the precarious 
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.i6. Geo. II. Tenure of Arbitrary Power. On Pretence of a iham Plot 
m»» ^ or a pi'etcndcd DifafFbaion, the Habeas Corpus Ad, that 
Comer Stone of our Liberties, may be fufpended for a 
Twelvemonth, and under the fame Pretence that Sufpenfioa 
may be renewed for another, and a third Twelvemonth, till 
at laft the annual Sufpenfion of that faktary Law may go as 
glibly down as the Mutiny or Malt-Tax Bill now does ; for 
when thefe two Bills were firfl introduced, no Man fuppofed, 
they would ever become Bills of Courfe, to be pafied with- 
out Oppoiition in every fucceeding Sel^on of Parliament. 

* The keeping up a (landing Army in this Ifland in Time 
of Peace, was always till the Revolution deemed inconfiflent 
with our Conftitution. Since that Time, indeed. We have 
always thought, that the keeping up of a fmall Number of 
regular Troops is neceflary for preserving our Conftitution, or 
at leaft the prefent Eftablifhment. How far this may be 
>tght I fhall not pretend to determine, but I muft obferve, 
that the famous Scheme for overturning our Conftitotion, 
which was publifhM in the Year 1629, required but 3000 
Foot for this Purpofe ; and if King Charles theFirftkad, in 
the Year 1641, been provided with fuch a Number of re* 
gular Troops, upon whom he might have depended for over- 
awing the Mob of the Cfty of London ^ his Fate, I believe, 
wouW have been very different from what it was. I am very 
far from thinking, that fuch a ytry fmall Number, even 
now our People are fo much difufed to Arms, would be 
fufficient for overturning our Conftitution ; but there is a cer- 
tain Number which would be infallibly fufticient for this Pur- 
' po(e, and it is not eafy to determine how near we may now 
be come to that Number. Now fuppofe, we are come with- 
in 2 or 3000 of that Number, and that a Minifter, in order 
to render his Succefs againft our Conftitution infallible, 
fhould upon fome fpecious Pretence or other deiire the Parlia- 
ment to confent to an Augmentation of 2 or 3000 Men to 
our Army ; can we fuppofe that fuch a fmall Augmentation, 
upon a plaufible Pretence, would be refufed by a Parliament, 
chief!y compofed of Officers and Placemen ^ Can we fup- 
pofe» that any M^n wOuld rifk his loiinga lucrative Employ- 
ment, by voting againft fuch a fmall Augmentation ? Some 
Civil Powers to be executed by Civil Officers, and fome 
Military Powers to be executed by a Standing Army, 
or a ftanding Militia, are certainly necefTary in all Go- 
vernments : I am afraid, it is impoflible to preferve a 
free Government, when all thofe Powers are lodged in one 
iingle Man ; but when they are not only lodged in one 
fipgle Man, but greatly increafed beyond what is neceflary 
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for the Support of a free Government^ I am fare the Free- An. x6.Geo.iL 
dom of chac Government mud foon be at an End ; and it is , 1^ 
very hard to diftinguilh between the Powers neceilary for the 
Support of a free Government, and thofe that are fufficient 
for eftablilhing an arbitrary one : The Partition is fo thio 
that it may eafily be miftaken, and certainly will be mif- 
taken, by mod of thofe who are under a Temptation to judge 
partially in Favour of arbitrary Power. 

* This, Sir, muft convince every true Lover of Liberty, 
how necef&ry it is, that no Member of this AfTembly, or at 
leaft as few as pollible, (hould lie under fuch a Temptation. 
I fhall grant, that in moft Things that come before this 
Houfe, fome of our Members may have a private Intereft in 
oppofing or agreeing to it, but as long as this private Intereft 
does not proceed from the Favours they enjoy or expert from 
the Crown, it can never injure the publick Good ; becaufe 
if fome have a private Intereft in oppofing, others will have 
a private Intereft in agreeing to what is propofed, and thofe 
whofe private Intereft is no Way concerned, will always caft 
the Balance in favour of the publick Good. The granting 
of Money is the only Cafe where we can fuppofe the Mem- 
bers generally engaged, by their private Intereft, to oppofe 
what is neceftary for the publick Service ; but this Intereft 
is fo fmall with regard to each particular Member, that it can 
never be of any Weight: This is demonftratcd, Sir, from 
the whole Courfe of our Hiftory ; for I defy any Man to give 
me an Inftance, where the Parliament denied granting what 
was neceftary for the publick Service, unlcfs chey were denied 
Juftice with regard to the Redrefs of Grievances, or unlefs 
they had well grounded Apprehenfions that the Money would 
be mifapplied. 

^ But let us fee. Sir, how this Argument will ftand upon 
the other Side of the Queftion. It is certain, that the Parlia- 
ment ought never to grant tfiore than is abfolutely neceftary 
for the publick Service: It is like wife certain, that we never 
ought to grant even what is necefikry, tiH aH Grievances be 
redrefled, and our former Grants regularly and ftriftly ac- 
counted for. This is our Duty as Members of this Houfe, 
but ihall we perform this Duty, if a Majority of us be gi%at^ 
ly concerned in Intereft to negle^ it ? And this will always 
be the Cafe, if a Majority of us hold orexped fome lucrative 
Office or Employment at the Pleafure of the Crown ; becaulc 
it will always be the Intereft of Minifters, and even their 
Safety may fometimes be concerned, in our not performing 
this Duty. Suppofe, they aik from Parliament 500,000 1. or 
I Million for carrying on fome whimftcal, perhaps pernict- 
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Aiki6.G«o.n.ou8 Scheme of their own; ivill a Member of this Houfe^ 
»y ^ • who is to pay for his Share not ^bove 50 1^ of this Sura, rc- 
fufe granting it, when he is to get or hold 500 1, or 1000 1. 
a Year by confeattiig to the Grant ? Will a Member of this 
Houfe infift upon firll redreffing a Grievance, by which he 
fuSers little, perhaps no fenfible Prejudice, when he is to get 
or hold 2 or 300 1. a Year by letting it remain ? And finally. 
Sir, will a Member of this Houfe call Miniflers- to a ftrid 
Account, by which he can never expefk to pat a Farthing 
into his own Pocket, when by neglecting tb do fo, he may gee 
or hold a good Poft or Employment, and perhaps preferve a 
round Sum which he himfelf has purloined from the Pub- 
lick ? 

* Sir, I was forry to hear a young Gentleman talk fd 
much of Mens private Paffions and AfFedions, and of every 
Man's having a View to the Service of fome ^vourite pri- 
vate. Paffion, in every Vote he gave in Parliament or at 
Eledions. I hope the Cafe is far otherwife, but if it is not, 
we ought to endeavour to make it fo, by putting it out of 
the Power (at lead as far as we can by fuch Laws as this] of 
any Man to ferve himfelf, by his Way of voting in Parlia- 
ment pr at Elections, any farther than may refult to him 
from the general Good of his Country. If we can do this : 
If we can put it out of thePqwer of the Selfi/h and Mercenary 
to iell their Votes in Parliament, no Man will purchafe a 
Seat there at any high Price, and this will of courfe put an 
End to Bribery and Corruption at Elections ; for to mer- 
cenary Soul will purchafe what he cannot fell, and thofe who 
are prompted by their Ambition to purchafe, will never go 
to any high Price, nor will they fubmit to be the Slaves of a 
Minifter after they have purchafed. Even Miniflers them- 
felves would ceafe their Bribery at Elections, becaufe they 
could not depend upon having their Candidate's Vote in Par- 
liament, if he had no lucrative Office depending upon hb 
voting always with the Miniflex ; and if the Flood-Gates of 
the TreaCury were not opened at any £]e£lion, I am convinc- 
ed, we (hould fooq have little or no Bribery in the King- 
don. 

* Whilft there.are Purchafers, Sir, there will be Sellers : 
I am afraid there are at prefent too many of both ; but if 
you can make it worth no Man*s while to purchafe, you will 
put ap £nd to the Traffick ; and this is the Defign of the 
Bill now propofed. I have ihewn, that if you do not agree 
to it, there will be, there mud be a corrupt Dependency in 
Parliament ; that by fuch a Dependency our Conftitution 
may be oVerturnedi without any compulfive Dependency ; 
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and tkat tbe latter may be made nfe of by an arbitrary Go- An. 16. Geo. 11, 
verament, and certainly will be made ofe of, as ibon as it be- ^ 174^^ 
comes neceflary for the Support of its arbitrary Power. Up- ' 
on this Side, Sir, the Danger is certain and inevitable ; let 
us then conitder the Danger pretended to be on the other. 
If we exclude Officers, or the greateft Part of them» from 
haying Seats in this Hoofe, ic is faid, it will introduce 
Anarchy and Guifufion, becaufe it will be impoffible to go- 
vern fuch a numerous AfTembly as this, without a Power in 
theC^wn to reward thofe who appear zealous in its Service ) 
and that as foon as this Impoffibility is perceived, all our 
Officers, civil and military, will join with the Crown ia 
laying afide the Ufe of Parliaments. 

* What the Hon. Gentleman may mean^ Sir, by govern- 
iog fuch a numerous AiTembly, I do not know ; but accord- 
ug to the common Acceptation of the Word, I (hould be 
forry to fee it in the Power of Minillers to govern either 
Hoafe of Parliament, by any other Method than that of 
convincing the Majority^ that nothing is propofed or intend- 
ed but what is for the publick Good ; for if either Houfe 
were to be governed by the Hopes of Reward, I am fure^ 
it conld be of no Service to the People, and of very little 
even to the Crown itfelf ; becaufe the Defign and Ufe of 
Parliaments is, that they may be a Check upon the Condu£{t 
of Minifters ; and no Man whofe Behaviour in this HoufjS is 
governed by his Hopes of Reward, will ever fet himfelf up 
as a deck upon the Condu^ of thofe who alone can beftow 
the Reward he experts. We muft therefore fuppofe, that Mi- 
nifters may prevail with a Majority of this Houfe to approve 
or agree to what appears to be for the publick Service, with- 
out having it in their Power to give a Title, Poft, or Penfi- 
00, to every one that approves of their Meafures ; or other- 
wife we muft conclude, that no fuch Houfe ought to exift^ 
and, confeqnently, that the very Form of a limited Govern- 
ment ought to be aboliihed in this felfifh and corrupt Nation. 
What £3ed fome late corrupt Practices cmy have had upon 
the Genius and Morals of the lower Sort of People, I do not 
know ; but, I hope, it has as yet had little or no Effefl up- 
on the Generality of thofe that have any Chance of being 
.Members of this Houfe ; and unlefs they are become very 
much degenerated, we muft from Experience conclude, that 
when our Minifters purfue popular and right Meafures^ they 
may depend upon the Afliftance and Approbation of Parlia- 
ment. This, I fay, we muft from Experience conclude, for 
in former Ages our Minifters had but few Rewards to be- 
.ftow, and yet they never failed of having the Parliament's 
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An. i6. Geo* II. Approbation, when their Meafures were fiich as were agisee* 
'7 4^ ^ able to the People. Nay, from the very Nature of th« Cafe 
we mail draw the fame Conclafion ; for a Hoafe of Comr 
moas freely chofen by the People, muft approve of what the 
People approves of: If from felfi& Motives they ihould dtf- 
approve, or oppofe fucb Mea^res, the oppofing Membecs 
woiild hie ibr» of being turned out at the next Elf^on ; and 
as the King has it in. his Power to bring on a new Election 
whenever he pkafes, his MiniHers may eafily get rid of fuch 
felfiih, mean fpiritcd Members, and may, confeqoently, if 
they deiife it, sdways have a Parliament generally compofed 
of Gentlemen of true Honour and publick Spirit ; hj^ tfa% 
contrary is what moil Miniflers deiire, as has ol late been 
manifeil fiam the CharaAers of thofe who were generally fet 
np as Candidates upon the Court Intereft. 

* We can never therefore be m Danger of Anarchy or 
Confufion, from its not being in the Power of a Mimder to 
bribe a Majority of this Houfe tnto his. Meafures, nor can we 
fuppofe that the People will rechufe.a Majority of thofe who 
have, in a former Seflion, oppofed what was agreeable to the 
greatell Part of their Conftituents; bat when Bribery and 
corrupt Motives prevail within Do(a9, they^ will certainly pre- 
vail without, and then we may fee a Member burnt in E&gy 
one Year in the publick Streets of his Borough, and rechofen 
the Year fbllowing as their Reprefotadve in a new Parlia- 
ment : We may fee the moli notorious fraudulent Pradtices 
carried>on by the Underlings in Power, and thofe UmlerHngs 
encouraged by the Miniiler, and prote^ed by a Majority in 
Parliament : We may fee the rood unpopular and ddlrudiiie 
Meafures purfued by our Mtniflcrs, and all approved, nay 
applauded by Parliament. Thefc Things we: may fee^ Sir : 
Thefe Things we have ken within thefe kft twenty Years ; 
,and this has brought our A^irs both at home and alm>ad 
into the melancholy Situation which is now acknowledged by 
■all, and will foon, I fear, be fieverely felt by the wfade 
Nation. 

* I£ the prelent Diftrefs of our domefKek Affmn were a 
Secret, I (hoald avoid mentioning it as owch as any-Geaftk- 
man whatever ; but alas ! it is no Seccet either to our Enemies 
or Friends ; and this makes the former defpife us, wad the 
htttec fhy of entering into any Engagements with us. We 
may threaten, but our Enemies know, we are nnable to carry 
oar Threats into Execution ; We may promife, but our 
'i^'riends know, we are unifble to perform oar Engagements^ 
This Knowledge has made thofe who are the profeSed Ene- 
mies of publick Liberty more daring in their Attempts^ and, 
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I am afraid, it will render it impoffibic to form any Confc- An. 16.G0O. II. 
deracy fuficient for defeating their prefent ambjiioas Pro- 1742. 
je^ ; and it is fo evident that this Misfortune has been ' 
brought upon us and Eurppe by our bad OEconomy at home, 
and oar wicked, wrong-headed, or puiillanimous Cbndudi a- 
broad, that I am fufprifed to hear the contrary averted now, 
when the fatal Coofequencs of oar ConduA are become fo 
glaring. 

* I (bafl grant. Sir, that the Nation has been of late Yean 
involved in many Broils, but I will afErm, and it has been 
fully proved at the refpedive Times thofe Broils happened^ 
that every one we have been engaged in iince his lace Ma- 
jelly's Acceffion to the Throne, has proceeded from fome 
Scheme of our own contriving, or from fome wrong Step in 
oar own Adminiftration. 1 Ihall not trouble you with 
taking Notice of tvtxy Particular, becaufe it would be te- 
dious, and, I. think, unnecedary ; therefore I (hall confine 
inyfelf to the three Wars now carrying on in Europe, I mean' 
that between Spain and us ; chat between theEledor of Ba^ 
varia afiiiled by the Fremcb, and the Queen of Hungary % 
and that between the Snuedes and Mufcwites ; and I fhall 
ihew, that every one of them proceeded from che ridiculous 
ConduA of our Minifters. With regard to the ^/^xr^ War, 
if our Miniilers had, at the Time of the Treaty of SenjiUe^ 
infixed upon an Explanation of former Treaties, which had, 
before that Time, been roiiinterpreted by Spain : If they 
had infilled upon Spain*s giving up her Pretence of vi/itin^; 
learching, or feiztng, in Time of Peace, any Ships in the 
high Seas of America, on Account of what they called con^ 
traband Goods, I am convinced, the Court of Spain would 
have agreed to give up that Pretence, in the mod explicit 
Terms, rather tnan lofe che Advantages ilipulated for chem 
by that Treaty. Even after this falfe Seep, if our Mini' 
fiers had properly refented the Treatment our Commiila- 
ries met with at the Court of Spain, and had peremptorily 
infixed upon immediate Satisfaction for the firft Infult our 
l^erchant Ships met with in che Seas of America, the Spa* ' 
nifif Court would have complied, rather than enter into'st ^ 
War with this Nation, at the very Time they were engag'd in 
ft War with the Emperor in Italy. But inftead of this, bur 
Miniftets, ever iince the Year 1 720, appeared fo complai- 
fant in evtty Negotiation with that Court, and fubmitted fo 
tamely to every Infult, chat th^ Court of Spain began to 
imagine, that we would give up the Point in Difpute, ra- . 
ther than come to an open Rupture with chem ; and this, 
iam perfuaded, would have been the Confequence of the 
£ 2 late 
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An. i6. Geo. II. late Convention, if the Indignation of our People had not 
1^74^ at lad got the better of the Submiflion of our Minifters. 
Our prefent War with Spain is, therefore, evidently owing 
to the ill-timed Complaifance and Pufillanimity of our Mi- 
niders, and yet this Complaifance and Pufillanimity was in 
every Step approved by our Parliaments, and has not evea 
yet been cenfured, notwithdanding the fatal Confequence it 
has produced, and the Difappointment of all thofe Hopes, 
with which our Miniflers fo confidently flattered us, that 
their tedious Negotiations would at lall end in an honoura* 
ble and advantageous Peace. 

* Then, Sir, with Regard to the War in Germany^ even 
the King of PruJJiah invading SiUjia was owing to the bad 
Conduct of our Minifters ; for if chey had iniifted upon Sa- 
tisfadtion, with regard to his Claims Upon Sihjta , before 
they guaranty 'd the Pragmattck SanSlion^ they might have 
obtained a Stipulation for that Purpofe from the Court of 
Vienna, which would have prevented that Invafion. But 
even after this Neglefl, they might have prevented the 
War now carrying on in Germany ; for the King of VruJJia 
offer'd fuch Terms as ought in Prudence, perhaps in Juf- 
tice too, to have been accepted by the Court of Vienna^ 
and would have been accepted by that Court, if we had 
inftfted upon it as the Condition fine qua non of our gi- 
ving them any Affiftance. If we bad done this, it is 
evident from Fadls and Dates, that the Elector of Ba<varia 
would never have been chofen Emperor^ nor would he 
have attacked the Queen of Hungary^ and in that Cafe no 
Frenchman would have entered Germany in a hoftile Man- 
ner ; for none of the Trench Troops enter'd Germany^ nor 
did the Elector of Ba<varia commit any one A€t of Hoftility 
againft the Queen ox Hungarjf^ till the King of PruJ/ia was 
drove into their Alliance by the Obftinacy of the Court of 
Vienna ; and that Court was encouraged in their Obftinacy 
by our Minifters, which I need not trouble you with de- 
monftrating, becaufe it is evident not only from the Papers 
upon our Table, but alio from the Refolution of this Houfe 
in Favour of the Queen of Hungary^ before (he had any 
other declared Enemy befide Pruffia^ and efpecially from 
the violent Speeches that were made by fome Gentlemen 
upon that Occaiion. 

* Having thus (hewn. Sir, that it was by the bad Con- 
4uft of our Minifters that the French and Bavarians were 
encouraged to attack the Queen of Hungary, 1 need not ufe 
niany Words to prove, that the War between Sweden and 
Mu/covy is owing to the fame Caufe j for from the Time 
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that War was declared by Sweden it is evident, that U the An. i5. Geo. II. 
French had not rcfolved to fend their Tioops into Germany^ ^4»'* ^ 
the Swedes would not have declared War againft Mufcovy ; ^'^i~ -^ 
attd confequently, if the Condu6l of our Miniders was the 
Caufe of the French refolving to fend their Troops iino 
Germany^ it was the ultimate Caufe of the Swedes declaring 
War againft Mufcovy. 

* It is therefore evident, Sir, that not only the prefent 
DiftrelTes of this Nation, but all the DidreiTes and Confu- 
iions in which Europe is at prefent involved, are owing to 
the late Meafures of our Adminiftration ; and tho* the Con- 
fequences were not perhaps at firft fo vifible as they are at 
prefent, yet it cannot be faid, they were not foretold ; for 
what we now fee has been of:en foretold both within Doors 
and withovt ; and, appeared manifeft to a great Majority 
of the Nation, tho' to our great Misfortune it never ap- 
peared fo to a Majority of this Houfe, which I am not at 
all furprifed^at, confidering the great Number of Placemen 
and Expedbnts we had always in this AfTembly. That a- 
ny of thofe Placemen or Expedlants were wilfully blind, I 
Ihall not pretend to fay : 1 do believe, that many, if 
nbt all of them, were impofed on by the fpecious Pretences 
made ufe of upon each refpe£live Occaiion ; and I the ra* 
ther believe fo, becaufe, I know how cafy it is to impofe 
upon Meri, when their own private Intereft is made the 
Harbinger of the Deceit ; but the Misfortunes we now la- 
bour under, and the Evidence from whence thofe Misfor- 
tunes have all proceeded^ ought to be a prevailing Argument 

* with us, to prevent any publick Deceit's being hereafter 
introduced into this Houfe by the fame Sort of Gentleman- 
Ufher. That this Bill will be altogether efFcaual for this 
Purpofe, is what I (hall not pretend to afTert, but I am con- 
vinced, it will have feme £fFe£t ; and as it is the beft Re- 
medy I can think of at prefent, I am therefore for agree- 
ing to the Motion. 

Mr Philips fpoke next to the following Effe^ ; Mr Phillfs. 

Sir, 

* As I had the Honour to be one of thofe that received 
the Commands of the Houfe laft Seffion, to bring in a Bill 
t^ this Nature, I can't fit flill, and not teftify my Appro- 
bation of it now. — If ever there was a Time when it was 
ncceflary to preferve the Purity of this Houfe, and to guard 
againft the Influence that the Enjoyment of Power and Pro- 
lit is too apt to have on the Minds of Men, this is the Time, 
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Aq. i6. Geo. II. when the Nation is poor, groaning uider the Burden of h^a* 
174a. vy Taxes, and yet luxurious and extravagant in the Purfuit of 

^ '"y"'" *^ Heafures. — Nothing can fo efFediially preferve this Na* 
tion from Ruin, as the oiaintaining of innate Freedom with- 
in thefe Walls, and nothing can fo efFedtually attack and get 
the better of that Freedom, as the Allurements of Places and 
Offices, which infenfibly lead Men away from their firft Rc- 
folvcs, and at length, by Cudom and Example, quite harden 
and corrupt them. — — ^ A Bill therefore of this Nature, that^ 
fo evidently tends (if you'll give me Leave to ufe the Ex- 
preffion) to lead ffen out of Temptation, muQ necei&rily 
deliver them from Evil ; therefore I heartily concur in the 
Motion. 

Mr Sandys, Upon this Occafion Mr Sandys, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, fpoke to the following Purpofe : 
Sir, 

* As it is very well known, and, I doubt not, very well 
remembered, that I had lad Seflion the Honour not only to 
bf one of thofe that received the Commands of this Hoofe to 
bring in fuch a Bill, as is bow proposed, but was atfa the 
iirll Mover for it, and as I (hall now be againft the Motion« 
I think myfelf bound in Duty to my Sovereign, to my- 
felf, to my Country, and to the Liberties oiEurope^to give my 
Reafons for this Change in my Behaviour, which, without 
an Explanation, might, perhaps, by fome Gentlemen, be 
prefamed to proceed from Motives of a mercenary or ambi- 
tious Nature i and I mud begin, Sir, with affuring you, that 
this Change in my Behaviour does not proceed from any 
Change in my Situation, or from any Change in my Senti- 
ments with regard to the Bill icfelf, but merely from a Change 
iq the Circumftances of our Affairs both Abroad and at Home. 

* With regard to the Neceiiity of our having fuch a Bill as 
this pafTed into a La w,my Sentiments are rather confirmed than 
altered by my Change of Situation ; but, I hope, there is no 
Gentleman in this Honfe ib deficient in that Refped which is 
due to his Sovereign, as to chufe to have his Majedy's Afleat 
to any necedary Bill rather compelled than freely obtained. 
When I talk of his Majedy, Sir, every Gentleman mud be 
fenfible, that my Duty as a Subjed, and now as a Servant, 
obliges me to exprefs myfelf with the greated Caution ; but as 
the great King Wtfliam fometimes altered his Sentiments 
with regard to Bills in Parliament, I hope, I may fay, with- 
out any Breach of my Duty, that the wifed of Kings are in 
fomc Cafes too much influenced in their Sentiments, with 
regar4 to Bills odered to them by Parliament^ by the artful

Majefty's SenttmentSy ivith regard to the Bill now propofed, 
were never publiddy known ; Tho* he never was brought 
under a Necefitty to declare them* yet we have great Reafon 
to believe, that he was lail Seffion prejudiced againft any 
foch Bill as was then paffed by this Houfe. This, I believe . 
the Majority of us were then convinced of ; but we had then 
the Misfomme to be convinced likewife, that he had no Man . 
ia his Cooftdls who would attempt or prefnme (o remove 
tbofe Prejndioes. This made it ncfxffkry for the Parliament 
to iBier£efe, «nd by ptffing tach a Bill to eadeavonr to re- 
move ^ttok Prejudices^ by fhewiog him it was agreeable to. 
his ibpreme, however difagreeable it m^t be to his fubor- 
dmate CoodcsIs. But thank God ! our C^rcomftances in this 
Refped are very much altered. J hope, we are all. convin- 
ced, I ao7 fore, I am coavinced» that his Ms}eily has now 
fome Geaclemen in his Couools chat will take the Liberty to 
endeavour to remove his Prejudices^ by fhewiag that fuch a- 
Bill as thisy no Way iocroacbes upon his Prerogative, and is 
aUolusely neceiTary forpreiietving the Liberties of bis People; 
and as iooa as they have done th» Piece of Service to their 
Country, I am convinced, they will tlMmfelves prq)oie th^ 
^gK>g of fuch a Bill intathts Houie, which wouki certain- 
ly coffliuiiiicate a anore ezquifite Pleafure to every Man wha. 
wiflies well to oar prefent Royal Family, than can be com- 
nuaicated by his Majefty's bare Aflent to fuch a Bijl. 

' I (haU grant. Sir, timt we are obliged, and ought to ac- 
knowledge our Gratitude to our Sovereign, even when he 
does no acre than bacdy give the Royal Affent to an ufefu)^ 
necei&ry, and popokr Bill ; but the Obligatk>n h certainly 
much greater, and will contribute more towards gaining .4iis 
Majefty the Afedions of his People, when fuch a Bill flows 
originally from the Crown itfclf, and is introduced here by 
thofe who are the known Servants of the Crown ; therefore 
as this Bill is an ofeful and popular Bill, it muft be the De- 
fire of every Gentleman who has a Regard for the prefent 
Royal Family, that it ihould come from the Crown itfelf ; 
^ as we have great Reafon to expert this from fome of 
thofe who have been lately introduced into his Majefty^s 
Councils, as foon as they can gain a prevailing Influence \ 
th?re, it is well worth our While to wait a Seffion or two, 
for an Event which is fo much to be wifhed for by every 
troe Friend to the Proteftint Eaablilhment. 

* Thus, Sir, I have (hewn fuch a Difference in the Cir- 
comftaDces of our Affairs at Home, as ought, I think, to 
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An. x6. Geo. 11. prevail witli evtiy Gentleman to fofpend^ at leaft fimr one 
^^'^ , Seflion, his Defire of having foch a Law pafied ; and with 
regard to the Circumftances of our Affairs Abroad, there is 
likewife a Difference, which ought to be an additional Arga- 
naent for fufpending our Defires in Favour of this Bill. The 
Affairs of Europe were laft Seffion at fuch a Crifis as de- 
manded the moil vigorous Refolutions in our Councils, bnt 
v(e had then the Misfortune to have a Perion at the Head 
of our Adminiftration, from whom we could exped no fuch 
Refolution. From his Inffuence we could expe^ nothing 
but an inglorious Peace, or a (ham War. In thefe Circum- 
iUnces a Conteft with our Sovereign could be no Detriment* 
but might be of great Advantage to the Nation, becaufe it 
could produce nothmg of worie Confequence than fuch a 
Peace or War as was to be expeded irom that Minxffer's 
Condudl, and it might produce a Change in our Admini" 
flration. This was a Reafon for our pufliing the Bill at that 
Time, even tho* known to be contrary to our Sovereign's In^- 
dination. His Majeffy*s Wifdom and Goodnefs, and his Re- 
gard for the Cries of his People, at laft prevailed : The ob- 
noxious Perfons were removed from the Adminiftration, and 
in their Stead have been put fome Gentlemen, from whcmi 
we may exped the moft wife as well as the moft vigorous 
Meafures with regard to our Foreign Affairs. They have al- 
ready given us Teftimonies both of their Wifdom and Refla- 
tion. From their Conduct, fupported by a perfedl Harmony 
between his Majefty and his Parliament, we may expe^ a 
glorious Peace, or a vigorous and fuccefsful War ; and there- 
ft>re, we ought to be extremely cautious of doing any Thing 
that may interrupt that Harmony ; becaufe fuch an Inter- 
ruption can now be attended with no Advantage either to this 
Nation or to Europe, but would certainly expofe both to a 
Ruin which might otberwife have been prevented. 

* Now, Sir, let us confider the Circumftances in which 
we ftand at prefent. We have all the Reafon in the World 
to believe, that this Bill has been reprefented to his Ma« 
jefty, by fome of thofe that were lately about him, as an 
Incroachment upon the Prerogatives of the Cro\vn, and a 
Step towards introducing a Republican Form of Govern- 
ment. We have Reafon to believe, that by iuch Mifrepre- 
fentations his Majefty has conceived fome Prejudices againil 
it ; and we cannot fuppofe, that thofe who have fo lately 
been introduced into his Councils, have yet had Time to 
eradicate thofe Prejudices. If this' Bill (hould be offered to 
him for his Aflcnt, whilft he remained under fuch Preju- 
dices, he would look upon it as a moft ungrateful Return 
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§m^ a Parliiament to wluch he had made fuck a Sacrifice : An. t€.Geo.II« 
Nay, he would look upon it as an Attempt upon his Crowo, 174^* 
and ao Affront to his Perfon ; and in fiich a Cafe, from ' 
his Majefty's known Courage and high Spirit, muft we not 
foppofe, that he woukl rejedl it with the utmoft Difdain ? 

* This, Sir, would certainly produce a Rupture between 
his Majefty and his Parliament ; and in the prefent Cir- 
cumftances of Eur^pe^ I tremble to think of the Confequen- 
oes of (uch a Rupture. What has hitherto been the Sup- 
port df the Queen of Hungary^ what has encouraged her 
Subjeds to venture their Lives and Fortunes fo bravely, I 
may fay. To defpcrately, in her Defence, has been the Hopes 
that Afiiftance would at laft come from afar, even from the 
remoteft Comers of the Britijb Dominions. But if fuch a 
Roptare (hould enfue, what could fhe or her SubjeAs exped 
from us \ Inftead of being able to afiid her, we ihould be 
involved in endlefa Difpntes, perhaps in a tedious and de- ; 
fimdive Civil War amongft ourielves : Thus that brave and 
heroick Queen would at laH be obliged to fnbmit to the 
Power of Franct ; and Pol;tpbemush Favour, of our being , 
the laft Morfel, would be the only one we could exped from 
that infolent Nation. 

< For thefe Reafons, Sir, tho* I am as great a Friend as 
ever to the Bill now propofed, tho* I ihali be ready to em- 
brace the firft favourable Opportunity for having it paffed 
into a Law, yet I am againfi puihing for it at j^ent, ef- 
pecially as I have, I think, good Reafon to believe, that 
I ihall in a very fhort Time have the Pleafure of feeing 
it readily screed to by every Branch of our Legiilature. 

Mr Velteri Cornwall replied to the following Effed: !?'^*l?" 
Sir, ComwalL 

* Notwithftanding what has been alledgM, I (hall take 
the Freedom to fpeak my Opinion of this Bill and of the pre- 
fent Meafures ; and I dp aiTure the Houfe, I have had no 
Share in the Scramble for Places. My Political Ambition, 
according to the old Expreffion, has cdfi me many a grey 
Groat ; it has brought me nochitog. A Gentleman has (aid, 
that if the Lords had expelled this Return, they had not 
pafs'd the laft * Bill. We have nothing to do with the

* The Author of a late Pamphlet, call'd Faction Detected, 
who, if he was not Himfelf principally concemM in the Direction of Af- 
fiiirt, at the Grand Crifis in February 1741, [See Vol. XIII.] was at 
leaft fumi/h*d with Materials by thofe who were, gives the following 
Account of this Bill.

be thought Ironieal. — — * Now, Sir, as to Inftradions from 
oar ConiHtuentS) fuppofe my InftmAiotis contnned a Defire 
that I wouki be for a Pbce-Biti, fappoie I had proroiied to 
be for it, and yet exerted my utmofl Abilities againft it. 
-^— ^ Abroad, Sir, we iee many ftrange Things ; within 
thefe Doors, according to your Admonttiofi, we muft fee 
none. — •-* Imagine now. Sir, I had a yoang Gentle- 
man or Pupil to advife in the Regulation of his Oandad, 
and he fhoald apply to me to kaow by^hofe Advice to form 
his 0{Mnion of publick Afairs ? I (hould fay to him, 
Pri*thee, haft thou no Friend nor Aciqnaintance whofe Ad- 
vice thou canft rely on, and in whofe Integrity thou canft 
confide ; apply to thy Reprefeotativesi furely they won't de- 
ceive 

tcreft ; and, that it is by mutual Jealoufks of this Kind, that our Con- 
ilitution can alone fubfift. -— — That therefore the only Method that 
could be taken with any Profpeft of Succefs, was to enter into a tacit 
Treaty with the Lords, to agree upon fomc BiB of this Nature, whidi 
they Aould prei^oudy engage not to reje6^. — That the Lords agreed to 
this : — They confented not to oppofe a Law, that ihould exclude above 
thirteen confiderable Employments then a£lually enjoyed by Member^ of 
Parliament, and above two hundred fmaller Offices ; which, by conferring 
three or tour upon one Peribn, might have made a vaft Number ef addi' 
ttonal Preferments, a Thing ftill in the Power of the Crown, notwith-

they abfolutely declared they would go no further at that Time, till they 
had fecn hdw far this would operate upon the Conftitution. P. 57. 

* Mr Pulteney, Mr Sandys, Mr Corncwall, Sir Watkin WiUiama 
Wyane, Mr Philips, Mr Ch(^mondcley, and Lord Gage, were the Gen- 
tlcmer^ appointed by th? Houfc to bpog in tjiis BiU. Sec Vol. xiii* 
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ceiretbee; for if People can't troft their Rcpitfciitativc9,A«.ifi. Geo. u, 
whpm cao they troll. Parallel to this would be the Cafe of X74s« 
a Member for a City, to whom Inilrudiions conformable to 
his conilant Advice (hould be delivered, he ihould receive 
them, promife to obierve them, and not to deceive thofe 
who had chofen him for their Reprefentative ; bat fhortly 
after, having alterM his own Meafurea, ihould call his Con-

Sir John Barnard fpoke to the following VJSkQi : Sir J, 

Sir, 
*■ From what has been faid by fome Gentlemen in the 
Debate, I forefee, that if our Parliaments continue, in 
Time to come, as complaifant to our Minifters as they have 
been in Time pall, the Fate of this Quelbon under this Ad- 
mioiHration, will be the fame with that which was the Fate 
of the Quehion about reducing our Army under the lall. 
The worthy Gentleman who was at the Head of our for- 
mer Adminiilration, and is bow fo defervedly fent to the 
other Hogfe, had, whilft he was a Country Gentleman, fo 
ftren^ioufly oppofed * keeping up a nmnerous Handing Army 
in Time of Peace, that after he became a Minifter, tho' 
£xcefs of Modedy could never be reckoned among his 
Foibles, he had not the AlTurance diredly to oppofe a Re- 
do^on. No, Sir, during the firft Part of his Adminillra- 
tion he always declared himfelf for a Reduction, as foon as 
a favourable Opportunity ihouU ofFer ; but he always en- 
deavoured to mew, that the prefent was not a proper Op- 
portunity, and at lafl both he and his Friends gathered Af- 
furance enough to tell us, that even in Times of the mod 
profound Tranquility, a greater Number of regalar^Troops 
was, and always would be necelTary, than that he had fo 
fbenuoafly oppofed in the Year 171 7, when there was the 
highefl Probability of our going to be engaged in a War 
both with S'vceden and Spain. 

* This, Sir, %yas the Condu6fc of ^ur former Miniilcr, 
with regard to the annual Quellion about reducing our Ar- 

iny, 

* In the Year 1 717, the Sum of 681,618 1. which had betn voted, 
in the Committee of Supply, for maintaining the Land-Forces, was upon 
the Report thereof to the Houfc, reduc'd to 650,000 1. And this prin- 
cipally through the Oppofition of Mr. R. .Walpole, who had fome little 
Time before refign'.d his Places. — See Chandler's Hiftory, Anno 4, 
GtW. I. p, 17^. 
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An. 16. Geo. 11. my, and this, I could almoft lay a Wager, will be the 
174^' Condufl held by our prefent Miniflers with regard to the 
^bringing in and pafling this Bill. They cannot dire^Iy op- 
pofe a Bill which they have opon former Occafions fo often 
and fo (Irenuoufly patronized ; but tho* lad Seflion did, yet 
this Seflion does not, it feems, afford us a proper Opportu- 
nity for applying a Remedy to an Evil, which, they them- 
felves allow, has brought Europe, as well as this Nation, to 
the Brink of Deftrudion ; and this, I am afraid, will be 
their Way of reafoningy as long as they continue Miniflers, 
or at lead till they become as hardened as their Predeceilbr, 
which they may probably do, if they continue as long in 
Power, and then like him, they will freely declare, that 
they have adually changed their Sentiments, and that no 
fuch Bill ought ever to be pafTed. 

* I would not have any Thing of what I have (aid, Sir, 
applied to the Hon. Gentleman who formerly uf^ to fit very 
near me, and whofe Afliftance I have often had in Matters 
which I thought might tend to the Advantage or Security 
of my Country. As for him, I do not doubt his Sincerity, 
but I very much doubt his Influence, and therefore if his 
Majedy has been unjuflly and wickedly prejudiced againft 
this Bill, I am afraid, we mufl wait a very long Time, if 
we refolve to wait till thofe Prejudices be removed by his 
Influence. But whatever be his Majefty's Way of thinking 
about this Bill, it is what we have nothing to do with. As 
Members of this Houfe we ought to agree to every Bill 
we think necefTary, without regard to our Sovereign's Way 
of thinking ; becaufe in Duty to him. We ought to fuppofe, 
that his Sentiments will always be right ; and if he fhould 
refufe the Royal AfTent to a Bill which we think abfolutely 
necefTary for the Securiiy of our Liberties, we ought in the 
very next Seflion to take that Method for having it pafs*d 
into a Law, which was taken in King WiUiam\ Time with 
regard to the Triennial BilJ. I queftion much if it was a 
Change of Sentiments that made King William pafs that 
Bill. On the contrary, I am apt to believe, both the King's 
and his Minifters Sentiments were the fame with what they 
had been the preceding Seflion ; but as the Bill was paded 
by both Houfes the very Beginning of the enfuing Seflion, 
and before this Houfe had granted 'the necefTary Supplies, 
that wife King forefaw, that, in the Humour this Houfe 
was in, he could exped no more Supplies if he refufed to 
pafs that Bill, and therefore he prudently complied with 
the Defire of his Commons, perhaps contrary to the Advice 
of Tome of his chief Miniflers. Can we fuppofe his prefent

' I mud therefore fuppofe» Sir, that if the Bill had been 
pafled laft Seflion by the other Houfe, his Majefty would 
havegiven his AfTent to it ; for he muft be fenfible, that it is 
a Bill defigned againft the Minifters of the Crown, and not 
againft the Crown itfelf ; therefore, I think, we ought at* 
ways to be more apprehenfive of its not paffing the other 
Houfe, than of its not receiving the Royal A dent, after it 
has paiTed both Houfes ; and as, I hope, I may without 
Derogation fuppofe the other Houfe more liable to the In- 
Haence of wicked Miniders, than we can ever fuppofe a wife 
King to be, therefore, now is the only proper Time for pufli- 
ing this Bill, becaufe fome, I hope, of our prefent Miniilers 
will promote its being paiTed by the other noufe, which is 
a Favour we cannot, in my Opinion, expedt from any of them 
a Vear hence. We mud, I think, get fuch a Bill as this 
paiTed in the Infancy of an Adminidration, or never. When 
Minifters fird enter upon their Adminidration, they are in- 
nocent, they are fond of Popularity ; but very few of them 
long continue either their Innocence or Fondnefs. They foon 
find the Sweets of being able to purchafe thofe they cannot 
perfuade : To this they facrifice their Fondneis for Populari- 
ty : Thus they foon become criminal ; and then thrir own 
Safety makes it neceilkry for them to oppofe the pading of 
any Bill that may tend not only to prevent their future, but 
detect their pad corrupt Praflices. 

* But allow. Sir, that it would be decent in us to fuppofe 
his Majedy prejudiced againd this Bill by fome former Mif- 
reprefentations, and that he had not of himfelf Strength of 
Mind enough to remove thofe Prejudice^ without the Adt* 
fiance of fome of his new Miniders, we mud fuppoie, that 
thofe Miniders have already attempted it, or that they have 
not. If they have attempted it, and have not fucceeded, 
we ought to interpofe, becaufe their Advice will certainly 
acquire a new Weight with his Majedy, when he finds it 
feconded by the Advice of both Houfes of Parliament. And 
if thofe new Miniders have not attempted, in fix or eight 
Months, what is fo necedary for the Happinefs of their So- 
vereign and Security of their Country, it mud proceed either 
from their not having the Boldnefs, or their not having an 
Inclination to make any fuch Attempt. If they have not 
had the Boldnefs to make the Attempt, we ought to pafs the 
Bill, in order to give them Courage, and to furniih them 
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Am 16. Geo. II. With an Excufe for fpeaking freely to their Mailer opon a 
174a. ^ Subjedt of fuch Importance ; and if they have fiot had an 
~ ~ ' Inclination to make proper Kemonllrances upon this Subjedl, 
I am fure, we ought to pafs the Bill, in order to force them 
to perform what is their Duty both to their King and their 
Country. 

* To come now. Sir, to the Argument made ufe of for 
fhewing, that we have not the fame Rcafon for pulhtoe the 
Bill this Seflioo, as we had in the hS. ; they are chiefly found- 
ed upon a Suppofition, that we have not only changed Met 
but Meafures, which. In my Opinion, is a Sort of begging 
the Quedion ; and coniidering what a finall Number of new 
Members have been introduced into the AdminiHration, and 
fvhat a great Number of the former flill remain in the moft 
eminent Foils of our Government, it is a Queilion which, I 
believe, very few will grant. But fuppofe this Queilioa 
were granted, and that our newMiniilers are all iincere 
Friends to this Bill, it is a itrong Argument for pufhing it 
during this Seflion, becaufe we do not know, but that thefe 
new Miiiiilers who ar« Friends to this Bill, for I much 
qucHion if all of them are, may be turned out before next 
SefHon ; and furely we have more Reafon to exped his Ma- 
jeily's Concurrence in this Bill, whilft there are fome Gentle- 
men in his Councils that will dare to advife him right, than 
we can have after all fuch are removed. 

. * Thus, I think. Sir, with regard to our Domeftick AiFairs, 
there is no Difference in their Circumllances, but what is an 
Argument for pufhing this Bill, with at leait as much Vigour 
in this-Seflion as we did in the lad ; and with regard to Fo- 
reign Affairs, I (hall readily grant, they now bear a much 
better Afpe^l than they did a Twelvemonth ago ; but this, I 
think, is owing to the unexpeded Succefs of the Queen of 
Hungatys Arms, and to the bad Condudof the French, much 
more than to any Change in our AdmioiHration. . The ridi- 
culous, r may fay, treacherous Condud of the FrtncB to- 
wards the King of PrvJJia^ was the true and original Caufe of 
detaching him from their Alliance : "the Views of the Ran* 
over Miniftcrs being defeated, they became his Friends, fincc 
they faw they could not with Safety or Advantage become 
his Enemies ; and * the Succefs of the Queen of Hungarfz 
Arms having drawn M. MailUbois away from their Frontier, 
left them at Liberty to concert new Projects. Thefe Changes 
our old Miniiter, with all his Blundering, would, I believe, 
have taken Advantage of, as well as the new, and might 
perhaps have done it with as great EfFeft, and perhaps with a 
lefs Expence to the Natron, than the n^ have done ; for 
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iho* wf have already been put to a numftraas Charge, it An. i6. Ceo. a. 
cannot be faid, that oar new MiniAcrs have as yet given any ^ 174^ 
A^ftance to the Qpeen of Hungary ^ bot what we may fup- * 
poTe the tbrmer Mioifter woold^ in the fame Circumllanceff, 
have been as ready to give as they ; fo that we cannot juftly 
fajppofe our Condu^ with regard to Foreign Affiiirs, to be 
in the lead altered. 

* fiatfiippofe, Sir^ thatonr new Miniiler» are toaftia 
the moil vigorous Manner : Suppofe they are to involve thf 
Nation in a War with France, is this a Reafon for our de- 
laying to take Care of our own Liberties ? Shall we iacrifice 
our 6wn Liberties for the Sake of jpreferving the Liberties of 
E9trop0 P Did fuch. a Thought ever enter into the Heads of 
onr Aaceilors ? On the contraty. Sir, we know, that in 
Times of the greateft Foreign Danger, they took Cafe to 
vindicate their Pomellick Liberty, and never. upon that Ao- 
count fcrupled a Contefl with their Sovereign, if he refufed 
to comply with their juft Demands. The memorable Con- 
left in King Richard the lid's Time, when the Fnnch had 
an Army and a Fleet adoally ready to invade the Nation, 
will, and ought to be a Precedent for all future Parliaments ; 
and the Triennial Bill itfelf was extorted from King WiUhm 
in the very Heat of a French War. Therefore, t^ Foreign 
Danger we are ia, were it much greater than it is, can be 
no Argument againft our paffiog this fiill, even fuppofe we 
were fure of its beii^ rejected by his Majefty 1 but we are fo 
far from being fure o{ this, that we have no Reafon to fup- 
pofe it. His Majefly has always ihewn fuch a Regard for 
his Parliaments, aad has fo lately given us a Proof of that 
Regard, that we neither can nor ought to fuppofe, he will 
rcje^ any Bill which is thought neceilary for fecuring our 
Liberties, not only by the Parliament, but by a great Ma- 
jority of the People. 

• The Caufe of the Queen of Hungary^ Sir, which his 
been fo emphatically recommended to us on this Occasion, 
deierves, I (hall grant, our higheft Regard. I wifirthe 
Caufe of her Houfe had been more regarded by us than it 
feems to have been for ieveral Years paft : I wifii we had no 
Way contributed to the pulling down o£ the Power of that 
Houfe ; and I wi(h,. now we are again come to our right 
Senies, it were in our Power to give her a more effefiual 
Afliilance than we are able or likely to give ; but if we have 
a Mind to give her any effe£lual Affiftance, the palling of 
fuch a Bin as this will be the beft Way we can take for en- 
abling us to do fo. It will reconcile the People to their So- 
vereign, and pat an End t9 all the Jealoufies now reigning 
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JHsu iB. Geo. II* amongd them : It will render oar Goveroment popular^ 
'74^« ^ which will reftore to us a Confidence amongft thofe who 

^ ~^~ , ought to be our Allies, and enable us to form a Confederacy 

fufficient for fupporting the Queen of Hungary, and reftoring 
the Balance of Power. Thus, Sir, in every Light we can 
view this Qoeftion, the prefent is not only a proper, but the 
moH proper Time we can take, for attempting to have fuch 
a Bill pafs'd into a Law, and therefore, I hope, the Motion 
will be agreed to. 

llr Carevr» ^^ ^^^ CouHe of this Debate, Mr Carew, Member for 
lidinehead, flood op, and declared, * That as he could not 
pretend to enforce the Necefiity of fuch a Bill, by weightier 
Arguments, than had been formerly urgM by a now Right 
Honourable Member, he would beg L^ve to repeat them 
to theHoufe: And thereupon read Mr Sandjs^s Speecii 
made in the laH Sefiion. 

Several Members , who had upon former Occafions voted

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An. i6.0eo.II. ftands mod in need of an Explanation, I mean the Eftiaiate, 
1741. of the Charge of maintaining the Body of Troops which his 
* Majeily hath fent to Flanders^ and which he thinks neccflaiy 
to be kept there for this enfuing Year at lead. 

' \ am fare. Sir, I need not uke up much of your Time 
in explaining the Danger to which the Liberties of Europe 
' are expofed, by the numerous Armies which France has fenc 
into Germany, This Danger is fo evident to the whole Na- 
tion, that the only Complaint feems to be, why his Majedy 
has not long before this Time given more efFedual AiOdancc, 
to the Qi^een of Hungary, This Complaint, *cis true, can 
only be made by thofe who do not know or confider the 
t)idicu]ties which, his Majelty had to furmount, before he 
could give any fdch AiTidance ; but as fuch ignorant or in- 
coniiderate Perfons are by far the moil numerous, this, like- 
moil other popular Complaints, tho' without any Foundati- 
on, has become very general. Thank God ! raoft of thofe 
Difficulties are now removed, and his Majedy is left at Li- 
berty to give more openly, and, I hope, more efFedtually, 
an AlTidance to, that magnanimous Princefs. I am far from 
faying, I am far from fuppodng, that hisi Majedy has it in 
his View, to redore the Houfe of Aufria to as great Power, \ 
and Splendor as it was lately podedbd of. This is not, I 
think, necedary for fecuring the Balance of Power, and I 
doubt much if he could get any one Potentate in Europe to 
join with him in fuch a Projefl ; but it is certainly neceflary 
for us, and for mod of the other Potentates of Europe^ to pre- 
vent the Houfe of Aujlria*% being too muqh reduced, and in 
particular, to prevent its being in the Power of France^ by 
means of the Troubles which fhe has excited in Germany^ vo 
make any Addition to her own, already too extenfive. Do- 
minions. 

* This, Sir, is the great Danger Europe is at prefent ex- 
pofed to ; this is the Danger which we are, if podible, to 
prevent, and in this we diall probably get mod of the Po- 
tentates of Europe to join with us. Can we fuppofe. Sir, 
that France has been at fuch vadExpence of Blood and 
TreaPire, merely for the Sake of the Houfe of Banjaria T 
Can we fuppofe, die has no private View of getting' fome 
Addition to her own Dominions ? She may dec&re, die may 
proted, die may fwear, die has no fuch private View ; bot 
late Experience mud convince us, that there is no Truft to 
be put in fuch Protedations. In the lad War die got Lorrain, 
notwith (landing a mod iblemn Protedation at the Beginning 
of that War, * That his Mod Chridian Majedy did not de- ^ 
*^firc to enlarge the Bounds of his Dominions 5 and fterther^

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' that bis Majclly, content with what he poffcflfed, and far An. 16. Ceo. It. 

* from deiiring to turn the Succefs of his^Arms to the En- l^^^ 
' largement of his Borders, did not fcruple to declare fo- 

* lemnly, that he had it not at all in View to make Con- 
' queils, nor to keep Settlements, wherein the Safety of the 

* Germanick Territories might be concerned.' Yet, Sir, 
notwichftanding this folemn and exprefs Declaration, as foon 
as the Emperof was forced, by the Neutrality of the Dutch, 
to fubmit to French Terms, his Moft Chrillian Majefty ap- 
propriated to himfelf the whole Dominions of Lorrain, fome 
of which arc within the Territory of the Germanick Body ; 
and all the German Territories on this Side the Rhine be- 
came thereby expofed to an immediate Invaiion, whenever 
France fhould be prompted by her Ambition, Intereft^ or 
Refentment, to invade them. 

* This, Sir, may (hew us, how much the Declarations of 
France arc to be trufted to ; and if the Queen of Hungary 
ihould be again difpoflelTed of Bohemia^ anci fo much defert- 
ed, or fo feebly afliftedy which is much the fame, by her 
Allies, as to be forced to fubmit to fuch Terms as France 
ihould prefcribe, can we fuppofe, that in order to have Bo- 
hemia, and thereby a Vote in the Electoral College, re* 
fiored to her, fhe would not yield up the Auftrian Nether- 
lands to France T Can we fuppofe, that the Emperor would 
not agree to fuch an Exchange, if in lieu of Bohemia he 
ihould have the T/V^/and Irentine, and all the Juftrian Do- 
minions in StAjabia, fecured to him by the CeiTion of the 
Queen of Hungary, and the Guarantee of France ? Can we 
fuppofe, that Spain ox Sardinia would oppofe fuch a Treaty, 
if a Part of the Milaneze ^o\x\6. be given to the latter, and 
the reft, together with the Mantuan, and with Parma and 
Placentia, to the Son of the Queen of Spain, now married 
to a Daughter oi France ?

now boail of the Superiority of our naval Power : We n)ay

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An. i6. Geo. 11. now in a great Mcafure depend upon it as a Security againft 
174a. ^ our being invaded ; but in this State of Things, which 
* Europe may probably be reduced to, if we do not power- 
fully interfere, I am afraid, we fhould not long have Reafon 
to boaft of the Superiority of our Navy. If France were a- 
gain in Poflcflion of the f^etherlands^ and freed from all Ap- 
prehenlions of an Attack by Land, fhe would certainly apply 
herfelf with the utmoft Diligence and Application to the In- 
creafe of her Navy, and might in a vtry few Years be able 
to £t out a moil formidable Squadron : We know what 
powerful Squadrons (he fitted out in King William's Time ; 
and in how many Sea Engagements Viftory flood for fome 
Time in Sufpence, iho' we had at that Time both the Spa^ 
ntards and Dutch to afiifl us ; tho* France had not then near 
fuch a Trade, or fuch a Number of Seamen, as fhe has now ; 
tho' fhe was then obliged to keep up numerous Land Armies, 
to carry on the War, or to defend herfelf in Flanders, in 
Spain^ in Italy y and upon the Rhine ; and tho* ihe was then 
in Poffeffion but of a very fmall Part of the Loiju Countries, 
Have we not then great Reafon to apprehend her becom- 
ing fuperior at Sea, if every one of thefe Circumflances 
fliould be altered in her Favour, efpecially if in her War 
againfl us fhe fhould be aflifted by Spain, which probably 
\vould be the Cafe, and we without any one Friend or Ally 
that dared give us the leall AfTidance. 

• When we confider thefe Events which are at leaft pof- 
flble, and, in my Opinion, Sir, highly probable, we maft 
be convinced of its being abfolutely necelTary for his Ma- 
jefly to form a confiderable Army in Flanders, in order at 
leafl to prevent its being in the Power of France, to naodel 
out the Kingdoms and Provinces upon the Continent of Eu- 
rope, according to her Goodi'Iiking, and to take what Part 
of them fhe pleafes to herfelf. This, infle^ of leading us 
into the War now carrying on in Germany, may prevent its 
becoming necefTary for us to engage in it ; becaufe whea 
France fees that we are refolved to interpofe in the prefent 
Concefls in Germany, and have a numerous Army upon the 
Continent^ to protedl fuch of the Potentates of Europe as 
fhiill joio with us in Defence of Publick Liberty, or even 

' to carry the War into her own Dominions, in cafe by her 
Conduft fhe fhould force us to do fo, fhe will then fet 
Bounds to her ambitious Views, and will fubmit to fuch 
Terms of Peace as may be thought proper for reftoring the 
Balance of Power, and eflabli^ing it upon a folid Foun- 
dation. 

* The stry Arrival, Sir, of our Troops in Flanders has 

already 
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already had a great and good EiFe£l. Both the Emperor An. i6. Geo. Ii, 
and Frmnce are already become mach more moderate in their ^74>« 
Demands, and have cf&red to reftore the Peace of Germawf 
upon Conditions which a few Months ago they would have 
rejeded with Indignation. Therefore every one muft» I 
think, approve of his Maj^y's having fent -a Body of his 
Troops thither .* No one can foppofe, that a leis Number 
would have been fufficient for the Purpofes defigned ; andT 
every one muft agree;^ that they ought to be kept there till 
thoie Purpofes are fully anfwered. For this Reaibn, I need 
not, I think, take op any more of your Time upon this 
particular Branch, but as feveral other Branches of publick 
Expence are this Day to come under our Confideration, 
and as the Motion I am now to make, will confequently be 
followed by feveral othen, now I am up, I fhall beg Leave 
to explain a little the other Eftimates tys Day referred to 
us, and to fhew the Neceffity of each. As we are now ia 
an open War with Spaiuy and as we have now, I may fay 
openly, undertaken to kt Bounds to the ambitious Views 
of France^ both thefe Powers will certainly watch for, and 
a certainly embrace the firft Opportunity for difiurbing our 
domeftick Tranquility, and therefore we ought now to be 
more cautious than ever of affording them any Opportunity 
for this Porpofo. As we have now a Sea Force foperior td 
any that both thefe Powers united together can fend againft 
us, we can truft to it for our Defence againU any formi* 
daUe and forefoen lavafion, but we cannot trnft to it for 
preventing a fmall, fudden and nnlook*d for Invafion ; and 
tho' a fmall Number of Troops actually landed in any Part 
of Britain or Ireland could not pretend to make a Conqaeft 
of either liland, yet confideriog the great Number of dif- 
afieded Perfons we have ftill amongft us, even the Landing 
of a fmall Number of foreign Troops might very much di- 
ftarb our domeftick Tranquility, if we had not a foffidenc 
Number of regular Troops to. fond again (I them at their 
firft Landing, li they fltould be aUowed Time to march 
firom one Place to another, aod thereby afford the Difaf* 
felled not only Time but an Opportunity to join them,^ 
their Army might be fo encceafod as to involve us in a Civil 
War amongft ourfelves, and before we could extricate our- 
fdves out of this donieftick Danger, Bfatn might have an 
Opportunity to conquer, or deftroy fome of our bell CoIo« 
nies in the Wefi Indits^ and Fran^ to compel the Queen 
of Hungary t and all the other Powers of Europe^ to fubmit 
to fach Terms as ihe (hould prefcribe ; fo that at this cri- 
tical Conjunfture, unlefs we have a Number of Troops fuf- 
F %, ficient 
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Aa; x6. Geo. II, fident Co repel an invading Enemy , at, or foon after their 
^74** iirft Landing, a fmall Invafion may be as fatal in its Cdh- 
'^'^^ fequences as the moft formidable and moft faccefsful Iiiva- 
iion at another Time ; becaufe as foon as the Trench and 
Spaniards had reduced the other Potentates of Europe to 
their Terms, that (mall Invaiion would certainly be followed 
by an Invafion which we, with all our Power either by Sea 
or Land, could neither prevent nor repel. 

• Thus, Sir, every Gentleman muft perceive, that in the 
prefent critical Situation of the Affairs of Europe^ it is more 
neceflary to keep a great Number of Troops at Home, 
than ever it was upon any. former Occafion ; and yet fuch 
is his Majefly's Regard for the Eafe of his People, as will 
appear by the Eftimate, that he deiires but a very few more 
than was thought neceflary the * firft Year of his Reign, and 
not fo many as was thought necefl^y in the Year 1735. 
But befides the Neceffity of keeping a large Body kA Troops 
at home for fecuring our domeftick Tranquility at this dan- 
gerous Conjuncture, his Majedy may perhaps find it necef- 
fary to fend a few more of his Troops abroad ; and if this 
fhould happen, which is not improbable, we ought to be 
provided with a few more regular Troops than are abfolute- 
\y necefifary to be kept at home, efpecialiy if we confider, 
that it is every Day becoming more and more difficult to 
raife new Regiments, or even to recruit or augment the old» 
than it was heretofore ; for in this Country, the Govern* 
xnent cannot do as it does in France : It cannot compel Men ' 
to enter into the Service of their Country, or to draw Lots \ ' 
for that Purpofe. 

• From thefe Circumfiances, Sir, I hope, it will be ge- 
nerally agreed, that the Number of Troops propofed by the 
Eftimate for Guards, Garrifone, and other Purpofes, relating 
to Great Britain, is the leafl Number that can be thought 
fufiicient for that Service ; and with regard to the Forces 
to be maintained in Minorca, Gibraltar, and America, as 
the Number is not propofed to be augmented, I think, I 
need fay nothing for explaining, or for £ewing the Neceffity 
of that Expence ; for furely no Man would be mad enough 
to advife diminifhing the Number and Strength of any of 

thofe

the fame Reafon, I think, I need not fey moch upon the ^ ^^' . ^ 
Mftfioe £(limate, fince the Eftimate docs not propofe, that ^ 

they fhonld be augmented, and no Man can fuppofe, that 
they are lefs necelTary, or that the fame Number is not 
neceflary for the enfaing Year, that was thought neceffary 
for the Year now near expiring. For if a (uddcn Rup- ' 
tnreflx)u]d happen between us and France, it will be im- 
poffible for us to get near a fufficient Number of Seamen 
to man the great Number of Ships of War we (hall be ob- 
liged to fit out for Squadrons^ Convoys, Cruizers, and Guard- 
ihips, without putting an entire Stop to our mercantile Na- 
vigadon. It will be neceilaiy for us to put as many Ma- 
rines on board every Ship of War, as the Nature of the 
Sendee will admit of; and if this fliould happen, double 
the Number of Marines now proposed will fcarcely be fuf- 
ficient ; but as to this his Majeily trufis to the Wifdom, 
ASeGt\on, and Juftice of his Parliament, not doubting but 
that they will enable him to take fuch Meafures as may, 
upon any new Emergency, appear to be neceffary for the ' 
Piiblick Service. 

* Having now. Sir, explain'd, in as few Words as poffible, 
the Nature and Neceflity of the feveral Branches of publick 
Charge which, in Confequence of the Eftimates referred to 
the Committee, muft this Day come under our Confiderati- 
on; and having in particular fhewn the Wifdom and Ex- 
pediency of our keeping fuch a Body of Troops in Fhnders 
as has been lately fent there, I fhall conclude with a Motion 
td refolve, * That the Sum of 534,763 1. 5 s. be granted to

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An. 16. Geo. II. Mind freely, and to declare my Averfion to a Standing Arr 
^4^ i ***/' *"* Averfion not uken up on any DifiaOe or Diftruft 
of the Ofiicers that have the Command of it ; becaafe I be- 
lieve *em to be Men of great Honour and Abilitiea, bat 
foanded on a Maxim I have early imbibed. That a Standing 
Army is abiblotely iaconfifteot with the Liberties of Gnai 
Britain. Oar naval Force is our nacaral Strength, and 
by Means of that we have in former Reigns been the Terror 
of Europe. I would not be underftood to mean, that we 
are to have no Troops at all : A fmall Number may per- 
haps be always neceilary for Guards and Garrifoos at 
home, and in Time of War a larger Number to be fent 
abroad. The Queftion now before you is. Whether yoa 
ihall grant $34,763]. 5 s. for maintaining 16,359 Men, 
to be employed in Flaudsrs ; but as the Hon. Gentleman 
who made yoa this Motion, opened to you the whole 
Number of national Troops propofed to be employed this 
Year, I ihall beg Leave to confider *em altogether, and that 
under two Heads : The Neceificy of the Troops, and the 
Ability of the Nation to maintain them. 

* The Number of national Troops propofed to be cm*. 
ploy'd is 63,246, vtK^ i6»359 '" FUnders', 23,610 for 
Guards and Garrtfons at home and in the Weft-India : 
11,727, in the Flantatuins^ Miwrca, ^nd Giir4t/i£ri and 
II, 5 50 Marines. The Neceffity of keeping up £> great a 
Number of Troops mull arife from fome Danger the Nation 
would be in without them ; for no other Argument can jufiify 
the Meafure. If we are in any Danger from Sfain, the 
only Nation we are in War with, (and which War we feem 
to have forgot) furely a much le(s Number of Land Forces 
would enable us to carry on that War, while we have fo 
many Ships in Commii2ion» and 40,000 Seamen to man 
them I and it is by our naval Force only, that we can humble 
that haughty Natipn : 1 2»ooo Men are fufficient for Guards 
and Garrifons at home, while we have (o powerful a Fleet to 
defend us from Invafions. I am an £nemy to the Poweir of 
France^ tho' we are in no immediate Danger from her, and 
I think it the Intereft oi England t6 maintain the Balance of 
Power in Europe^ and to a&l the Queen of Hungary^ tho* 
I much queftion whether that will turn the Scak in our 
Favour ; but let us iK)t be Knights Errant on the Occaiion, 
and (end an Army on the Continent to combat the Frenck 
without any Allies. (For, I do not find we have any, the 
Dutch being too cautious to come into oor Meafures.) Such 
a Step may prove very fatal to us, and draw on lafling In- 
conveniences. The beft Method to aflifl the Queea of Hua^ 
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^KTj^ 18 with our MoMf: SU docs not warn Troopi, but An. 16. Gte. If. 
ciie Nfeans to niife cbeoH which iht can do at a Qoarter of 174^ 
the Charge that it wiU coft us to fead our own Troops to ' 
her Alfiftaace, coaftderiog the great Expence of Tranfportf , 
and the Difficulties we &dl find in proridiog Ammunitioay 
PfOTifioM, and Recruits in a foreign Coantry. But I am ar 
ware, we ihall be told, that we mod give her hdoney too. 
The Qoeen of Huf^mry iscertainl/ a gaiknt Princeis, and a 
very fine Woman ^ but we are not therefore to fpend aD wo 
have opoB iier, and become Bankrupts in her Service. Let 
us have feme Reg^ for Old Englatulf oor native Country, 
and not fnffer her to ^1 a Sacrifice to any foreign Inter^ 
whatfoever ; which brings me to confider the AbiUty of the 
Nation to maintain fo great a Number of Troops. 

' As every Nation is circoraicribed within ceruin Boandt, 
fo there is a certain Degree of Expence that every Nation 
can with Safety bear» and ihould never exceed ; and it it 
the Opinion of fome very wife Men, that whenever the £x- 
pences of Gnat Briiaim excttdjive Miili§ms a Year, I mean 
the ordinary £xpences voted by Farlittnent, flie goes beyond 
her Strength, and conieqoendy muft fall.

For my own Part, I (hall always think 

it my Duty, while I £t here, to oppofe laying on any of 

my Fdlow Subjeds a greater Borden than they are able tof 

bear i and therefore (hall heartily give my Negative to the 

maintaining fb great a Number of unneceflary Troops^ 

Mr Sandys fpoke as follows. 
Sir^ 
Mr Sandys. * * I ^nd, the Gentlemen who oppofe this Qoeflkm care- 
fully, I (hall* not fay artfully, drop the prefsnt Neceffity 
we are under, and talk only of the Danger and Expence of 
maintaining and keeping -op a great Namber of Land Forces,^ 
and the Inability of the Nation to fupport that £xpence. I 
have as great an Aver(ion to a numerous (landing Army, kept 
tip in Time of Peace, as arty Gentleman can have» and (hall 
readily admit of the Maxim, that a numerous -landing Army, 
kept up in Time of Peace, is ab(blutdy ineoniUlent with the. 
Liberties of Great Britain. But I have no Averfion to a 
landing Army in Time of War, however numerous it may 
be, provided it be no more numerous than is nectary for. 
putting a happy and fpeedy End to the War ; nor can 1 
think, that a numerous (binding Army in Time of War is 
any Way inconfident with the Liberties of Great Britain, 
efpccially when a confiderable Part of that Army is fent a- 
broad to the Affiftance of our Allies, or to carry the War 
into the Rowels of our Enemies Country, in order thereby to 
compel them to fubmit fpeedily to reafonable Terms of 
Peace ; for as this is a trading Nation, if is our Bufinefs to 
put an End to every War a^ foon as poflible, that we may the 
iboner have an Opportunity to carry on our G>mmerce with- 
out Interruption. When we happen to be at War with a 
trading Nation, we may, 'tis trCie, by Means of our Fl^t, 
put a fpeedy End to the War i becaufe if )ve conquer them 
at Sea, we may put aln^ft an entire Stop to their Trade» 
Which will of courfe foon force them to fubmit to rea(bnable 
Terms ; but when we happen to be at War with a Nation' 
that does not much depend upon Trade, we mod fome Way 
or other employ a Land Army againfl them, otherwiie the 
War may become eternal ; for we can never do them (b much 
Harm at Sea as they can do us, nor can we reap any Benefit 

by. 
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by Ad War, whereas they will be yearly reaping a Benefit An. 1 6. Geo. in 
from it by Means of their Privateers ; fo that onlefs we can 1742* 
fall upon fome Way of attacking them with a Land Army, ' 
the War muft endure for ever, or we muft at laft fabmit to 
pure ha fe Peace from them upon their own Terms. 

* I woald not therefore, Sir, have Gentlemen conceive 
fuch an otter Averfion to a Land Army, as to refolve never 
to hai^ or employ fuch an Army upon any Occafion what- 
ever ; and if the Land Army now propoied be neceilary for 
reftoring Peace to ourfelves as well as Europe, the Meafure 
muft be complied with, however expeniive it may be, how- 
ever unable we may think ourfelves to fupport the Expence ; 
for, I hope, we are not yet reduced to fuch Poverty as to 
fobmic tamely to/put on the Chains either of France or Spain,' 
I (hall grant. Sir, the Nation is incomber'd with a great 
Load of Debts, and the People gr»an under the Burden of 
their Taxes ; bat from whence arofe this Load of Debt ? To 
what is thu Burden of Taxes owing ? Why, Sir, to the ve- 
ry Spirit which now prevails, and, I am afraid, always will 
prevail : An aniverfal Cry of Poverty when any Contriba- 
tkxM are defired for the publick Service. I believe, it will 
be granted, that our Anceftors in King WilHam% and Queen 
Anne"^ Wars were as rich as we are now, and that theNa* 
tion was then able, to raife yearly as great a publick Revenue 
as it does now. If they had done fo, we ihould now have 
had no Debts to pay ofF, nor any Taxes but fuch as might 
be found neceflfary for the current Service of the Year ; for 
the Nation now railes more yearly than ever was expended 
in any one Year during either of thofe Wan, as may eafily 
be computed by any one who confiders the prefent State of 
our publick Revenue. If we reckon the Civil Lift Revenue 
at 800,000 /. the Land and Malt Tax at 2,700,000 /. and 
the Funds appropriated to the Payment of the Principal and 
Intereft of our publick Debts at about 3,200,000 /. we fhall 
fee, that this Nation now raifes 6,700,000 /. yearly, which, 
I believe, is equal to the whole publick Charge of any one 
Year of thefe Wars ; at leaft, I am fure, it is a great deal 
more than the publick Charge was during that Time com- 
iHvnihus Annts i and therefore, if the People in thofe Days 
would have agreed to raife yearly as much as they might 
have done, the annual Revenue would have anfwered the 
annual Charge, and we ihould now have had neither Intereft 
nor Principal to pay to any publick Creditor, and confe- 
quently might have held the Balance of Power in Europe 
with more £afe and Steadinefs than we can do at prefent. 
\ B^ fuch. Sir, is the Humour of the People in all Coun- 
tries 
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An. i6. Ceo. 11. tries and all Ages : Every one defires to live at Eafe and to 
1742* Safety, but every one is averfe towards contribating bif pro- 
' portionable Share towards that publick Expence, wbicb is 
abroltttely neceflary for fecuring his Eafe and Safety. The 
Bulk of Mankind can fee no Danger bat what is direfUy be- 
fore their Eyes, and confequently are unwilling to contribute 
to the Charge of guarding againft a Danger which tbey can- 
not iee ; and as it is at all Times popular to appear againft 
taxing or burdening a People, thofe who fee the Danger too 
often prefer their Love of Popularity to the Love cf their 
Country. The Danger we are in at prefent is (b near, that 
I cannot think, there is one Gentleman in this Hoafe that 
does not fee it : The Houfe of Auftria is the UcaUgtn of 
Great Britain ; for if ever that Houfe fliould be deftroyed 
by the Flames of a War lighted up by France and Spain^ 
Great Britain will certainly be the next, becaufe we are 
next in Power. Holland may be at laft confnmed, bit the 
old Spanijb Maxim, That the only Way to come at Holland 
IS to pafs through England, is now well known both at the 
Courts of France and Spain ; and both thoie Courts are ku- 
fible, that in order to fubdue England they mult firik reduce 
the Houfe of Jujlria, fo as to render it unable to give them 
any Diverfion upon the Continent.

ought therefore to be, it is moft leafonably, the Cry all o?er 
Britain^ and in every Man^s Mouth that is not blinded or 
biafled by feme private View of Interefi, Ambition,, or Re- 
fentment. That this Nation will be the next Sacrifice to 
the Ambition of France is apparent, not only from the Rea- 
fon of Things, but from the Behaviour of France immedi- 
ately before the Death of the late Emperor. Can we have 
already forgot their fending their Squadrons to the Weft-In^ 
dies ? Can we now doubt of the Orders thofe Squadrons had, 
or that they would not have put thofe Orders in Execution, if 
the Hurricanes and Storms they met with, together with the 
excellent Difpoiition made by our Admiral then in the Wefi' 
Indies^ had not disabled them from attempting the Scheme 
they had projefied ? Can we exped that Spain will fubmit 
to reafonable Terms of Peace with us, whiht (he tea us fo 
indolent or fo cowardly as not to dare to oppofe or interrupt 
her Schemes of Conqaeil in Italy ? Can we h(^ that the 
French will not join openly with her againft us, after they 
have reduced the Queen of Hungary to their Terms, and 
modelled out Europe to their Liking ? Can aoy^Mast hglaoce

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in the kafi whkh to chufe^ . to enter Into a War with France An. 16. G«o. II« 
and Sfain, whilft the Fate of Europe is yet in Sufpence, and ^74** 
we may depend upon the Ailifbnce of many, perhaps moft 
of the Potentates thereof, or to enter into a War with thofo 
two powerful Monarchies after they have made themfelves 
Mafters or at leaft Arbiters of Europe ? Sir, it is not th^ 
Caofe of the Queen of Hungary alone I am now pleading ; 
It is the Caufe of Great Britain as well as hers. If it had 
not been for the Accident of the Emperor's Death, we ihould 
have hsid 'France as well as Spain a declared Enemy long be- 
fore this Time. We had fo much negleded, deferted, and 
difobliged that Prince, that France thought (he might depend 
upon his not giving us any Affiflance, and therefore (he wa9 
preparing to declare War againft us, or to a£t in fuch a N&n- 
ner as might oblige us to declare againil her. But the Acci- 
dent of that Prince's Death made her fufpend her Meafures 
with Regard to us, and the Behaviour of the King of PruJJia^ 
with the Obftindcy of the Court of Vienna^ in which they 
were too much encouraged 1)y us, foon convinced her, that 
Ihe had now got the long look'd for Opportunity of reducing 
Xhc Power of her antient Rival, the fefoufe of Auftria. The 
Charader of our then Admini^ration was fuch, that fhe had 
Reafon to think ihe might be able to cajole us, till ihe had 
perfeded her Schemes upon the Continent of Europe^ and 
that then fhe might with more Safety and greater Certainty 
of Succefs refume thofe Meafures with regard to us, whicK 
Ihe had fufpended upon the Accident of the Emperor's 
Death : I fay fufpended, for no Man in his right Senfes will 
fappofe, they were either altered or laid afide. By the late 
Change in the Adminiftration, I hope fhe will find herfelf dif- 
appointedas to us : She cannot now hope being able to cajole 
our Adminiflration, and, I hope, fhe will find \Atit\i as little 
able to cajole the Nation. So far as I am able, her molt 
fecret Views fhall be laid open to the People of Great Bri- 
tain^ and from thence, I hope, they will be convinced, 
that in fupporting the Caufe ot the Queen of Hungary they 
fupport their own, that in afliiUng to extinguifh the Fire 
which now threatens Dellrudion to her, they may, and, X 
hope, will extinguifh thofe Flames which would certainly 
next confume themfelves. 

• From what I have faid. Sir, the Neceffity of our enter- 
ing into the War mufl appear. If ^ the French and Spa- 
niards do not depart from their prefent ambitious SchemeSf 
and efpecially, if the latter do not agree to dp us Juflice 
with regard to our Navigation and Commerce in the Ame- 
rican Seas, we muft enter into the War, or we mufl fiib- 

mit 
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An. 16. Geo. II. mit to rcccivfr Laws from France in Ettrofi, in Jfrtea^ 
^^ ^ and the Eaft Indits % and from Spain in the Weft Indies. 
■^^^ In a Cafe of fuch prefling Ncccffity, I am furprifed to hear 

Gentlemen talk of the Poverty of the Nation, or its Inabi- 
lity to fupport fuch a neceitary War. I hope there are no 
Foreigners in our Gallery, or if there are, that they may 
hot believe what fuch Gentlemen fay. At lead, I hope, 
it will not be believed at any Foreign Court in Europe ; for 
if it were, it would encourage the Enemies of publick 
Liberty to periift in the Profecution of their ambitious and 
tyrannical Schemes ; and it would difbearten the Friends of 
})ublick Liberty fo as to prevent their entering into any Mea- 
fures with us for its Prefervation. Therefore, if thofe G^n- 
Uemen have really fuch a contemptible Opinion of their 
Country's Ability, I wifti they would keep it to themfelves, 
becaufe, I am fure, they can do no Service by publifliing 
it ; for by endeavouring bravely to preferve the Liberties of 
Europe^ and fuccumbing in the brave Attempt, we can be 
in no worfe Condition than we fhall be by fitting dill, and 
tamely looking on till we fee them overwhelmed. If we 
null become a Prey to our Enemies whenever they fhall 
pleafe to attempt making us fo, the leaner we are, the lefi 
worth their While will they think it to make the Attempt ; 
for few Conquerors ever thought of conquering a Country 
where nothing was to be expelled but broken Bones ; and 
therefore, I think, we do better, and fhall be in lefs 
Danger by emaciating ourfelves ftill further in making a 
brave Defence whilfl we have fome View of Succefs, than 
by battening in Eafe and Tranquility till our Enemies have 

Eut it out of our Power to defend ourfelves with any tolera- 
le View of Succefs. 

* But thank God ! Sir, our Matters are not yet come to 
this Pafs : We have flill many and great Refources : We 
have many rich Men amongft us ; and from the Nature of 
our Conilitution, and the Regard that has always been fhewn 
ro Parliamentary Faith, we fhall have the Treafures of 
all the moneyed Men in Europe at our Service. Thefe will 
fiitl enable us to carry on a vigorous War for many Years ; 
and I wonder to hear Gentlemen of many H*undreds, nay 
Thoufands a Year, who pay but Four Shillings, perhaps but 
Two Shillings in the Pound, to the publick Service, for fecur- 
ing their Enjoyment of the other 1 6 or 18: I fay, I wonder 
to hear fuch Gentlemen complaining of the Poverty and In- 
ability of their Country. Would not they, would not any 
Man of common Senfe give the 16 Shillings for the 
publick Service, rather than fubjc^ the Whole to the ar-

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bitnuy Willxif a French Monsach ) In fuch C^c I (hall An. 16. Ceo. II. 
grant, they would be obliged to difmifs many of the Foot- '74g* 
men. Coachmen, Cooks and .other Men Servants they now ^"'~^~' y 
keep for Pomp or Shew ; but fuch Fellows could not want 
Bufinefs, for mod of them' would make excellent Recruits 
for our Army, and N^vy ; aqd if mourited upon their Ma- 
ilers Coach Horfes, they would make good Dragoons, or if 
mounted upon their running, riding^ or hunting Horfes,! 
they would make fine Hujfars for di^reiHng the Armies of 
oar Enemy. Thefe Things, 'tis true, are difmal for a mo- 
dern polite Gentleman 16 think of, but they are what, I ^ 
hope, every Gentleman in England would frankly fubmic 
to, rather than fee himfelf and his Country enflaved by a- 
ny foreign Power what/bever. 

* We are therefore far from being in fuch poor or def- 
perate Circumflances as have been reprefented in this De- 
bate, and as t^o what wife Men may have faid, that if ever 
England (hould raife abbve five Millions a Year (he mu ft be 
rained. Experience has (hewn the contrary ; for we have 
raifed above ^vt Millions a Year for this forty Years, and 
are not yet ruined : Nay the Nation would have been in the 
moft floarifhing Circumftances, if a right Ufe had been 
made of the Money raifed yearly, and proper Care takert to 
protein and improve our Trade. In a c5ountry where the 
Land Revenue is reckoned to amount to twenty Millions a 
Year, and the Revenue of the trading and money'd People 
tQ at leaft three Times as much, it is, in my Opinion, ri-, 
diculous tQ fay, that fuch a Country cannot fpare to raife 
five Millions a Year for the publick Charge without ruin- 
ing itfelf. lam far from fuppofing, that if our publick 
D(^bts were once paid off*, it would be necefTary for us to 
raife fuch a Sum yearly for our ordinary Expence ; but up- 
on extraordinary Occafions we might certainly raife that/ 
Sum, and a great deal more ; and therefore, if thofe wife 
Men mean any Thing, they muft mean, that England will ' 
be ruined by a bad Government, if it fhould ever be un- 
der fuch an unfrug^l one, as to make tlie raifmg of above 
five Millions a Year necefTary for defraying the ordinary 
Expence of the Government in Time of Peace. In this I 
fhall agree with thofe wife Men, becaufe fuch a ridiculous 
Government, if it continued for any Time, would ruin us 
by its bad Condu^, as well as by its Profufion of the puf)- 
lick Treafure. . But is this the Cafe at prefenf ? Can it be 
faid, the Government deiires five Millions a Year, or much 
above the Half of that Sum for its ordinary Occafions ? We 
arc aftually engaged in one War, and like to be engaged in 

another ' 
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An. f6. Ceo. n. another of a much more dangerous and expenfive Na- 
^ ^4>« ^ ture : We muft provide for both ; and this makes fuch 
|_ ~#''|J large Grants neceflary as are now required ; to that this 
Opinion, were it right in every Particular, is no Ways ap- 
plicable to the prefent Cafe. 

« I hope that Gentlemen are now convinced, that it is 
abfolutely neceflary for as to interfere fo hr in the prefent 
Troubles of Eurofi, as to prevent its being in the Power 
of France and Sfaifi to dilate to all the other Powers upon 
the Continent ; and from what I have faid. Sir, I hope 
Gentlemen will have the Plealiire of being convinced, that 
we are not yet reduced to fuch a defpicable Condition as has 
been reprefented, but that we may dill make a Figure in 
Europe, and by a right Condu£l and vigorous Meafures force 
the mod daring to limit or defert their ambitious Schemes of 
Tyranny and Oppreffion. : For this Purpofe it was abfo- 
lutely neceflary for his Majefly to form an Army upon the 
Continent, and it is neceflary to keep that Army there, till 
we have accoroplifhed thofe Views that are fo falutary for our 
own Prefervation, as well as for the Prefervation of Europe, 
and our antient and moH certain Ally, the Houfe of Au- 
ftria, I fay mofl; certain, Sir, becaufe there is no one 
Prince in Europe, whofe Intereft can fo conftantly and fo 
invariably coincide with the Intereft of Great Britain, as 
that^of the Houfe of Auftrta. Even the Dutch we cannot 
naturally be fo fure of ; becaufe many Difputes may arifis 
between them and us, about Trade and Navigation, or they 
may conceive Jealoufy of our naval Power ; but between 
the Houfe of Auftria and us no Conteft of any Confequence, 
no Jealoufy can ever happen, unlefs one or other be iofla- 
, cnced by foreign, weak, or wicked Counfels. Can we 
defert fuch an Ally in the Time of fuch Danger ? Is it not 
our Intereft to preferve her Power as entire as poflible ? Her 
own Arms has already done a great deal : Let us affift her 
^ to do the reft. His Majefty has refolved to do fo : In this 

^ he is feconded by the Voice of his People ; and, I hope, 

upon this and t.vtty like Occafion, he will find himfelf fe- 
conded by the Voice of his Parliament. 

Mr Bance fpoke next to the following Effe^ : 
Sir, 
Mr Bance. * Tho' the Hon. Gentleman who opened this Debate 

was pleafe^ to tell us, that the Number of Troops for each 
refpedlive Service was the only Queftion that could properly 
come this Day before us, yet I muft beg his Pardon for 
thinking that the Quantttm of the Sum demanded for each, 

is 
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h a Qaeftion which ought likewife upon this Occafion to.Aii«x6.GiK>.II» 
have been brought under Confideratton i and if the Efti- ^ H^ 
mates had been firft referred to a klcGt Committee, accord* ^ 
ing to the Method which has been often propofed, and I 
wifh were put in Pradlice, I beltevey fome very material 
Objedions might have been found, to feyeral of the Articles 
in each particular EAimate. As this has not been done» it 
is not to be expeded that Gentlemen (hould enter parti- 
cularly Into thb Queilion ; but in general I muft obferre^ 
that we have always had, and have now too great a Number 
of Officers in our Land Army, and a much greater Number 
than is afual in any Country of £urofi except France, where 
their Officers coft them very little ; for their Colonels are 
generally Men of Fortune who fpend their own Eftates in i 
the Service of their Country, and the Pay of their Subal* % 
terns is hardly equal to that of our Serjeants and Corporals* 
Then as to our Marines, tho* they are really* as properly 
marching Regiments as any other in our Service, the form- 
ing them into Regiments was at £rft ablblutely wrong, and^ 
I remember, was ftrongly objeded to * ; but fince they are 
to remain a Burden upon us, I think, we ought to make it 
as light as poffible, by ridding ourfelves of all the Field-Of- 
ficers and Captains, and efpecially their particular Payma- 
fter, who has a Salary, which, I am fure, it is not necelTary 
for the Poblick to pay, let them be continued in what Shape 
^tt will. It may be (aid, that this Salary is paid out of 
the Dedudions ufually made on that Account from all the 
Regiments in our Service ; but now .we have fuch a great 
Number of Forces on foot, I hope our Miniflers are more 
frugal than to give the. Whole to the Paymafter : I hope 
they do with him, as has been done, ever iince Crom^weir% 
Time, with the Paymailer of the Navy, which is to allow 
him a certain Salary, and apply the Surplus to the publick 
Service. 

* With Regard to our Mafine Paymafter, Sir, I really do 
not know whether his Salary be paid out of thefe Dedu6ti< 
OBs, or out of the 4500 1, charged in this Eftimate for Con- 
tingencies ; but let it come from whence it will, it is paid 
by, and may be faved to the Publick, by having our Marines 
paid either by theTreafurer of the Navy, or the Payma^er 
of our Forces ; and as thie Gentleman who now mod worthi* 
ly fills the latter Poft f, would not, I am fure, defire to fink

has certainly been lately made, by the great Number of 
Officers and Soldiers that were kilPd, or died in the If^efi 
Indits. In ordinary Cafes, Sir, this Sort of Saving is not 
worth the while of Parliaments to inquire into ; but when 
Regiments are, I may fay, OecUioneoccifi,. and fach a long 
Time before they are oi* can be recruited, this Saving nmft 
become So confide rable as to be well worth the ParUament^a 
while to inquire into it ; efpecially confidering. the dangie* 
roos Ufe that may be made by a . Minifier, of fueh large 
Sums, when left to his arbitrary Difpofal, as muft be evir 
dent to every Gentleman who has reaid the Reports left laft 
Seffion * updn our Table. 

' Thefe Things I have thrown ont. Sir, only to ihew, ^ 
that we ought to have another Queflton now tinder our Con- 
£deration, befide that iingle one, of the Number of Troops 
propofed ; and likewife to manifeft to you, how neceflary it 
is to refer the Eilimates laid before us yearly' to a (cWk 
Committee, before we take them into our Confideration in 
this Committee of the wiiole Houfe ; for if we are obliged 
to enter into the War now carrying on in Germany, as the 
Qtmoft OEconomy and Frugality will be necefiary, I hope 
this will be the Praftice of every future Seffion ; and if we 
once begin it, I believe, we ihall foon £nd good Reafon for 
never laying it aiide. 

' Now, Sir, with Regard to the other Queftion, diat, I 
mean, relating to the Number of Troops proposed to be 
kept up for each refpedive Service, I fliall fatt confider the 
Queftion in general, and, I believe, every one will grant, 
that for carrying on the War againft Spain, we have no Oc-- 
caflon, nor ought we to keep op fuch a Number of Land 
Forces, even fuppofing we were in as free and as profperotis 
a Situation as ever this Nation could boaft of ; therefore by 
foch a great Number of Troops being propofed, and efpeci« 
ally by our fending a great Number of them to Flanders, I 
muft fuppofe, that we are to become Sharers in- the War^ 
now carrying on in Germany^ not only by fending onr Mo- 
ney,, but aUb by fending our Troops thither, dnd confc-. 
quently the Matter now before us will turn . chiefly, upon

Favour of the Motion, to be founded upon any immediate 
and apparent Danger^ but upon Apprehenfions of a Danger 
we may hereafter be expo(ied to. 

' Apprehenfions, Sir, are of divers Sorts : There are real 
suid v<rell grounded Appreheniions, there are imaginary Ap^ 
prehenfions^ and there are ihdn and ridiculous Apprehenfioos t 
and I very much fufpedt^ that upon a ftri6k and impartial 
Examination, the Apprehenfions we are now terrified with^ 
will appear to be of the lafl Sort. Surely we do not ima« 
gine, tJiat all the other Nations of Europe, except this, are 
fond of putting on the Yoke of France, and therefore if 
none of them will join with us in Supporting the Queen of 
Hungary, totis Virihus, as we feem refolvM to do, we muft 
fuppofey either that all the red of Europe are dull, or that 
we are mad. It is fgmething amazing to fee the Minds of 
fome amongd us fo very much altered in fo (hort a Time. 
When the late Emperor died, and the Queen of Hungary, 
his Succeflbr, was attack'd by the King of Prujfflu, we 
were fo little afraid of the ambitious Views of France^ that 
we feemed to encourage her in her Obdinacy with regard 
to Frujffia, in order to draw her into a Scheme, which was 
certainly formed fomewhere, for dripping that young Mo- 
narch of a great Part of his Dominions. Whereas, if we 
had at that Time been afraid of France, we (hould l^ave ad- 
vifed, and infided upon her giving Satisfaction to the* King 
of Pruffia, in order to draw him into a Confederacy, which 
he offered, for getting the Duke of Lgrrain chofen Emperor, 
and for guarantying all the reft of the Auftrian Dominions in 
the Terms of the Pragmaiick San^ion, This would have 
prevented its being in the Power of France to form 'any 
Schemes, and if it had been done, I am perfuaded, no 
Frenci^ Army would ever have entered Germany, nor would 
the Ele^r of Bavaria either have been chofen Emperor, 
or have declared War againft the Queen of Hungary, But 
by our Schemes at that Time, we forced the King of Pru/* 
fia, contrary to his Inclination, into an Alliance with 
France, and thereby enabled and encouraged them to form 
all thofe DeCgns they have fince endeavoured to carry into 
Execution againft the Queen of Hungary and the Liberties 
of Germany: Nay, wc joined with France in one of the 
chief of them, which was that of getting the Eledlor of Ba- 
'var'ta chofen Emperor ; and we gave no ObftruCtion to the 
Spaniards in their fir ft Attack upon the Queen of Hungary 



in Italy, 
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An. x6. Geo. II. < Thus, when the Qaeeo of Hungary was in the greateS 
'7 4»« ^ Danger : When Europe was in the greateft Danger, wc 
feemed to have no Dread of the Defigns of France ; but now 
when the King of FruJJia has been provoked by the Haugh- 
tinefs, and I Wieve, the Treachery of the French Gene- 
rals, to defert their Alliance, and when the Queen of Hfin- 
gary^ by her good Condud, both in Germany and Itafyf has 
by herfelf repelled her Enemies upon every Side, and oblig- 
ed them to offer Peace upon the moderate Terms of uti poffi- 
detlsy we have conceived moft terrible Apprehenfions of the 
ambitious Defigns of France, Sir, this Change in our Way 
of thinking, and thefe pretended Apprehenfions, are fo evi- 
dently without any avowed Foundation, that there muf! be 
fomething in Petio, there muft be (bme fecret Caufe which 
it is not fit the World, or at leaft the BrittJ^ World (hould 
be made acquainted with. The happy Events of thefe laft 
16 or 18 Months, and the Terms offered by the French lad 
Summer, have fo much altered the State of Things in Eu- 
rofe, and have fo clearly manifefled, that the French have 
at prefcnt no Defigns againft the Liberties of Europe, that 
whatever we do, or attempt to do now, cannot be faid to be 
for the Support of the Queen of Hungary, but for extending 
her Power and lefTening the Power of France. I (hall grant, 
that both thefe Things are very deilrable, but confidering 
our Circumilances I cannot grant, that this is a proper Time 
for us to make the Attempt, or that we can reafonably hope, 
by ourfelves alone, to fucceed in it. It may be laudable, it 
may be even prudent for a Man in good Health to undertake 
difHculc and dangerous Expeditions ; but after he has been 
emaciated by a tedious confumptive Fever, he (hould content 
himfelf with (itting at home, and thinking only of Self-de- 
fence, till his Vigour be redored, and his Health ree(labli(h- 
ed. If we had done fo, we might have been both ftrong 
and healthful long before this Time ; but we have been play- 
ing the Knight Errant of Europe for many Years paft : Nay 
we have been doing what even Don ^ixot himfelf never 
thought of : We have been fetting up Windmills, in order to 
knock them down again. From the Year 1 7 14 to the Year 
1720, we put ourfelves to a monfttous Charge, and involved 
ourfelves in a War with Spain, in order to increafe the Power 
of the Houfe of Auftria^ which we then faid the Treaty of 
Utrecht had left too feeble in Italy : From the Year 1720, 
till very near the Time of the late Emperor's Death, we pot 
ourfelves to a vaftExpence in pulling down the Power of the 
Houfe of Avftria, and raifing the Power of the Houfe of 
Bourbon^ tho' one of the Branches of that Houfe was, during 

the 
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tke whole 'time of this our Knight Errantry in its Favour, An. i5. Geo. II. 
infulting and hurting U3 in the raoft tender Part. By this ^\J^' 
Conduct the Power of the Houfe oi Bourbon has indeed been 
raifed to a dangerous Height ; and now we are to involve 
oarfelves In new Expence and Danger, in order to pull down 
this Windmill we have raifed, tho* like a real Windmill, it 
can do us no Dainage, if we do not approach too near it. 

* As the Power of the Houfe of Bourhon, efpecially con- 
fidering the prefent Union of the two Branches, (which CJni* 
on was reftored and cemented by our late Defigns againfl the 
Hou(e of Auftria) is certainly greater than is confident with 
the Safety of Europe ^ it is vtty eafy, Sir, for a warm Ima- 
gination to raife that Power up into a hideous Phantom ; and 
when the War firft broke out in Germany, when the Queen 
of Hungary was forced to retire' to Prejbourgby and her Ca- 
pital in Danger of being befieged, all the Terrors we have 
been frightned with in this Debate, had then fome Founda- 
tion : At that Time we /eeraed to fit unconcerned, and even 
then we had more Reafon to be fo than any of our Neigh « 
bours ; for if France had taken that Opportunity, contrary 
to her exprefs Declaration, to propofe any Acceflion to her 
own Power, either by the Ceffion of the Auflrian Nether^ 
landsy or any of the German Principalities upon the Rhine j it 
would certainly have alarmed the Dutxh and all the Princes 
of Germany : Even the Emperor himfelf would have refented 
fuch a Breach of Faith, and would have been ready to re- 
concile himfelf at any Rat^e with the Queen of Hungary, in 
order to form a Confederacy with the Dutch againft France. 
They would then have been folliciting our Affiftance, inftead 
of our being reduced by our Knight Errantry to the Ne- 
ceffity of follicitini theirs ; for this will always be the Cafe, 
whilft we are the nrfl to take the Alarm, and to involve our- 
felves in a War with France on Account of preferving the 
Balance of Power. 

• For this Reafon, Sir, even at the Beginning of the War, 
when the Liberties of Europe were in the greateft Danger, 
and the Queen of Hungary in the greateft Diftrefs, it was 
none of our Bufinefs to enter as Principals into the War, un- 
lefs the Dutch and others Powers of Europe, equally con- 
cerned with us, had agreed to do the fame. And fuppofe, 
that they had been all blind to their own Intereft and Safety, 
that France had thereby got an Opportunity to model out 
Germany and Itafy to her own Liking, and to take the Jw 
ftrian Netherlands to herfelf : Suppofe that the Dutch for the 
Sake of getting home their Troops, had fubmitted, and that 
all the Princes of Germany and Italy had for that Time at 
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An. 16. Geo. II. lead found themfelves xmAtt a Necefilty of fubmitting to this 
s74»* newr frgncb Model ; can we fappofe, they would all have 
' ' ^ been really fatisfyM witK it : Can we fuppofe they would not 
have taken the firft Opportunity to free themfelve§ from the 
Yoke they had by their Blindnefs brought themfelves under? 
Frmce muft then have kept Garrifons and Armies both in 
Germany and Italy to have preferved this forced Submifliony 
or ihe mud have left them at Liberty to rebel as foon as they 
found an Opportunity. Ih either Cafe, can we fuppofe, that 
ihe could have difbanded her Land-Armies in order to en* 
creafe her naval Force, lb as to render herielf fuperior to os 
at Sea ? Can we foppofir, that upon her firll Breach with us, 
the Dutch^ the Empire, and perhaps Spain itfelf, or at leaft 
moft of the Princes in liafy^ would not have taken that Op- 
portunity to Hnite together for freeing themfelvts from the 
Yoke : Sir, it is my Opinion, that the Ambition of France 
can never depriye us of a powerful Alliance upon the Con* 
tinent, if ever we (hould be unjuftly attacked hy her : It is 
our own ConduA only can deprive us of fuch an Alliance : ff 
upon one Hand we Ihould appear fo indolent or unileady, 
that none of the Powers upon the Continent could put any 
Trufl in our Counfels, this might prevent their involving 
themfelves in a War upon our Account : We might then 
have Reafon to complain, as we did upon oar Breach with 
Spain ^ of our having no one Ally in the World. ' On the 
other Hand, if we (hould Jhew ourfelves too bufy, and pre- 
tend to dilute to the other Powers of Europe^ in Afiairs we 
had really nothing to do with, or perhaps but very little, 
this might render them cool to our Intereft : They might 
even rejoice to fee us a little humbkd. Since I am upon 
this Subjedi, I mud mention another Sort of ConduA, which 
not only may deprive us of Afliilance from any of our Allies 
upon the Continent, but alfo render our bell and moil na- 

, tural Friends jealous of us, and that is our (hewing too greet 
an Attachment to the Intereft of the £Ie£lorate of Hanover, 
and a Keadinefs to enter into any Scheme for enlarging. the 
Dominions or purfulng the Reientment of that Elaflorate. 

* I hope. Sir, there is nothing of this at the Bottom of 
our prefeot Meafures ; but, I am afraid, fome of the Princes 
of Germany, and perhaps the Dutch too, have a Sufpicion of 

. it ; and this makes them fo fliy of Joining with us in any 
Scheme for reducing the exorbitant rower of /r^ffrr. This 
I am fure of, that unlefs the Dutch and the Empire, as a 
Body, join heartily with us, we cannot in common Prudence 

propofe to undertake it. It is by much too dangerous for 
us, in our prefent Circumflances, to undertake fuch a Scheme, 

with 
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with the fele Afliftamce of the Qveen of Hungary ; and as the An. i6. Geo. n« 
French have olFeped to withdraw their Troops oot of Ger- 174^' 
manj^ and to leave the Qoeen of Hungary in PoiTeifion of all ' 
the Domtoions (he was poiTeiTed of at the Beginning of the 
War, except what (he has ^kkled ap by oar Mediation and 
at our Requdi, I can fee no Reafen we had ior fending our 
Troops to Flander$^ moch lefs for keeping them there, and 
ftitl a great deal lefs for taking fuch a Body of Hamverians in- 
^o onr 9vf ; for by the Eftimates prefented to us laft Friday^ 
[ See p. S3-] we now fee, that thofe Hanoverian Troops have 
neither been fent there, nor are to be kept there, at the Ex- 
pence of (hat Electorate. Nay, I cannot as yet iind, that 
the Eie^rate is, at its own Expence, to give any Afiidance 
either to us or the Queen of Hungary^ no not even the 4000 
Men which it (lands engaged to fumifii her with by the Gua- 
ranty of the Pragmatick SanSihn ; fo that if 2tny War be 
carried on for increafing rhe Power of the Houfe of Aufttia 
at the Expence of France, it mud be almoft entirely at our 
Charge ; for confidering how the Queen of Hungary* t Do- 
minions have been exhauded, we cannot imagine, that (he is 
able to bear any tolerable Share of it. 

* The Charge, Sir, wiH confequently fall fo heavy upon 

this Nation, that, were our Circumftances much better than 

they are, nothing but the greateft and rood imminent Danger 

iheuld tempt us to undertake it ; and this is far from being 

the Cafe as the Affairs of Europe dand at pre(ettt. I have 

already fhewn, that had France fucceeded in the fended and 

higheft Wifhes (he could have at the Beginning of the War, 

this Nation could have been in no great Danger from her ut- 

mod Efibrts. In the Reign of Richard II. we defpifed her 

Attempts by Sea, tho* (he was then in Pofre(Gon of, or at 

lead had in Alliance with her, all the Seventeen Provinces of 

the Netherlands, and wc no one Ally upon the Continent to 

make a Diverdon in our Favour. In Queen Elizaieth^s 

Time, we withdood the Attempts of France and Spain, tho^ 

the latter bv itfclf alone was at that Time really fuperior to us 

io naval Force ; and can we now be fo terrify*d with the Ap- 

preheniions of the French, when we have fuch a naval Force, 

that France and Spain together could not, with a ten Years 

uninterrupted Preparation, fit out fuch a naval Force as would 

be fuperior to ours. But fuppofe we. ever had Reafon for 

fuch Apprehenlions, they are now removed by the Offers of 

Peace which France has made, and the Way to renew them 

will be by undertaking a Scheme which neither the Queen of 

Hungary nor we can execute ; for if we (hould fail in the 

Execution, efpccially if /our Armies (hould happen to meet 
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, 1$. Geo. II. with a fignal Defeat, it will rekindle the War in Gtrmmyf 
^7 4^* with greater Fury than ever, and if France never had before, 
"*^ ihe will then begin to conceive Hopes of being able to model 

MuTQpe to her own Liking, and to take what Part of it ihe 
pleafes to herfelf. Thii may be the Confeqoence of oar en- 
couraging the Qoeen of Hungary to refufe the Terms that 
have been offer*d i and after oar being exhaofted by a blbody 
and expenfive War upon the Continent, it woald be more eafy 
for France to get the Superiority of us at Sea, than it could 
have been had we never engag^ in any fuch War. 

* In my Opinion therefore. Sir, the greateft Danger we 
can have at prefent, is that which may arife from oar engag- 
ing either as Principals or Auxiliaries in the War, and there- 
by encouraging the Queen of Hungary to refufe the Terou 
that have been offered, and to form Projefls of making Con- 
quells from France by the Afliftance we are to give her. It 
may be true. Sir, that before the late Emperor's Death, the 
French had refolved to declare in favour of the Spaniards a- 
gainft us, or to behave in fuch a Manner as to provoke us, if 
it was then poiTible, to declare againft them. It may be true, 
that the Squadrons they fent to the Wefi Indies had Orders tp 
join with the Spaniards in an Attack upon our Ifland of 
JamaUa ; but I have a Sufpicion, they had Encooragement 
from fome People here to make that Attempt, and an Aila- 
rance that if they could make themfelves Mailers of that. 
Ifland, the Nation would not be at the Expence of carrying 
on a War againil the joint Power of France and Spain for its 
Recovery. I believe, both they and their Friends here 
would have found themfelves difappointed in their ExpeOa- 
tions ; and the Difappointment and Diihonour they met with 
in that Expedition, muil convince them, how vain it will be 
for them to form any Defigns againft us, till they can render 
themfelves fuperior at Sea, which, I am perfuaded, they will 
BOt attempt 'for feveral Years to come, becaufe, I believe, 
their Coffers have been fo drained by (he prefent War, that they 
will not be able, in many Years, to fpare fuch vaft Sums as 
will be necefTary for preparing a Navy fuperior to the Navy 
of England ; and if they bad the Ships and all other Ma- 
terials, they would find it difficult to man them, either with 
Sailors or Soldiers fit for the Purpofe. If they ihould attack 
us before their having fuch a Fleet ready, and we ihould con- 
fine ourfelves to our own Element, without wailing cor 
Strength in romantick Expeditions upon the Continent and 
maintaining numerous Land Armies, we ihould be Gainers 
by the War, by deilroying their Plantations and putting an 
entire Stop to their Trad^, and thereby ridding ourilelves of 

our 
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oaf greateft Rival in Manafodures and Commerce ; fo that An. i6. Geo, If* 

I doD*t know, bat it would be one of the greateft Favours }T^ ' 

the Fnmcb could do us to provoke us to a Sea- War, and one 

of the greateft Injuries we can do oarfelves, is, to engage 

withooC Neceifity in an expeniive Land one ; and as the 

Frtncb want nothing now, but to be quie^ we can be under 

no fuch Necefficy at prefent. 

* Having thus. Sir, difcufled the Point of Neceflity, and 
ihewn, that all the Apprehenfions we can, with apy Shadow 
of Reafon, be frightned with, muft arife from our engaging 
hi the War, and not from our fitting dill, give me Leave to 
lay fomething with regard to our Abilities. I fhall readily 
admit. Sir, that if it were abfolutely neceflary for us to en- 
gage in War : If Arms were of one Side and Chains of the 
ot&r, I fliould be for flying to Arms, let our Circumftances 
be never fo deplorable : I ihould be for our pawning or part- 
ing with every Thing but our Arms ; but this is far from be- 
bg the Cafe, and as our People are already fo burdened with 
Taxes, and all thofe Taxes mortgaged for the Payment of 
old Debts, we ought not to engage in any War without an 
apparent and immediate Neceflity. To guard againfl remote 
Dangers, and fuch as can be fuggefled only by a very fruit- 
ful Imagination, is, in my Opinion, very far from being a 
good Reafon for our engaging in any War under our prefent 
Circumflances. We have, *tis true, as yet many Refources, 
bat mofl of them are fuch as we never ought, nor, I hope, 
ever will have Recourfe to, unlefs we be obliged to fight 
fro Arts ^ Focis. 

' I am ^r from fuppoflng, that we have not yet many 
Refources for carrying on a necefliary War, and for profccut- 
ing it with Vigour for feveral Years, if it were to be carry *d 
on by Sea, or in a Country where we could from hence pro- 
vide our Armies with all Sorts of NeceflTaries. Even the 
War we now feem inclined to engage in, at lead we have 
pat ourfelves to a monflrous needlefs Expence, if we are not : 
I fay even this War we might find Credit and Funds to fup- 
port, if this were our only Confideration. As our publick 
Credit is yet in a flourifhing Condition, I believe, we might 
find Money to borrow, and might find Funds for fecuring 
the Repayment of that Money ; l)ut in the prefent Cafe this 
is not our only Confideration. As all our Troops, both Nati- 
onal and Foreign, maft be provided for in a didant Coun- 
tiv^ we muft fend out fuch vail Sums of Money, that, I am 
afraid, our Balance of Trade will not anfwer our Draughts, 
and if it does not, the Deficiency mafl be made good out of 
oor National Stock of Gold and Silver, which may in a few 
Years drain os fo much of our ready Specie^ that we fiiali 
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An. 16. Geo. 11. not have enoo^ to circulate tfie vifi Soms of Paper Credit 
*t4*» we have now current amongft us ; and as foon as this happens, 
it will put an End to our Credit both poblick and private. 
This may happen before we can put an End to the War 
upon any honourable Terms, and whenever it does, -wemoft 
put an End tothe Wax uponany Terms, at leaft we muft trail 
home our Troops, and difmifs our Mercenaries, for want of 
Money to pay them, which would be a fatal Confequencip, 
and the more fatal, becaufe of oor publick Credit's being teft,\ 
and not eaiily recoverable ; fo that our Country might be 
■ expofed to the Danger of an Invafion, when our Govern- 
ment had neither Money nor Credit to raife an Army or fit 
out a Squadron ; and, I am afraid, our People would not 
be very ready or hearty in fupportmg a Government that had 
brought them under fuch Difficulties. 

• In the War during the late 'Qneen^s Time, we were ex- 
pofed to no fuch Danger. Our Balance of Trade was much 
greater than it is at prefeiit. As France had then no Trade, 
we exported a great many more Goods than we do, or can be 
fuppo&d to do now ; and we had not then near fuch a large 
Sum to pay for Intereft growing due Yearly to Foreigners, 
who have Money in our Funds. Befides, a great Part of the 
Provifions for our Army in Flanders was bought up here, and 
conveyed to them by the Way of Holland or Oftend. Even 

• our Armies in Spaln^ were moftly provided for by what was 
bought for them in their own Country. Whereas, if we 
fend our Armies to Germany or the Upper Rbine^ which we 
muft do, if we refolve they fhould aflilt the Queen of Hun- 
gary, we can fend them little or nothing but Money from 
hence. This I thought neceflary to mention, becaufe it 
might not perhaps otherwife have occurred to Gentlemen who 
do, not underftand Trade; * and, I hope, our Minifters will 
think ferioufly of it, before they Involve their Country in^ 
War which mult be.; ttended' with fo many Difficulties, and 
which feems, from the late Turn the Affairs of Europe have 
taken, to be quite unneceflary. 

• I (hall grant, Sir, that it has been a popular Cry, ever 
fince the Death of the late Emperor, to lupport and aflill 
the Queen of Hungary ; but among all reafonabfe Men, it 
was upon this Condition, as was expreffed in our Addrefs laH 
Seffion, f that the other Powers of Europe^ equally con- 
cerned with us, (hould join in giving her fuch Affiftance as 
might be effectual. And fmce we find, that none of the 
Powers of Europe will join with us, that even the Eleflorate 

of 

• This Gent!crrian was one of the Direaors of the, Bank. 

f Sec the Reroiution of the Houft, Vol. XIII. p. tx6. 
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of Hanover refufes to join with as, or to aJDSft at vrfth any An. itf.G«o.It, 
Troops, unfefe wc pay a moft extravagant Price for them, I 21^ 
believe no reafonable Man in England expeds or defires, we ^ 
ihoold afiift her «ny other Way than wkh oar Money ; efped- 
ally as ihe does not now ftand in need of oar Affiflance, ml- 
kfs it be to make ConqueHs. Oeiltlemen will therefore find 
themfelves very much difappointed, if they tJcpcQt the Ap- 
probation of the People in fuch a romancick Scheme as that 
f t>f making Conqoefts upon France ailifted by Spain, wrthont 
^ny one Ally but the Queen of Hungary i and if they ihooM 
fail in this Scheme, as they probably may, they will find thenr- 
felves expofed not only to the Detiiron bin to the higheft R«* 
fentment of the People ; therefore for thtir Sakes, if I had 
no other Reafon, I muft be againft the Hpn . ^Gentleman's Mor 
tion. 

* Before I have done. Sir, I muft fay a Word or two in 
relation to the great Number of Troops to be kept at home. 
I was really furprifed to hear the Hon. Gentleman fay, his 
Majefty defired no more than were allowed bim the firfl Year 
of his Reign, and not fo many as were allowed in the Year 
1735. ^hen the Hon. Gentleriian faid fo, he certainly for- 
got the Marines, which being all regimented are ats regular 
Troops, and very near as expenfive, as any marching Regi- 
ment in our Service j and tho* it would be proper, if they 
are ever to ferve as Marines, to have them cnf board our Men 
of War, and fometimes fenttoSea, in order to feafon and 
breed them op to the Service, I believe, ,all or moft of them 
now lie a Burden upon the Country People. I muft there- 
fore look upon thefe Marines as Land Forces, mdoding them, 
as will appear by the Eftimates, we are to keep at home a- 
bove 35,000 Men, and that at a Time when we are to take 
Foreign Troops into our Pay at a monftrous Price. Sir, if 
our Schemes made it neceflary to form' fuch a great Army in 
Flanders what Occafion had we for 1 6,000 Hano'verians ? 
Might not we out of 35,000 have fpared to fend 16,000 more 
of our own Troops to Flanders ? Will it be faid, that in 
Time of War we muft always keep 35,000 Land Fbrces in 
this Ifland to proted us againft fuddcn Invafions ? Are we to 
fuppofe our People fo much difafFefted in any Part of the 
Ifland, that moft of them would join an invading Enemy, if 
not immediately prevented by the Arrival of a large Body of 
regular Troops ? God forbid. Sir, I fliould make a Suppofi- 
tion fo injurious to his Majcfty and our prefent Royal Family.

* But we are told, now it is Time of War, and a fiandins 
Army in Time of War is not inconiident with our Conflituti- 
on. Sir, War or Peace, a numerous ilanding Army kept 
withiu the Ifland, when we are not at War amongft ourfelves, 
I fay, is inconiiftent with our Conftitution. If we are to fend 
an Army abroad, let it be raifed, but let it be fent abroad as 
foon as poifible ; and when the War is over, and the Army 
called home» let it be dii&anded. as foon as poffible. This 
was our antient Method : This, and this alone is agreeable to 
oar Conftitution. If it were otherwife, it would be eafy for 
an ambitious King to keep the Nation always at War, in or* 
dtt to have an Excafe for keeping up a numerous ftandiog 
Army at home, not ibr fubduing his Foreign Enemies, bat 
for fubduing his People: Therefore more of our Land Forces 
ought to have been fent abroad, or not (b many of them 
raifed ; and if any more Troops are defigned for flanderh 
they ihould have been put in an EHimatc oy themielves, ia 
order to avoid a Precedent for keeping above 35,000 Men ia 
the Ifland at a Time when there is no Rebellion, nor fo much 
as the Appearance of an Infurredlion in any Part of it ; there- 
fore when the Queilion comes to be put upon the Number of 
Troops for Guards and Garrifons, I (hall, I believe, be a- 
gainft it, as heartily as I am againft the Queilion now under 
your Confideration. 

farther Argu- Againft Sir Willtam Yotigis Motion for continuing the Bri" 
ments for and a- tjjh Forces in Flandirs, it was urg'd, *That by this Step 
Sl^BritSh^Fo^^^ fliould, with one War upon our Hands, draw ourfelvcs 
ces in FlandcrsJ ^"^^ another.' — To this it was anfwered by the Miniflry, 
vis. * That we entered into the fecond War, becaufe we were 

bound by the ftrongeft Ties of Treaty and publick Faith to 
do it ; becaufe the firfl War could never have been brought 
to a happy Conduiion without it ; becaufe the fecond Ene- 
my fupported the firft ; becaufe the fecond Power, without 
Engaging ttw entering avowedly into that War, fupplied, encouraged, and 
coiS^wS.* fomented the DiiFerence between us and the firft 5 and be- 
caufe there is more Safety in an open Enemy, than in a 
falfe Friend : becaufe the Views of the iirft and fecond Enemy 
co-incided with each other ; and becaufe we were certain, 
that the fecond Enemy would have joined the firil« with her 
whole and an irre£iiible Force, when fhe had finiihed her 
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Work In CermJfiy^ and that tben we Aonld have had to An. i6. Geo. if. 
deal with both thcfc Powers, without any one Ally in the . I?^ ^ 
World s whereas, by joining againil the fecond, at the Time ^*^*V""^"«'' 
we did ity we were able to ad in Conjnnftion with fome of 
the greated Powers in Europe, and a reafonable Expedlation 
of the Aid of more ; becaufe the ra(h Attempts of the firH 
Power, partly to gratify her own wild Ambition, and part- 
ly to ailih the Plan of the fecond, had afibided us the Means, 
if we engaged againft the fecond, of raining the Armies of 
the firft, of confining her Fleets from any Poflibility of do- 
ing us any Harm, and in fine, of difappointing her mod 
^vonrite Views, of exhaufting her Revenues, and of throw- 
ing her Government into Cbnfufion in one Campaign, more 
than by any other Way of waging War with her to the 
End of the World.— And that all this cpuld be Only done, 
when we had the one War upon our Hands, by engaging 
in the other.' 

A fecond Objection was, * That hereby We (hould make Making our* 
purfdves Principals in a War, wherein we ought to be only Selves Principals. 
Auxiliaries.* To this it was rephed, * That the Afifertion 
is abfolutely aAd notbrioufly falfe in Fa£t, for we have hi- 
therto not been Principals in this War in any Senfe what- 
ever ; we have a£ted only as Auxiliaries to the Houfe of 
Auftrta, And that we ought to be Auxiliaries was agreed 
on all Hands.* 

It was alfo a(k*d, * Why do we run ourfelves into Ex-j^^^^jng i^^,, 
pences we can*t bea^, into Difficulties we fhall find it foendlefs Ezpen- 
hard, if not impoflible to get out of, into Inconveniencies ces, and ya» 
we fee no End of, Purfuits where there is nothing to gain, P»rf»i^* 
and Struggles in which we have fo much to lofe V — To 
this Queftion the Anfwer was, *■ That the great Supplies 
of the laft Year had been rais*d upon Terms as low as they 
ever were in Times of the moft profound Peace ; while the 
Enemy, we were engaged with, could notraifethe Sums he 
wanted, at twice the Rate of Intereil %ve pay. That as to 
the Inconveniencies being endlefs, it is undoubtedly true 
that no human Reafon can prefcribe an exadt Period to any 
War, the Inconveniencies of which mud laft till fuch War 
is determined ; but if this be an Obje^ion, it is fuch a one, 
as mud make againft engaging in any War, however juil or 
neceifary, in any Country or Conjuncture whatfoever : That 
it could not be faid we had nothing to gain, when we had 
a ProfpeCl of rcftoring that faithful Ally, which is alone 
able to ftem th« Ambition of the French Monarch, the im- 
placable and ever dangerous Enemy of this Country ; and 
that thofe Men mull be deilicute both of Common Senfe 
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AB.i^t;«ft.U.aiidflondly, wkaeofiteod, that we&ouId\Iie bjr lo Time

AmRing the A Fourth Qgeftion was^ * Why, if the Queen of Hungary 

Qpeenof Hunga- ii to be farther affiiledy da we> inflead of fen3ing her Money, 
5y/*^^!i^°*^P^ which might affift her, expend treble the Money (he would 
infteadofMoney. ^ ^^^^^f^i fo,, ia niifing Forces that can^t affift her ? -^ 
And to this the Anfwer was, * That though (he might have 
been thankful for a third Part of the Money, which our 
Troops cod US| as any Power in her late deplorable Cir< 
cumftances would have been, it was not her Thanks, but 
her Prefervation from immediate Ruin ; it was not her Gra- 
titude, but the Recovery of her Power to ballance France, 
which it wa& our Buiinefs to procure ; it mud have been 
an Aid that would be e&£lual, or we ihould have left her 
worfe than we found her. That this Iniinuation, that a 
pecuniary Aid would have been aloni; efie^ual, was far from 
• : being true, though the whole Money, which our Armies 

coft us, had been remitted to Vienna : Becaufe fuch immenfe 
Sums, exported out of this Country thither, , would have 
diHrefied us greatly, and would have none of It returned ; 
It would have therefore been impradlicable to have conti- 
nued this Expence for any Time : Whereas, by Experience 
of the laft War, it was manifeft, that very near two-thirds 
of' the Charge of the Armies we maintained withia a nearer 
DiOance of this Country, returned to us again ; and we 
had had a Proof that we could fupport a War in this Me-^ 
thod without any vaft Diminution of our Specie : Becaufe 
^ch immenfe Sums muft, from the Nature of that Court, 
have been much wafted or confumed > but, however applied, 
could not fo conveniently have anfwered our Ends, becaufe 
vre ihould have loft the Advantage of a Diverfion to the 
Forces of Frame, which is a Meafure of the greateft Benefit 
in War. Becaufe we (hould have loft the Advantage that 
refulted from the Security of the Barrier, from the Encou- 
ragement of the Dutch, from the Protedlion of the States 
and Circles lying upon the Confines of France, and the In- 
fluence we have fince manifeftjy gaiped upon the Diet of 
the Empire. Becaufe no other Meafure could have put it 
in our Power to attack and penetrate into France itfelf, if 
God fhouid profper our Arms with any remarkable Succefs, 
and becaufe by this Apprehenfion the Flower of her Armies 
have been coniequently retained at home,' and (he more like- 
ly to be brought to Terms of reafonable Accommodatioq. 
•That by this Means we availed ourfelvei of two great Ppints^ 
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«f the Cavalry of tke Albes» which is the btUt in Europi, Am. 16. Ct^lU 
aad moft have been for the greateft Part unempbyed in this i74«* 
Qoarrdy if the War had not been carried on in this Man- ^^^VT^ 
ner; and of the natoral Superiority which Confederated 
Powers have over a fiagk Nation* and what was oar mani- 
feft Advantage in the laid War » viz. that the Lofa of Mea 
on oiur Part will fall more equally* aad wiU be lefs felt $ 
while the whole Lois of Frana Ms upon Iter own Nation, 
from whence alone (he is able to recruic ; which Circiun* 
fiance, all other Things (appofed to be equal, nail en^le 
the Qoeen of Hungary to iiuftaiQ the War longer, and with 
lefs Inconvewence thaa the Fnncb. That the Auftriam Do- 
minions are by no Means inexhaailtble of Men ; tho* the 
French have fufibred more, yet the Juftrians have loil a 
great Namber, and it is acntain Fa^» that France alone 
contains more Inhabitants than all the Cpontries of the 
Qaeen of Hungary pat together. . 

It was demanded, < Why the Miniftry diiTuaded the Queen Difliiadiflg her ^ 
oiHmtgaryboitkWktmnf^ to all Oiers of Acoomraodation ^^'"^ ^" Accom- . 
laft Summer, 'and particularly at the Siege of Prague P Why Sf ^^e^f 
did th^ endeavour to prevent her accepting the Terms pro* 
poied of reciprocal Evacuations of B^mta and Bavana, 
leaving other Claims and Pretenilons to future Negotiations 
and civil Deciiton ; which is the End they muft come to, un- 
leis thefe Squabbles laft for ever ? To this it was replied, 
* That if it was done, it was done wifely : For that thefe 
Ofiers of Accommodation were in EfFc^ no more than a Cef- 
fati«i of Arms, the only View of which was to prevent the 
Ruin of 30,000 Regular Troops of France, That the City 
of Prague, which was then every Day expelled to fail into 
the Auflrimn Hands, was all that the Queen of Hungary could 
have gained by. this CeJation ; that therefore *tis not to be ' 
wondered at, that fhe was not inclined to trui^ to a new Capt« 
tolation with that ytxy Body of Troops, who, had they not, 
contrary to all Military Faith and Rules of War broke a 
Capitulation, by which they faved their Lives at Linttc a 
few Months before^ could not have been at Prague in that 
CoQJunf^ure to have demanded a fecond Opportunity to abufe 
her Mercy. That ihe coold nowife he blam'd for refuiing to 
truB to the iniidioqs Offers, to the Faith of that perfidious 
Power ; Offers, that gave no AiTurance of any Accommoda-. 
tion ; Offers plainly calculated to enable her Enemies to fall 
apon her immediately after, with redoubled Force, tending 
oftly to deprive her of the happy Opportunity of giving the 
goeateil Blow to France, that was ever given to her in one 
Campaign ;, Offers to bribe her by 1^ Adva&tage> whiclv 
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» was, in fa£l, already in her Hands, to be goarantyM to her 
by the Honour and Honeily of France, confirmed by the ad« 
ditional Power of their releafed Army, and fecared by the 
Refervation of the Emperor^s Title to all her Dominions^ 
which the Emperor has, by his Memorials, fince adaally 
avowed as his Intention never to have departed from ! That 
if this Step had not been taken, by this Time indeed we 
ihoald not have had an Army in Flanders ; nor woald there 
have been a fingle Army in Europe, that coald have ventured 
to have oppofed the Views of France ; the Qaeen of Hnn- 
garj, attacked by the coUeded Force of Frame, would have 
dearly underftood what was meant by the future Negotiati- 
ons, and the civil Decifion then propofed to her ; fhe muft 
have fttbmitted long e*er now to the Will of that relentlefs 
Power ; and we (hould have had all our Thoughts vainly 
tum*d to the entrenching our felves in our own Ifland againft 
the united Powers of France and Spain, 
Engaging with- ^t was ask*d, * Why we embarqued in this Meafure, 
o«t the Dutch I without the Jundion, Confent, Approbation, oreven Parti- 
dpation of Holland f — And to this the Anfwer was, ' That 
it was abfolutely falfe that they reftifed to join at all, or that 
they gave us Reafon to believe that they never would con- 
fent, and that they had given us to underftand that they had 
condemned our Undertaking ; whereas the <Fad was only this. 
That they would not join in the Inftarit that we firft defir'd ; 
that they would not confent till they found that they might 
depend upon the Vigour and Stability of our Adminiftrati- 
on ; that they would not publickly approve of a Meafore, 
in which it was not fafe for them to engage, till they faw 
a Force fufficient to proted them. 
Ana taking upon ^^0^ ther it was urg*d, * That we alone have taken upon os 
oirfelves the the Hazards, Burdens, and Expences of a Scheme, which all 
whole Burden of the Powers of Europe combined would not perhaps be able to 
the War* execute, and which no Power in Europe will affift us in ? -^ 

To thb the Minittry replied, ' That England had not alone 
taken upon itfelf the Hazards, Burthens and Expences of this 
War : For the Houfe of Auflrla has now in different Parts, 
and indtfFerent Armies, no lefs than 180,000 Men : Under 
Prince Charles 63,000 5 under other Generals in Germany, 
employed in the Sieges or Blockades of Egra, Ingoldfiadt, 
&c. 30,000 : With the King of Sardinia and Count Traan 
27,000 ; in Flanders^ and upon the Rhine, 20,000 ; in the 
^rentine^ and the TirW/, and adjacent Parts of Bavaria, 
1 5,000 ; upon the Adriatic^, ready to fuccour, either the 
Italian Armies, or to be carried into the Neapolitan DomhA' 
ons by our Fleets, 12,000 j and at Icaft >3,ooo Men in the 

Garrifons 
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Garrifons of Jufiria^ the different Parts of Bohemia^ Hun- An. i6. Ceo.!!. 
garfy , Moranjia^ Sermia^ Croatia^ Scla^vnia^ Carinthta^ 174a* 
Carmola^ Stiria^ and other Provinces which, bordering ^ 

upon the Tivri, can never be totally left unfurnifhed : That 
the King of Sardinia has above 40,000, and with his Mili- 
tia above 60000. which amounts at lea^ to Two Hundred 
and Porty Thou^nd Men. towards which we contributed no 
more than the Vote of $00^000 /• 

Thefe. with what has been exhibited in the foregoing 
Speeches^ were the main Arguments alledged for and againS 
the Motion, which we have endeavoured to ilate i/i the 
firongefl Light on each Side ; ever mindful of that Caution 
which e^^ Hiftorian ought to bear eternally in his Mind.

Sir, 

^ The Knowledge which his Majedy was mod gracioufly 
pleafed to communicate to us in his Speech from the Throne, 
and the apparent Danger to which the Liberties of Eurcpe are 
now expofed, would fender it very unnecefTary for me to fay 
any Thing in favour of the Motion I am to make, if great 
Pains had not lately been taken, to repfefent the mod wife 
and necefiary Meafure that was ever thought on, as a chimeri- 
cal Project, concerted for no other End but that of enriching 
the Eledorate of Hanonjer at the Expence and Hazard of t^is 
Kingdom* Upon this Occafion, Things have been faid, nay 
Things have been printed and publiihed, which, in my Opi- 
nion, ought to be deemed High Treafon by every Man who 
has a Regard for the Proteftant Succeilion ; for they have 
£rft represented it as a Condition in the Ad of Settlement, 
that we ihould never be put to any Expence, or brought in- 
to any Danger, on account of the Ele^rate of Hammer ; 
and then they have endeavoured to ihew, that all our Foreign 
Meafures ever fince the Acceifion of the prefent Royal Fami- 
ly, have been calculated for the Intereft or Aggrandifemenc 
of that Eledlorate. If this were tr^, the Inference would 
be natural, that the Condition of the A61 of Settlement be- 
ing broke, the Settlement itfelf is become void. This, Sir, 
^ is an Argument, that, if there were any Truth in it, I ihould 
tremble to mention ^ but every one knows, that there is no 
fuch Condition in the Ad of Settlement, nor has this Nation 
ever been put to any Expence, or brought into any Danger, 
on account of that Eledorate. 

*' From what has lately happened. Sir : From the Method 
of arguing now made ufe of by fome People, which is fo very 
diffierent from that they formerly made ufe of, it is very 
plain, that unlefs they are themfelves employed, and employ-^, 
ed (00 in fuch Stations as they may be pleafed to prefcribe to 
his Ms^edy, they will never approve, they will always oppofe 
and findiault with the Meafures purfued by the Adminiftra-

quence be what it would. Our Negotiations at lad provied 
ineffeflual : Our Miniflers were forced into a War, and one 
of our priacipal Allies has been attacked, and is now in Dan- 
ger of being fwallowed up: The molt effectual Meafurt!s 
have been concerted by our Adminiftration, and are now 
purfuing in the moft vigorous Manner, both for diflrefliDg 
our Enemies and fupporting our Allies. Upon this, thofe 
Gentlemen have quite altered their Tone : The diHreiTed 
Cbndition of our Country is (et in its flrOngeit Light, the Si- 
tuation of our Ally is faid to be defperate. and the Power of 
our Enemies irrefii^ible ; from whence they conclude, thtt 
our prefent Meafures are romaotick and chimerical. Thes,

But to come to the Point in Queftion, and 
to examine whether or no it will be right in us to tal^e the 
Hanover Troops into our Pay, and to keep them in Pay till 
the Affairs of Germany are fettled, and the Balance of Pow- 
er reibored, let us confer the prefent Circumftaoces of £«* 
rape, and the Confequences that may enfue from our takiitg 
no Share in the War now carrying on agamft the Q^cn of 
Hungary, If we do not affifl her, if we do not refolvc to 
affiil her totis^ <virihus^ it is evident, that noiTe of the other 
Powers of Europe will ; and if fhe receives no Affiftance, it 
is as evident, that fhe mull at lafl fubmit to fuch Terms of. 
Peace as France (hall fJeafe to prefcribe ; for it is impoffljie 
for her, by herfelf alone^ to withftand the united Force of 
France^ . Spain, and the prefent Emperor of Gerutof^, the 
latter of Avhom would probably, in fuch a Cafe, be.ft^port- 
ed by the joint Power of the Empire i for if the Princes 

and 
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and States of the Empire (hoald fee her forfaken by all her Ah, »6. Geo. IL 
Allies, a Majority of ihcm woald in all Probability be indo- ^ ^74^ 
ced to pot her to the Ban of the Empire, for defending her 
ewn Dominioiis againft a Prince whom they have chofen for 
their Head. 

* Sappofe then the preient EniperarxilabHfhed in his Im- 
perial Dignity, and in the Poflfeffion of a great Part of the 
Dominions of the Hoofe of Aufirim^ by the Favour and Pow- 
er ol" France : Soppofe the Spantardsy or Don Fhiiip of Sfain, 
by the fame Means, eftablifhed in the Poffe^n of ali or moft 
of the Auftrian Dominions in 7/)^, what £atal Confequen- 
ces might not this Nation exped^ even as to our own parti* 
cular Concerns ? Wd know the Circnmftances we are now 
in with Regard to ^pain : We know how much it is the In- 
tereft of France to deAroy our Trade, and to diveil us of out 
valuable Poflfefiiens in the Mediterranean ^ as well ae of manjr 
of our Plantations in America : We know how ready France 
was, but very lajtely, to join with Spain againft us. What 
could we exped, if the Emperor of Germany, and aU the* 
Princes and States of Italy, were thus brought under a Sort 
of Dependence upon Franct ? Could we expe£l any Afii- 
ftance from the Dutch ? They would not dare to fend a dn*- 
gle Ship to help us. Could we exped any Afl^iflance from 
the Pertngue/e, or from any of the States in Ita/j^ ? They 
would not dare to afM us : They would probably be indu* 
ced, or competled, even to forbid us their Ports. Thefe 
were the ^tal Contequences we had great Reaibn to appre- 
hend at the Beginning of lad Summer ; and were we to d« 
nothing, to attempt nothing, for preventing them ? By the 
wife and vigorous Meafures we have iince taken, we l\avc 
brought off the King of Pruffia • from his Alliance with 
France : We have prevailM on the King of SarMnid to de- 
clare openly in our Favour ; and if we continue ihe fame 
Meafures, we. may probably loon perfuadc ^Drme other Pow^ 
ers to take the fame Courfe. ^ 

* It is not yet» Sir, a Twelvemonth fince it was the Opi- 
nion of fome Gentlemen, that the unlbrtunate State of Af- 
fairs Abroad, and the Ina^ivity ©f the Dutch, as well as of 
feveral Princes of the Empire, were entirely owing to the 
pafillanimous Meafures we had purfued, and to a Suppofi* 
tion, that we would no Way concern ourfelves with any of 
the Affairs upon the Continent. This, it was faid, had ren- * 
der'd it impoffible for the other Powers of Europe to form 
any Confederacy againil the ambitious Schemes of France, 

H 3 and 
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. i6. Geo* II. and had eveo made fomt of them join with France ^ who 
'7 ^* would otherwife have been ready ta have joined with us 
againfl her. If there was any Truth in this Argument, 
furely it was necefiary for us to give, as foon as poffible, a 
convincing Proof that we had not deferted the Caufe of Eu" 
rope^ but oh the contrary were as ready as ever to fpend oar 
Blood and our Treafure in Defence of the Liberties thereof. 
This we did by fending a powerful Squadron into the MeM* 
tirranean^ for the Support of the King of Sardinia^ and by 
fendins an Army of our own Troops into Flanders ; but nei- 
ther of thefe Mcafures wiU fignify any Thing, unlefs we 
proceed further ; and for this Reafon it became abfolutely 
necefiary for us to take a large Body of Foreign Troops into 
our Pay, in order to form fiich an Army as might give ef- 
fedlual Afliibince to the Queen of Hungary^ in cafe Franci 
ihould periift in the ProfecutioD of her ambitious Views. 

* For this Reafon, the Hejffian Troops were ordered to 
inarch %o Flanders^ and his Majefly moft graeioofly agreed 
to lend lis a large Body of his own Troops, which were like- 
wife ordered to march to Flanders^ in order to join our 
Troops there ; and thefe Troops, together with the Aufiri- 
€m Troops now in Flanders^ will form fuch an Army as will, 
I hope, encourage fome other Powers to declare openly in 
Favour of the Queen of Hungarj, It has already had fo 
good an Efied, that both the Emperolr and France have be- 
gun to confine their Views, and have very much leflened 
their Demands ; for they have already ofiered Terms, which 
they would have difdained to give Ear to, at the Beginning 
of laft Campaign. So far therefore ought we to be from 
appearing in the leaft unwilling to take this Body of Hone- 
nterian Troops into our Pay, that, I think, we ought to 
thank his Majefly for being fo ready to affifl us with a Body 
of his Eledoral Troop, at a Time, perhaps, when it 
would not have been eafy for us to have got any other 
Troops to hire. 

* To every one therefore who confiders the fatal Confe* 
quences which mufl enfue to this Nation in particular, from 
France's bringing almotl all the Powers of Europe under a Sort 
of Dependence upon her^ the taking of this Body of Ban^vi* 
rian Forces into our Pay, and their March to join our Army 
In Flanders^ mufl appear to be a Step abfolutely neceifary 
for the Prefervation of Great Britain^ and confequently not 
in the leaft owing to a Deflgn of enriching the Eledorate of 
Banover at the Expence of Great Britain, 

* I fhall indeed grant, that the Support of thofe Troops, 
whilll they are in our Pay, will be a very great Expence to 

this 
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this Nation ; but tbeir March into Flanders is a manifefl An. i6.Geo. II. 

Proof that this Meafure was not calculated for the enriching J74^' 

of Hanger, becaufe the Money we pay to them will not b^ * 

fpent In Hanoyer^ but in Flanders, or fome other Part of 

Europe^ where, they ihall happen to be employed, which can 

never be fuppos*d to be in Hano'ver, On the contrary, as 

many of the Officers are Gentlemen of Fortune, they will, 

and always do fpend ipnore than their Pay, and confequently 

their living in Flanders, or in fome Foreign Country, will 

draw Money out of the Eledorate of Hanover^ as well as 

out of the Illand of Great Britain, In fhort, to fuppofe, 

that the fending of 16000 Men out of a Country, is done 

with a Deiign to enrich that Country, is, in my Opinion, 

one of the moft extraordinary Notions that could ever enter 

into any Man's Head, and muft vanifh as foon as we begin 

to think feriouily and coolly upon the Subjed. 

* The fending of thofe Men into Flanders can be of no 
manner of Service to the Ele^orate of Hanover, any fur- 
ther than as it may contribute to the Prefervation of the Li- 
berties of Europe ; and to fay, that we ought not to pay 
thofe Troops^ becaufe they will contribute towards the Ad- 
vantage of Hano'ver as* well as of this Kingdom, is an Ar- 
gument that will hold equally good againft our taking any 
other foreign Troops into our Pay: As the Lofs of our 
own Liberties muH neceifarily follow tliat of the Liberties 
of Europe^ we ought not to confider, what other States may 
do, or what Advantage they may reap by our doing ; but 
when the Liberties of Europe come to be in Danger, we 
ought to do all we can for extricating them out of that 
Danger ; for if other Nations iliould feem willing to fobmic 
to the Yoke, it is no Reafon for our doing the fame ; and 
therefore, I fhall never think it romantick in us, to endea- 
vour to prevent our being led into Captivity, were the odds 
againfl us much greater than they are ; for Succefs has often 
arifen from Defpair, and Nations have been faved, after 
haying loft all hopes of Safety. It is not Lofs of Hopes, 
Sir, but Lofs of Courage that enflaves a Nation : And I 
hope the Event of this Day will fhew that we are Bri- 
tons. 

* But why. Sir, fhould we talk of Defpair, or of lofing 
all Hopes of Succefs in any Defign for fetting Bounds to the 
ambitious Projeds of France P The late and prefent Con- 
dition of the Queen of Hungary is a ftrong Argument againft 
it. About a Year ago, who would have faid, that (he could 
now have been at Vienna, or in PofTeffion of any Part of 
her Dominions, except fuch as fhe might have obtained 

H 4 fronv 
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An.T6.Geo.ILfroiii the Coortery of France T yet, by the Courage of her 
574^* ^ own Troops, and a little Affiftancc from as, we now find 
her cot only refilling bac triaiUphing in Germany^ and ia 
Poflefiion of all her Dominions except foch as ihe has yielded 
to Pruffta, and ^ two fingle Towns in Bohemia^ both of 
which are blockM op by her Troops, and the Garrifons of 
both in the utmoft DlHrefs. How then can we think it to 
be either romantick or chimerical in us, to propofe giving 
her fuch Aflidance as may cdftipel her Enemies to fnbmit to 
reafonable Terms of Peace, and fuch as may TefHme the Ba- 
lance of Power in Europe^ and ^ftablifh it upon a fdid and 
lafiing Foundation. 

« This, Sir, we may do : We haire now; I think, a ve- 
ry great Probability of being able to do it ; bat we never 
could, nor can we now propofe being afaie to do it, with- 
out taking Foreign Troops into our Pay ; and as a fmaH 
A^ftance now will be much fllore effe^ual than a mach 
greater would be, after our Ally tke Queen of Anv- 
^ary is reduced to the laft Extremity, therefbre, I moft 
think it was right in us, to take the £r(l Troops we coald 
get, which happened to be thofe of the Ele^rete of Hmio^ 
mer. At our Rcqueft they have already marched and join- 
ed our Troops in Flanders. His Majelly, as Eledor of 
Hanover^ has already, upon Our Account, put hhnfelf to a 
very great Charge. He put fuch a Confidence in the Par- 
liament of Great Britain, and in the Zeal we have hitherto 
Ihewn for the Support of the Queen of Hungary, that witii^ 
out any exprefs Parliamentary Engagement, he ordered his 
Troops to march ; and therdfore, I think, we are in Ho- 
nour obliged to make good the Expence he has been at. 
Kay, I think, we are under a Sort of legal Obligation to 
make good this Expence i for by our Addrefs of the 23d of 
March laft, we exprefsly promiied to fupport his Majefty In 
all fuch Meafures as (hould be necefTary for reftoring the Ba- 
lance of Power and re-eftablilhing the Tranquility of £«f- 
r^pe ; f fo that we are not only in Honour, but by on«* pwn 
exprefs Promife obliged to make good the Expence his Ma- 
jelly has put himfelf to, or may be at, by the March of 
his Troops into Flanders, 

* For this Reafon, Sir, I cannot fuppofe, that I fhall 
meet with any Oppofition as to the firft Motion I am to 
make, which is, to refolve, * That the Sum of 265,191/, 
' 6s, zd. ^,ht granted to his Majefty, for defraying the 

• Chargeof 5513 Horfe, and 10,755 Foot, of the Troops 

* of Hanover, (together with the General Officers and the 

Train 

• Prague and Egra. f See Vol. XIII. p* ax6«

< This Reibtetioa^ I fiiy. Sir, canaot wdl be ofppofisd, 
b^afe we are both in Honoar, and by a Sort lof ParHaowi- 
Ury Fremife eogaged to comply witk it » and after tfait Re-r 
foktion is agredl to, I fhall then take the Liberty to mow 
for foch a Sam as, by the Eftimate before you, appears to 
be neceflary for keeping tbofe Troof^ in mtr Pajr diu-i^g the 
enfuing Year, which, I hope, will be as readily complied 
with ; for tho* the Army we bare new formed in Fland&s, 
in Conjon^ion with the Qaeen of Hu^^rf^Trocpt diere» 
nay have a very good Bfitd towards pfocuirkig good Tenns

* We have already. Sir, (hewn a hadable Zeal for the 
Sapport of the Queen of Hungary : We have already put 
onr^ves to a confideraUe Exp^ice ; and no longer' ago than 
in March laft, we gave it as our Opinion, in oar Addre^ 
to his Majefty, which I have already mentioned, that we 
thpQght we had reatonable Grounds to hope, that tbe fia- 
litBce of Power might be again rellared, and the Tranquility 
of Ennpe re*eflabli(hed. I am fore, notfaiag has haf^aed 
iioce that Thne, which can afford as the lead Shadow' of 
Reafen for altering our Opinion ; <b that if we now heg^ 
tKro* Defpair, or any other Motive, to draw back, and tO' 
refofe putting ourfelves to the Expefice neeeflary ivt obtain-* 
ing that which we then thought we had fo good ^Raa^oa to 
hope for, it can proceed from nothing but an UnAeadtnefii 
of Temper, which we are, I fear, but too joftly accufed of 
by Foreigners, zini therefore we ought, upon this Occafi- 
oB, to be the more cautions of doing any Thing that may 
confiraithem in iuch an Opinion. 

The Hon. Mr P&vfktt feconded the Motion :

* The Honourable Gentleman has with To much Clear- Hon. Mr Pow* 
nefs and Elegance difplayed the State of Emr9ft, explained i«^^« 

the Neccffity of hiring foreign Troops, and ihewed the Rea- 
fons for which the Troops of Hanover were preferred to 
thofe of any other Nadon, that I believe it not to be of

. * It is with the greateft Difficulties that I rife up tagtve, 
3Kon this Trouble ai^ particularly after the Hon. Gentle- 
man with whom I am fo very unequal to contend : But whea . 
my Afient is repaired to a Proportion, fo big with Mif* 
chiefs, of fo alarming a Nature to .this Country, and which 
1 think, notwithftandittg what the Hon. Gentleman has 
noft ingenioafly (aid^ mvA determine from this very Day, 
who deferves the Chara^er and Appellation of a Briton, I 
hope you will forgive me, if I take this laft 0(^portunity 
which perhaps I may ever have of fpeaking with the Free-^ 
dom of a Briton in this Houfe. 

' I am not able to follow the Hon. Gentleman in any 
Refinements of Reafoning upon par foreign Affairs, I have 
not Subtilty enough to do it, nor is it^ in my Way as a 
private Country Gentleman : But tho' Country Gentlemen 
have not that Sagacity in Bufiners, and, for Want of pro- 
per Lights being afforded us, the Penetration of Minifters 
into publick Affairs ;. yet give me Leave to fay, they have 
one Kind pf Senfe which Minifters of State Seldom have, 
and at this Time it is of fo acute a Nature, that it mull 
overthrow the Arguments of the moll refined Adminiilration. 
This is the Senfe of feeling the univerfal Diftreffes of their 
Country, the utter Incapacity it now lies under of fufUin« 
ing the heavy Burdens that are impofing upon it. 

' This I take to be the firft, the great Objed of this 
Day*s Debate : Confider well your Strength at home, be- 
fore you entangle yourfelves abroad ; for if you proceed 
without a fufficient Degree of that, your Retreat will be 
certain and (hameful, and may in the £nd prove dangerous. 
Without this firft, this neceflary Principle, whatever may 
V be the Machinations, the vifionary Schemes of Miniilers, 

whatever Colourings they may heighten them with, to 
• miflead our Imaginations, they will prove in the End for 
no other Purpofe, but to precipitate this Nation, by empty 
captivating Sounds, into the private Views and Intrigues of 
fome Men, fo low perhaps in Reputation ^nd Authority, as 

to 
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to be abandoned to the defperate Neceffity of foanding a^i. i6. Geo. n^ 
their ill pofiefs'd precarious Power' upon the Ruins of this 1742. 
Country. * 

* Next to the Coniideration of o^r inward domeilick 
Strength, what foreign Afliftances have we to juftify this 
Meafure ? Are we fare of one poficive a£live Ally in the 
World ? Nay, are not we morally certain that our neareft 
mod natural Ally difavows this Proceeding, and refufes to 
co-operate with us ? One need not be deep read in Politicks 
to underiland, that when one State feparates itfelf from 
another, to which it is naturally allied, it mud be for this 
plain Reafon, that the Intereft is deferted which is in com- 
mon to them both : And it is an invariable Rule in this 
Country, a Rule never to be departed from, that there can 
no Caufe exift in which we ought to engage on the Cooti* 
nent, without the Aid and Alliance of that neighbouring 
State. This is the Ted, the certaia Mark, by which I 
ihall judge, that the Intereft of this Country is not at pre* 
fent the Object in Purfuit. 

* Is any Man then wild enough to imagine, that the Ac- 
ceffion of Sixteen Thoufand Hanoverian Mercenaries will 
compenfate for the Lofs of this natural Ally ? No, but it is 
(aid that this indicates fuch a Firmnefs and Refolution within 
ourfelves, that it will induce them to come in. Sir, if they 
had any real Proofs of our Firmnefs and Refolution, that the 
Intereft of this Country was to be purfued, I dare fay they 
would not long hefitate. But they look with a jealous Eye 
upon this Meafure, they confider it as an Argument of your 
Weaknefs, becaufe it is contrary to the Genius and Spirit of 
this Country, and may therefore leften his Majefty in the Af- 
iedions of his People. 

* They have for fome Years paft looked upon a Briti/h 
Parliament as the corrupt Engine of Adminiftration, to ex- 
hauft the Riches and impair the Strength cf this Country. 
They have heard it talk loudly indeed of the^Houie of 
Auftria^ when it was in your Power to have rais'd her to 
that State, in which ftie was properly to be conildered as the 
Support of the Balance of Europe^ if timid Neutralities had 
not intervened, and our Naval Strength had properly inter- 
posed to her Affiftance. 

< They have lately looked upon this Parliament, and with 
the Joy of a natural Ally they have done it, refenting your 
Injuries, bravely withftanding the Power, that you might 
reftore the Authority of your Government, demanding Con- 
ftitutional Securities, appointing a Parliamentary Committee 
for Jnquiry and Juftice, Sir, they now fee that Inquiry fop- 
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An. ifl. Geo. n.'pwfled* and Jafticc difappointed. In ihb Sltoation wliat Et* 
174^* pedackms cait we form of their Aceeflkxi to us i talking btg- 
*" ly. indeed of vindicating Foreign Rights, but To weak and 
impotent at Home, as Aot to be able to recover our own Pri< 
vilege$ ? 

^ Bat this Meafore is laid to be undertaken in Coalequence 
of the Advice of Parfiament. — — There has been great 

Strefs laid upon this It has been loudly proclaimed from 

t!he Throne, echoed back again from hence, and the whole 
Nation is to be amufed with an Optnion, that upon thi^ Mea- 
f\]re, the Fate of the Houfe of Jufiria, the Balance and Li- 
berties of Europe, the Salvation of this Country, depend. 

* But was this fatal Meafure the Recorhmendation of Par- 
liament, or wa9 it the Offspring of fome bold enterprising 
Minifter, hatchM in the Interval of Parliament, under the 
Wings of Prerogative ; daring to prefume upon the Corrtip- 
tlon of this Houfe as the neceflary Means of his Adminiftra- 
tion > The Obje£^ indeed might be recommended, bat if 
any wrong Meafure is undertaken to attain it, that MeaAire 
fiirely fhould be dropt ; for it is equally culpable to purfae a 
good End by bad Meafures, as it is a bad End by thoie that 
are honeft. 

* But as to the Addrcfs, I wiflx Gentlemen would a lit- 
ik confider the Occaiion which produced it. Sir, it pro* 
ceeded from the Warmth of Expcdlation, the Exultatton 
of our Hearts, immediately after and with the fame Breath 
that you eilabliihed your Committee of Inquiry, and it is 
no forcM Conftru£lion to fay, that it carries this Tefti- 
itiony along with it, that National Securities and granting 
Supplies were reciprocal Terms. 

* But, Sir, Imuftown for my Part, was the Occafion 
never fo cogent, Hanoverian Auxiliaries arc ^he laft that I 
would vote into Britijh Pay ; not upon the Confideration 
only, that we ought otherwife to expe^l their Affiflance^ 
and that we fhould rather make fure of others that might 
be engaged againll us ; but from this melancholy Appre- 
Jichfion, that Adminfftrations will for ever have Sagacity 
tnough to find out fnch Pretences, that it may be difficult 
to get rid of them again. 

* Befides, the Elector of Hanover, as EleSor of Hano- 
ver, is an arbitrary Prince, his Eleftoral Army is the In- 
fbument of that Power ; as King of Great Britain, he is a 
reftrain'd Monarch : And tho' I don*t fufpcft his Majcfty, 
and I dare fay the Hearts of the Britijh Soldiery are as yet 
free and untainted, ytt I fear, that too long an Intercourfe 

may 
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jnay beget a dao^Eeitnu Familiarity, and thty aiay here- An. xS, GcoOI. 
after become a jomt Inftroment, imder a le6 gracious Prince, , '74** ^ 
to invade oar Liberties. ^ '^~ ^ 

* His Majefty, if be was rightly informM, I dare (ay, 
would fooa perceive the Danger of the Propofition which is 
DOW before you : But as he iias every other Virtue, he has 
iifldoubtedly a naoft piflionate Love for his native Country, 
a Paflion, which a Man of any Seniation can hardly diveft 
himfelf of ; and, Sir, it is a Paflion«the more eafily to be flat- 
tered becaufe it arifes from Virtue. I wiih that thofe who • • 
have the Honour to be of his Councils, would inaitate his 
Royal £xamp]e, and (how a Paflion for their native Country 
too ; that they would faithfully iland forth and fay, that as 
King of this Country, whatever Interefls may interfere with 
it, this Country is to be his firil, his principal Care ; that in 
the A£l of Settlement this is an exprefs Condition. But what 
fluggifh SenfationSy what foul Hearts muft thofe Men have^ 
who inftead of oooduding his Majefty's right Principles, ad- 
drefs tliemfelves to his Papons, and mifguide his Prejudices f 
making a voluntary Overture of the Rights and Privileges of 
their Country, to obtain Favour and fecuie themfelves in 
Power ; mifconflruing that as a iecondary Coniideratioil» 
which in their own Hearts they know to be the iirft. 

' Sir, we have already loft many of thofe Benefits and Re- 
Ari&ions, whicL were obtained for us by the Revolution and 
the A6t of Settlereeat. For God*s Sake, let us proceed no 
ftrther. But if we are thus to go on, and if, to procure the 
Grace and Favour of the Crown, this is to beconie the flat- 
tering Meafure of every fucceflive Adminiflration, — -* This 
Country is undone ! 

Then Cofonel B/^kft flood up and (poke as follows : . Col. Bladen. « 
Sin 

' If Zeal were any Security againfi Error, I flionld 4)0t 
willingly oppofe the Hon. Gentleman who has now declared 
.his Sentiments, and declared them with fuch Ardour as cai 
hardly be produced but by Sincerity, and of whom therefore 
it cannot be doubted, that he has deliver'd his real Opinion i 
that hefearSyfrom the Meafures which he cenfures^very great 
Calamities, that he thinks the public Tranquility in Danger;, 
and believesi that his Doty to his Country obliged him to 
fpeak on this Occaflon with unpfaal Vehemence. 

' ^ But I am too well acquainted with his Candor, tp imagine, 
that.he expe£U his AiTertions te be any farther regarded than 
they convince ; or that he deflres to debar others from the 
bake Freedom of Reafon which he has himfelf ufed. I fliall 
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An. t6.Geo.lI. therefore proceed to examine his Opinion, and to (how the 
'7 4»' , Reafonsby which I am induced to differ from him. 

* The Arguments upon which he has chiefly infilled are 
the Danger of hiring the Troops of Hanover in any Circum- 
AanceSy and the Impropriety of hiring them now without the 
previous Approbation of the Parliament. 

* The Danger of taking into our Pay the Forces of Hano' 
njer^ the Contrariety of this ConduA to the Ad of Settle- 
ment, and the Infradlioit of oar natural Privileges, and Vio- 
lation of our Liberties which is threatened by it, have been 
aiTerted in very ftrong Terms ; bat I think not proved with 
proportionate Force ; for we have heard no regular Deducti- 
on of Confequences by which this Danger might be fhown, 
nor have been informed, how the Engagement of 16,000 
Hanoverians to ferve us again ft Trance for the enfuing Year, 
can be confidered as more deftrudive to our Liberties than of 
any other Forces. 

' It is indeed infinaated, that this Condu6t will furnifh a 
dangerous Precedent of Preference granted to Hanover a(- 
bove other Nations, and that this Preference may gradually 
be advanced, till in time Hanover may by a fervile Mini- 
flry be preferred to Great Britain itfclf, and that therefore 
all fuch Partiality ought to be cruflied in the Beginning, and 
its Authors purfued with Indignation and Abhorrence. 

* That to prefer the Intereft of Hanover to that of Great 
Britain would be in a very high Degree criminal in a Brittf) 
Minidry, I believe, no Man in this Houfe will go about to 
deny ; but if no better Proof can be produced, that fuch 
Preference is intended than the Contradl which we are now 
defired to ratify* it may be with Realbn hop'd, that fudi 
atrocious Treachery is yet at a great Diftance; for how 
does the Hire of Hanoverian Troops fhew any Preference of 
Hanover to Great Britain ? 

^ The Troops of Hanover are not hired by the Miniftry 
as braver or more fkilful than thofe of our own Country, 
they are not hired to command, or inftruCt, but to afiift us ; 
nor can I difcover, fuppoiing it pofiible to have raiied with 
equal Expedition the fame Number of Forces in our own 
Country, how the Miniftry can be charged with preferring 
the Hanoverians by expofing them to Danger and Fatigue. 

' But if it be confefTed, that fuch Numbeit wpuld nbt 
poffibly be raifed, or, at leaft, not poffibly difciplined with 
the Expedition that the Queen of Hungary required, it Will 
be found, that the Hanoverians were at moft not ^vehtrtA 
to our own Nation but to other Foreigners, and for foch 
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Freference Reafons have been already given whkk I fliall An. 16. Geo. u* 
efteem conclufire, till I hear them confuted. ^ ^ '74»«' 

* The other Objeftion on which the Hon. Gentleman 
thought it proper to infift» was the NegleO of demanding 
from the Parliament a previous Approbation of the Con* 
trafk which is now before as, a Negled, in his Opinion , fo 
criminal that the MiniHry cannot be acquitted of arbitrary 
Government, of fqoandering the publick Mcmey by their 
own Caprice, and of aiTaming to themfelves the whole Le- 
giflative Power. 

' But the Proof of this enornnous Ufurpation has not yet 
been produced ; for it does not yet appear, that there was 
Time to communicate their Defigns to the Parliament, or 
that they would not have been defeated by Communication ) 
and therefore it is yet not evident, but that when they are 
cenfared for not having laid t;heir Scheme before the Parlia- 
ment, they are condemned for omitting what was not poili- 
biy to be done, or what could not have been done, without 
betraying their Truft, and injuring their Country. 

Mt is allowed that the Parliament had refolved to affift 
the Queen of Hungary^ and therefore nothing remained for 
the Minifters but to execute with their utmolt Addrefs the 
Refolution that had been formed 1 if for the Profecution of 
this Defign they fhould be found to have erred in their 
Choice of Means, their Miftakes, unleOs fome ill Deiigns 
may juftly be iufped^ed, are to be imputed to the Frailty of 
human Nature, and rather to be pitied, and relieved as Mif* 
fortunes, than punilhed as Crimes. 

* But I doubt not, that in the Courfe of our Delibera- 
tions, we ihall find Reafon for concluding, that they have 
aded not only with Fidelity but Prudence, that they have 
chofen the Means by which the great End which the Par- 
liament propofed, the Succour of the Queen of Hungary^ 
and coofequently the Re-eflablifhment of the Balance of 
Power, will be moft eafily attained, and that they have ta« 
ken into the Pay of this Nation thofe Troops which may 
be trailed with the greatcft Security, as they have the fame 
Prince and the fame Intereft. 

* But the Hon. Gentleman appears inclined to advance a 
new Dod^rine, and to ihfinuatc, that when any Vote is paf- 
fed by the Parliament, the Minifters are to fuppofe fome< 
Conditions which are to be obferved, though they were ne- 
ver mentioned, and without which the Voice of the Parlia- 
ment is^an empty Sound. In Purfuanceof this Suppolition, 
he calls upon us to recolIe£l the Time and Circumftances in 
which this Vote was paiTed ; he reminds us, that the Qon* 
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Ah. f€.Cto.II. oeffion was mt^e in a fuddeii Exakadon tf our Hearts^ t« 
»74^ . ^^^ Raptures of Triumph^ and admidft the Shouts of Con* 
' qoefty when every Man was formiBg £xpe£Utioo8 which 
have never been gradfied, and plannii^ Schemes which could 
never be perfedcd. 

< He 4enis therefore to think, that our Minifiers inddu 
oa/ly took Advantage of our Intoxication, and betrayed us, 
in a Fit of thoughtJefs Jollity, to a Promiie which., when 
made, we hardly underwood, and which we may therefore 
now retra£t. He concludes, that the Conceflion which 
might theft efoape us ought not to have been fnatched by 
our Minifters, and made the Foundation of their Condu^, 
becaufe they knew it was made upon faUb SuppoEtions, and 
in Pro(pe& of a Recompenfe that never would be. granted. 

* I hope there is no Neceility for declaring, that chis 
Reaibning cannot iafely be admitted, fince if the Vote of 
the Parliament be not a fufiicient Warrant for any Meafure, 
no Man can undertake the AdminiHration of our Affairs, and 
that p ovemment which no; Man will venture to ilBrve muft 
be quickly at an End. 

* For my Part I know not haw the Nation, or the Par* 
liament, has been difappointed of any jull Expectations, nor 
C£in I conceive that any fuch Diiappointments vacate their 
Votes or annul their Refolucions, and therefore I cannot l>ut 
think the MioiHry fufiiciently jnilifiedy if they can fhow^ 
that they have not deviated from them. 

Mr E. Waller. Mr Edmund Waller then fpoke as Mows : 

Sir, . . 

^ ' Whatever Opinion we may iiave of what has been prinN 

ed and pobliflted upon the Subjed now under our Cocfidera- 
tion, we mufl allow, that ic has been of fome Service to us» 
if it were nothing elfe but that of having given Occafion to 
ihe Hon. <jent}eman, who made the Motion, to difplay his 
Eloquence i-for otherwife, it feems, he was net to have in* 
dulged us any iuch Pleafure. We fhouid have heard nothing 
from him, but two bare Motions for granting his Majefly 
near 700,0001. In order to enable him to maintain, with ;h^ 
more Eafe,hi8 own Hano^verian Troops. But tho' I was plea- 
fed ^ith the Hon. Gentleman's Eloquence, I muft confefs, his 
Argument gave me fome Pain. He feems to think, that pur 
Conftitution was quite altered by the Revolution and the 
Ad of Settlement which was the Confeqoence of it, and that 
we had thereby departed from our antient Maxim, ^h^t tbi 
King can do no Wrong, Whereas according 10 my Notion of 
both^ our Conilitution was cot altered but leiloxcd ; and con« 
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fqizentlir this fundamental Maxim of oar Gorernment mud AiLi6.Geo.lt. 
remain as firm and as^ inviolable, as ever it was under an/ 174^ 
former Race of Britijb Kings. If this be fo, and that it is ' 
no Man who has a Regard fpr our prefent Roj^al Family 
will deny» then no Breach of Condit'^on or Limitation can 
impeach the King's Title, but may be a good Reafon fbc 
impeaching and punifhing his Minifters and Advifers, af> 
well as every one who adts by their Orders againU the Laws 
of their Country. Upon this Maxim the Freedom and Sta* 
bility of our Government depends : Upon this aIo>ne, not 
only the Freedom of the Prefs, but the Freedom of Speech 
in Parliament, can be founded ; for if the Perfon or Title of 
the King were to be any Way a£Pefled by the wrong Meafures 
advifed or purfued by his Minifters, no Man could find Fault 
with their Meafures, without being guilty of a Breach of his 
Allegiance to his Sovereign. . But the Conftitution of our 
Government is known to be otherwife ; and therefore none 
of the Limitations which are fuppofed by the common Law, 
or exprelTed in any of our Statutes^ particularly Magna 
Cbarta^ the Bill of Rights, and the A£l of Settlement, are 
to be looked on a^ Conditions upon which the King holds his 
Crown, but as Diredlions to the Miniflers and others employ- 
ed by him in the executive Part of our Government, which 
they are not to tranfgrefs, even tho' they (hould have his ex- 
prefs Order for fo doing. 

* In this Light, Sir, every Man may find Fault with the 
Meafures purfued by an Adminiflration, without incroaching 
in the leaft upon that Allegiance which is d&e to his Sovereign 2 
Nay, if he thinks the Meafures wicked or wrong, he is in 
Duty to his Sovereign, as well as his Country, obliged to 
find Fault with them, and to expofe the Motives upon which 
they were founded, or the evil Conlequerjces with which 
they may be attended. It is by this our ConHitution is fe* 
cured, and the People guarded againd being impofed on by 
the falfe Glomes ufually put by Minivers upon the Meafures 
they have refolved to purfue ; and it is by this our Kings are 
fecured againft the fatal Effeds of a general Difcontent, by 
which ab^lute Monarchs are often tumbled headlong from 
their Throne, before they can be fenfible of the evil Ten- 
dency of the Meafures they have been advifed to purfue. 
Therefore, if it has been of late infinuated, or if it fhould 
noyv be infilled on, that the Intereft of Great Britain has 
hcen, or is now to be facrificed to the Intereft of Honp'ver^^ 
the Hon. Gentleman is not to impofe Silence upon thofe that 
lay fo, by telling them they are guilty of High-Treafon, 
bat by fetting the Argument in fuch a Light as will admit of 
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An. 16. Geo. 11. no Reply, which he, with all his Eloquence, will, I fear, 
^J ^^L . fin«i to be a Taflc not cafily accomplilhed. N^y, I believe, 
he will not attempt it $ becaufe in fo doing he would find 
himfeif obliged to argue againft thofe who for fome Years 
have been his principal Friends ; and who formerly fuffered 
for not joining fo cordially in the Meafures againil * S<weden^ 
as was then expe&ed by the Court. 

* Will anv Gentleman fay, that the Intcreft of Hanover 
had no Share in the Meafures we took, and the War we at 
lad declared againft ^nueden^ foon after the Acceffion of his 
late Mrjefty to our Throne ? Every impartial Man who knows 
any Thing of the Hiftory of thofe Times muflr grant, that the 
Purchafe of Bremen and Verden was the true Caufe of the 
Rupture between Siveden and us ; and the fecuring of that 
Purchafe was afterwards the Caufe of the Rupture between 
us and the Cxar,. The fame Caufe likewife gave Rife to the 
defenlive Alliance between the Emperor and us in the Year 
1 716, and was originally the Caufe of thofe Difputes between 
^pain and us, which have now produced two Wars and a 
Half (if I may fo exprefs myfelf) between the two Kingdoms ; 
for that in the Year 1727, 1 can call but Half a War, be- 
caufe it was carried on upon one Side only. Whilft the Im- 
perial Court but feemed to favour the Pretcnlions of Hanover 
in Germany, we did every Thing that Court could dedre ; 
but when we found that Court a little remifs with regard to 
thofe Pretenfions, we, all of a fuddeh, in the Year 1721, al- 
tered our Condudl, concluded a feperate Peace with Spain 
upon Terms not very honourable, and from being a generous 
became a jealous Friend of the Emperor's, which united os 
in a clofe Correfpondcnce with the Court of France, and at 
lall produced the Treaty of Hanover, the Confequences 
whereof have been fatal to Europe as well as this Nation. 

* Thefe Fa^s could, I believe. Sir, be fufficiently- proved, 
were we Mailers of all the fecret Negotiations that have been 
carried on for thirty Years paft ; and if they are true, fure- 
ly it is nocTreafon to fay fo. But fuppofe them all to be true, 
and clearly demonftrated, no Man that underilands our Con- 
flitution will fay, they could any Way operate againft his 
Majcfty, or againft our prefent happy Eftabliftiment. Such a 
Proof would indeed fall heavy upon the Minifters that ad- 
vir<fd or purfued fuch Meafures, and the very Sufpicion ought 
to be a prevailing Argument for our eftabliftiing fuch Regu- 
lations, as may prevent the Profecution of fuch Meafures in 
any future Time. 

* As 

* Sec the Debate on this AfiTalr^ in Chakdi.ei*8 Hiftory of the 
Commons, Anno 17 17, p. 120 * 
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« As to the Meafure which is the Subjeft of our prefentAn. i6. G<io.lT» 
Debate, I am vaftly /urprifed to hear any Gentleman pretend, 1742- 
that it will be no Advantage to the Ele^orate of Eantnjer. ' 
Is not the fending of near 700,060!. Engli/h Money to that 
Eledorate an Advantage to ii ? Will not the maintaining of 
i6»ooo Men, which maft otherwife have been maintained 
by the Eledorate itfelf, be an Advantage to it ? But the 
Hon. Gentleman fays, the paying of thofc Troops, can 
carry no Riches into the Eledorare of Hanover, becaufe the 
Troops are marched out of it, and their whole Pay to be 
fpent in a Foreign Country. Nay, he goes farther and fayf^ 
that our taking thofe Troops into our Pay, and obliging 
them to live in Foreign Parts, will be a Lofs to the £le£lo« 
rite, becaufe many of the Officers have Fortunes of their own, 
and will fpend more than the Pay received from us, which 
Sapra-expence muft be drawn from, and confequently will ht 
a Lofs to that £ledtorate. Sir, if there are any Officers a- 
mong the Hanover Troops who fpend more than their Pay, 
there are fome who will not fpend fo much, and as tho{e 
Savings mud remain in, or be laid out in the Eleflorate, it is 
highly probable that what it gets by the latter, will more thad 
attone for what it lofes by the former. But fuppofe it were 
otherwile, will not the Cloathing, Levying, and Recruiting 
thefe Troops at our Expence, be an Advantage to that £• 
ledorate ? For the whole Money upon every one of thefef 
Articles will be laid out or laid up in Hanover ; and the 
Advantage it mull reap this Way, will, I am fure, do a great 
deal more than compenfate any Lofs it may fullain by the 
Extravagance of fome of its Officers. 

* We muft therefore fuppofe, that tho* this Body of Ha* 
n9verian Troops be to ferve in a Foreign Country, yet a 
great Part of what we pay for them, or to them, will be laid 
out in Hanover, and confequently that this Meafure will tend 
to the Enriching of that Electorate. But now fuppofe, that 
BOt one Shilling of this Money were to remain in, or ever 
to return to Hanover, would it not be an Advantage to have 
16,000 of its Troops maintained at our Charge ? For no 
Augmentation has been made upon this Account to the Army 
in Hanover. The Hon. Gentleman feems to lay it down as 
a Maxim, that it can never be an Advantage to any Nation, 
to fend 16,000 of its Subjeds out of the Country : If he had 
added the Word, id/e, his Maxim u ould then have flood in 
its proper Light ; and, I believe, no Man will fay, that it 
would not be an Advantage to a Nation to have 16,000 of 
its Uie SubjeAs maintained, either at home or abroad, at the 
£xpeace of fome neighbouring Nation* I fhould have been 
I 2 • very 
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AtLiS. Geo. II. very far from findirig fault with cur fending 16,000 of our 
|74^^ ^ Soldiers to Flanders, if they bad been :o be maintained by 
the Queen of Hungary, the Dutch, or any other neighbour- 
ing Nation, that would not afterwards have made ufe of them 
againft ourfelves. Therefore, the fending of oar Troops to 
Flanders, as it is at our own Expence, mud be a Lofs to us, 
but Hanover^s fending 16,000 ojf its Troops 10 Flanders muft 
be an Advantage to it, becaufe they are to be maintatned 
there, at our Expence. 

* I (hall grant, indeed, Sir, that if the Hanover Troops 
were to have been kept in Hanover, and there maintained at 
our Expence, it would have been a greater Advantage to that 
Electorate ; and therefore our keeping, and always main- 
taining fuch a Body of Troops in the Electorate of Hano*verf 
may perhaps be deiign*d to be introduced by this Precedent. 
Our Parliaments may not be as yet well enough difciplined, 
for approving of fuch a Meafure ; but we do not know what 
may be brought about, by Time and bad Precedents. We > 
lately maintained, for feveral Years, 1 2,000 * Hefflans for 
the Defence of Hanover ; and now we have got into the Me- 
thod of taking Hanoverians into our Pay, I can fee no Rea- 
fon why we (hould not always be, from the fame Motives, 
induced to keep a Body of Troops in that Electorate for the 
fame Purpofe. To a Parliament willing to l>e convinced, £ 
could fuggeft a great many plaufible Reafons for our agreeing 
to fuch aMeafure ; and fuch Reafons as, I am fure, wonld ' 
in all future Reigns make me a Favourite at Court ; for I 
never yet read of a Prince that was willing to give op the 
fmalleft Territory that belonged to him. I dould (hew, and 
I think, with fome Reafon too, that as the EleCtor of Hano' 
*uer is King of Great Britain, it would be inconfident with 
our Honour to allow it to be taken from him : That it is 
almod furrounded with Princes who keep great Armies on 
foot : That without keeping aliirays a very numerous (land- 
ing Army in that Electorate, it is liable to be fuddenly in- 
vaded and fwallowed up by fome of its neighbouring Prin- 
ces : That the Electorate is not of itfelf al^ to keepfnch an 
Army on foot as may he neceilary for guarding againft this 
Danger ; and that therefore we, for the Prefervation of our 
own Honour, ought always to maintain a great Army in 
that Electorate. I could farther urge, that this Army would 
give great Weight to our Negotiations at all the Courts upon 
the Continent : That it would tend to encourage our Friends 

and 

* See thf Debate upon that Meafure. b CuAitPXria^s Hiftory, 
V«l. VII, 
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and terrify oar Enemks, fully as mach as an Army (enc to* An. i6.Geo.n. 
or kept in Flanders ; and tkat it woald be always ready and '74^* 
laoie at our Command than the Troops of any Ally, in or- ^^ 

der to be brought over* to prevent or repel any Invaiion or 
Jnfurreftion, efpecially as our King has now the Poflef&on of 
firemen and Verden^ which ihews the G>nrequence that Pur- 
chafe may be of to the Quiet of Great Britain^ and the 
Security ojf the Proteftant Succefiion. 

' Thefe, and a great many other fuch Arguments, I could 
make ufe of, for our maintaining a great Body of Troops in 
Hanover : I am far from faying they would appear conclufive 
to any Man of an honeft Heart and a clear Uiider{l^nding i 
bat, I am fiire, they would be as concluiive as thofe Argq^ 
snents were, that were made ufe of lor our taking or keeping 
the Htjfian Troops in our Pay» in confequence of the Treaty 
of Hane^er \ therefore it may be fuppofed, that fome future 
Parliament may agree to fuch a Meafure. What we are now 
about will be a P^cedent for it ; and if ever we have fuch a 
Parliament, I am convinced, our Minivers, who generally 
think of nothing fo much as of acquiring an Interefi in the 
Clofet, will not be backward in propofing it. Nay, I Ao not 
know but that in the v^xy next Seflion we may hear fome 
fuch Propofition made : Before our next Meeting I may pro- 
phefy, that a Sufpeniion of Arms will be agreed on, and ^ 
Congrefs appointed : It will then be urged, that we ought 
BOt to difband any of our own Troops, or difmifs any of the 
Foreign Troq>s we have in our Pay, till Peace be fully reftor* 
cd i and if we do keep them in Pay, it will, even with Rea- 
ibo, I. think, be faid, that Hanover is as proper a Place for 
keeping them in as any other Par^t of Europe. 

* Thus, I hope. Sir, I have fliewn, that the Meafure no^ 
nnder our Codideration, maft immediately contribute to the 
cnnchinj; of Hanover at the Expence of this Kingdom, and 
may probably, in its Confequences, conuibute a great deal 
more. 

* The next Thing I am to inquire into is, how, or what 
way, or if at all, this Meafure can be fuppofed to contribute 
to the Honour, Advantage^ or Security of this Kingdom. 
As to Honour, I hope, we are not become fuch Don ^ixots 
as to expofie ourfelves to an infinite Expence and infinite Dan- 
ger merely for aMing a fine Lady in Diltrefs. Such a Be- 
haviour might be great and heroick in a private Man, but 
can be neither in a Minifter, becaufe he neither expofes his 
Perfon nor his Eftate in the Adventure. As to Advantage, 
J cannot fay what the Eledlorate of Hanover may have in its 
VieWf over and above the Advantages I have already tx^ 

I 3 plain'd 
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An. t6. Ceo. IT. plain'd, but I am Aire, this Kingdom cannot fo much as aim 
'74** at any Advantage by aflitting the Qacen of Hungary. Our 
""^ future Security muft therefore be the only Thing we can have 

in View, and if this Meafure (hould appear to have a Ten- 
dency towards making our future Security more precarious^ 
furely it is mad in cs to put ourielves to any fuch Expeoce. 

* For making this appear. Sir, I muil examine what it 
meant by the Balance of Power, how it ftood by the former 
Syflems of Affairs in Europe^ and how it muil iknd, if it can 
(land at all, by any future Syftem. From the Acceifion of 
Charles the Fifth, to the Sfanijh and Imperial Thrones, the 
Balance of Power leaned towards the Houfe of Auftria^ and 
therefore it was the fiufinefs of this Nation to fide now and 
then with France^ in order to pull down the overgrown 
Power of the Hbufe of Auftria, or at leaft to prevent its 
growing to any greater Height. In Henry the Eighth*^ R^ign» 
and his two next SuccefTors, our true Intereft was negkded 
and fometimes facrificed ; but Queen Elizabeth wifely and 
ileadily purfued it, and thereby eilabliihed the Balance of 
Power ; and what is mod furprifing, without putting the 
Nation to any great Expence, or involving it in any Debt. 
By the Emperor's being often involved in Wars either with 
the Turks or the Princes of Germany, and by the Stupidity of 
►the Spanifl} Court, the French at laft, in our CharUs the 
Firft*s Reign, and during the Ufurpation of Cromwell^ be- 
gan to get the Afcendant, and from that Time fo increafed 
in Power, that before the Revolution it was become formi- 
dable to Europe, and therefore it was our Bufmefs to join with 
the Houfe of Auftria in pulling down the Power of France^ 
or in raifing the Power of that Houfe, fo as to make it near 
an equal Match for France, This we did, and did it elFec- 
cuaHy, tho' we mufl fay at a mondrous Expence, from the 
Revolution 'till the Year 1721, when the Balance was fo 
equal, that but a fmall AiBftance from the Maritime Powers 
might have turned it to which Side they pleafed.' 

• But how. Sir, was this Equality eftablifhed ? Wherein 
did it confift ? Not iingly in the Dominions poffefled by the 
Houfe of Auftria, but jointly in that Houfc*s being potieffed 
of thofe Dominions, and at the fame Time in Poffeflion of 
the Imperial Throne, with a prevailing Influence upon the 
Diet of the Empire, by which (he was almoft fure of engaging 
the Empire in her (parrel. This, Sir, was the Syftem up- 
on which the Balance of Power ftood in the Year 1721 ; and 
if we had not then begun to Ihake it as well as defert it, it 
itiight have flood firm upon thisBafis to this very Day. The 
Ele^oral piinces of Qfrmany were, 'tis true, jealous of the

Power of the Houfe of Auftrla \ but if we had flood firm, An. \^, Geo. 11. 
DO one or ^ore of them would have ventured to have joined 1742. 
with France againd that Houfe ; becaufe as long as (he made 
po open Attack upon the Liberties of the Empire, nor upon 
the Properties of any of the Princes thereof, (he would al- 
ways have had a Majority of the Diet in her Favour. But 
oar Coolnefs towards that Houfe, and our deferting her in the 
Year 1733, gave the firll Blow to her Power, and has now 
at laft overturned that Syflem, upon which the Balance of 
Europe was eflabliihed, at theExpedce of Hundreds of Milli- 
ons, and many Thoufand Lives, to this unfortunate and in* 
iatuated Nation. 

* Is it now. Sir, in our Power to reftorc the fame Syftem ? 
Is it in our Power to reftore the Houfe of Auftrla to her loft 
Dominions ? Is it In our Power to reilore her to the Imperi- 
al Throne, or to that Influence (he formerly had upon the 
Diet of the Empire ? Sir, if it were in our Poiuer^ I do not 
believe it is in the Will of our Minifters to do fo. To hu- 
moar an infatuated and ill judging People, and to accomplifli 
fome of their own private Ends, they may pretend to alUft 
the Queen of Hungary ; but if they could, I do not believe 
they would reilore the Power pf that Houfe, fo as to make 
it near equal to what it was, or in any Degree a Match for 
the Kingdom of France. If they had any fuch View, I am 
fure it would be phimerical, becaufe none will aflill us, moft 
pf the Princes of Germany would units againft us ; nay, I 
do not knoWy if the Foreign Troops we have now in our 
Pay, or the Hanoverians we are to take into our Pay, would 
^(fill in carrying on any fuch Scheme j for furely thofe 
Troops would not affift in dethroning an Emperor chofen and 
acknowledged by their own Mailer. 

* From hence, Sir, it is evident, that the Balance of Power 
xannot be eilablilhed upon its antient Bafis ; and therefore 
the Preferving or Diminilhing the Power of the Houfe of 
Aujlria can be of no great Concerp to this Nation, nor could 
be of any, ever fince the Eleftor of Bavaria'^s being chofen 
Emperor. The only Bads upon which the- Balance of Power 
.can now be eftablilhed, is to reilore a firm Union and good 
Correfpondence among the feveral Princes of Germany^ and 
to detach every one of them, as much as polTible, from any 
flavifli Dependence upon France. If this had been our 
Scheme, and it is the only wife Scheme we could propofe, • 
after the Emperor was chofen, inllead of fending Troops, we 
ought to have fent Minifters (not fuch as we have of late 
Years fent abroad) Into Germany ; in order to have had an End 
put as fpeediiy as pofiible to the War in that Country. In this 
. . ^4 Scheme 
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An. i«. Geo. II.' Scheme, I believe, both the Duicb, the King of Trnjpa and 
1742. the feveral Circles of the Einpire, woald have joined with us 
more heartily than they will do in any other, becaofe it it 
their, as well as our Intereft, to have an End put to that War i 
whereas it is the Intereft of Franc t^ to have the War con- 
tinued as long as pofiible ; becaufe the longer it is continued, 
the more the Princes engaged will weaken - one another, the 
more difficult it will be to reftore a good Harmony between 
them, and confequently the more difficult it wiH be to reftore 
Activity or Force to the Germanick Body. That thefe are the 
Politicks of France^ we may fee by her whole Condu^ in the 
prefent War, by her fending at firft no very great Force to 
the Afliltance of the Eledor of Ba^aria^ by her leaving the 
King of Pruffia to fight his own Battles, and by her now 
having in Bavaria only fuch an Army as may enable the Em« 
peror to continue the War. 

* If Peace had been reftored to Germanjf foon after the 
£mperor*8 being chofen, he would never have been under 
any ilavifh Dependence upon France, much lefs would he 
have contibuted to any Increafe of Power in fuCh a dange- 
rous Rival ; He foon became ienfible of his being made a 
Tool by France^ for difuniting and weakening the Germa* 
pick Body : If he had been eftabliihed in his Throne by our 
Mediation, he might probably, in a (hort Time, have been 
become as great an Enemy to Franct as ever the Houfe of 
^uftria was ; and if we had applyed our whole Strength to a 
vigorous Profecution of the War with Spain and towards de- 
feating her Schemes in Italy^ we might by this Time have 
forced her to fubmit to reafonable Terms. But foppofe we 
had not ; Suppofe the War had continued between Spain 
and us, and that France had joined with Spain againft os, 
both together coukl not fit out a Naval Force equal to ours, 
{o that we might have carried on the War with Succefs a- 
gainft both, and to the utter Deftrodion both of the Trade 
and Plantations of France- 1 for without a fuperior Fleet (he 
could have defended neither. If the Peace of Germany had 
been reilored, and the Emperor eftabliihed upon the Impe- 
rial Throne by our Mediation, France would have had no 
great Influence upon him, and much lefs upon the Germa- 
nick Body ; and confequendy neither could nor durft have 
pretended to give Laws to the reft of Europe ; becaufe . it 
would probably have drawn that great Body nnanimouily in- 
to a Confederacy againft her ; but if that Body ihould be ra- 
ined by a tedious and confumptive War, fupported at the 
fole Charge of this Nation, we ihall not only exhauft onr- 
felve?, fo as not to be able to maintain our ^'avai Force, 

but 
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imt waken tht drmamti Body, and attach tfaeEmptror Aa.i6.Gi».li; 
nuure ftroiigly to Pramci ; and if the Qaeen of Bwtgaiy i74a* 
ihottld at lait be obliged to fubmit, thus exhaafted aad dif* ^ 
trefledy we ihall be left expofed to the Vengeance of Fr4Dit€ 
and Spain, fupported by an imaged and dependent Emperor 
of Germany. In this Cafe» indeed, it would be in the Pow* 
cr of FroMCi to gire Laws to the reft of Eurwpi, and to o* 
blige all the Powers thereof to intefdi£l ut their Ports, if not 
jmn with her and Sfmm againft ns. 

, ^ * From all which I muli conclude. Sir, that if oor Mini* 
ftefs mean any Thing by fending our Troops to FUmdmrst and 
taking foch a nnmeroas Body of Htawo§fum$ into oar Pay ; 
I iay, if they mean any Things befides that of impofiog op^ 
on die Nation, and making a Prefent to his Majefty of 6 or 
700^000 L their Meafuret will render oor future Securiqr 
more precarious than it would, or could have been, had 
chey pot the Nation to no foch £xpence, nor engaged it in 
any fuch romantick Meafures ; beoiufe, by continning the 
War we weaken, perhaps may deftroy that Bafis opon which 
alooethe Balance can now be eftabliihed, and which can no 
Way ioSkat by taking from one and giving to another of the 
Gtrman Princes, as long as Frana gets no Part of the Spoil, 
nor Sfain any Sacceis without firft coming to an Accommo* 
dation with this Nation % for as to any Acceffion of Power 
Spainy or the Princes of Spain, may acquire in Italy, it i]g« 
ni£es nothing to the general Balance, becaufe the Conneftion 
BOW fubfiftiag between Frana and Spain, can laft no longer 
than the prefent King oYSpain's Life, which cannot be of any 
long Duration ; and upon his Death the antient Jealoufy, 
between thofe two Kingdoms, will rery probably revive, 
which would of courfe throw the Power and Influence of 
Spain into the Balance againft the overgrown Power of 
Francis and would be a new and a very great additional Se- 
curity for pre&rving the Liberties of Europe, 

* I know. Sir, I am arguing againft the general Cry of 
the ignorant and unthinking Part of this Nation ; but, I 
hope, our Miniflers are not to be reckoned amongft that Set 
of Men, I fliall grant that the Bafis upon which the Ba^ 
hnce.of Power ftood eftabliflied in the Year 1721^ was more 
firm and certain than that I am no^ recommending. Whilil 
it remained fixt upon that Bafis, we could with more Cer< 
tainty depend upon the Germanick Body's ading with Vi- 
gour and Unanimity againft France, than we can do, when 
the Power of the Houie of Aufiria is divided, and the Head 
of the Entire wichoa C any great Influence ppon the Body ; 
and therefore we have the more Reafon to refent the fatal

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. i6. Geo.IL Change that has been broogh^c aboat, chiefly by the weak 
174** ^ or wkked Meafares of our Minifters here at home. To 
preTerve or increafe the Power of the Hoafe of Avftria has 
been the Cry oor People have been ufed to for threcfcore 
Years paft : Whilft that Power could be fet op as a Matcii 
for the Power of Frmnct^ it was a right Maxim : If it were 
now poffible to do fo, it would dill be a right Maxim ; and 
therefore I am not at all furprifed, that this ihould fiill con- 
tinue to be the Cry amongft thofe who do not coniider or 
perceive the Impoflibility of the Thing : But every Man 
who coniiders the prefenc State of Eurofe^ mud be feniible 
of its being now .inipoffible to reftore the Power and Influ* 
ence of the Houfe of Auflria^ fo as to fet it up as a Match 
for the Power of France ; becaufe all the Princes of QiT' 
WMWf would declare openly againft it : Even the Eledor of 
Uanavir might, perhaps, as Eledor, (kclare openly againft 
it ; and if he (hould declare againd it, I believe, the ^inl- 
iers of the King of Great BrUain neither would nor could 
ad vigoroufly in the Profecotion of foch a Scheme. 

* I mnft therefore necefiarily conclude, that this ca«not 
be the Scheme upon which oor Troops were fent abroad, 
or the Hanowriant taken into our Pay ; and as I can 
think of none other, I mud fuppofe, that our Troops were 
lent abroad in order to amufe the Queen of Huagary, and 
perfnade her to rejed the Propoiitions of Peace made to her 
lad Summer, which were as good, I believe, as any we can 
procure for her, in order thar our Miniders might, from 
the Continuance of the War in Gertnaw^^ have a Pretence, 
pr fome Shadow of an Argument for perfuading this Nation 
to take 16,000 Hanoverians into its Pay. The Hon. Qeo* 
tleman fays, we were obliged to fend our Troops abroad, in 
order to convince our Allies of our being rdfolved to ad 
with Vigour, and to remove that Opinion which our for- 
mer Condud had indilled into them. Sir, if our new Mi* 
niders had fincerely and heartily joined in punidiing tbofe 
who had brought fuch a Reproach upon their Country, and 
in getting fuch Laws paiTed as the People think necedfary for 
fecuring their Liberties at home, it would have been a much 
more ^edual, and a mqch cheaper Method of removing 
that Opinion which our late Coodud has indilled into the 
Minds of foreign Courts ; for they all know, from Experi- 
ence, that this Nation both will and can ad with Vigour^ 
when it happens to be under a popular Adminidration ; but 
that our Government is of fuch a Nature, that it never did, 
nor ever can ad with Vigour, when it is adminidred by 
Men who have rendered themfiiflves hated or defpifed by thie 
:.^ People 
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People. T^his we may be convinced of by the vigoroas Re* An. 16. Ceo. II. 
folotion taken by the Duteh^ as foon as they heard of a . ^1^1^ 
Change in our Adminiftration ; and the ^acknefs that eiH 
fued in their Coanfels, as foon ^s they fo'and that that 
Change was not like to be agreeable to the People. 

* It is this. Sir, that has confonnded the Coanfels of alt 
thofe who ought to be our Allies. It is the Unpopularity of 
our Government, and the Difcontents dill reigning among 
the People of this Nation, that has convinced all the Courts 
of Europe, that there is no Dependence to be had upon, nor 
much to be apprehended from any Thing we can do ; and 
thb, perhaps, has defeated the beft Scheme I ever heard 
mentioned for reftoring the Balance of Power, and fettling it 
npon the moft folid and laftii^ Foundation. I mean that of 
dramg off the Emperor, as well as the King of Pruffia, from 
their Alliance with Frame, and getting the whole GefmanUk 
Body to unite with the Dutch and us in a Confederacy forag- 
grandoslng the Houfe of Barvctria at the Expence of France. 
If this could have been done, it would have been a pulling 
down the Power of France, which is what we ought princi- 
pally to aim at, and adding to the Power of the Germanick 
Body, fo that both Ways it would have operated for fecuring 
the Liberties of Europe ; but for this Purj^ofe all the Parties 
concerned mud have a£ied with the utmoft Vigour; which 
was not to be expelled from this Nation, whilft the Difcon- 
tents of the People are not only general, but too ready, I am 
afraid, to break out into a Flame. From hence, I am con- 
vinced, that our MiniHers had not the lead View of procur- 
ing foch a Confederacy, when our Troops were firft fent into 
ilandirs^ and much lefscan they have any fuch View at pre- 
fcnt. Nay, I believe, the Dutch have exprefsly dedar^ a- 
gainft attacking France, and whatever may be pretended, 
ho^rever far the Pretence may be puihed, I believe, none 
of our Troops, at lead none of our Auxiliaries, will adually 
attack the Emperor ; therefore I mud fuppofe, and next Sum- 
mer may probably juftify my Suppofttion, that after having 
made a Parade, and fbipt this poor Nation of four or five 
Millions, we fball end where we ought to have begun, in 
negotiating a Peace between the Emperor and the Qneen of 
Hungary, and fuch a Peace too, as was o&red tO her laft 
Summer, and would probably have been accepted by her, if 
we had no way interpofed. 

* Pbr this Reafon, Sir, I hope, it will not be faid, I am 
oppofing the Meafures of our Miniders, when I declare againft 
our entering into the War in Germany upon the prefent Foot- 
ing. Tho' I argue againd their pretended, I am convinced. 
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.t(.Oe0.]M io not trgoe againft tkdr leal Seattmoiti. Whttever 
^^ Opiaton I may have of their Integrity, I have a better Opi- 
^ nioQ of their Underftandtng than to fuppofe, that they would 
ondertake foch a romanttck Scheme, as that of reftortng the 
Houfe of Aitfkria to its former Power and Influence ; and 
lberelbre» I hope the Hon. Gentleman will not izy^ that I 
alter my Sentsmeats merely becaufe our MiniOers have alt«rt 
•d their Meafores. I never was for War or Peace, merely 
becaufe I &w the Mtnifters lefolved to porfiie the commry 
Meafnre, nor is this, I hope, ever a Motive with any 
Gentleman of this Hoafe ; hot I pardon the Hon. Genti&- 
man for fuppofing that it is, became it is very natural for 
Gentknien (who have laid it down as a Maxim, to be for 
every Mcafure they find the Minifters reiolved to {Nirfee,) en 
fappofe, that others oppofe the Mioifters Meafures sK^jr 
ibr the Sake of Oppofition. Has any Gentleman, who d& 
elared for a War with ^fain, as ye^ altered his Srattmencal 
Are not we ftill for a vigorous Profecntion of that War f Bat 
this too may> perhaps, be faid to proceed from a Spirit of 
Oppofition ; for it cannot be (aid, that our Mkiiftm haire 
ever yet profecuted that War with Vigour, and of late i}B»j 
teaily feem to have quite forgot it. 

* Has any Gentleman ever (aid, that we were by onr&hres 
alone to undertake the Canfe of the Queen oi Hungmty ; and 
that without the Affiflance of the Dntcb^ or even of tli^ Elec- 
tor of Hanvuir^ we are to reftore her to the Pofieffion of aH 
her former Dcmiinions, to dethrone the Emperor, and to 
place the Duke of Lorrain in his ftead, not only in fpight of 
France and Spain^ but in fpight of the Empire itfelf ? This, 
Sir, is the Fallacy of the Hon. Oentteman^s Argument, 
when he tells us, we flkall be guilty of Unlleadineis in our 
Opinions and Behavk>nr^ if we do not come into fuch a 
Scheme. All that has been faid, in Parliament, all the JDe^ 
clarations or^Addrefles of Parliament, for affiiUng the Qoeea 
' of Hungary 9 have been upon this Condition, that the other 
Powers, who are en^ged by Treaties, and bound by Ib-^ 
lereft to fupport Im:, ^oold join with us in affifUng her. 
This Condition the Hon. t^endeman has, it feams/ forg(^ 
I (hall not fay wtllfoUy, and now he charges us with havii^ 
been formerly of Opinion^ that without her being afEfted by 
any, but ourfelves, there were reaibnable Grounds to hope, 
that the Balance of Power might be again reftored, and the 
Tranquility of Europi re-e(lab!i(bed. Is not this. Sir, a 
downright Mifreprefentation of the Fad ? And fmce we now 
£nd, that none of the Powers of Europe will join with us in 
aMing hj^i, that even the Eledorace of Hanover wiU not 
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bad ker the 4000 Ifefi (lipalated by tke GaajiBt3rorih«Aji.is: G«».iit 
PragmatUk SimBtM^ U it not a good Reaibn for our refufiim 1742* 
to coQCttf in a Scheme, which it is impoflible toe3iecute» and ^ — ^ 
which, bx oor joining in it, may render the Emperor more 
^pendent opon Ih^MHct than he otherwift would be» and con- 
ieqiwntly deftroy, or ytty much weaken that Bafia, upon 
whick alone the Balance of Power can now be cOaUilhed ? 

* The vtxy Reafim given for our tiking the HmH9Vir 
Troops into onr Pay, is a Pfoof of its beiM; ndiculous in as 
to think of reeftabli/hing the Balance of Power upon its 
former Fonndadont and was certainly the ftroogsft Argo^ 
moat that coald be mrged i^atnft this Meafore The Hon. 
Geidcman was fo free as to tell ns, that w^ took the 
HanoTHrians into our Fay, becaofo we conld not get any 
other* If this be troe, I am fare, we pagiit not to havo 
taken tkem, becaofo it was from thence app^ene, we could 
make no ufe of them ; and if we cookl at that Time have got 
any other, we ought to have taken any rather than thofe of 
HMMovir i becaofo bf that mean^ we might have engaged the 
Prince whofo Troops we hired, to join with us in elpou£uig 
the Caatc of the Queen of Humgmty ; and we might certainly 
have got the Troops of any other Potentate in Eurofe, at a 
cheaper Rate than wc are now to pay for thofe oS Hanovir ;

dMj, But as I think* and I hope have demonftrated, that we 
oeght not to take thofe Troops into oor Pay iCt any Rate, I 
have therefore no Occafion to point out the foveral extraorw 
dinary Articles that are in the £ftimates now lying upon o«r 
Tablle. And as to their being already nurched into FAmt- 
ders, I do not tlunk, we can be foppofod to be thereby laid 
under any Obligation, either to make good the Chaige of 
marching them thither, or to pay for marching them 
back I iMcanfe it is evident, from our Addreis of 1& Seffi- 
00, that we neither defired nor defigned that his Majefty 
ihoukl pot the Nation to any Charge in fupporiing the Queen 
of Hungary t unlefs he was to be joined by the other Powers 
equally concerned with us, and fome pradicable Scheme 
formed for gi^ng her fuch a Support as might reftore the ' 
Balance of Power and eftablifli it npon a foitd Foundation. 
Therefore, as it is not fo orach as pretended, that we ever 
hKl, or have now the leaft Hopes of fuch a Coojun^on, if 
«e do not comply with this Demand, his Majefty cannot 
blame his Parli^mient : He can blame only thofe Miniilers 
that weie fo raih as to advife the marching of thofe Troops ; 
aad, I am fore, ottr ConiUtnents would have great Reafon 
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As. i6.^Gt* JI, to blime nsy if w€ (houldlavifli away thdr Money, tor no 
■ „^^ ' , J" ^^ Rcafoo bat to prevent his Majefty's having Oiofc to

Mr !!• Walpole ' ^ Confefe, I fliocild have been no way farpnfed, had the 
Hon. Gentleman who made you this Motion, laved him- 
felf the Trouble of explaining his Reafon for making it. 
or for oar agreeing to it 1 for they are fo clearly dedacible 
from Fads fo poblickly known, that when I firft heard of 
the March of the tianover Troops, and of their being taken 
into the Pay of Great Britain, I was fo far from thinking the 
Meafare would be oppofed. that I imagined it woald be 
highly applauded and readily provided for. I even then be- 
gan to think, that after we had agreed to the proper Reic^a- 
tions for granting the Supplies neceflary for the Sobfiftence 
of thofe Troops, I fhould have the Pleafure to fee this Hoafo 
manimoufly refolving upon an Addrefs of Thanks to bis Ma- 
jefty. for (hewing fuch a Mark of his AlScdion for tbeie 
Kingdoms, as to lend us a large Body of his Troops, when 
he thereby expofed his own native Dominions to* the J>anger 
of being involved in the War. and to the higheil ReAmtment 
not only of France^ but of the Prince then chofen Emperor 
of Gtrmany^ and Head of the Empire. 

* Sir. If we but coniider the Turn which the Affiiirs of 
Europi took 'upon the Death of the late Emperor, there 
can be no Occaiion to perfoade us to agree to this Motion ; 
and the lead Reflexion muft convince us, that that Tom was 
Bot owing to any Mifcondud in our Minifters. but merdy to 
the unforefecn Accident of the Idte Emperor^s dying, before 
any proper Meafures had been taken for giving him a Soc- 
cefibr in the Imperial Throne : I (ay unforefeen Accident ; 
becaufe the late Emperor was of a headthful robaft Body, 
amd not very far advanced in Years, no one could for^ee, 00 
one could reafonably fuppofe. that his Death was (b near ap- 
' proaching. By this Event*s happening at fuch an unfeafon- 
able Time for the reft of Europe, the French were encouraged 
to form a Scheme, not only for giving an Emperor to Ger- 
many, but for reducrag ftill farther the Power of the Hou(e of 
jtuftria, their antient Rival, by parcelling out a great Part of 
her Dominions, amongft thofc Princes of Enrcfe who fiioold 
appear moft attached to the Intereft of France ; and in both 
Parts of this Scheme (he found bat too certain Hopes of Sue* 
cefs. from the ill timM Ambition of fome of the Princes of 
Europe, and a Sort of panick Fear in moft of the reft. 
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* In thefe Circomftances, Sir, what was hisMajcfty t0Aii.i6.Geo.nw 
io ? What was. this Nadon to do ^ If hb Majefty had been ^ '74^ 
gaided by his Ambition as others were; aad had ihewn no ' 
Regard to any Thing bat the Exteniion of his German Do- 
minions, he might certainly have purchafed fome Addition, 
by joining with the Meafares of trance^ for as he was King 
of Great Britain^ as well as Eledor of Hanover, they 
would certainly have thought it well worth their while, to 
have parchafed his Friendfiiip, and hearty Concurrence al* 
moft at any Rate. On the other Hand, if he had been aw*d 
by Fear, as fome others feem to have been, he would have 
remained quite inadive, without putting hinifelf or this Na- 
tion to any Expence, which would have deprived ibme 
Gentlemen, both within Doors and without, of the Pleafim 
they feem to take in oppofing what is now under our Con- 
fideradon. Bat his Majelty was too wife to be guided by 
either of thefe Motives : He refolved to oppofe the Meafures 
of France as much, and as foon as it was in his Power ; for 
which pul^fe he immediately ordered an Augmentation of 
his Armies in Hanever, as well as in Great Britain^ to be* 
ready to ad as foon as a fit Opportunity ihould offer. But as 
frond had been enabled, by the Ambition of fome Powers 
in Europe, to form a moft powerful Alliance ; as Fear in 
others made it at 6rft impoffible for his Majefty to form n 
ibfficient Coiunter- Alliance ; and as his own Dominions were 
in Danger of being immediately attacked, he was obliged to 
Qonclude a Treaty of Neutrality; which Neutrality^ however, 
he wifely confined to his Gemean Dominions, and to the 
Space of one Twelvemonth from the Date. 

* As to that Part of the French Scheme relating to the 
Ele£Hon of an Emperor, his Majefty found it impofiibk to 
oppofe it, becaufe a great Majority of the Eledors had pofi- 
' tively refolved to' concur in the Choice of the Eledor of 
Bavaria, which Reiblution they had taken, not but of Love 
to Che French, or firom smy Fear of their Arms, bat for two 
other Reafons that were both very prevalent. Firft, to pre- 
ferve their Right of Election, and prevent the Houfe of 
Aujiria^ acquiring any Pretence from Prefcription to fay, 
that the Imperial Diadem ought always to be continued in 
that Houfie ; and fecondly, becaufe there was no Male Re- 
prefentative of the Houfe oiJuftria, and it was not proper 
t0 chafe the Duke of Lorrain, left by the Queen of Hnu' 
garyh dying without Children, the Empire fhould come to 
have a Head who had not Dominions fufficient for fupporting 
the Luftre and Dignity of the Imperial Diadem. Thefe 
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. i6.Ceo. U* Reaibm prevailed witb a great Majorky of t&e lUeaors tofo 
'^^^ upon the £ledor of BoHfaria^ and his Majefty finding it 
'^ "" AeedleTt to oppofe, concurred in the £IedUon. 

' Tochefe Reafons/I may add. Sir, that moft of the 
Princes of the Empire had found the Inconvenience of con- 
tiMiiag the Imperiad Digfiity ib long in the Hooie of Auftria^ 
and had by Turns felt the Weight of the Power that Honfe, 
had thereby acquired, which was certainly grown To great as 
to be a iitde incoafifleot with the Liberties of Germany, how- 
ever much it might tend to the Prefervation of the Liberties 
of Europe. This was a third Reafon for uniting the £ledors 
ia the intereft of the Houfe of BavaHa, with regard to the 
Eiedioa ; and was, perhaps, a Reafon that prevailed with 
many of them to fall in with the Views of France^ €9&k 
with r^rd to the ki&ning the Power of that Houfe f efpe- 
cially as Fra*ci has all along taken care to perfuade the 
WoHd, that ihe had no Defign to add any Thing to her own 
Power or Dominions. 

' If his Nfajefty had ihewn a Regard only to the Intereft 
of his German Dcmiimons : If he had been governed by the 
Maxim that iias long prevailed in Germeuty^ of pulling down 
the overgrown Power of the Houie of Amfhia ; he wpold 
certainly have joined in the Scheme for dividing the Domini- 
ons of that Houle, and might, perhaps, have come in for a 
Share, or, at leaft, ibme Equivalent ; but his Majefty, in 
this, as well as all his former Mcafures, has been intirely go-; 
verned by the fole Intereft of England, He coniidered that, 
as the Houfe of Anuria is \!lat pretot and rightful PofieiTor 
of thoTe Territories which are sk>w called the Juftriau Nether* 
htmls^ we might always depend upon that Houfe as our faith- 
foil Ally, for thatReaibn, which chiefly prevails among 
Princa, becabfe it is her Intereft to be ib. If ever Fremce 
ottempts to extend ha Domioiont, that Attempt will certain- 
ly fall firfl upon the Aefirum Neiberlanels ; but as ihe cannot 
pfopofe to fucceed in any fuch Afttempt, till flie has £rft 
brought this Nathm ki low as not to be Mt to prevent it, 
or edabliihed a Government here that will, not endeavour 
to prevent it, therefore her firft Attempt will undoubtedly be 
aga^nd us, or, at JeaH, againft our preient iiappy Eitabliih- 
ment ; bat as the Conqoeil of the Jufttimn Neiherimuis wiU 
be the certain and immediate Confequence of France^i fuc- 
ceeding in any fuch Attempt againft us, therefore we maj^ 
<kpend upon the A^iftance of the Houfe of At^ria^ if ever 
France fhould mi^e any Attempt againft us. 

*' JP>or this Realbn, Sir, even fuppofing that the Balance of 
Bowfer muH now depend upon the Harmony and Unanimity 
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of the Germannk Body, wi^ichy in my Opinicm, ic always An. 1 6. Ceo. II. 
did in Time paft, as well as it muft do in Time to come, yet ^ ^^J;^ 
it 19 the Intereft of this Nation to preferve the Dominions and ' 
Power of the Houfe of Auftria as entire as poflible. This 
made his Majefty refolve to defeat the fecond Part of the 
French Scheme ; but as this was not to be done without 
drawing offfome of thofe Princes that were at firfl engaged 
in the French Alliance, and as he found it impoffible to do 
this without giving up fome Part of the Aufirian Dominions, 
therefore his firft Attempt was, to prevail upon the Court of 
Vienna to give Satisfadion to the King of PruJJia^ and upon 
that Prince to accept of what the Court of Vienna was wil- 
ling to give. In this his Majefty has fucceeded better, or at 
leaft {boner, than could be expefled ; and the Confequence 
of this has been, a Reconciliation between the Courts of 
Saxonf and Vienna, with little or no Lofs to the latter. 

' His Majefty's next Care was, to provide for the Safety 
of the Juftrian Dominions in Italy, and to defeat the De« 
£gns of oar declared Enemies the Spaniards, For this Pur- 
pofe it was neceilary to prevail with the Court of Vienna to 
make fome Ceifion to the King of Sardinia, who may be faid 
to keep the Keys of Italy, and to prevail with that Prince to 
declare openly againft the Spaniards, In this too his Ma- 
jeiiy has fucceeded beyond any Hopes which the moil fan- 
guine could entertain a Twelvemonth ago ; and in order to 
weaken and diflrefs' the Spaniards ilill more in Italy, he h^, 
by his fuperior Squadron in the Mediterranean^ not only 
locked up their Fleets in Port, but compelled the King of the 
two Sicilies to declare for a Neutrality. * 

< Thefe Things were all done. Sir, or refolved on, be- 
fore oar Troops were fent to Flanders, or the Auxiliary 
Troops, either of Hanover or Heje Caffel, were ordered to 
march ; bat two Things dill remained to be done, and that 
was, to fecure the King of Sardinia from being attacked 
by the French, in Conjundion with the Spaniards, and to 
draw the Dutch out of that Inactivity, which Defpair of be- 
ing able to oppofe the Views of France, had frightned them 
>Qto. For both thefe Purpofes it became neceiTary to form a 
numerous Army in Flanders, and therefore his Majefty, early 
laft Summer, ordered a large Body of his Britijh Troops to 
be tranfported to that Country ; but as it was not poffible for 
us to fpare fuch a Body of our own Troops, as was necefTary 
to form fuch an Army as might give Apprehenfions to the 
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An. 16. Ceo. II. Frtnch, or Courage to the Difilf, Wts Majeily was obHged, 
'7 4^' not obly to order the He^ans in oar Paiy to march, but to 
take another large Body of Foreign Troops into our Pay, and 
as his own Hano<veriau Troops were not only the readieft at 
Command, but the neareft to the Place of kendezvous, 16000 
of them were accordingly ordered to maKh to join our Army 
in Flanders, 

* This, Sir, has already had a^vcry great and good 
EfFe£l. The French not knowing what we might under- 
take, and being jealous of the Dutch, were obliged to march 
fuch a Body of their Troops towards Flanders, that they 
could fpare not fo much as a Regiment to join with the Sfa* 
niards in oppreiling the King of Sardinia, and CompdUng 
him to defert the Engagements he had entered into with his 
Majefty and the Queen of Hungary ; and the Dutch being by 
tl\is Army fecured againft any fudden Attack from the French, 
have begun to entertain Thoughts of joining with us in af- 
fixing the Queen of Hungary ^ which, I am perfuaded, they 
will refolve on as foon as the Forms of their Government 
will permit ; becatife when they jadge impartially, and with- 
out being influenced by any Apprehenfions of being imfne* 
diately fw^lowed up by France, they mull conclude, that it 
is their Intereft as well as ours, and upon the fame Account 
too, to prcferve, as entire as poflible, the Power of the Houfe 
of Auftria, 

* Thus, Sir, in one Twelvemonth's Time, the Queen of 
Hungary, by the Affiilance we have given her in Money, by 
our Mediation with the Courts of Berlin, Drefden, and Tiar- 
rin, by the Influence of our Army fn Flanders, and Fleet in 
the Mediterranean, and by the Fidelity and Bravery of her 
own Subjeds, has been raifed from the moft forlorn, the moft 
defperate Condition that ever any Princefs, not abfdntcly 
conquered, was in, to a State of triumphing over her prefent 
and moft inveterate Enemies in every Part of Germany, and 
of rejedling with Scorn thoffc Terms of Peace, which her 
Enemies would, with Deriflon, have heard propofed by her 
but a Twelvemonth ago. 

* From this Change in the Face of Affairs, Sir, we have 
good Rcafon to hope, not only rhac the Tranquility of En- 
rope may be fpeedily reftored, and the Balance of Power re- 
elfablitfied, but alfo that we maybe able, very foon, to force 
Spain to fubmit to reafonable Terms of Peace with this Na- 
tion. Whereas, i-f We had fate Hill, and al tewed France to 
parcel out the Auftrian Dominions as fhe pleafed, what fa- 
tal Confequeuces might we not have expeded ? As France 
would Chen have had no Occafion for keeping up a \txy great 
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liand Army, (he w(»>ld have di(banded t great Part of it, and ^* '^* ^*^* ^'^ 

applied aU that Saving tov^ards repairing and augmenting her '74 ** 

Naval Force. A great f<fumher qf Ships might have been 

built in a Year or two, and her Land Soldiers, ai faft as diA 

banded, would have been converted into Marines, and lent 

OB board her Ships, with a few Seamen in each, to inHrud 

them in their Trade. By this Means ihe might foon have 

provided herfelf with a mod formidable Navy, and in the 

mean Time flie would have encouraged Spain to continue 

the War agatnft us. 

' I have. Sir, as good, and perhaps as juft an Opinion of 
our naval Force, and of the Bravery of our Seameir, as any 
Gentleman whatever ; but let us recoiled, what ,a Figure 
Frame made at Sea towards the End of the lafi Century, and 
even in the laft War in Queen Anni% Time. If we had 
then had no Afli&ance from the Dutch^ we ihould not per- 
haps have found ourfelves fuch an Overmatch for the French 
at Sea, as fome People imagine we now are ; and yet, dur* 
ing all that Time, fhe kept up moft' numerous Armies at 
Land. What then have we to expedl, (hould th^ whole Trea- 
fure and Strength of France^ or the greateft Part of both, be 
turned towards gaining a Superiority, or at leaft an Equality 
at Sea ? - In the laft two Wars, we gained, 'tis true, by the 
Help of the Dutcb^ feveral great Naval Viflories over the 
French, but it was not altogether by thofe Vidories we beat 
them out of that dement. If I may be allowed the Ex- 
preffion, by Land we beat them out of the Sea. We obtain- 
ed fo great and fo many Victories at Land, that they were 
fbrced to n^led their Sea Af^rs, in order to apply their 
whole Strength, both in Money and Men, to defend their 
Country, I may fay, their Capital, at Land. Therefore, 
if both France zndL Spain (hould join in a War againft us, and 
we (hould have no one to aflift us, nor they any Enemy to 
fear at Land, I would not have Gentlemen vainly imagine, 
that we (hould be in no Danger of lofing our Superiority, 
even upon our own Element ; and if we did, what dreadful 
Confequences (hould we not have to apprehend > 

* Thank God f Sir, by the wife Meafures his Majefty has 
taken, and is now about, we feem at prefent to be out of 
this Danger i and in all thofe Meafures, I hc^, I have 
made it evident, that his Majefty has folely purfued the Inte- 
reft of Great Britain, even at the Rifk of his German Do- 
minions. I am therefore furprifed, how any one can fup- 
pofe, that the Intereft of Great Britain has, in any of our 
late Meafures, been (acrificcd to the Intereft of Hanover ; 
^ttt as this fcandaloos Reflexion (I beg Pardon for the £x- 
K 2 ' preftion. 
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An. 16. Ccc.n.preffion, my Concern for ottr prefeDt happy ~Efhibli{hinent 
22^^^ ; forces it fjrom me) has been carried much farther back than 
any of our late Meafures, I muft beg your Indulgence for re- 
moving that Afperfion. ^ 

* Ic is impofiible, Sir» to miftake the Spirit by which the 
Authors and Propagators of this Mifreprefenution are adluat- 
ed» when we confider that they begin it with the very firft 
Tranfadion of a Foreign Nature, in which his late Majefly 
was engagM after his Acceffion, and carry it down from that 
Time to this very Day, pretending, that not only our Dif- 
putc with S^wedett in the Year 1715, bat all oar Foreign 
Tranfadions iince that Time, have been governed by that 
Influence which the Interefl of Hano<ver has had apon the 
Counfels of Great Britain, A Mifreprefentation thus begon 
and continued can proceed from nothing but a Spirit of Ja* 
£a6iti/m, and a fix'd Defign to render the People of this 
Kingdom difafFefted as well as difcontented ; and therefore 
it is the Duty of every Man who is a Friend to our preient 
happy Edabliihment to fet the Affair of S^weden, and all our 
other Foreign Affairs, in their juff and true Light, which 
may eafily be done by any one that coniiders the Dates of oar 
Negotiations' and Treaties, and the Circamffances our Af- 
fairs were in at each refpedivp Time. 

* As to our Difpute with Sweden in the Year 171$, it 
was fo far from proceeding from his late Majeffy^t Puichafe 
of Bremen and Verden^ that it took its Rife from what had 
happened before his Acceffion to our Throne. For feveral 
Years before that Time, our Trade had been interrupted 
in the Balttck^ and feveral of our Merchant Ships plundered 
by Sijcedijb Privateers or Cruhcers. This we had complain- 
ed of at the Court of S'weden, often before his late Majefty*s 
Acceffion ; and as the Dutci^ had met with the fame Treat- 
ment, they joined with us in thofe Complaints. We had 
jointly prefented feveral Memorials to the King or Senate of 
Siueden, before as well as after his late Majeliy*s Acceffion ; 
and when his late Majelly found, that thefe Memorials had 
no Eifed, he at laft refolved, in Conjundion with the Dmich^ 
to fend a ffrong Squadron into the Baltick for proteding the. 
Trade of both Nations. Accordingly in May 1715, the 
Britifb and Dutch Squadrons failed to the Baltick^ whereas 
the Treaty between his late Majefly, as Eledor of Hanowr, 
and the King of Denmark^ about the Pnrchafe of Bremen 
and Verden^ was not concluded till the 26th of July follow- 
ing. Therefore, it is evident, that our fending a Squadron 
into the Baltick proceeded from his late Majdly*s Care of 
our Trade, and not from any Engagements lie was ander 
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by a Treaty which was not coocladcd till fon^e Months after. An. iS.Geo. Ii. 

* The fame Caafe made it necefTary for us, and for the 1742* 
Dutch as well as us, to fend a Squadron into the Baltick in 
the Year 1716 ; and the Behaviour of the King of Siveden 
-towards this Nation, made it at lail necelTary for us to come 
to an open Rapture, and to provide againil the Defigns of 
that violent and obilinate Prince. Thus it is apparent, that 
in this whole Affair between Snveden and us, the Interefl of 
Hano<usr could have no Manner of Concern ; and as litde in 
^he defeniive Alliance concluded in 17 16, between his late 
M^efty and the Emperor. Before and at the Time of con- 
^luding this AllLsnce, the Court of France^ even after the 
Regent's getting the Government folely into his Hands, had 
given evident Indications of their being inclinecl to profecute 
a Scheme concerted in their late King's Life-time, for fetting 
the Pretender upon the Throne of thefe Kingdoms. This 
jnade it ceceiTary for his late Majefty to provide for his De- 
fence, which he did, firft by procuring an Accommodation of 
all DiiFerences between the Emperor and the States General 
in the Year 171 5, and afterwards by this Defenfive Alliance 
wth the Emperor in the Year 1716. By thefe two Trea- 
ties he laid a Foundation for another grand Confederacy 
againft France, in cafe that Court had perfifled in her De- 
fign of eftablifhing Popery and arbitrary Power in this King- 
dom, by placing a Popifh Pretender upon our Throne ; and 
the Fear of this had fuch an Effed upon the late Regent of 
France^ that it produced a thorough Change in his Meafures, 
and made him court the Friendfhip inilcad of provoking the 
Refentment of the lace King. 

* His Majefty having thus fecured hirafclf and his King- 
doms againft thofe who were contriving the Dedrpftion of 
both, his next Care was to fecure the Tranquility of Europe, 
which had been left upon a very precarious, or rather upon 
no Foundation at all. By the Condu^ of chofe who had ne- 
gociated that infamous Treaty, all Faith and Confidence had 
been deftroyed among thofe who were the Members of that 
formidable Confiederacy, which had brought France fo low, 
and would have kept her fo, if it had been preferved ; and 
the Difpute about the Succeflion to the Spanijh Monarchy 
was left fubfifting without any Sort of Agreement between the 
two Parties pretending to that SuccelTion. By the two Trea- 
ties I have mentioned, his late Majelly had entirely >cllored 
that Confidence, which formerly fubfided between the three 
chief Members of the grand Alliance ; but the Difpute, or 
rather an open War ftill fubfifted between the Emperor and 
^ain, and the latter was adlually making Preparations for 
K 3 ■ its' 
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An.i6.Gco.If. Its Pfofisculioft, lb ttet fomething ftill rertam'd to-be dont 
' ^^*1 !©r itRoring and ptefwving thie IVanqirility of Eurc^ i and 
as tiie Regent of frunct was then willing to join with his iate 
Majefty in hit paci^ck Meafure$, this produced firft the Xi"^* 
ty of AUiance and Guaranty between France^ Qreai Bri- 
fain, and Holland, in the Year 17 17, by which we obtain- 
ed the D<;moiition of Mar dyke, and the Baniihment of the 
Pretenier &om At>ignon ; and the Quadruple AUiaace be- 
tween the Emperor, France , Great Britain, and Holland, 
by wl^ich the Difpute about the SucceHon to the Sfanijb 
Monarchy was fully determined, and a Method fetdN^ for 
com pell ii^ tht King 6f Spain to agree to it, in cafe it ihould 
be found, tl^t no fair Means would prevail. 

* But, Sir, the iCing of Spain, after havbg adjuftcd all his 
Drfferenccs with us by thclYeatyin 1721, agreed to fob- 
mit all his Differences with the Emperor to be detfermined at 
tht Congrefs of Cambray, and in the mean Time to fai^ieiid 
all Manner of Hoftilicies. Thus the Affairs of Eurepe ftood 
when the Court c^ France fent back the Infanta of Spain, and 
the Emperor fet up the BaA India Company at Ofiend, which 
qoice changed the Face of Affairs in Europe, The Eftablifh- 
ffietvt of that Company produced a Difference between the 
^ Emperor and the Maritime Powers, the fending back the 
Intfanta produced a Breach between the Conrts of France and 
Spain, and the latter^s ivifiiling upon the Reftitution of Gi- 
brahar and Portmahon, Created an Uneafine^ between them 
and us ; and all theie joined together united the Courts of 
Vienna and Madrid, and produced the famous Treaty be- 
tween them, concluded at Vienna in 1725. By the Tery 
Terms of this Treaty it was evident, that the £mp«t)r was 
refolved to compel the Dutch and us to fubroit to the Coft- 
tinuance ef his O fiend Company, and that Spain was tefolved . 
to force Gibraltar and Portmahm from ns, and perhaps to 
attack France, in order to revenge the Affront put upon them 
by fending barck their Infanta. Thefc Deiigns, I fay, ap- 
peared upon the very Face of the Treaty, and from themoft 
undoubted Authority his late Majelly had Intelligence, that 
Engagements were entered into by fecret Articles b^ween 
thofe two Powers, which were of much more dangerous Con- 
fequence to Europe in general, as well as to this Nation in 
particular. 

* By thefeopen and fecret Engagements betweeil*the Oomts 
of Vienna and Madrid, the Tranquility of Europe became 
expofed, and the Trade of this Nation was in Danger of 
fuffering from the Privileges granted by the Kin^ of Spain to 
the Sttbje^s of his Imperial Majefty, Here again his late 
, Majefty 
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Majedjr's Care for the Trade of this Nation and the Peace of An. i6i^ qeo. I|« 
Europe^ were manifeftcd, by his fo fpcedily and feafonably '74*« 
concludtDg the Treaty of Hano'ver, and by the prudent Mea- 
farcs he afterwards took in drawing other Powers into that* 
Defenilve Alliance, and in preventing the Return of the Spa- 
ni/b Galleons from America^ without which neither the Em- 
peror nor ^ain could come at the Sinews of War. 

* ^y thefe Meafures, Sir, the Emperor and the King df 
^fuin were defeated in all their ambitious Schemes : 1 he 
Tranquility of Europe was fecured ; and the Trade of this _ 
Nation reilored to its former Houriihing Condition. Can it 
be faid, that the Interefl of Hanover had the lead Concern in 
any of thefe Meafures ? Did it receive the lead Benefit or Ad- 
vantage from any of thefe Treaties ? On the contrary, by his 
late and prefent Majeily's declaring fo openly, and ading fo 
vigoroufly againft the Oftend Company, and the other Pro- 
jeds of the Court of VUnna, was not the Eledlorate of Hano- 
wer expofed to an immediate Attack ? So that it may be juftly 
£nd, that herlntereil and even Safety has more than once been 
facrificed to the Prefervation of the Tranquility and Trade of 
this Nation ; for that it is again liable to an Attack by the 
Meafures now purfuing, and particularly by thofe now 
nnder our Confideration, I believe, no Gentleman will que- 
dioa. 

* I hope. Sir, I h^ve now fully removed that wickeid 
Afperfion which has been cad upon his late and prefent Ma* 
jedy*s Condiid : I hope, I have demondrated, that the In- 
tered of this Nation neither is now, nor ever has been fo 
much as once facrificed to the Intered of the Eledorate of 
Hdno^/tr ; and, that all our Treaties and Negotiations, and 
in ihort all our Foreign Meafures, ever flnce the Accefiion of 
our prefent Royal Family, have been either defenfive or pre- 
ventive ; and the refpedive Events have diewn, that they 
were wifely calculated for the Ends for which they were in- 
tended. I hope, therefore, the Motion now before you will 
be onanimoufly agreed to i for tho' it has been infinuated, 
that the Price we are to pay for thefe Troops is extravagant, 
it will appear at fird View to every one who reads over the 
Edimate, that ail the Articles of Expence are necedary, and 
no one of them charged higher than what is ufual upon fuch 
Occafions. Our ready Compliance with this Motion will 
convince the Powers of Europe, that the Parliament of Great 
Britain is refolved to concur with their Sovereign in the 
mod vigorous Meafures for fupporting the Queen of Hun- 
gary, let the Expence or RiSk be what it will ; and this a- 
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An. 16. Geo. II. Jone may fuffice to re-eftablifh the Peace of Europe, for both 
1742. jj^g Emperor and France will from thence conclade, that they 
^ • cannot pretend to prefcribe Terms to a magnanimous Prin- 

ceis, fupported by fuch brave Subjects, and by fo powerful an 
Ally. This of coorfe will incline them to fnbmit to reafon- 
able Terms of Peace, and will prevent the French King^s 
aiming at any new Addition to his own Dominions, which 
he may very probably accompiifh, if we allow him to re- 
duce the Queen of Hungary to any greater Diilrefs ; for kte 
Experience may convince us, that we are not to troft to his 
mofl folemn Protedations ; and if this (hould be the Conw 
fequence of our refuting to comply with this Motion, I be- 
lieve, the Gentlemen who were the Authors of that Refafal, 
" would find it vtry difficult to anfwer to their Conftituents for 
their ill-timed Pariimony at fuch a dangerous Conjuncture.

dud has been the chief Occafion of it, they have certainly 
good Reafon to endeavour to afiign an accidental Caufe ; but 
naMan who knows any Thing of the late Hiftpry of Europe 
will allow, that the Caufe they themfelves affign, wasfach a 
one as could not be forefeen. The Pretentions which fome 
of the Princes of Germany had to a Part of the Aufirian Do- 
minions werie well known, and contidering the Circam- 
ftances of the late Emperor's Family, it was highly probable, 
that he might die, before any proper Meafures could be taken 
for giving him a Succetiior to the Empire. It might like- 
wife have been forefeen, that upon this £vent*s happening, 
.the Bourbon Family would endeavour to make their Advan- 
tage of it, by raiting, if polfible, a Civil War in Germany, 
and appropriating fome Part of the Aufirian Dominions to 
themfelves. AH thefe Things were known, or might have 
been forefeen, long before we guarantied the Fragmatick 
San^ion ; and the fatal Confequences that hare enfued might 
have been in a great meafure prevented, if we had purfued 
propier and vigorous Meafures twenty Years ago. 

* For this Purpofe, Sir, we (hould have bSen extremely 
watchful to prevent, if poflible, any Acccffion of Power to 
the Houfe of Bourbon, or any Diminution of Power in the 
Honfe of Aufiria ; aud we (hould have made nfe of all our 
Influence at the Court of Vienna to procure (bme Sort of Sa- 
tisfadlion for thofe Princes of the Empire, who had Claims 
upon the Dominions, or Pretentions to the Succeition, of that

• Now Earl of Lichfield. 
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Hoafe in Cafe of tbc Emperor's Death without Male Heirs. aL x6. Geo. ii. 
We (honld even have iu6&ed upon this as a Cooditioo previ- 1742. ' 
oas to our guarantying the Pragmatick Saniffim ; and if w€ * 
hzdf we might at lealt.have obuined fuch a Satisfadion ^or 
tbe King of Prufia, as would have prevented his entering 
into any Engagements againft the Houfe of 4uftria, Botii 
thefe Meafures it was the Intereft of England to purfue, but 
both became inconfiftent with the Inteped, the Claims, or 
the Refeatments of the Ele^orate of Han4'vir i and every, 
one who knows any Thing of our Foreign Tranfa^ions for 
twenty Years pa& may eailly judge, by which of thefe two 
jarring Interefts the Couniels of this Nation have been go^ 
vem^. 

' I am extremely forry. Sir, to fee any Thing like thts 
become tbeSubjedof our Debate ; but when it d^, and as 
often as it may hereafter do, it neither is, nor ever will be 
the Fault of thofe, who, from the Duty they owe to their 
Country, endeavour to expoie this untoward and unlucky 
Bias in our Counfels : It is, and always will be the Fault of 
thofe Minillers who facrifice their : Siocerity to their 
Com^aifaoce, and, for the Sake of gaining an Intereft in 
the Cabinet, betray the Intereil of their Country and of their 
Sovereign. It was mtural, it was even laudable in his late 
Majefty to ihew an Affedion to his native Country, and tht 
Cafe is the fame with his prefent Maje^y ; but the very 
Reafon that makes it laudable in him to indulge it) rendem 
it criminal in a Brttijh Miniller to flatter it, or even not to 
oppofe it, when he fees that it. is like to be prejudicial to the 
Intereft of Great Britain, This a Britifif Minifter may of- 
ten perceive, when it is impoilible for his Mafter to perceive 
it ; for fuch is the Weakncfs of Mankind, that our Judg- 
ment is often blinded and miiled by our natural Affedlions. I 
am perfoa^ed, his late Majefty would never have purfued 
any Meafure, however much for the Intereft of Hamnjer, if 
he had perceived it to be contrary to, or inconfillent with the 
Intereft of Gnat Britain ; but the Misfortune was, his Afiec- 
tion for his native Country, prevented his perceiving this In- 
confiftency, and his Briti/b Minifters> upon whofe Advice he 
moftly relied, had not the Honefty to oppofe what they 
found their Mafter naturally inclined to. 

* Thi£, Sir, has been, and may again be the Cafe : I am 
convinced, it is the Cafe with regard to this very Meafure 
now under our Confideration ; but it can never be a Reafon 
with any Man of common Senfe or common Juftice, for ha- 
ving the leaft Resentment againft the Perfon of his Sovereign, 
and much lefs agait^ the illoftrioas Family now upon our 

Throne^ 
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. i6. CcoiXi^Tkrone. tt is a very good Realbn for ReTentoieat tgiti^ 
>74^ fiich Minifters ; and upoa them, aad them alone^ the Natt- 
^ onal Vengeance ought to hU. 

* From hence^ Sir, it muil appear, tlttt there can be no- 
thing; T<eafonable in any BritiA Sabje£t» either within Doors 
or vnthoat, to trace oar poUtck MeaCares to their original and 
genuine McKives, and to (beiv that they were founded upon 
ftich as were inconfiflient with the true Intereft of GrH9t Bri* 
tain. If there be any Treafon in thii Cafe, it maft be in 
tbofe Minifters and in them only, who allow themfelves to 
be diredled by fuch Motives ; for forely, the Man who dif* 
covers the Treafon is not to be deemed the Traitor. 

* After what I have thus premifed, Sir, I hope, I may 
take the Liberty to examine into the Grounds of the Meafure 
now before us ; and if it appears to me to proceed from a 
greater Regard for the Interell of Hantyoer, than for the In^ 
tereft of Great Britain^ I hope, 1 may b^y fo^ without be- 
ing guilty of High Treafon : If I did not, I am fure, I fhould 
HOC perform that Duty which I owe to my Country, cfpeci- 
alfy as a Member of this Houfe, and coniequcntly obliged to 
declare my Sentiments openly and freely upon vftry Sufajed 
that comes to be debated here. 

' Now, Sir, if our publick AiFairs upoa any former Oc- 
caiion, have been direded by fuch a Motive, it is oatoral to 
fufped they may be fo again ; therefore I (hall firft take the 
Liberty to examine ibme of onr Foreign Meafures fioce the 
Acceffion of the prefent Royal Family ; and this Liberty I 
am the more intitled to, becaufe an Hon. Gentleman has in 
this Debate endeavoured tovindicate all our Foreign Meafures 
from any fuch Afperfion, as he called it. If I can (hew» 
that he has failed in his Attempt, and that t^ery Foreign 
Meafure he mentioned, proceeded from a greater Regard for 
the Irftcreft of Hanwgr than for the lotereft of Gr^/ Britain^ 
it will be an Argument for our fufpeding at leaft, that the 
Meafure now under our Confideration proceeds from a Motive 
of theiameKind, which will of coarfe add Weight to tyesy 
Argument for (hewing that it does. 

To begin with the Affairs of S<wedtn^ in the Year 1 715^ 
I fiialt grant that the S*wedijh Crutfers had ^ven (mn^ Inter- 
ruption to our Navigation in the BaitUk for fome Years be*- 
forty but this they were neceffarily obliged to do» becaufe 
they were then at War both with Mu/cwyznd Denmark, and 
confequently had a Right to vifit all Ships failiag in that Sea» 
in order to prevent their carrying any contraband Goods to 
the Enemy. This we now do, on account of our being at 
War with Spain : This all Nations ^ when they are at

or Cruifers wer^ in the Exercife of this Right, fometimes , iZ^ 
goilty of A^of Injaftice or Oppreflion : Perhaps fome Ships ^^ 

or Goods were feioed and condemned without juft Caufe i 
hot I am confident, we had very litde of this Soi t to com*> 
pjain of : I am coDBdene, that opon a Arid £xamioatioa 
nany of the ComplaiBts made by our Merchants, from wihick 
Mr Jmckjon formed the Deouind he made in JoMtiarf 
1714 1 5, were Ibund eo be groundlefs ; and my Reafon for 
beiog {o IS, becauie hia late Majefty did not iniiil opon a 
Complkace with that Demand, or any Reparation in Heu (rf 
»t. 

* Therefore as it is a Maxim with all Nations, not to go 
to War, or to have Recoorfe to hoilile Meaifures, for 
Trifles, I am convinced, we neither ought, nor would ^ upon 
this Account alone, have menaced and infulted S<wt4Un with 
a hoftik Squadron, as we did in May following. 

* Surely, Sir, tkofe Gentlemen who a few Years £nc« 
argued fo Afenuoufly for not coming to a Rupture with 
Sfain^ and for accepting of fudi a mere * Trifle, in lieu of 
the many Hundred Thoufand Pounds they had robbM our 
Merchants of, will not fay, that we ought to have gone to War 
with S'wediUf or to have done any Thing that might caufe 
a Rupture for the Sake of 65,000/. even fuppofing that 
a^xde Sum had been juftly due to us ? 

* Thus it mnfl appear, that the Frote^on of our Trade* 
or tire Reparation of the Damage that had been done to 
it, was not the true Motive for our fending that Squa? 
dron into the Bultick ; we muft therefore feek for another, 
and we need not go far for it. I hope the Hoo.GentleoMn will 
not pretend, that the Purchafe of Bremen and VtrJeu was 
t Bargain never thought of till the very Day the Treaty 
was concluded. There muA have been a Negotiation pre* 
Tious to the Treaty, and confldering the DiScnlttes with 
which it was attended, that Negotiation mufl have lafted for 
(everal Months. As the Treaty was concluded in Jufy 
171 5, that is, in le& than twelve Months after his late Ma^ 
jsfly's Acceffion, I am convinced, the Purchafe was thought 
of, and the Negotiation begun, before his late Majefty foc 
Foot upon En^Jh Ground. The Cosfiderations puUidtly 
arowed were, that his late Majefly, aa Eledor of Hanover^ 
Aoald declare War againfl S<wedtn^ pay 600,000 Rix-Doi- 
krs to the King of Denmark, a»d guaranty to him the Pof- 

fefltoa 
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.i6.G€o.lL feffionoftheDotcliy of 57#^;/V>f. Thtfc, Tfay, Sir, were 
'7^^ , the Ccniidcrations poblickty avowed ; bot it is highly pro- 
bable that there was a private Confideration previoufly pro« 
tnifed, which was the fending of a drong ^riV^ Squadron 
iaio the Maliick^ wiehoat which the King of Dtnmark could 
not proceed in bis Defign of making a Defcent upon Scb9- 
nut $' and that the King of Denmark refufed to conclude the 
Treaty for the Porcbafe; till tbis Squadron was aAoally ar- 
med in the BaltM,; And further ic is probable that, as an- 
other private Confideration for tbis Parchafe, his Danifi 
Majefty likewtfe infifted upon the Ele^r of Hamw^r'a eo^ 
gaging the King of Great Britain to guaranty his Poflfeffioa 
of the Dutchy of Sk/ivick ; for it is impoflibie to afiign any 
other. Reafon for our burdening oorfelves with that Guarano 
ty. 

■> * Thefe pablick and private Confideracions being agreed 
on long before the Treaty was iigned, it became abfolutely 
neceiTary to find out feme Pretence for fending a Brztijb 
Squadron into the Baltick, and for this Purpofe a long Ac- 
count of Damages faftained by our Merchants wa» made oat 
from their Complaints, and probably was made as high as 
thofe Complaints could poffibly af&rd Room for ; which is 
another Reafon for fuppofing, that the Demand made by 
Mt Jackfon in January 1714-15 was, upon a^ftrid Exami- 
nation, found to be without any juft Ground, at leaft as to 
the greateft Part of it ; for Merchants often complain' of 
Seizures which, upon Inquiry, appear to have been jolt and 
agreeable to the Law. of Nations. 

. ' As the Interruption of our Trade was thus to be made 
the Pretence for fending this Squadron into the Bakick, and 
as .the Dut^h had been interrupted in their Trade as mach 
as we, in order to give an- Air of Truth to this Pretence, it 
became abiblutely necdTary to prevail with them to join us 
with a few of their Ships ; and if we. coniider what they 
were then foliciting at the Briti0 Court, we cannot won- 
der at their being a little complaifaat to us in this Particu* 
lar ; for they foon after got a large Sum of Money allowed 
them by Parliament, for a Debt * they pretended to be due 
to them ; and in Nofvember . 171 5, the famous Treaty was 
concluded between the Emperor, the Statts General, and his 
late Majefty, for fecnring to them their Barrier, and for the 
yearly Payment to them of feveral great Sums of Money, 
as well for maintaining that Barrier, as for the ReimburfOr 
ment of thofe which were then due to them. 

* If we had meant only the Protcdion of our Trade, a 
few Convoys would have been better than a great Squadron ; 

or 
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or if to procure Immediate Reparation and Satisfaction from Aa. i6. Ged. if* 

SweJen^ oar Squadron flioald have infifted upon it, and 1742/ 

have bombarded their Towns in cafe of Refufak Whether 

our Sqaadcon made any foch Demand I know not, but I am 

fure, it retomed without obtaining it, or (hewing any Re* 

fentment at its being refufed ; fo that with regard to the 

End for which this Squadron was pretended to be knt, it 

bad a quite contrary Effe^, for it at kft produced an open 

War between Sijjeden and us, which put an entire Stop to 

our Trade with that Kingdom, and during that King*8 Lifb 

was a great Obllrudion to it in every other Part of the Bai" 

tick, 

' Thus, I think it is evident, or at leaft highly fufpici- 
ous, that our War with Swafen proceeded from our having 
a greater Regard to the Intereft of Hanover than to the In* 
tereil of Great Britain ; and this Sufpicion will be greatly 
ftrengthened, when we coniider the Manner in which that 
War was put an End to. As the late King of Snoeden waa 
violent in all his Paflions, and obftinate in all his Refolutl- 
oQs, while he lived his late Majefty could never obtain from 
Sivejen a Surrender of their Right to the Duchies of Bre^ 
men and Ferdetty upon any Confideration whatever ; tho' it 
was ftrongly folHcited and an Offer made, that Great Bri- 
tain (hould upon that Condition join with him againfl Ruf- 
Jia ; as appears from a Memorial prefented to this Court by 
i\it Ruffian Miniiler in March 171 6 17. But upon the 
Death of that King the Snvedes refolvcd to give up for a va- 
laable Confideration, a Right which, they knew, they could 
Bot recover, and therefore by a preliminary Treaty condud* 
ed in yufy, and a definitive one in Na'vemier 17199 between 
the Queen of Sweden and his late Majeity, as £Ie£tor of 
Hanover^ they yielded up to his Majefiy the faid two Duch- 
ies, in Coniideration of a Million of Rix-Dol/ari, which 
was the only Ccniideration mention^ in the Treaty ; but 
from what followed very foon after, we may eafily perceive, 
it was not the only one in the Negotiation ; for fo foon, aa 
in the Month of January following, a Treaty of Peace and 
Alliance was concluded between his late Majefiy, as King of 
Great Britain^ and the Queen of Snueden^ by which his 
Majefty gave up not only all the pretended Demands we had 
upon Siveden, on Account of Damages done to our Trade 
before the War ; but alfo all the real and juft Demands we 
had upon that Crown during the War : And farther j^is Ma- 
)efty promifed to aflift her Sivedifif Majefty. as foon as poffi- 
ble, with Subfidies and Soldiers, in her War againft the 
Czar of Mufcovyy and to continue that Ailiilance till a Peace 
ihottld be reitored.

174a. od for fuch a Treaty ? Confiderlng the diftrefied Condition 
Swoedtn was then in, Geoerofity and Cbnpaffion might have 
induced 03 to rdieafe or fufpend a Demand, which that un- 
fortunate Nation was not at that Time able to (atisfy ; but 
no fuch Mocire» nor any Advantage Britam could reap from 
an Alliance with Swedtm, could induce us to put ourfetvet 
to fuch an Ejcpence, or expofe ourfelves to the Danger of a 
War with Mufcwy ; nor had this Nation the leaft Reafon 
to find Fault with the Condud of the Cxar ; for he did not 
io much at feem to aim at a Oonqucft oi Swgdin : Ht aim- 
ed only at getting his conquer'd Provinces upon the Bahick 
iecurcd to hiro» and this wc ibould have fu[^rtcd him in, be- 
caufe they opened a dire^l Trade between us and Mofco^, 
which has been of great Advantage to us, and may hereaf- 
ter be of much greater. Yet in Confeqnence of this Treaty, 
we gave a large Subfidy to Sividen^^ and fent a power- 
ful Squadron into the Bahick^ which produced a Sort of 
War between us and Mufcwy : I (ay, a fort of War ; for 
the Cxar was fo confcious of the Influence we were un- 
der, that in his Manifefto upon that Occafion, he faid, he 
declared War againfl the King, but not againft the People of 
England^ which was a Precedent, I wifh, we had followed 
In our prefent War with Sf€UH, 

* I muft therefore conclude. Sir, that in the Negotiation 
between his late Majefty, as £Ie£lor of Hanover ^ and the 
Queen of Sweden^ it was ftipukted that the Eledor of Ha- 
mover fliould prevail upon the King of Great Briiain to con- 
clude this Treaty ; and that tho* it was figned two Months 
after, it was agreed on before tho Treaty for the Ceffion of 
Bremen and Verden was definitively concluded. Cdnfequently 
I mud fuppofe, that our Peace with Svueden^ as well as our 
War, proceeded from a greater Regard for the Intereft of 
Hanover than for that of Great Britain, 

*' I (hall, indeed, grant. Sir, that tho* Britain had no 
Fault to find with the Coodnd of the Ctuar^ yet the EMlor 
of Hanover had on account of the Af&irs of Micklenburgb^ 
which the Cmar had intermeddied in, bccaofe of the near 
Relation between him and the unfortunate Duke of that 
Name ; and as this Affair will contribute towards difcover- 
i»g the true Motives of feme of our other publick Meafnres, 
I fiiall beg Leave to explain it. 

*■ With regard to this Duchy, there had been a very old 
Family Compaft between the Elector of Brandeniurgb, now 

King

in FaiUire of Heirs Male of either Hoaie, the other was to 1742. 
focceed ; which Contrad had been af^roved and confirmed 
by federal Emperors : This gave the Family of Pruffia an 
ktereft in the Affairs of MeckUnlmr^, and a View of mak- 
ing it one Day their own. On the other hand, as this Dochy 
lay contigQoas to the Dominions of the Bnmjwick Family^ 
aiid would be of great Advantage to them, by giving thena 
a Comffittnication with the BaJtkk^ as Enmin and Firdtm 
does with the Gtrman Ocdan, we may fuppofe, they have 
long been contriving Schemes for getting hold of it. In 
1664, a Difpate began between the Du^s fA Micklmlmrgb 
and the noble Families of that Duchy, which continues to 
this Day : In this Difpate the Family of Pruffia has always 
taken the Part of the Duke, and the Family of Brunfimck 
that of the Nobles ; and in 1 708, or a little before, the iat^ 
ter. obtained from the Imperial Court a Protedorial Com* 
raiffion, direded to the King of Sweden and Duke of /T^A 
ftnhuttUy as Directors of the Grcle of Lo^er Saxony ^ to take 
into their Hands the Adminiftration of the Government of 
that Duchy. 

* In thefe Circumflances that Duchy ftood when the Czar 
marched his Troops into it, in Favour of the Duke and 
againft the Noblet. This oouk] not but give Offence to the 
Family of HatmnHr^ not only on Account of their having al- 
ways taken the Part of the Nobles, but becaufe Baron Be» 
rtnfiorf^ at that Time one of his late Majefty's principal Ha* 
nover Miuifters reading here, was defcended of a noble Fa- 
mily in Micklenhtrgh, and had made confiderable Purchafes 
there. Accordingly his late Majefty left no Stone unturned 
for getting the Mufeovki Troops removed out of that Du- 
chy ; and here likewiie this Nation was made to interfere by 
its Miaiflers at feveral Courts in Germany^ of which the 
Czar complained heavily in the Memorial I have mention* 
' ed, which was prefented to this Coort in March 171 6- 17. 
At laft, by the Interpofition and Weight of this Nation, the 
Mufcovite Troops were removed ; and by the fame Influence 
a new Protedorial Commiilion was granted in 1717, by the 
Imperial Court, to the Eledor of Hanover and Duke of 
Wol/enhutfle^ who, without any apparent Caufe, marched 
ia foch a large Body of Troops, as not only confumcd the 
whole Revenues of the Duchy, but run it vaftly in Debt 
^vcry Year, whtch Debt, by the Laws of the Empire, was 
to be difcharg'd beford thofe Troops could be removed 1 
2nd confequently a Foundation was laid for the perpetual 
^oiTdfton of that Duchy ; becaafe the Mortgage wouM in 
%lhort Time have exceeded the Parckafe«

conclude it with obferving, that from ^stty Circumftance it 
nuft appear, that oar War both with Sweden and Mu/co'vy 
was entirely owing to a peculiar and partial Regard for the 
Eledorate of Hanover^ and efpecially to the Purchafe made 
by his late M^jefty of the Duchies of Bremen or Fetden* 
Whether this Nation paid any Part of the Purchafe Money 
either to Denmark or Siueden, I dpn't fay ; but it is certain 
that thefe two Wars coft us an inEnite Sum of Money, be- 
£des the Interruption given to our Trade ; and I muft ob- 
ferve, that in the Beginning of the Year 171 7, 250^000/. 
was granted to his late Majefty for providing for our De- 
fence aeainit the Defigns of the then diilrefTed and opprefTed 
King 01 S-Meden^ which Sum was never to this Day account- 
ed for» nor could it ever be difcovcr'd to what Ufe * it was 
applied ; and I mufl farther obferve, that in the Year 1720, 
the very Year after the Million of Rixdollars was to be paid 
to Sijosden for the Purchafe of Bremen and Verden^ a Provifi- 
on computed at 600,000 /. was made by Parliament, for 
paying off the Debts of the Civil Liil ; and becaufe this Pro- 
vifion did ii^ot bring in above 300,000 /. therefore the very 
next Year, a further Sum of f 500,000 /. was granted by 
Parliament for the fame Purpofe ; fo that in thefe two Years, 
we paid no lefs than 800,000 /. for making good the Debts 
of the Civil Lill, notwithllapding his late Majefty^s having 
then been but fix Years upon our Throne, and his being 
provided with a much greater Civil Lift Revenue than had 
ever been enjoyed by any Sovereign of thefe Kingdoms. 
Whether any Part of this 2 50,000 /. or of our Civil Lilt ~ 
Revenue, had been applied towards paying the Purchafe 
Money of thefe two Duchies, I (hall leave to fome future 
impartial Inquiry, if ever this Nation fhould be fo happy as 
to fee fuch a one fet on Foot. 

' My Subjedt hitherto. Sir, may appear unaccountable, 
but what I aiQ now to enter upon muft aftonifh. The Mea- 
fures we were by a Hanoverian Influence led into, with regard 
to HiAjeden and Mufctyvy, were attended with no bad Confe- 
. quences, fave that of leading the Nation into a needlefs Ex- 
pence, and an unnecefTary Interruption pf a fmall Branch of 
its Commerce ; but what we have by the fame Influence been 
led into, with regard to the Houfe of Auftriay have not on- 
ly put us to a much larger Expence, but have interrupted

di fond en comb U^ overturned the Balance of Power in Eu- 1742* 
rope. In order to ihew this, I muft conitder how the Af- 
fairs of Europe were left by the Treaty of Utrecht , and how 
they ftood at his late Majefty's Acceffion to the Throne. 
The Treaty of Utrecht^ Sir, which has been the buffeting 
Stock of all our little Politicians iince that Time, and which 
has been inceflantly exdaim'd againft, even by thofe who 
have fince (hewn themfelves to be arrant Bunglers in Treaty- 
making : The Treaty of Utrecht, I fay. Sir, if the Par- 
ties chiefly concerned in the Grand Confederacy would but 
have fatisfied themfelves with what was reafonable, had efla- 
blifhed the Balance of Power upon a folid Bails, and had laid 
a Foundation for a Conteft between France and Spain, 
which could hardly mifs of taking Place upon the Death of 
l^gnvit XIV. who by the Courfe of Nature could live but 
a ytxy few Years. 

* It was not. Sir, the Treaty of Utrecht^ but the infatia- 
ble Ambition of the Emperor and the Dutch, joined with an 
Error in the firft Concodion of the Grand Confederacy,which 
broke the Confidence that ought to have been preferved 
among its chief and original conilituent Members. That 
Error had made it impoflible for the Allies to conclude a 
Treaty of Peace with mutual Confent ; for furely no Man 
of common Senfe will fay, that it was our Interell, or that 
we ought to 4|ave united the whole Spanijh Monarchy with 
the Imperial Diadem and the Dominions of the Houfe of 
jiufiria in the Perfon of the late Emperor Charles. This 
would have been ridiculous : It would have deltroyed the 
very End for which the Grand Confederacy was formM ; and 
as no Provifion had been made by the Terms of that Con* 
federacy, or by any future Treaty, for the Cafe of Charles' % 
fucceeding to his Brother Jofeph, there was no Poffibility 
of prevailing with Charles to join in any Treaty or Nego- 
tiation, by which the Spanijb Monarchy was to be given to 
any other Perfon. 

*' On the other Hand, Sir, the Dutch became fo flufhed 
with the Succefs of the Confederate Arms, that they began 
to think of making themfelves entirely Mafters of the Spa- 
nijb Netherlands, as appears evident, I think, from the 
Barrier Treaty they brought us into in the Year 1 709. It 
was this Treaty, Sir, that gave the firft Shock to that Con- 
fidence which fubfifted till then between the Confederates ; 
for it was concluded without any Communication with the 
.Court of Vienna, and the Emperor, as foon as he heard of 
it, protefted in the Urongefl Terms againil it. Surely no

^74^ 1 ^*oD, to have the DuUh made Matters of the Whole or the 
greateft Part of the Spani/h Netherlands ; and yet this wogid 
have t>een the Cafe, if they had got a Liberty to put as 
many Troops as they pleafed, and when they ihould think 
necefTary, not only into the Towns exprcfsly mentioned, 
but into alt the Towns, Places and Forts in the Spani/h 
Lomu Countries, which was what they flipulated, and we 
agreed to, by the 6th and 7th Articles of that Treaty. 

* Thcfe Circumftahces, Sir, and thcfe ambitious Views 
in our two chief Allies, made it apparent to us, that it 
would be impoflible to begin and carry on any Treaty of 
Peace, with mutual Confent and Satisfadlion ; and as it was 
not our Intereft, nor, indeed, in our Power, to carry on 
the War much longer, it became abfolutely neceffary for 
us to begin a Treaty by ourfelves. I fhall not pretend to 
juflify the Treaty o( Utrecht in every Particular ; but if wc 
impartially examine, and candidly judge of ail Circumftan- 
ces at that Time» we (hall not find Reafon to join in all 
the Reproaches thrown out daily againft that Treaty, by 
thofe who have fince made feveral more deftrudHve, more 
difhonourable, and more ridiculous Treaties than were ever 
made by this Nation. By that Treaty we obtained even 
for thofe Allies that would not join with us in it, all that 
had been flipulated by the Grand Alliance : We raifed con- 
iiderably the Power of the Houfe of Auftria : We reduced 
the Power of France low enough, if proper Mcafures had 
fince been taken to keep it fo ; and we laid a FoundatioD 
for a Conteft between France and Spain, which adually 
took Place within one Year after his late Majefty's Accef- 
fion to the Throne of thefe Kingdoms. But as the Impe- 
rial Court would not agree to what had been ftipulated with 
regard to Spatn^ tho' there was a CefTation of Hoftilitic?, 
the War continued between the Emperor and Spain at the 
'Time of that Acceffion, and for feveral Years afterwards. 
And as the Dutch were unwilling to depart from the Barrier 
Treaty I have mentioned, and the Emperor refolded not to 
agree to it, the Regulation of that Barrier remained on- 
fettled between them and the Emperor, at the Time of his 
late MajelVy's Acceffion. 

* Thefe, Sir, were the Circumftanccs of Affairs at the 
Time, or foon after the Time of his late Majefly*s Accef- 
fion. We had no Intereft, we were under no Engagement 
to interfere, any other Way than by our good C>ffices, in 
the Difputes either between the Emperor and Spain, of 
between him and t];^ Dutch ; znd we had nothing to fear 

- - from 
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from France y e^cially after the Regent got the Govern- An. 16. Geo. II, 
ment folcly into his Hands ; for Spain began immediately 1742- 
to intrigue againft him, and this it was, and not oor de- ^ 
feniive Alliance with the Emperor, which made the Regent 
of France court our Friendfhip and Alliance. 

' In thefe Circum (lances. Sir, what had we to do but to 
live in Peace with all our Neighbours : To avoid carefally 
entering into any new Engagements ; and to think of no- 
thing but the utmoU OEconomy with regard to our Do* 
meftick Affairs, in order to pay off that great Load of Debt« 
and clear away that mbnflrous Heap of Taxes, under which 
the People of this Nation then groaned, and are groaning to 

this very Day. This was the Intereft of England: ^ But 

the Intercll of Hanover was to make ufe of the Power and 
Riches of England for increafing its Territories, and this our 
Britifif Miniiters ought to have oppofed with all their Might, 
if they had faithfuUv ferved either their King or their Coun- 
try. Did they do 10 : No, Sir, I have already (hewn, how 
they allowed their Country to be involved in two Wars upon 
that iingle Account. But this was not all : By the Treaty 
with Denmark the Eledorate got Pofleilion of Bremen and 
Verden : The next Thing to be thought on was, how to fe- 
cure it, and to obtain the Invelliture from the Emperor and 
Empire : For this Purpofe England was to enter into new 
Engagements with the Emperor, and to guaranty all the 
PoUeffiona he had, at the very Time that Spain was prepare 
ing to attack his liland of Sardinia ; and this without flipu- 
lating any one Thing for ourfelves, or any one ConceiTion for 
putting an amicable End to the Difputes between him and 
Spain : Yet this was agreed to by the Treaty in May.ij 1 6. 

* It was impoiUbie, Sir, not to forefee, that a War with 
Spain would be the Confequence of this Engagement. Wasf 
it then the Intereft of England to enter into it ? We knew 
the Emperor was able enough, notwithilanding his War with 
the Turis, to defend himfelf againft the Spaniards in Italy ; 
and furely neither the Intereil of England, nor the Balance 
of Power, could fuffer by their taking the Ifland of Sardinia 
from him. But the Emperor on his Part prom i fed to gua- 
ranty all his late Majeily then enjoyed and pofleiTed, in which 
Bremen and Verden was included ; and farther it is to be fup- 
pofed, that the Emperor promifed, at leaft verbally, to grant 
his late Majeily a Protedorial Commifiion for the Duchy of 
Mecklenbu rgh, and to grant him thelnveftltureof ^r^/xf^» and 
Verde n^ as foon ^% Sweden could be prevailed on to yield up 
her Right. Thefe two Promifes, I fay, are to be fuppofed^ 
tecaofe the Proteflorial Commiffion for MeckUnhurgh was

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An. 1 6. Geo.II. actually granted the Year following, and becaafe oar Court* 
'Z^ , Writers have fincc aiTcrted the other, and reproached f the 
"*^ Imperial Court with Breach of Faith in that Refpedt. 

* Thefc Favours for Hanover, Sir, were by our Minifters 
allowed to be a fufficient Confideration for England's enter- 
ing into an Engagement, which would certainly involve her 
in a War with Spain. But before I leave this fambus Trea- 
ty, I muft obferve, that the two contrading Parties engaged 
to defend and preferve, not only all they then actually poflef- 
fed, but all they fhould afterwards by mutual Confent acquire 
in Europe, It is evident, that this additional Engagement 
had no Relation to England, becaufe it is againfl our Intereft 
to acquire any Thing in Europe 5 but both the Eleflor of 
Hanover and the Emperor had each a View in this Engage- 
ment. The former was, if poffible, to acquire Mecklenburgb^ 
and the latter the fruitful Ifland of Sicily in Exchange for the 
barren one of Sardinia, This the Emperor had infifted on 
from the Time of his late Majcfty's Acceffion ; and probably 
it was brought into Negotiation at the Time this Defenfivo 
Treaty was negotiated. I fay probably, becaufe if the Duke 
of Savoy, then King of Sicily, had not known that this un- 
equal Bargain was to be forced upon him, he would have 
made a much better Defence againll the Spaniards when they 
attacked that Ifland than he actually did ; for he in a Manner 
furrendered it up to them as foon as they landed. And 
probably the King of Spain would never have attacked that 
*Ifland, if he had not known, that a Scheme was fdrmed for 
compelling him to renounce the Right of Reveriion as to 
that Ifland, which he had referved to himfelf by the Treaty 
oi Utrecht', ior tht QovLXt of Spain had certainly heard of 
this Scheme, before they attacked Sicily, becaufe it was 
finally fettled and made a Part of the Quadruple Alliance, 
which was concluded in July 1 718. 

• Having now done with the Motives, I fliall next. Sir, 
coniider the Confequences of this Defenfive Treaty with the 
Emperor. As he abfolutely refufed to come to any Terms of 
Accommodation with the Spaniards, they attacked and took 
Poffeflion of Sardinia in the Year 171 7. Upon this Event, 
he called upon us to perform the Guaranty we had entered 
into the Year before ; and as he had then granted his late 
Majefly the Protedlorial Gommiifion for Mecklenhurgh^ and 
feemcd Hill willing to grant the Inveftiturc of Bremen and 
Verden, as foon' as Snueden could be brought to confent to it, 
we engaged in his Quarrel with a moft e}(traordinary'Zcal,

on of Sardinia, before the Year 1 720. 

* Tho' it was not the Intereft of this Kingdom to engage 
with the £mperor in this War with Spain ; yet having once 
engaged, it was certainly both our Intereft and our Duty to 
continue and pufh the War tiil we could bring our Ally, as 
well as ourfelves, off with Honour and a reasonable Satisfac- 
tion ; but the Intereil of Hanover , unlucky for us, took this 
Year a new Turn, which prevented our performing our Duty 
cither to ourfelves or our Ally. For explaining this, I muft 
obferve, that in November 1719, the definitive Treaty be- 
tween his late Majefty, as Elector of Hanover » and the Queen 
of Sweden, was concluded, by which (he yielded up her Right 
to the Duchies of Bremen and Verden ; and upon this it is to 
be fuppofed, an Application was made to the Cburt of Fienna, 
for having the Inveiliture forthwith granted ; but a new Ob- 
ftacle prelented itfelf, which was the Claim of the Duke of 
Holftein to thofe two Duchies. As that Prince was the Son 
of the King of Swedenh eldeft Sifter, he was, by the Laws of 
the Empire, which could not be altered by any Regulation 
made in Svueden, the Lineal SucceiTor to thofe two Duchies, 
and as fuCh he put in his Claim, which the Emperor could 
Dot but allow, and therefore refufed granting the Inveftiture 
without a Surrender from that Prince. I muft likewife ob- 
ferve, Sir, that the Duke of Mecklenburgh, fupported by 
the Czar and King of Prt^a, applied to the Court of Ft- 
tnna ^for an Order to the Eleftor of Hanover and Duke of 
Wolfenbuttle, the Protedlorial Commiffioners, to bring in an 
Account of his Revenues, and their Demands upon hrs 
Duchy ; and the Emperor was fo uncomplaifant, tho' I can- 
not fay unjurt, as to iflue fuch an Order, or Refcribatur^ 
as it is called in Germany, dated April 23^, 1 720. 

* Thefe, Sir, were two Strokes which could never be for- 
given by the Eleftorate of Hanover ; and the firft Method it 
took to ihew its Refentment, was to perfuade us to make up 
at any Rate a feparate Peace with Spain, which we did the 
very next Year, upon Terms not very honourable, to fay no 
worfe ; for we acknowledged ourfelves in the wrong, by pro- 
miflng to reftore the Men of War we had taken from them 
in 17 1 S, and his late Majefty was induced tp make a Sort of 
Promife, by a Letter under his own Hand, to reftore Gibral- 
tar to Spain, ♦ So little was the Intereft, or even the

i74»» Prefervation became inconiillent with the Rcfentment of the 
Eleftorate of Hanover againft the Emperor. 

• Thus, Sir, the EleSoral Refentment began to (hew itfelf 
againft the Houfe of Auftria % and this has been the trae 
Caufe of the many wrong Steps we have made fince that 
Time, by which that Houfe has been reduced to the lamen- 
table State it is now in ; for the late Emperor was fo far 
from endeavouring to mollify this Refentment, that he rather 
Iharpened it by his fubfequent Behaviour. From the Year 
1720, he continued to fend fuch Refcrihaturs as I have men- 
tioned, yearly or half yearly. In 1722 he reduced the Elec- 
tor of Hanover^s Claim upon MeckUnburgh^ which amounted 
to feme Millions of Dollars, to between 6 and 700,000 ; and 
upon his lateMajefty's Death, he refufed to continue his Pro- 
Itedorial Commiffion to his prefent Majeily, but inilead there- 
of, granted the Adminiflration of the Duchy to Duke 
Chriflian Lovis, Brother and prefumptive Heir to the prefent 
Duke ; which Adminiflration he poiitively refufed to revoke, 
Botwithftanding all that could be done, by the Mediation of 
France^ at the Congrefs of Soiffons in 1 729. This continued 
the Refentment of (he Electoral Houfe againfl the Imperial, 
and it is this Refentment that was the true Caufe of our 
Treaty of Hanover in 1725 ; pf our being fo ready to join 
in an Alliance with France and Spain in 1729, for compelling 
the Emperor to admit the Spani/h Troops into Italy ; and of 
our leaving him to ihift for himfelf in 1733, when he was 
attacked by France, Spain, and Sardinia, Our abandoning 
him at that Time was but too clear a Proof of our nbt be- 
ing fincere in the Guaranty of the Fragmatick San^ion^ 
which, through Necefiity, we had grant^ him but two 
Years before ; and this gave Encouragement to that Attack 
which is now carrying on againilthe Queen of Hungary, 

* It is eafy, Sir, to find fome other fpecious Pretences for 
all thefe Meafures ; but thofe have already been fo often, and 
fo fully refuted, that I fhall not take up your Time with a 
Kepetition, and therefore, I fhall now examine our Conduct, 
lince the late Emperor's Death. Upon that unlucky Event, 
([ fay unlucky, Sir, for it had been made fo by our Con- 
dudl for above twenty Years towards the Houfe of Jufiria) 
every one might have forefeen, £hat the Queen of Hungary 
would be attacked by the Eledor of Bavaria, fupported by 
France, if they found any Reafon to hope, that fhe was not 
to be aiTiiled, in the mpfl fmcere and vigourons Manner, by 
the Maritime Powers and the united Force of all or moft of 
the other Princes of Qermany, This 4t was the Intereil of 
England io do ; Thi9 it W9» the InXtseSi of ffolland to do ;

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This it was the true Intcreft of all the other Princes ofGer^ An. 16. Gto. II, 
jaa/iy to do ; but the chief and moft potent of them, the ^74*' 
King of PruJJia^ had fome old Claims upon the Houfe of 
MfiriUf which were certainly to be fatisfied, before it could 
bcexpcded, that he would ad with Sincerity in Favour of 
the Queen of Hungary. Nay, it was \try much to be ap- 
prehended, that he would join againft her» if immediate Sa- 
tisfadion ihould be refufed. If the Britijh Court had been 
aduated by a true Britijh Spirit, tbey would have ilipulated 
Satisfadion for him before they had guaranty'd the Pragma- 
tick San£iion ; but in this too a Hanoverian Spirit prevailed 
over our Counfels .; for there had been long an Emulatioa 
and a Jcaloufy between the Family of Brandenhurgh and the 
Family of Brunfwickt and to this the late King of PrvJJia 
had added particular Plfobligations^ by his noc feconding our 
Views in the Treaty of Hanover^ by )jis fupporting the Duke 
of Meckknhurgh againll us, by renewing the old Family 
Compad with that Duke* in the Year 1726, and by another 
Incident of a more Doraeftick Nature. For this Reafon, 
we could not bear to think of dipulating any Addition to the 
FruJJian Doipinions on the Side of Silefia^ without which 
we could not exped his AlTiilance in our Guaranty of the 
Pragmatick SanSiion ; and yet, if our Minifters were fincere 
in that Guaranty, which there is great Ground to queftion, 
it was ridiculous ^0 think of it, without fecuring the Ailif- 
tance of Prujpa, by procuring him at lead a ftipulated Satif- 
fadion, to take place upon the Emperor's Death, with re- 
gard to his Claims upon Si/efia. 

* But, Sir, tho* our Minifters did not, perhaps, ad with 
Sincerity at that Time towards the Emperor, yet furely the . 
Dangers that threatened Europe by his Death, fhould have 
made them ad with Sincerity towards their Sovereign. Whe- 
ther they did fo or not We Ihail prefently fee. The Emperor 
died, I think, on the 20th of OSfoher, without any Satisfac- 
tion fo much as promifed to the King of PruJJia, who there- 
fore refolved to )take by Force what had hitherto been refuf- 
ed him by fair Means, which Refolution he executed with 
fuch Expedition, that on the 17th of iDecember he entered 
Si/eJ^a at the Head of a con£derable Army ; proteding how- 
ever, at the fame Time, that he was ready to enter into a 
ftrid Alliance with the Courts of Vienna, RuJJia, and the 
Maritime Powers, for guarantying the Pragmatick SanSiion, 
and for procuring the Imperial Dignity for the Duke of Lor- 
rain, upon Condition of his receiving immediate Satisfadion 
as to his Claims upon Sile/ia, which had nothing to do with 
the Pragmatick San^ion^ nor could be conHrued as a Breach.

^7 4^ ^ ccpt of a Part of what he had a J^ight to, and that he 
would aifift in procuring her an Amends for the Lofs (he 
might fuftain upon that Occafion. In ihort. Sir, it appeared 
from every Part of his Condu£k, that he was extremely wii- 
ling to come to any reafonable Accommodation with the 
Houfe of Auftria^ and as unwilling to join with thofe who 
were meditating the Ruin of that Houfe, and folliciting, and 
even tempting him with great Ofiers, to join with them in 
chat Projed. 

' Upon this important Emergency, Sir, what was the In- 
tereft of England? How were our Minivers, or our Conrr, 
to behave in this Difpute between the Queen of Hmigarj 
and the Kin^ of Pruffia f Surely, to foUicir, to ioM upon 
it, to make it the abfolute Condition of our doing, or pro- 
mifing to do any Thing, in favour of the former, that ihe 
fhould at any Rate give Satisfadlion' to the latter, and bring 
him into a ftrid^ Alliance with us. * It was not enough to 
bring him into a Neutrality. We ftood in need of his pow* 
erful Affiftance. We could not do without it. If we had 
done this, (he would have comply 'd, (he mufl have com- 
ply^d ; and ihe might then have purchafed his AffiiUnce 
for lefs than (he has now purchaied his Neutrality ; in which 
Cafe, Bavaria might have protefled, but he would not 
have dared to attack, and France would have continued to 
profefs what (he never had, a iincere Regard for her En- 
gagements. Did our Miniflers do this. Sir ? Does k not 
appear from the Papers upon our TaUe, they did not ? 
What is the Reafon ? Sir, the Reafon is manifeft. The 
^ Minifters of Hano^uir^ for the Caufes I have already affigned, 
were averfe to any Exteniion of the Dominions ofPruJ^a. 
Nay, there is fome Reafon to fufpeft, that they, foqlifhl/ 
imagining that France would not intermeddle in the Afiairs 
^ of Germany, began to form a Scheme for joining with thb 
Queen of Hungary, and dividing the FruJUtan Dominions 
between them ; for, befide the Paper we have heard of, 
fent hither from Vienna, we know, that as foon as his 
Pruftan MajeHy attacked Silefia, and before the Eledor of 
Bavaria marched a Man into Aufiria^ or the French a Man 
into Germany, there were Orders given for adding 6000 Men 
to the Troops of Hanover. W4th this View therefore it 
was not the Interefl of Hanover to iniift upon the Queen 
of Hungary s giving Satisfadion to Pruffia, and this, as in 
Other Cafes, became the Rudder of Britijb Politicks. 

* Whether our ^r/Vj^ Minifters gave any Countenance 
to this Scheme of attacking Pruffia, I don*t affirm ; but 
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there are fome GrcaAftancet which render it highly fnfpi- Aa.j6. Ceo. Ii. 
cioQS ; for before the FriMck marched a Man into Girmany^ 1742* 
there were Orders given to the foreign Troops in Britifi 
Fmj to march towards Hmmver^ and fome Preparations made 
for embarking a large Body of Briii/b Troops, to be fent 
fomewhere, ami againft fome Body : Where or againft whom, 
I dull not pretend to fay 1 bat, I am fure, it was not a- 
gainft our Enemies the Spaniardt. And whatever was the 
Defign of thefo Preparations, they had a moll fatal Efiba : 
They confirmed the Queen of Htrngary in her Obftinacy to* 
wards Pruffia^ forced that Prince into an Alliance with 
franct and Bit^oana^ and thereby produced the War now 
carrying on in Germaty ; for till that Time, neither the 
French nor Bavarians would venture to attack, or to march 
a Man againft the Queen of Hungary: 

* The March of the Fnncb Troops, and their Entrance 
into Germany^ efpecially thofe that marched into Weftpba- 
Rat awaked the Hanover Minifters out of their golden 
Dream : They thought no more of attacking Pmjffia^ or of 
coming in for a Sna<^ of his Dominions : They thought of 
nothing but a Neutrality ; and this coo muft have an ESc€t 
upon our Coonfels ; for at the fame Time that we were 
fending Money to fupport the Queen of Hungary, we allow- 
ed the Spaniards to pafs quietly by our Fleet to attack her« 
Like an Aider at a Boxing Match, we help to raife her up, 
and then ftand quietly by to fee her knocked down. 

* Soon after this. Sir, there happened fome little Change 
in onr Coonfellors, tho% I am afraid, none at all in our 
Coonfels ; and contrary . to all Expedlation, the Queen of 
Hungary fupports herfelf to a Miracle. The King of PruJJia 
too, by the ill Ufage he met with from the French, is drawn 
off from the Alliance againft her, which brought the prefent 
Emperor, and the French Army in Bohemia, into fuch Di- 
ttre&, that they offer her very reafonable Terms of Peace, 
Upon this unlook^d, unhoped for Event, what was England 
to do ? As in the prefent Circumftances of Europe, we can 
hardly exped to procure better Terms for her, it was cer- 
tainly the Intereft of England to advife her to accept of 
thero> But the Hanover Minifters obferving how zealoufly 
the People of England had declared for the Support of the' 
Queen of Hungary, they had, before this happened, formed 
a Scheme, to make ufe of this our Zeal as a Handle for 
touching a pretty round Sum of our Money, under the Pre- 
tci^e or lending us a Body of their Troops for the Support 
of our Favourite the Queen of Hungary. It was therefore 
contrary to the Interelt of Hanover to advife the Queen of 
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Aa. 16. C^. u, Hungary to accept of ibe Terms offered iicr ; and» LbeL'fve^ 
'74»* it will appeitfy that ibey. litd fiicb pn Jnflaence upDii our 

'-^ ^^ ' Brittjh Miniilers as to get them to encourage her not to 
accept of them, Accordiogly ibe r^eds th<gm, ai^d to en- 
courage her to do i^^ as well as to form a Pretence for 
taking thofe Hano^uman Troops into our Pay* thi& Nation 
w&s put to the Expencf of tranfporting a large Body of its 
Troops to FUndirs^ 4Dd of keeping In Pay a mucb more 
numerous Army than we (honid otherwife have had Occa- 
fion for. 

' Thus* Sir, J think it is evideut, that our taking thofe 
Troops into our Pay proceeded from Hanofu^rian Counfels ; 
and as we followed the Advice of HatirveriaM. Mtm^ers, in 
taking thofe Troops into our Pay, I believe, we (ball ibllow 
the fame Advice in the Ufe w« make of them, or even of 
^ our own that are joined with them. How the Counfels of 
Hanover may alter, I iball not pretend Co foretel ; but at 
prefent, it is plain to oie, that they do not intend to give 
any real Aifiilance to the Queen of Hungary ; iPor if they 
did, they would at leali fend her the 4000 Men, which 
they are cngrged to fend her by their Guaranty of the 
Pragmatick Sandion. As they have not done this, I muft 
fuppofe, they do not intend to affift her ; and as we neither 
can nor ought to aiTift her, without their Concurrence, I am 
againft putting the Nation to an Expence, which can no 
Way redound to our own Benefit, or to the Advantage of our 
Ally the Queen of Hungary f however it may to Hanover. 

Mr W.' Pitt. Then Mr William Pitt rofe up and fpoke as follows : 
Sir^ 

* If the Gentlemen, who have fpoke in Support of (bis 
Motion, are, as they pretend, determined to abandon their pre- 
fent Sentiments as foon as anybetter Methods are propoied, the 
Miniftry will very quickly be deprived of their ableft Defen- 
ders ; for I think the Meafures which have hitherto been pur- 
fued fo weak and pernicious, that fcarcely an Alteration can 
be propofed, that will not be for the Advantage of the Nation. 

* They have already been informed there was no Necefiity 
of hiring Auxiliary Troops, iioce it does not yet appear, that 
either Juilice or Policy n^quired us to engage in the Quar- 
rels of the Continent, that there was any Need of forming 
an Army in the Low Countries, or that, in order to form ao 
Army, Auxiliaries were neceffary. 

' But not to dwell upon difputable, Quedions, I think it 
may be julliy concluded, that the Meafures of our Miniftry 
have been ill concertedi becaufe it is undoubtedly wrong to 
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fqaander the pablick Money withoot Effect and to pay Aa.i6.Gco.lI. 
Armies only to be a Show to our Friends, and a Jeft (o our '742* 
Enemies. ^ 

* The Troops of Hanover ^ whom we are now expe^ed 
to pay, marched into the Low Countries, indeed, and ftill 
remain in the fame Place ; they marched to the Place mod 
diftant from Enemies, leaft in Danger of an Attack, and 
vsxoSt ilrongly fortified, if any Attack had been defign'd s 
nor have any Claim to be paid, but that they left their own 
Country for a Place of greater Security. 

* It is always reafonable to judge of the future by the 
pad, and therefore it is probable, that the Services of thefe 
Troops will not, next Year, be of equal Importance, with 
that for which they are now to be paid : And I fhall not be 
furprifed, tho' the Opponents of the Miniilry fhould be chal- 
lenged, after fuch another glorious Campaign, to propofe bet-* 
ter Men, and (hould be told, that the Money of this Nati« 
on cannot be more properly employed than in hiring Han$' 
^;erians to eat and fleep. 

' But to prove yet more particularly, that better Mea- 
fares may be taken, and that more ufeful Troops may 
be retained, and that therefore the Honourable Gentle- 
men may be expe6led to quit thofe to whom they now ad- 
here, I ihall (how, that in hiring the Forces of Harnvtr^ 
vre have obftrufled our own Defigns ; that we have, inftead 
of aililling the Queen of Hungary^ Sfvithdrawn Part of her 
Allies from her, and that we have burtiiened the Nation 
v^ith Troops, from whom no Service can be reafonably ex- 
peaed. 

* The Advocates for the Miniftry have on this Occafion 
affe^ed to fpeak of the Balance of Power, the Pragmatic 
SandHon, and the Prefervation of the Queen of Hungary^ 
not only as if they were to be the chief Care pi Great Bru 
tatn^ which, though eaiily controvertible, might, perhaps 
in Compliance with long Prejudices, be admitted, but aa i^ 
they were to be the Care of Great Britain alone ; as if thp 
Power of Trance were formidable to no other People ; as if 
no other Part of the World would be injured by becoming 
a Province to an univerfal Monarchy, and being fubje£ted to 
an arbitrary Government of a French Deputy, by being 
drained of its Inhabitants, only to extend the Conquefls of 
Its Mailers, and to make other Nations equally miferable^ 
and by being oppreiTed with exorbitant Taxes levied by mi* 
litary Executions, and employed only in fupporting the State 
of its OpprefTors. They dwell upon the Importance of pub- 
}ick faith» and the ^eceiSty of. an t:fz&, Obfervation of 
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An. i5.Geo. II. Treaties, as if the Pragmatick Sandion had been figoed by 
^7 4^ no other Potentate than the King of Great BritaU^ or as 
if the publick Faith were to be obligatory to us only. 

* That we (hould inviolably obferve our Treaties, and ob- 
ferve them, tho* every other Nation ihould difregard them ; 
that we (hould (how an Example of Fidelity to Mankind, 
and (land firm, though we (hould (land alone, in the Prac- 
tice of Virtue, I (hall readily allow ; and therefore I am hx 
from advifing, that we (hould recede from our Stipulations, 
whatever we may fuffer by performing them, or negle^ the 
Support of the PragmaticK San£lion, however we may be at 
prefent cmbarra(red, or however inconvenient it may be to 
a(rert it. 

* But furely for the fame Reafon that we obferve our own 
Stipulations, we ought to incite other Powers likewife to the 
Obfervation of theirs ; at lead not contribute to hinder it. 
But how is our prefent Condud agreeable to thefe Princi* 
pies ? The Pragmatick Sandlion was confirmed not only by 
the King of Great Britain^ but by the Eledlor likewife 
of Hanover^ who is therefore equally obliged, if Treaties 
conflitute Obligation, to defend the Houfe of Aufiria againft 
the Attacks ofany foreign Power, and to fend in his Propor* 
tion of Troops to the Support of the Queen of Hungary. 

* Whether thefe Troops have been fent, thofc whofc Pro- 
vinces oblige them to feme Knowledge of foreign AfiTairs can 
inform the Houfe with more Certainty than I ; bnt fince we 
have not heard them mentioned in this Debate, and have 
found by Experience that none of the Merits of that Eledo- 
rate are pafled over in Silence, it may, I think, fairly be 
concluded, that the DlftrefTes of the illuftrions Queen of 
Hungary have yet received no Alleviation from her Alliance 
with Hanover^ that her Complaints have moved no Compaf- 
fion at that Cburt, nor the Judice of her Caufe obtain*d any 
Regard. 

* To what can we impute this Negligence of Treaties, 
this Difregard of Judice, this Defedl of Compaffion^ but to 
the pernicious Counfels of thofe Men who have advifed his 
Majefty to hire to Great Britain thofe Troops which he 
fhould have employed in the Aflidance of the Queen of Hun- 
gary ; for 'tis not to be imagined that his Majedy has more 
or lefs Regard to Judice as King of Great Britain than 
as Eleflor of Hanover , or that he would not have fent his 
Proportion of Troops to the Aufirian Army, had not the 
Temptations of greater Profit been indu^rioufly laid before 
him. 

* But this'is^ not all that may be urged againft this Con- 
dudl : For can we imagine^ that the Power of Franee^is le(s, 
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er that her Defigns are lefs formidable to Hanover than to Aq. i6. Geo.IL 
Great Britain ; nor is it lefs neceflkry for the Security of '74** 
Hanover, that the Houfe of Auftria (hould be re-eilablifhed in 
its former Grandeur, and enabled to fupport the Liberties of 
Europe againfl the bold Attempts for univerfal Monarchy I 

* If therefore our Affiftance be an Aft of Honefty, and 
granted in Confequence of Treaties, why may it not equally 
be required of Hanover ? artd if it be an Adt of Generofity, 
why mould this Nation alone be obliged to facrifice her own 
interell to that of others ? Or why (hould theEIedor of Hano^ 
ver exert his Liberality at the Expence of Great Britain F 

* It is now too apparent, that this great, this powerful, 
' this formidable Kingdom, is confidered only as a Province to 

a defpicable Eleftorate ; and that in Confequence of a Scheme 
formed long ago, and invariably purfued, thefe Troops are 
hired only to drain this unhappy Nation of it Money. That 
they have hitherto been of no Ufe to Great Britain, or to 
jSufiria, is evident beyond Controverfy ; and therefore it is 
plain, that they are retained only for thePurpofesof ff^«^fr. 

* How much Reafon the Tranfadlions of almofl every 
Year have given for fufpefting this ridiculous, ungrateful, 
and perfidious Partiality, it is not necefTary to mention. I 
doubt not but mod of thofe who fit in this Houfe can re- 
colled a great Number of Infbnces, from the Purchafe of 
Part of the ^viedilh Dominions to the Contract which we are 
now tailed upon to ratify. I hope few have forgotten the 
inemorable Stipulation for the hejfian Troops ; for the Forces 
of the Duke of IVolfemhuttle, which we were fcarcely to 
march beyond the Verge of their own Country ; or the ever 
inemorable Treaty of which the Tendency is difcovered in 
the Name. * The Treaty by which we difunited ourfelves 
from Auftria, deilroyed that Building which we may per- 
haps now endeavour, without Succefs, to raife again, and 
weakened the only Power which it was our Intereft to 
firengthen. 

« To dwell upon all the Inftances of Partiality which have 
been (hewn ; to remark the yearly Vifits that have been made 
to that delightful Country ; to reckan up all the Sums that 
have been fpent to aggrandife and enrich ic, would be at once, 
invidious and tirefome ; tirefome to thofe who are afraid to 
hear the Truth, and to thofe who are unwilling to mention 
Fadls difhonourable or injurious to their Country. Nor fhall

ilr H WalDoie Hereupon Mr Horatio Waipole rofe up, and fpoke to the 
' ^ following Effeft: 
Sir, 

* Though I have long confidered the mercenary Scriblers 
of DiflaffeSion as the Difgrace of the Kingdom and the Peft 
of Society, yet I was never before fo fully feniible of their 
pernicious Influence. 

* I have hitherto imaeined, that the Weekly Journaiiits 
and the Occafional Pamphleteers were the Oracles only of the 
lowed of the People, and that all thofe whom their Birth 
or Fortune has exalted above the Crowd, and introduced, to 
a more exteniive Converfation, had' confidered them as 
Wretches compelled to write by Want, and obliged therefore 
to write what will moil engage Attention by flattering the 
Envy or the Malignity of Mankind ; and who therefore pro- 
pagate Falflioods themfelves, not becaufe they believe them^ 
and who^fpread Fadlion, not becaufe they are of any Party, 
but to gratify thofe that employ them, or to amufe the Pub- 
lick with Novelties, or diflurb it with Alarms, that their 
Works may not pafs unregarded, and t^eir labour be fpenC 
in vain. 

* This is my Opinion of the Party-Writers, and this I

Pamphlets which have, on Occafion of this Contrad^ been 
v€ry induflrioufly difperfed among the People. , 

* I know not the Authors, nor think they deferve that 
any Inquiry fbould be made after them, except by a Procla- 
mation that may fet a Price upon their Heads, and offer the 
fame Reward for difcoyering them as isgiven for the Convic- 
tion of Wretches lefs criminal ; nor can I think the Lenity 
of the Government eafily to be diftinguifhed from Supinenefs 
and Negligence, while Libels Hke thefe are difperfed openly 
in the Screets, and fpld in Shops wichont Fear and without 
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Danger ; "while Sedition is profefledly promoted, and Trea- An. 1 6. Geo, II« 
fon, or Sentiments very nearly bordering npon Treafon, pro- '74*» 
p^ted without Difguife. 

• Thefe Scriblers have endearoured to corrupt the Princi- 
ples of his Majefty's faithful Sabje6ls, not only by vilifying 
the Memory of the late Emperor, whofe Juftid?, Humanity* 
and Integrity are generally reverenced,- but by infinuating* 
llkewife that our prelent moll gracious Sovereign has adopted 
the fame Schemes, and endeavours to aggraiKlife Hanover 
at the Expence of Gnat Britain ; that all theMeafures thac

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An. 16. Geo«II.that Gnat Britain hat been ftcercd by the Rodder of Ha^^ 
1742* Atf^v/r, and that the Nation will Toon be divided into two 
l_ii— ^- i_r ^Qjg oppofite and irreconcileable Parties, than ever yet di- 
Harbed the pablick Peace, BritMs and HanoverioMi. 

* That they themfelves, whoever they be, long for thofe 
Times of Divi&on and Confuiion, may be eafily believed, 
and the Namber of thofe who have the fame Wi(hes with 
therofelves is, I fear, too great : But I believe their Hopes 
will not be enconraged, nor their Defigns promoted in this 
Houfe, and that none of tho(e who are intrnfted to repre^ 
ient their Country, will fuffer themfelves to be mifled by 
fuch wicked Infinuations.

' I know not for what Reafon the honourable Gentleman 
has thought it convenient to retard the Deliberations of this 
Houfe, by expatiating upon the Falfliood and Malignity of 
Pamphlets, of which the Authors are unknown, of which no 
Man has attempted the Vindication, and which, however 
diligently difperfed, or however generally credited, appear 
to have had no great Influence upon the Nation; nor to have 
produced any £3e6b that might give juH Occafion to fo tra- 
gical an Outcry, to Cenfures as vehement and bitter, as if 
the Trumpet of Rebellion had been founded, as if half the 
, People had taken Arms againft their Governors, as if the 
Commonwealth was on the firink of Difiblution, and Armies 
were in full March againil the Metropolis. 

* Thefc Pamphlets I have read as well as other People ; and 
though I am far from thinking, that the Cenfure of that 
honourable Gentleman can make a Defence neceflary, lince 
indeed he has contented himfelf with Invedive inllead of Ar- 
gument, and, whatever he may difapprove, has confuted 
nothing : And though I have no particular Reafon for ex* 
pofing myfelf as a Champion for thofe Authors, whoever 
they may be, yet I cannot forbear to affirm, that I have read 
feme Paffiges with'Convidlion ; and that, in my Opinion, 
they require a different Anfwer from thofe which have been 
yet offered, and that the Impreffions which have been made 
upon the People will not be effaced by Clamour and Rage, 
and Turbulence and Menaces, which can affed only the 
Perfons of the Writers, but mull leave their Reafons in their 
full Force ; and, even with Regard to their Perfons, will have

• On 
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* On this Occaiion I cannot but animadvert, I hope with An. 1 6. Geo. n, 
the fame Pardon from the Hou(e as has been obtained by '742* 
the Hon. Gentleman whom I am now following, upon an 
Expreffion in frequent Ufe among the Followers of a Courts 
whenever their Meafures are cenfured with Spirit and with 
Juilice. The Papers which they cannot confute, and which 
they have not yet been able to obtain the Power of fuppref-> 
fing» are afTerted to border upon Treafon ; and the Authors 
are threatned with Puniihments, when they have nothing lo 
fear from a Reply. 

* Treafon is happily defined by our Laws, and therefore 
every Man may Icnow when he is about to commit it, and 
avoid the Danger of Ponifhment by avoiding the A61 which 
will expoie him to it ; but, with regard to the Borders of 
Treafon, I believe no Man will yet pretend to fay how far 
they extend, or how foon, or with how little Intention he 
may tread upon them. Unhappy would be the Man who 
fboold be puniihed for bordering upon Guilty of which thofe 
fatal Borders are to be dilated at PJeafure by his Judges. The 
Liaw has hitherto fappofed every Man, who is oot gUtlty, to 
be innocent, but now we £nd that there is a Kind of Medi- 
Qm in which a Man may be in Danger without Guilt, and 
that in order to Security a new Degree of Caution is become 
Decenary ; for not only Crimes but the Borders of Crimes 
are to be avoided. 

' What Improvements may be made upon this new Sy- 
(lem, how far the Borders of Treafon may reach, or what 
Pains and Penalties are deiigned for the Borderers, no Degree 
of human Sagacity can enable us to forefee : Perhaps the 
Borders of Royalty may become facred, as well as the Borders 
of Treafon criminal ; and as tvtry Placeman, Penfioner, and 
Minifter may be faid to border upon the Court, a Kind of 
SandUty may be communicated to his Charader, and he that 
lampoons or oppofes htm may border upon Treafon. 

' To difini^ this Expreifion with the Contempt which it 
deferveSy yet not without the Refieflions which it naturally 
excites, I (hall only obferve^ that ail Extenfion of the Power 
of the Crown mud be dangerous to us, and that whoever en* 
deavours to find out new Modes of Guilt is to be looked on, 
not as a good Subje£l, but a bad Citizen. 

' Having thus fhewn, that the Cenfure produced againft 
thefe Pamphlets is unintelligible and indeterminate, I (hall 
yenttire to mention fome of the AiTertions which have heated 
the Gentleman into fo much Fury. AiTertions, which I 
cannot be fuppofed to favour fince I wi(h they might be falfe, 
and which I only produce in this Place to give fome, whom

* It is affertcd, that the French appear ta have treated all 
our Armaments with Contempt, and to have porTued all 
their Schemes with the fame Confidence as if they had no 
other Enemy to fear than the Forces of Juftria ; this is in- 
deed no pleafing Obfervation, nor can it be fuppofed to give 
Satisfadtion to any Briton to find the Reputation of oar Coun- 
cils and of oar Arms fo much diminlfhed^ to find the Nation 
which lately gave Laws to Eur ope , fcarcely admitted to 
Friendship, or thought worthy of Oppdfition in Enmity ; to 
. hear that thofe Troops, which, in 5ie Days of our former 
Monarchs, ihook the Thrones of the Continent, are paiTed 
by, without Fear and without Regard, by Armies marching 
againft their Allies, thefe Allies in whofe Caufe they for- 
merly fought in the Field of Eochftedt, But the Truth of 
the AiTertion is foo plain to all the Nations of the World, 
and thofe, whofe Intereil it may be to conceal from their 
Countrymen what is known to all the Continent, may rage, 
indeed, and threaten, but they cannot deny ic ; for what £n- 
terprife have we hitherto either prevented or retarded ? what 
could we have done on one Side, or fufFered on the other^ 
if we had been (Iruck out from Exiilence, which has noc 
been fufFered, or not done, though our Armies have been 
reviewed on the Continent, and, to make yet a better Show» 
lengthened out by a Line of Sixteen Thoufand of the Troops 
of Hanover. 

' It is aiferted in the fame Treatifes, that the Troops of 
Hanover cannot a^ againil the Emperor, and that therefore 
they are an ulekfs Burthen to the State ; that they compofe 
an Army of which na other Effedl will be found but that they 
cat,-— and eat at the Expence of Great Britain. This Affer- 
tton is indeed fomewhat more conteftible than the ibrmer, 
but. is at lead credible, fince if we may be permitted on this, 
as on other Occafions, to judge of the future from the pafl, 
we may conclude, that thofe who have let pafs fuch. Oppor- 
tunities as their Enemies have in the Height of their Con- 
tempt and Security prefented to them, will hardly ever re- 
pair the EfFe6ls of their Conduct by their Bravery or Aftiri- 
ty in another Campaign 5 but that they will take the Pay of 
Great Britain, and, while thcy fatten in Plenty and unac- 
culbmed Affluence, look with great Tranquility «pon the 
DiftreiTes of Auftria, and, in their Indolence of Glottony, 
(land idle Spedators of that Deluge, by which, if it be fuf- 
fer'd to roll on without Oppofition, their own Halcyon Ter- 
ritories muft at lail be fwallowed up. 

* The 
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• The Uft Affleition which I fhall cxtr^a from thcTe /or- ^n. 16. Geo. It 
midable Pamphlets is more worthy of Attention than the for- 1742. 
mer, bat perhaps may be fufpe^ed .to border more nearly 
lipon Treaibn : I fhall howeirer venture to quote, and, what 
is fiill more dangerous, to defend it. 

* It is propofed that, inftead of iquandering in this Time 
of Danger the Expences of the Publick upon Troops, of 
which it is at bed doubtful whether they will be of any Ufe 
to the Queen of Hungary, whether they can legally engage 
Againft the Emperor, and whether they would be of any 
great Ufe, though they were fct free from any other Re- 
ftraints than Regard to their own Safety : Inilead of amufing 
our Ally with an empty Show of Affiftance, of mocking her 
Calamities with unefficacious Friendftiip, and of expofmg 
ourfdves to the Ridicule of our Enemies by idle Armaments 
'Without Hoilility, by Armies only to be reviewed, and Fleets 
only to be vid^uaird, we fhould remit the Sums required for 
Che Payment of the Hanoverians, to the Queen of Hungary^ 
fey whom we know that it will be applied co the great Pur- 
poies for which the Parliament granted it, the Ellablifliment 
of the Liberties of Eur$pe, and the lowering the Houfe

* This Propofal, however contrary to the Opinion of the 
Mlniilers, I take the Liberty of recommending to the Con- 
sideration of the Houfe as, in my Opinion, the moft eiFeftu- 
al Method of preferring the Remains of the Greatnefs of the 
Houfe of Jufiria, It is well known, that thefe Troops are 
hired at a Rate which they never expedled before, that Levy- 
Money is paid for Forces levied before the Commencement 
of the Bargain, that they are paid for afiing a long Time 
before they began to march, and that, iince they appeared 
CO codider themfelves as engaged in the Quarrel, their March 
has been their whole Performance ; a March not againfl the 
Enemy but from him ; a March in which there was nothing 
to fear, nor any Thing to encounter ; and therefore I think 
it camiot be denied, that the publick Treafure might have 
been better employed.

vourable Opportunity, and there will then be Leifure for 
forming our Meafures, in fuch a Manner, that another Op- 
portunity may never be offered them. 

* But of the prefent Scheme what EfFedl can be expected 
but Ignominy and Shame, Difgrace Abroad and Beggary at 
Home ? To this Expence what Limits can be fet \ When is 
there to be an End of paying Troops who are not to march 
againfl our Enemies ? As they will at all Times be of equal 
Uife, there will be at all Times the fame Reafon for cmjdoy- 
ing them, nor can there ever be imagined IcfV Need of idle 
Troops than in a Time of War. 

* I am therefore afraid, that in a fhort Time the Hano- 
weria/js may confider Gre^tt Britain as a Tributary Province, 
upon which they have a Right to impofe the Maintenance of 
Sixteen Thoufand Men, who are to be employed only for 
the Defence of their own Country, though Supported at the 
Expence of this. I am afraid, that we fhall be taught to 
imagine, that the Appearance of the Hanoverians is necefia* 
ry in our own Country, perhaps to check the Infolence of 
the Sons of Freedom, who without Fear border upon Trca- 
fon. I am afraid, that his Majefty or his SuccefTor may be 
advifed by Sycophants and Slaves to truft the Guard of his 
Perfon to the trufty Hanoverians, and advifed to place no 

. Confidence in the Natives of Great Britain. 

* For my Part, I think it a very wife Precept by which 
we are direfted to obviate Evils in the Beginning ; and there- 
fore fince, in my Opinion, the Influence of Hanover muft 
be dedrudive to the Royal Family, and detrimental to thefe 
Kingdoms, I fhall endeavour to obviate it, by voting againft 
any Provifion for thefe ufelefe Mercenaries, and declaring 
that I fhall more willingly grant the publick Money to any 
Troops than to thofc of Hanoner. 

Lord Perceval. Lord Perceva/ then fpoke to the following EfFefi : 
Sir, 

* I look upon the QueHipn now under your Confideration, 

to 
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to vary very little in Reality from that which was debated An. 16. Geo. If. 
here the firft Day of this Scffion. The principal Point in the '7 4^' 
Debate of that Day was the fame with that which is more ^' ^* 
regularly the Debate of this. Whether the Hanoverian 
Forces (hould be taken into Briti/b Pay? 

* Sir, I fhould then have ofFcred tny Sentiments upon this 
Queftion, if fo many other Gentlemen had not delivered my 
Senfe in fo much better Manner than I thought myfelf 
able to do, that it would have appeared a great Prefumption 
in me, and would have given the Houfe an unneceiFary 

Trouble. The fame Reafon had induced me to have 

been filent alfo upqn this Occafion,— -if the Temper of the 
Times, the little Indulgence (hewn by Gentlemen to one 
another, when they happen to differ in political Opinions, 
and the popular Circumllance * in which I iland, did not in 
fome Sort oblige me to protefl the Vote I then gave, and 
that which I now intend to give by the Reafons that induce 
me to give it. . 

* Sir, there are three principal Confiderations in this Que« 
ftion ; firft. Whether we are to affift the Houfe of Juftria, 
and Balance of Power at all. Ay er No ? Then whether we 
ought to do it with our whole Force ? And ladly, whether 
the Hano'verian Troops fhould be made a Part of that Force. 

* As CO the firft Confideration, a new Dodlrine has been 
taught and inculcated for fome Months paft, that it is of no 
Importance to this Nation what may happen on the Conti- 
nent ; that this Country being an Ifland intrenched within 
its own natural Boundaries, it may ftand fecure and uncon- 
cerned in all the Storms of the reft of the World. Thb 
Dodrine, inconfiftent as it is with all Senfe and Reafon, 
contrary as it is to the univerfal Principles of Policy by 
which this Nation bath been governed from the Conqueft to 
this Hour, is yet openly profeiTed and avowed by many with- 
out thefe Walls ; and tho* no Man has yet ventured to owii 
this Opinion publickly and diredtly in this Houfe, yet fome 
Gentlemen even here, in EfFeft, maintain it, when they ar- 
jgoe, that in no Cafe this Nation ought to aflift to fupport 
the Balance of Power without the Concurrence of the Dutch, 
This tends inevitably to produce the fame fatal Effedt ; it re* 
daces this Country to depend upon Holland^ to be a Province 
to Holland ; and France would then have no more to do to 
become Miftrefs of all Europe, than to gain over one fingle 
Town of the United Provinces, or to corrupt a few Mem- 
bers of the States : It is therefore a Dodrine of the greateft 
Danger. The only folid Maxim is, that whoever becomes

^4** ^ nion of the Sea. To confirm this, I may venture to cite an 
old Example, nor can I be accufed of Pedantry in doing of 
it, (ince it is an Inllance drawn from the lail univerfal 
Monarchy to which the World fubmitted. The Romans had 
no fooner divided, broken, and fubdued thofe Powers upon 
the Continent of Europe^ who had given a Diverfion in the 
great Attempt they had long intended, than they attacked 
the CartbagitiianSf a Maritime Power, potent in Arms, im- 
menfely opulent, poflcfTcd of the Trade of the whole World, 
and unrivaird Miltrefs of the Sea. Yet thefe People, who 
enjoyed no Wealth, purfued no Commerce, and at the Com- 
mencement of their Quarrel were not Mailers of a fingle Ship, 
at length prevailed againfl this Enemy upon their proper 
Efemenc, beat and deilroyed their Fleets, invaded their Do- 
minions and fubdued their Empire. From whence. Sir, I 
mud conclude that we cannot wholly rely upon our Situation, 
or depend folely on ouf Naval Power ; and Tmay venture to 
Reafon upon this Axiom, that this Nation mud contribute to 
fupport the Houfo of Aufiria^ and the Balance of Power in 
fome Degree. 

* The next Quedion that occurs is, in what Degree we 
ought to do it ? and whether we fhould do it with our whole 
Force ? Taking, therefore, our Footing here upon this Axi- 
om, that we mud contribute to it in fome Degree, and tak- 
ing farther to our Aid the Reafoning of thofe Gentlemen 
who think it a Work of fuch extreme Danger and almod 
defperate, the natural and evident Condufion can be only 
this, that if we do it, fo we mud do it, with the atmod 
Vigour, and with our whole Force. 

• We come now to confider, whether the Hanoverian 
Troops fliould be made Part of that Force ? There are feve- 
ral Confiderations previous to theDecifion of this Quedion. 
Fird, whether they are as cheap as any other Forces we can 
hire ? Then whether they are as Good ? Next whether they 
are as properly fituated ? And whether they are as much to 
be depended upon ? If as to every one of thefe Particulars 
the Anfwer mud be made in the Affirmative, I think it will 
go very far to determine the Quedion now before you. 

* As to the fird, that they are as cheap, nay, upon the 
whole much cheaper, the Edimates now *upon your Table, 
Ijotwithdanding any Cavil, do fufficicntJy demondrate. 

♦ That they are as good, what Man can doubt, who 
knows the Cha rafter of the German Nation ? What Man 
can doubt, who knows the Attention of his Majedy to Mili- 
fary Pifcipline \ Thofe Gentlemen can lead pretend to doubt

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k, who fometimes do not fpa re Reflections upon that Af An. 1 6. Ceo. II. 
tention which they infinuate to be too great. 1742. 

' That thcfc Troops are not properly ficuated, will be 
hardly afTerted at this Time, when they are aftually now in 
Flanders^ and now acting in Conjnndion with our Troops. 
Let any Man confider the Map of £«r^//,. let him obferve 
the Seat of the War, and he muft evidently fee, that whc-. 
ther ^their Service may be required in Flanders^ whether up- 
on the Rhine ^ or in the Heart of Germany^ in every one of 
thcfc Cafes, the Hanoverian Forces are as properly circum- 
ilanced and fituated as any Troops in Europe, 

* It remaii^s in the laft Place to examine, Whefher any o- 
ther Troops can be better depended upon ? And fure nothing 
can be more obvious than that we may re^y with more Se- 
curity on thefe than any other. They are Subjedls of the 
fame Prince^ and of a Prince indulgent to all his SubjeCb, 
and accafed by thofe who drflerin other Points from me, of 
being partial againft the Intercft of his German Dominions. 
Unlefs, therefore, we arraign the firft Principle upon which 
a free Government can be fupported, and without which e- 
very Excrcife of Arbitrary Power would be warranted, we 
mud allow that fuch a People will be faithful to fuch a 
Prince 5 will defend him with a ftrift Fidelity, and fupport 
his Quarrel with the utmoft Zeal ; with a Zeal which can 
never be expedted from the mercenary Troops of any other 
Foreign Power. 

* This naturally leads us to inquire what other Troops 
we can depend upon ; the Anfwer to this Inquiry is Ihort and 
pofitive ; that as Affairs now fland Abroad, we can depend 
upon none but thefe ; let us carry this Confideration with us 

in a Survey of all Europe, ~ Shall we take into our Pay 

16,000 oixYit Dutch? Would this be the Means of bringing 
Holland into Alliance with us ? Would they ad at their own 
Expence, would they exert their own proper Force ? Would 
they pay their own Troops in Aid .of the Common Caufe* 
when they found this Natron ready to do it for them ? They 
would adt like Madmen if they did. Shall we hire Danes P 
Is there a Gentleman in this Houfe, who is not convinced 
that this Power has been warped, for fometime paft, towards 
the Intereft of France? When we hired thefe Troops in the 
laft Inflance , did they not deceive us ? Did they not even re- 
fufe to march ? Nay farther, are they not in all Appearance 
now upon the Point of being employed in a Quarrel of their^ 
own, ? a Quarrel in which they will have need of all their 
Force. Shall we then hire Saxons ? An Honourable Gentle- 
man fcemcd to think that there may be fome PoiTibility of 

this. 
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An. i6. Geo. II. this, and perhaps there may hereafter, when the King of 
1742. PruJJia\ Views are known and the Part he (hall refolve to 
' a£l ; but Saxcny is certainly now too much expofed to, and 
cannot fail to be alarmed at, his growing Power, at the 
great Augmentation of his Armies, and the fecret and vaft 
Defigns which he feems to meditate. This Meafure, there- 
fore, is not pra£licable in the prefect Conjandure ; that £- 
leflorate cannot hazard its own Security in thefe precarious 
Circumflances, by lending out fo great a Body of its Troops. 
Would Gentlemen advifc the Hire ol FruJJian Troops to 
ferve us in this Conj unsure ? They who do advife it mnft 
forget fli»ngeiy the Part fo lately a£ted by that Prince, and 
the Variety of his Conduct with regard to his different Allies 
within the Space of the two lail Years. I ihall guard myfelf 
in my Expreflions, and maintain a proper Refpe^t in dif- 
courfing of fo great a Character s but I muil fay thus much, 
that the MiniHry would adl with great Imprudence, to put 
the Safety of the Britl/h Troops, and to rifque the Fate of 
this Army, upon the Event of fuch a Meafure. I need not 
fay more ; for it is not yet proved to us, that this Pritace 
would (F wifh there was no Reafon to believe he would not) 
lend us this Body of his Men, though we ihould be difpofed 
' to take them into Pay. The Bnjoifi Cantons, therefore, now 
alone remain ; and indeed from them we probably might 
procure a greater Number ; but I leave it to the Judgment of 
any Man of Senfe and Candour, whether any MiniAer of this 
Nation could warrant the Employment of 1 6,000 Siuijs in 
this Service ? For when we refled upon the Situation of thefe 
Provinces, and compare it with that of our Br iii/h Troopi 
who are now in Flanders^ it is vifible that they muft pafs 400 
Miles upon the Borders of the Rhine ^ flanked by the firong 
Places of France ^ during their whole March, expofed to the 
Gairifons and Armies upon that Frontier by whom it can 
never be fuppofed that they would be fufFered to pafs unmo* 
lefted, when France muil fo well know the Intention of their 
March to be for no other End, but to make a Conjundtion 
with other Troops in the Britijb Pay, in order afterwards to 
invade, or at lead to interrupt the Views of that Kingdom 
with their united Force. 

* Thefe Reafons, Sir, prove invincibly to me, that if we 
are to aiCit the Houfe of Aufiria by an Army, we mud of 
Prudence, nay of Neceffity, in Part, compofe that Army of 
the Hanoverian Troops. 

- * But yet there is another State of this Queflion ; an Al- 
ternative of which fomc Gentlemen feem very fond ; Whe- 
ther it would not be better to aifiH the Queen of Hungary 
with Money only? « This 

Jn Page 167, Line 17, read, and never accu«'4f 
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' This Opinion at firft Sight is extremely pkufible; if Am i6. Geo. II. 
the Queen of Hungary has been able to do fo much with an i74^* 
Aid of 500,000 /. what might (be not be able to do with 
a Million more ? Sir, a Million more would by no Means 
anfwer in the fame Proportion. When a Sum is given her 
which with the bed Oeconomy can fufKce barely to pat her 
Troops in Motion, when the Enemy is at her very Gates, 
her All at an immediate Stake, there can be no Room for a 
Mifapplication of it : But a Sum fo immenfe as that of a 
Million and a Half, would dazzle the Eyes of a Court fo 
little ufed to fee fuch Sums, and as an Hon. Gentleman 
long verfed in Foreign- AfFairs *, and well acquainted with 
theie Matters, told you in a former Debate, would be muclt 
of it fquandered among the Juftriau Miniilers and Favou- 
rites. I make no Scruple to add to this, that fome fmall 
Part might fall to the Share of Miniilers elfewhere. But 
there is another Danger which Gentlemen who contend for 
this Meafure do not conlider. Can they^who profefs a Di- 
ilruil of all Miniilers, and particularly chofe who are now 
employed at home ; they who have ever argued againft all

fure, which I may be bold to fay, would be in £ffe£l the 
moft enonnous Vote of Credit that was ever given in the 
World ? Gentlemen iniinuate, that the taking the Hanove^ 
rian Forces into Briti/h Pay, is a criminal Complaifance^ 
calculated only to confirm an Infant and a tottering Admi- 
niftration. But how much greater Means for fuch a Pur- 
pofe would an Alternative like this afford ? Suppofe a Mini- 
ver unfirm in his new acquired Power, to ingratiate him* 
felf with his Prince, ihould propofe a Scheme to replenifh 
the Coders of an exhaoded Civil Liil fquandered in fuch 
vile Purpofes, that no Man could have the Hardinefs to 
come to Parliament, or dare to hope a Supply for it by any 
regnlar Application to this Houfe ? What Method could 
be devifed by fuch a Miniiler himfelf, to do the Jobb more 
cfeAually than this ? for who can doubt that (guard it how 
70a will) the Queen of Hungary might be induced, in the 
Condition in which ihe now Sands, to accept a Million, and 
to give a Receipt in full for the whole Sum ? How could 
you prevent an Underfianding of this Kind between two 
Courts ? And how cafy, therefore, might it be to fink 
500,000 /. out of fo vaft a Grant ? Sir, J will fufpedl no 
Miniiler ; but I will trud none in this Degree ; and I won-

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An. 16. Geo JI. der Other Gentlemen do not MpcGt, if I do not. From 
'74^* , hence therefore, I confider this as a Propofition both falla- 
cious and unfafe ; for though it be a Fafl^ that the fame 
Sam of .Money might maintain in Auftria double the Nora- 
ber of Troops ; yet, if no more than half that Money 
ihoald be applyM (as I have fhewn great Reafbn to believe 
that it would not) to the Ufes of the War, it is evidenc^ 
that yon would decerre yourfclves, and would hare but ao 
equal Number of raw, irregular^ nndifciplined, am/ much 
worfe Troops for it. 

* But, Sir, there is yet a Wronger Argument againU die 
Supply in Money only. What are our views in ^pporting 
the Queen of Hungary ? Our Views are general , and parti- 
cular ; General, to fave the Houfe of Aufiria^ and to pre- 
ferve a Bahince of Power : Particular, to prevent the Frentk 
from making any farther Acquificions on this Side of flan- 
dtrs. The £rft m)ght poffibly be anfwered in a good De- 
gree, by giving that Prlncefs an Equivalent in Money ; bat 
the fecond cannot be fecurely provided againft, without an 
Army on this Side of Europe in the Briiifi Pay. Sir, is it 
not natural for every one of us to guard our vital Parts, 
rather than our more remote Members?

Spirit to greater Powers, who may dill doubt, witboat tkefe 
vigorous Meafures, (after what they have formerly experi- 
enced) whether they could even yet depend opon a»; aa 
Army (if the Poiture of Affairs iboiild Make it nccefiary) 
able to caufe a powerful Diverfioft to the French Forces,, bf 
an Attack upon Larrain and Chmmfmign, and Aill withia 
Diftance to return opon its Stops in Time, to prevent tlw 
French from carrying any Point of Coafeqaence in FimnJers, 
ftould they then attempt it. 

* One Argan>ent more, I beg Leave to mention, and it 
is of great Weight. Admit that the Sams raifed opon die 
Subjed, might be greater in the one Cafe than the other ; 
the Sums rrmitted out of the Kingdom would be infinitely 
Jeis. Whatever is remitted to the Queen of Hungmry^ it 
baryM iit the remoteft Parts of Germany and can never re- 
turn to OS ; whereas in a War carryM on by Troops in oar 
own Pay fm this Sick, by much the greater Part of the 
Expence returns to ns again ; in Part by the Pay of Officers, 
by the Supply of Provifions and Neceffaries in a Countrjr 
exhaufted by Armies, Ammunition, Ordnance, Horfes, Q)s^ 
thing. Accoutrements, and a Mdtitude of other Articks, 
which I need not enumerate, becaufe Experience, which is 
the ibundeft Reafoner, fully proved it in* the Exanqple of 
the laft War ; at the Conclufion of which, notwkhftanding 
the prodigioRS Sums expended in it, this Nation felt no- 
fenfible YJR^ from a Diminutk>n of itfr Current Specie. 

^ Sir, I was prepared to have fpokcn much more krgely^ 
to this Subject, but my Dilcourfe has already been drawn 
to a greater Length than I imagined, in treating opon the 
Argument thus far. I (hall therefore avoid troubling yoa 
any farther upon it at this Time ; I (hall only obferve, that 
in my humble Opinion, it is fufiiciently proved, firft, that 
we muft afliil thfe HooPe of Auftria^ and that we muft do 
it with all our Force ; next, that we cannot ^o it with 
Money only, but in Part with a Land Army, and that this-

Utd StrMBc, *^^txi Lord Strange ftood up and fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 

* In all Affairs of a political Nature, the Vulgar without 
Doors are very much fwayed in their Opinion by thofe 
Sounds they have been long accuftomed to, or thofe Max- 
ims they have long adopted. Without confidering the Dif- 
Herence of Times, or the Difference of Circumffances, they 
are governed by a favourite Sound, even after it becomes 
nothing but a Sound ; or by a Maxim which when firft 
adopted was right, bat by a Change of Circumffances has 
become ufielefs or perhaps pernicious. This is at prefenc 
the Cafe as to the People without Doors, and from the 
Courfe of the Argument in this Debate, it feems to be the 
Cafe with too many even in this Houfe. Whilll the Houfe 
of Auftria was poffeffed, and likely to remain poilieiied of 
the Imperial Diadem, the Balance of Power in Europe^ and 
the Power of the Houfe of Aufiriay were fynonymous Terms, 
and for almoff a Century paff they have been rightly con- 
sidered as fuch. But from the Moment the Eiedor of Bava- 
ria was chofen Emperor, thofe two Terms became diffin£l, 
and the Balance of Power in Europe had no more to do with 
the Power of the Houfe of Jujiria, than it had with the 
Power of any other Sovereign Houfe in Germofty. 

* As Frmnce is ffil] the moff formidable Power in Europe, 
It is ftill the Buiineiii of our Politicians to find out fuch a 
Balance for the Power of France, as will at all Times be 
veady to oppoie the ambitious Views of that Nation ; and I 
Ihall readily grant, that the Houfe of Auftria would be the 
snoft proper Power in Europe for us to fix our Eyes upon 
for this Purpofe, if it were poffible for us to reflore that 
Houfe to the Pofleffion of the Imperial Diadem, and of all 
thofe Dominions which it has loff within this iafl Dozen 
of Years. But is this poffible. Sir ? From the prefent Ap- 
pearance of Things it is evident, that it is not. What then 
are we going to do ? We are going to put ourfelves to a 
vaft Expense, and to engage perhaps in a War, in which

bitary Power over Gtrmany^ as well as the reft of Europe ? 
No, Sir : If the Houie of Bavaria were once eftabliihed m 
the peaceable Pofteffion of the Imperial Dignity, and of 
fome Part of the Dominions of the Houfe of Auftriay the 
Princes or Emperors of the Houfe of Ba*varia would be at 
ready to oppofe the ambitions Schemes of France as ever 
the Houfe of Aufiria was ; and the fooncr that Houfe it 
eftabliftied in the peaceable PoiTefion of the Imperial Dig* 
nity, the greater Part it acquires of the Auftrian Dominions^ 
the n|ore ready, and the more able:will it be to oppofe any 
of the fMtnre ambitious Schemes of France ; fo that at Af* 
fairs now ftand, I do ix>t know but that by fupporting, or 
even afUfting the Houfe of Anftria^ we may be defiroying 
the Balance of Power infiead of refloring it, unlefs we could 
propofe to divefl the prefent Emperor of the Imperial Dig* 
nity to reftore it to the Houfe of Auftria^ and to take from 
France^ and give to that Hoafe» an Equivalent for what it 
has yiekled to Fruffia, 

* Can we propofe to do this. Sir, without any Affiflance 
either from the Dutcb^ or from any of the Princes of Ger- 
many ? Surely, no fuch Thought can enter into the Head 
of the boldeft Miniiler we have amongfl us ; and therefore 
the firfl Queilion ftated by a noble Lord in this Debate, is 
not qaite {o clear as he imagines it b. But the noble Lord» 
in this QoefUon, as well as the next, confounds himfelf by 
conne^ng the Houfe of Aufiria with the Balance of Power, 
whereas there is really now no more Connedion between the 
Houfe of Aufiria and the Balance of Power, than there ia 
between the Houfe of Bavaria and the Balance of Power. 
Nay, if the latter were once fully eilablifhed, and likely to 
continue in the peaceable Poileifion of the Imperial Diadem, 
there would then be a greater Connedion between the Ba- 
lance of Power and the Power of the Houfe of Bavaria^ 
than between, the Balance of Power and the Power of tho 
Houfe of Aufiria^ or any other Sovereign Houfe in Ger^ 
many^ The other Princes of Germany may fometimes be 
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iU.f6.GM. n. ittdnced fiotn fsr6aahr Views of ckeir cmn, to fx^rfwr dtt 
*74a. ambitiovs Views of FraMce, bot whaterer Prince is at the 
Head of the Enipirey be wiil always look upon himfelf as 
tlie Rival of France, wad will conleqiieiidir. be ready to join 
in defeating any ambttio«s Dc£gii tbat may berea^r be 
fcrlned bf tbat powerful Nation. • 

< From what I hare faid. Sir, I fa<^ft will aotbe tbovg^t, 
dnt I was at iirft againft affifting the Queen of Huwgaty, or 
that I fhoold now be againfl a^ing her $v/nFiHims^ if the 
Dteeci^, and kmt of the noft powerfol f mces of Germojiy 
vpoold refolve to do the fanb. la inch a Caie we might 
fropole to re-eilabliih the Balance of Bower upon its aacienc 
foundation, by reftoriag the Imperial Dignity to the Honfe 
^ Juftria, and by giving to tint Hoofe aaEquivakat for 
the DomimoBs it has late^ been obliged to part with. This, 
I (haH grant, would be extremely defirable, and therefore, 
Z wifli, we could prevail with the Dutch and fome of the 
Pnixres of Germemy to join with as in this Schema I have 
ii^ good an Opinion of oar Minsters, that i am perfuaded, 
diey have attempted it ; but the very Demand now onder 
eur Confideration is a convincing Proof, that they have not 
focceeded, and will, I am afraid, be an Obibrwdion to dteir 
&ture Succefs. Thia Demand muft fliew to us, ^ir, and 
what is much woHe, to all Eurofi, that we have not io moch 
as prevailed with the Eledorate of Hanover to join with as 
HI this Scheme ; for if that £ledlorate had agreed to affift the 
Qoe^ of Hungary t Mis Firilmt, it could not have defind of 
ns to take the greateft Part of its Army into pur Pay ; and 
when the Electorate of Hanover thus openly refofes to join 
with n6 in fuch a Scheme, can we fuppofe, that any other 
Fower in Eurofe wiil ? I moft therefore condode, that in 
Afl^irs Hand at this preient Conjun^re, it is impoffible for 
vs to give the Queen of Hungary inch an Affiftance at will 
be e^^nal for re-eftabli(hing the Balance of Power upon its 
former Balis, and for this Reaibn I am asainil our giving her 
any farther -Affiftance that what we are M>IigM to by Treaty i 
this Affiftance I am indeed for giving, not becaufe I think 
it will any way contribute towards the Prefervatton or Re* 
eftab1i<hment of the Balance of Power, bat aierely becaofe 
we are obliged by Treaty to give it ; for i Ihall always be 
for a mod religions Obfervance of Treaties, however con- 
trary it may be to the Pra^ice of the preient Times. 

* There is another Afliftance which, I think. Sir, we 
onght to give, not becauie it will be an Aflifiance to her, bot 
becanfe it will bring Diftrefs upon our own dedarM Enmies 
the Spaniards, You will readily fnppofe. Sir, I meaa aa 
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Affiftance agadiift t^t Spaniardt m Italy. I am really for- Aa. 2$. Gco.II. 
prifed how we came to permit them to fend any Troops to , 'y * 
Itafy : I think it is an Affair which demands a Parliament ^^ 

tary Inquiry as much as any Affair that ever happened to us : 
But whatever we may do in this re{pe£t, I hope, Care will 
be taken not to permit any fuch Thing for the future. Wt 
may by our Squadron prevent their fending any more Troops 
thither by Sea ; and I hope that, by means of the Alliance 
we have with the King of Sardinia^ we (hall be able to pre* 
venc their fending any thither by Land. As the Queeo of 
Spain is, we know, very intent upon having her Son /)#» 
Fbiiip fettled in Italy ^ and her native Country freed from the 
Dominion of the Germans^ this may perhaps be a better, and 
a ihorter Method of obtaining Satisfaction from the SfaniardSp 
than any Attack we can make upon them either in Europi 
or America ; therefore we are not only in Honour but in In- 
tereft bound to prevent their making any Conquefts in Itafy 
as long as they are at War with us ; and for this Reafon I 
mi^ think, that our allowing their Fleet and Land Force* 
to pafs undidurbed to Italy ^ was one of the greatefl Indigni* 
ties, as well as one of the greateft Prejudices, this Nation 
ever fufFered. 

' Haying thus. Sir, explained what Sort of Affidance we 
ought to give to tho Queen of Hungary y and for what Rea^ 
Am ; I may, I think, conclude, that we ought not to affift 
her ioiis Viribus^ unlefs the Dutch and fome of the moft po- 
tent Princes in Girmany will agree to do the fame, and, con- 
feqoently, the (econd Queflion dated by the noble Lord can 
admit of no abfolute, but a conditional Anfwer. If the o« 
ther Powers, who arc equally concerned with us, will join 
with us, his Lordfhip's Qaellion ought to be anfwered in the 
Affirmative : If they will not, it ought certainly to be an^ 
fwcred in the Negative ; and i^nfortunately for his Lordihip^ 
his third Queftion muft, in either of thefe Cafes, have a Ne- 
gative put upon it ; for if none of the other Powers of Eurepe 
wilt^ join with us in aflifting the Queen of Hungary^ and cor- 
iequently we arc to give her no AfTiftaneci but what we are 
obliged to by Treaty, we have no Occafion for taking eithef 
Hano*uerians or any other Troops into onr Pay, becaufe it 
will be more convenient for us, and better, I believe, for her, 
to advance our Quota in Money ; and if fhc fhould infift up* 
on our Quota in Troops, we can fpare enough, and more 
thaw enough of our own Troops, and may, I hope, have 
Libeity to march them through Hanover for that Service. 

• On the other Hand, Sir, if any of the Powers of Europe 
are to join with us in affifting the Queen of Hungary, totis 
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An. i6. Geo. IL Firihus, the EI<£lorate of Hunatfir will CcrCtiiily be the firft ; 
iZ^ . ^^^ ^ ^^ Majefty is abfolate in his £Ie£lQrate» if the Balaoce 
' of Power were really in Danger^ he woajd certainly order his 
Ele^rate to join with us/t/ii Viribus^ in which Cafe we could 
have DO Occafion for taking 1 6»ooo HoMovtrians into oar Pay, 
becaafe the Electorate could, and ceruinly would (end us 
i6»ooo of thofe Troops it maintains in Time of Peace, at its 
own Expeace. If» indeed, upon this Occafion, the Eledo- 
rate were to fend, at iu own Expence, all the Troops it has 
now on Foot to the Aflidance of the Queen of Hungary^ and 
10 raife i6,ooa more for the fame Purpoie, there might be 
fome Reafon for our taking that additional 16,000 into our 
pay ; but even in this Cafe it would be more prudent to take 
1 6,000' of the. Troops of any other Potentate in Europe into 
our Pay, than to deiire the Ele^rate of Hanover to raife 
16,000 frelh Troops for our Service. This, I fay. Sir, 
would be more prudent for feveral very fubftantial Reafons : 
Our hiring i6»ooo Troops from any other Prince in Europe^ 
might be an Inducement for him to join with as in afUlling 
the Queen of Hungary^ or, at leaft, it might prevent his 
joining with France againll us ; whereas, without any fnch 
Confideration, I hope, we are fure, that the Electorate of 
Banover will never do fo : And kifily. Sir, it muft bf allow- 
ed that 16,000 Veteran Troops of any other Potentate in £c«^ 
rope, would be more fit for immediate Service than 1 6,000 
Troops newly raifed in Hanover, 

* Therefore, Sir, if we were to aflifl the Qgeen of Huu' 
gary^ totis Virihui^ and were to take 16,000 Foreign Troops 
into our Pay, the Troops of Hanover are, iii my Opinion, 
the laft we fliould think of ; but as the noble Lord was pleaf* 
•d, upon this his third Queilion, to ilate three or foor previooa 
Queilions, I ihall beg Leave to give ti^tiy one of them a pro- 
per AnCwer, beginning with the fecond and the laft connected 
together, becaufe they are in EffeCl the very fame : Whether 
the Troops of Hanover are as good, and as much to be de> 
pended on, as the Troops of any other Potenute whatsoever ? 
As to this Quefiion^ I fhall grant, Sir, that theVeteranTroops 
of Hanover may be as good, , and are as much (o be depended 
en ^s the Troops of any other Potentate whatfoever ; but if 
Hanover is to join totis Virihus in ailiiling the Queen of Hun' 
gary^ all its Veteran Troops muft be emplpyed at its own 
Expence ; confequently if we take 16,000 into oar Pay, 
frefh Troops muft be raifed for that Purpoie, and, I hope, I 
may iay, iVithout any Derogation, that 16,000 Hanoverians 
newly raiied, are not fo good as 16,000 of the Veteran Troops 
of any other Potentate in Europe i for in the laft War, even

* The next of his Lordfhip^ previous Queftipns was, Whe* 

ther ihe Troops of Hanover are hot as well fituated as any 

other ; aiid this, if we are to give any real Ailidance to the 
Queen of Hungary, I abfplutely deny ; for either PruJJian^ 
Or Saxon^ or Sijjijs Troops, are better fitaated fo< marching 
to the Affiftancc of the Queen of Hungary, than thofe oi Ha- 
nover, The P ruffians and Saxons are upon the Confines of 
Bohemia^ and" might have joined the Queen of Hungary'*^ 
Army in two or three Days ; and as to the Stjoifs, I .was fur- 
prifed to hear his Lordfhip talk of marching them down the 
Rhine to the Afliftance of the Queen of Hungary, when every 
oni knows, that they lie upon the Borders of her Province 
of Trent, and might eafily march to joi'n her Army, either 
in Italy or Girmany^ withbut coming near any of the ftrong 
Places of France ; fo that to march them down the Rhine ^ 
woald really be to march them away from, infiead of march- 
^ng them to her AiOftance. But our Army in t landers was, 
it feems, to be the^Loadftone which^ was to draw whatever 
Troops we hired to that Corner, where neither could be oT 
p.ny Ufc to the Queen of Hungary, without a previous 
Concert with the Dutch to attack trance upon that Quarter. 
And as the Dutch were fo far from being in a Concert 
vl^ith us for this Purpofe, that they pofitively declared 
againft it, and even threatned to declare War againit 
us lif we began the Attack there, I cannot yet comprehend. 
What Was our real Motive for fending our Troops to Tlarl' 
tiers J for if we Were refolved to affift the Queen of Hungary,, 
iurely the beil and mod ready Way would have been to have 
fent thcip to Hanover, ib order to join with the Troops of that 
Eledorat^, and drive M. il^^w7/^^w/ out o^ Germany, or at 
Ifeaft prevent his marching to the Relief of Prague, In this* 
Cafe indeed, the Handver Troops would have been the beft' 
iituated of any in Europe for our Purpofe ; but then they 
ought to have marched at the Expence of the Ele^orate, and 
not at the Expence of this Nation ; for the Eledorate ofHa^ 
nover is as much obliged, both in Honour and fntereft, to 
affift the Queen of Hungary, totis Virihus, as this Nation can 
be fuppofed to be. 

' Upon this Subject his Lordfhip endeavoured to fhcw, ei- • 
thcr that we could get no other Troops to hire, beiide the 
Hanoverian, or that no other Troops were fo proper for us. 
The Dutch we ought not to take into our Pay, he (ays, bc- 
caufe we cannot fuppofe the Dutch will pay their own 
Troops in Aid of the common Caufe, when they find this 
Nation readv to do it for them. Sir, doe^ not every one fee, 
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An. 1 6. Geo. 11. that this Obje£lion lies equally ftrong againft our taking 
'7 4»* Hanosveriam into our Pay ; ancj I will fay in general, that for 
Half a Century paft we have given ourfelves too much Cpii- 
cern about preferving the Balance of Power, and have Ihewif 
ourfelves too ready to take Troops into our Pay for that Pur- 
pofe ; for the Powers upon the Continent would be more 
careful of thcmfelv^es, and more ready to pay their 9wn 
Troops in^'Aid of the combion Caufe, if they did not exped 
us to be fuch generous Fools as to do it for them. By this 
Means we have already almoll ruined ourfelves, and now we 
muft, it feems, compleat that Ruin, by undertaking alone the 
Support of what fome Gentlemen are pleafed to call the 
Balance of Power, tho* it is evident, that jt is not fo, and 
flill more evident that, if it were, it would not be in oar 
Power to fuppori it by ourfelves alone. ' 

* As for the Danes, PruJJtans^ and Saxons, his Lordlhip 
thinks, we can have none of them, even for our Money, be- 
caufe they are either jealous of one another, or warp'd to- 
wards the Intereft of France, I do not know, Sir, but it 
may be (o ; and if it is, I am furc, we ought not to take any 
Foreign Troops into our Pay, becaufe if no Power in Europe 
will aflill us, we cannot propofe to re eftabliih the Balance of 
Power upon its former Foundation. But if the Cafe be as his 
Lordfliip reprefents, we have ourfelves only to blame for it ; 
for if we had perfuaded the Court of Vienna toliave accepted" 
of the Terms at firft offered by the Ring of Prujpa, and had' 
thereby got him to join with us in fupporting the Queen of 
Hungary, and in getting her Confort, the Grand Duke, ratfcd. 
to the Imperial Throne, I am perfuaded, neither* the 5^- 
*vapians nor French would have attacked her, nor would the' 
Swedes have attack*d the Mufeo'vites ; but we encouraged the 
Queen of Hungary in her Obftinacy toWards PruJ/ia, and by 
the Treatment the latter met with, at the Court of Vienna^, 
and efpccrally in this Houfe, we at laft, fore againft his Will,. 
drove him into the Arms of France, which encouraged the 
French to fend their Troops into Germany ; and then, in or-' 
der to prevent any Mu/co^'ife Troops being fent to the Affif- 
tance of the Queen of Hufigary, they prevailed with Sweden 
to declare War againft Mufco^vy, the Fate of which has given 
them a Handle to get the King of Denmark warp'd over to 
their Intereft. Thus it may juftly be faid, that all the pic- 
fcnt Confufions in Europe are owing to the Treatment ^hc^ 
King of FruJJja met with upon his invading Siljia ; and as 
he may ftlll hiive a great Hand in bringing thofe' Confufions 
to a happy or very unhappy IfTiie for this Nation, I wasglad^ 
to hear the noble Lord maintain a proper Refpedl in difcourf-

been maintained, when the Conda^l of chat Prince camefifft ^ ^4»^ 

under Confideration of this ^Houfe i for I know of no Variety 

in his Coodudi, except what he has been provoked to by the 

Condaft of thofe he has had to deal with ; and his Invafion 

ofSi/eJia we had no Right to find Fault with, nor any Aa* 

thority to condemn. 

'I come now to his Lordihip^s firft previous Queftion, 
wliich was. Whether thefe Hanoverian Troops are as cheap 
to us as any other Forces we can hire ? This, his Lordibip 
lays, the Eilimates now upon our Table do fufficiently de- 
monftrate. I wi(h his Loidfhip had examined the Eftimate of 
the Hanover Troops taken into our Pay in the Year 1 702, 
before he had determined this Queftion in fuch a Magille- 
rial Manner. If he had compared that Eftimate with the 
Eftimate now upon our Table, he would have feen it fuffi- 
ciently demonftrated by Figures, that theie Hanover Troops 
now taken into our Pay will coil us a much larger Sum, in 
Proportion to their Number, than the Hanover Troops did 
in the Year 1 702, or than any Foreign Troops taken into the 
Pay of Great Britain ever did. It would be too tedious 
to run over all the Articles of the prefent Eflimate, but I 
mttH beg Leave to mention the mod extraordinary. In 1 702 
the Hanover. Troops then flipulated, began to be in our Pay 
only the id of June, and before the 2 ill of that Month, 
when the Convention for them was figned, fome of them 
were arrived at the appointed Place of Action, as is declared 
in the Convention itfelf ; and they were to continue no longer 
in our Pay, than till the firft of January following. From 
hence we may fee, that they were in actual Service, as well 
as a^ual Pay, for the chief Part of one whole Campaign, and 
that we were to give them but feven Months Pay for this 
whole Campaign, wh*ch was much more glorious for this 
Nation, and contributed more to the Relief of Europe ^ than 
the next Campaign is likely to do ; and yet by the Eftimate 
for the Hanoverians now on our Table, we are to give them 
no lefs than 16 Months Pay for the enfuing Campaign ; for 
it is evident that during the laft Campaign they neither were, 
nor could be of any Sexvice to this Nation, to Europe, or to 
the Queen of Hungary, 

* Another Article of the prefent Eftimate is not only of 
anexceilive but a new Kind : In 1702, we paid no Levy 
Money for the Hanover Troops then taken into our Pay % 
bat by the prefent Eftimate we are to pay no lefs a Sum

* See the Debate on Sir R, Walpole*s Motioa for grantiiig 200,000 L 
to the Qjieen of Hungary, ia Vol. sdi, P. 325.

A fecond Article 
of the fame Kind is thb fruiting Money, amoCinting to 
nea^ 20,000 /. which is an Article never bdbre hbahd of in 
the hiring of any Troops, and an Article of £x|>ence which 
was nsyer allowed even to our own Army, betaufe this Ser- 
vice is always provided for out of the Savings that neccffa- 
rily happen evei-y Year by Mens dying, deferting, or being 
killed. A third Article of the fame Kind is the t^sry df 
the Officers and Men belonging to the Hanonjerian iTrairi, 
amounting to near 13,000/. which is not only new, but 
is an Article of Ejcpence we might have favjBd to the Na- 
tion by fending a fufficicnt Train of our own to f landers \ 
for furely, a Train might have been fent to TlatiderSy at 
a lefs Expence from England than from Hanover ; and cod- 
fidering the vaft Sums raifed yearly Upon this Nation for 
the Service of our Ordnance, it canridt be fu{^pofed, that 
we had ndt in our Stores fufficiet)t to fpare for cnis Service. 
And the fdurth Article bf a new as well as exceflive Nature, 
is the great Number of Hanoverian General Officers how 
pinil'd updn us. In the Year 17^2, with the 10,006 Meti 
th^n taken into our Service, we had but one Lieutfcnarit 
Gfeneral and one Major General ; whereas with the t6,ooo 
now taketi into' our Service, we have, and arc to pay, o^e 
General, t^vo Lieutenant Generals, and three K4ajor Gene- 
rals, befides a mod extraordinary Nurtiber of Brigadier Ge- 
nerals, Aid de Camps, Majors of Brigade, and other Sorts 
of Superior Officers. 

* Before I leave this Subjfe<ft; Sir, I ntull take Notice df 
one other Article which really fccms to hi a downright 
Impofition upon this Nation. Ih 1702', a certain fixed 
Number -of Guilders was to be paid, at dated Times at 
Rotterdam, fdr the Hanover Forces then takeh into our 
Pay, fo that the Nation cduJd lofe nothing by the Exchange ; 
but by the prefent Contraft, or rather the prefent Eflimate, 
for I do not know how any ContratSt could be made be- 
tween the King t)f Great Britain and the Efe^or of Hdno- 
fuer, the Levy-Money, Recruiting-Money, and Pay of thofe 
Troops, is to be in Pounds Steriirig^ at teh Guilders ten 
Stivers for a Pound, when every one knows the prefe'hf Ex- 
change is ten Guilders eighteen Stivers, fo that this Nation 
lofes eight Stivers upoh every Pound Sterling, whith upOn 
657,888 /. the whole Sum \Ve are to pay for the Hanover 
Trot^> anuninU to about z6,,oo'Q I, Sterling Lofs to this

• After thefc Obfervations upon the prcfent Eftimate, ^ J74^ 
and the Convention in 1702 for the fame Troops, I 
bopc^ no Man will fay, that thefe Hanover Troops are now 
as cheap as thofe were which we took into our Pay in 17025 
and upon comparing this Eftimate with all the Treaties we 
ever made for Auxiliary Troops, ic will appear, that thefe 
Hanover Ttoops we now take into our Pay are the deareft 
of any wc ever did, or, I hope, will ever again take into 
our Pay. As thefe Obfervations, Sir, are alffbunded upon 
figures, and upon very eafy and obvious Calculations, I 
fliall not fay, it is an afFeded Ignorance, but I muft fay it 
is an inexcufaWe Npgleft, that can induce any, Gentleman to 
affirm^ that thefc Hanover Troops are as cheap as any other 
Forces we can hire. The Contrary is fo evident, that I 
could not imagine any of the Advocates for phis Meafure 
would be hardy enough to ftate the Queftioo in fuch plain 
Terms ; and fuppofing the Meafure could in every othef 
Refpe^l be fupported, this alone would be a fufficient i^rgu-- 
nient for my being againil It. Our paying fuch an extra- 
vagant Price for thefe Hanover Troops will introduce a 
Precedent of a moft pernicious Nature to this Kingdom ; be- 
caufe every foreign Prince we may hereafter have Occafion 
to treat with for auxiliary Troops, will expert the /ame 
Terms we now allow to the^ Elector of Hanover, and will 
rcfufe hjs Troops if we refufe agreeing to his Terras. The 
Eleftor of Hanover may afk what he pleafes for his Troops, 
and his Britijh Minifters may have Complaifance enough to 
agree to all his Demands : They may even do fo with an Ex- 
pe£tation, that fuch extravagant Demands will not be refused 
by a Britijh Parliament; but if they are there agreed to^ 
they can be refufed by no other Power or Authority ; and 
therefore. It would be both a moft criminal and a moll in«> 
excufable Complaifance in us to agree to fuch extravagant 
Deniands. 

* Having thus,^ Sir, anfwered all his Lordfhip's previous 
Queftions, and having anfwer'd them in a Manner, J be- 
lieve, which he little cxpefted, the Reply which from 
thence naturally flows to his third principal Queflion, is, 
that fuppofe we are to affift the Queen of Hungary^ and fup- 
pofc we are to affift her with oor whole Force, the Hanover 
Troops ought not to be made a Part of that Force, nor 
ought the Eleftorate of Hanover, to defire any fuch Thing 
of us, becaufe it is equally with us obliged, both in Ho- 
nour and Intereft, to affift the Queen of Hungary^ and con- 
fcqaently ought, at its own Expence, to affift her with all

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An. i6. Geo. II. the Troops it has in aftoalPay. We oog^t therefore to 
'742^ « have lookM oat for the Troops of fome other Poteoute ;

and this AMance we might have given her in Money, 
which would have been more convenient for us, and better 
for her, than any propoi;^ionable Number of Troops we 
could have fent to her Afiiilance. 

* But as the noble Lord was pleased to ibte as another 
Queftion upon this Head, and thereupon endeavoured to 
ihew that we ought to aflift her with Troops rather than 
Money, I Ihall beg Leave to confider the Arguments he made 
life of for this Purpofe. His Lordihip was pleafed to iay, 
upon the Authority of an Hon. Gentleman, that if we gave 
the Queen of Hungary any larg^ Sum of Money^ a great 
Part of it would be fquanderM among the Jufirian Minifters 
and Favourites. Whatever Regard his Lord(hip may pay to 
the Authority he quoted, I can lay no great Strefs upon it ; 
becaufe from the Coniequences of that Hon. Gentleman's 
Negotiations we have no Reafon to fuppofe, that his Know- 
ledge of Foreign Affairs is very exa^ or exteniive ; and if 
lie knows any Thing of Publick Money's being fquander'd 
among Miniflers, I am perfuaded, he got his Knowledge of 
fhefc Matters at home, and not abroad. I (hall grant, that 
fuch a Mifapplication of Publick Money is but too frequent 
at moil Courts, and we in this Country have from Experience 
great Reafon to be jealous of it; bat the prefent Court of 
Vienna is as little to be fufpe£led of fuch a Mifapplication as 
any Court ever was ; for the Queen of Hungary could not 
liave made fuch a glorious Stand as Aie has already done, 
againft fo many and fuch powerful Enemies, if any of her 
Money had been fquandered among Minifters and Favourites ; 
and for this Reafon, if we are to raife a Million and a Half 
for her Support, I (hould chufe to put it un(^er her own Ma- 
nagement, in order to enable her to fupport herfelf, rather 
than to put it under the Management of our own Miniflers, 
in order to enable them to fupport her with Troops. This, 
I fay, I Hiould chufe, and Jam diredled to this Choice by 
the very Meafure now under our Coniideration ; for if fhe had 
been to contract for 1 6,000 veteran Troops, I am fure fhe 
might, and would have got them for much lefs than we are 
to pay for thefe 16,000 Hanoverians. 

* Another Obje£lion his Lordlhip made to our aflifting the 
Queen of Hungary with any large Sum of Money was, that 
it would be a Sort of Vote of Credit, and might foe converted 

by 
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Iby oar Miniftcrs here to very bad Purpofes. Sir, we might An. j$:6eoAh 

ekfily prevent this by our Method of granting it ; for if we ^74«« 

oWer'd it to be paid dircdWy to her Minifter here, or to fuch ^•'^— ^^^ 

Perfbns as flie fhoald appoint, I am perfaaded, every Shilling 

of it would be fiaithfulfy and fpeedily remitted to her.

bat thte 'Queen of Hungary has (hewn too much Spirit to be 

fbfpeded of any fuch mean SubmiiTion. If a Million and a 

Half were granted to her by the Britsfl? Parliament, I ato 

dbtivinced (he would inM upon every Shilling of it being 

paid : She would fcom to let any Brttijh Mintfler go ihares 

with hir in the Grant, or to give a Recdpt for more than 

{he a^ually refceived. 

* But, Sir, when the noble Lord ieenvs to be fo fufpicious 
of our Miniders, and of their f^irloining 500,000 /. out of a 
Million and a H^lf, in Cafe we fhould grant fuch a Sum to 
the Queen of Hungary^ I wonder he docs not fee, that What 
v^ are now to grant is worfe than a Vote of Credit, becaiife 
It Is an abfolute Gift t6 the Crown of at lead 600,000/. For 
as no new Troops are to be raifed in Hanover, and as theie 
16,000 Men muft have been paid and maintain^ by his Ma* 
jefty, thV we had not takeifi them into our Pay, I am per- 
faaded the Difference between the Expence of maintaining 
them at home, and the Expence of marching them to, and 
maintaining them in Flanders y or any Part of Germany^ will 
iK)t amount to the odd 5 7,000 /..^nd confequehtly, whatever 
tve pa/ for tliofe Troops above that Eicpeiice, ought to be 
looked onr as a Free Gift to his Majefty, which his Minifters 
fhay apply, if he pleafes, towards repleniihing the Coders of 
tin exhanfted Civil Lid ; and I widi no Part of it may be ap« 
pWtd to any worfe Purpofe : For tho' his Majedy is not to be 
fo much as fufpedted of confenting to any wrong Application 
of puWick Money, yet Expefiedce h^S diewn, that the Civil 
Lid Money, or any publick Money, which is not to be 
ftriftly adconntcd for to Parliament, ftiay by Miniders be ap- 
plied to very Vile Purpofes without the Knowledge of their 
Mader. * 

* * I now come. Sir, to the particular View, which the 
noble Lord fays, we have in fupporting the Queen of Hun^ 
gary, and which, he fays, cannot be anfwered by dor fup- 
porting her with Money only. This View, his Lordfhip telk 
us, is to prevent the French from makin(r any further Ac- 
quifitions in Flanders, How his Lordfliip*s Imagination' 
came to fugged any fach View to him, I cannot tell, but I 
am convirfced, no one of our Miniders ever had fuch a View :

■ihef C9ii, nor wiU a£^ again(l tl|e Emperpr. I am fure, no 
Man, who has any Regard for tb^ Safety of his Majefty'sElccr 
toral Dominions, will at prefent advife him toexpofe himfelf to

Mr Grcanllc. Mr George GreHville oppos'd the Motion to the' following* 
Effcft : 
Sir, 

* Though I am far from thinking myfelf able to produce, 
without Premeditation, a complete Anfwer to the elaborate 
and artful Harangue which you have lately heard from a 
noble Member, yet as I cannot be convinced of the Reafon- 
ablenefs of the Meafures which have been defended with fo 
much Subtilty, I iliall at lead endeavour to (hew, that 
my Difapprobation is not merely the EfFed of Obftinacy, and 
that I have at leaft coniidered the Propofals of the Miniflry, 
before f have ventured to condemn them. 

* Whether we ought to think ourfetves indifpenfably obli- 
ged to maintain, at all Events, the Balance of Power on the 
Continent; to maintain it without Allies, to maintain it 
Jigainll a Combination of almoft all Europe^ I (hall not now 
Squire. I will fuppofe it for once our Duty to ftruggle 
with Impoflibility, and not only to fupport the Houfe <^ 
jiufiriaj when it is attacked, but to raife it, when it is fal- 
len ; fallen by our own Negligence, and oppreiTed with the 
Weight of all the fufrounding Powers ; and (hall therefore at 
prefent only endeavour to (ind out by what Means we may 
afford that Affiftance with mod Benefit to our Allies, and leaft 
Danger to ourfelves. 

* With Regard to our Ally, that A(riftance will be appa^ 
fently moft advantageous to her by which her Strength will 
bemoft increafed, and therefore it may perh&ps'be more ufe- 
ful to her to find her Money than Troops ; but if we m\xfL 
fuppfy her with Troops, I doubt not but it will readily ap- 
pear, that we may eafily find Troops which may be of more 
Ufe and lefs Expence than thofe of Hano*ver, 

' • It has been obferved, with Regard to the convenient Si- 
tuation of thofe Troops, that it cannot now be- denied ; iince 
(hey are adling in Vlandirs in Conjun£lion with the Britijh 
Forces. This is an AfTertion to which, thongh it was ue- 
terM with an Air of vidorious Confidence i though it was pro- 
duced- 
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duc'd as an infuperable Argument, by which all thofe An. i6. Geo. n; 
who intended Oppofition were to be reduced to Silence and 1742. 
Defpair, many Objedions may be made which it will reqaiit ' 
another' Harange equally elaborate to remove. 

* That the Troops of Hanover are now afting in Con* 
junftion with the Britijb^ I know not how any Man can af- 
firm ; unlefs he has received Intelligence by fome airy MefTen* 
gerSy or has Tome fympathetick Communication with them 
not indulged to the refl of Mankind. None of the Accounts 
which have been brought hither of the Affairs of the Conti- 
nent have yet informed us of any Adion, or Tendency to 
A6tion ; the HaHoverians have indeed been reviewed in Con- 
junfUon with our Forces, but have hitherto not Aded ; nor 
have the Armies yet cemented the Alliance by any connnon 
Danger ; or ihewn yet that they are Friends otherwife than 
by fleeping and eating together, at the £xpence of the faine ' 
Nation. 

* Nor am I at prefent inclined to grant, that either Army 
is fituated where it may be of molt Ufe to the Queen of 
Hungary i for they now loiter in a Country which no Ene- 
my threatens, and in which nothing therefore can be feared ; 
a Country very remote from the Seat of Wai^ and which 
will probably be lad attacked. If the Affidance of the Queea 
of Hungary had been defigned, there appears no Reafon why 
the Hantyverians fhould have marched thither, or why this 
important Conjundion fliould have been formed ; fince they 
tnight, in much lefs Time, and with lefs Expence, have join- 
ed the Auftrians^ and perhaps have enabled them to defeat 
the Defigns of the French^ and cut ofF the Retreat of the 
Army which was fent to the Relief of Prague. But this 
March, though it would have been lefs tedious, would have 
been more dangerous, and would not have been vtty con- 
iiilent with the Defigns of thofe who are more deiirous of re- 
ceiving Wages than of deferving them ; nor is it likely, that 
thofe who required Levy-Money for Troops already levied^ 
and who demanded, that they fliouId be paid a long Time 
before they began to march, would hurry them to Aftion, 
or endeavour to put a Period to fo gainful a Trade as that of 
firing Troops which are not to be expofed. 

* This Conduft, however vifibly abfurd, I am very far 
from imputing either to Cowardice or Ignorance ; for there 
is Reafon to fufpedl that they marched into Flanders^ only 
becaufe they could not appear in any other Place as the Al- 
lies of the Queen of Hungary, without expofing their Sove* 
reign to the Imperial Interdidl. 

• It is therefore not only certain, that thefe Troops, thcfe

* That this is in Reality their Intention, appears from the, 
Eftimates to whi^h an Appeal has been (o confidently made, 

' ^ut which, if they are compared with a Contract made for 

the Troops of the fame Nation in the laft War, will fhcw 
how much their Price has rifen fince their Sovereign was ex- 
silted to this Throne i thoueh I fannot find any Proof, that 
their Reputation has encrealed, nor can difcover from their 
Anions in f landers any Reafon to believe, that their Servi- 
ces will be greater. 

' It IS certain, that, whatever may be the general Cha- 
rader, or the late ConduA of ofher Nations, it is the Intereft 
of Great Britain to employ rather any Troops than thefe, as 
any Evil is rather to be chofen than Animoflties between pur 
Sovereign and our Felbw-Sobjcds ; and fuch Animoiitiet 
iQuft inevitably arife from this deteitable Preference of the 
Troops of Hanover. 

Mr Henrf tax then ftood up and fpoke as follows : 
Sir^ 

* I Shall not attempt to confute every AfTertlon of the 
BIr H, Fojt. ijon. Gentleman which I think falfe, or deteft the Fallacy 

of every Argument which appears to me fophiftical ; but 
leave to others the Province of ihewing the Ncceffity of en- 

figing in the War on the G)ntinent, of employing a large 
orce for the Prefervation of the Houfe of Aufiria^ and of 
forming that Army with the utmofl Expedition, and of tak" 
ing Auxiliaries into our Pay 5 and confine myfelf to this fin- 
gle Queftion, whether, fuppofing Auxiliaries neceflary, it 
was not prudent to hire the Troops of Hanover ? . 

* Nothing can be, in my Opinion, more apparent than 
that if the NecefTity of hiring Troops be allowed, which 
furely canpot be queiUoned, the Troops of Hanover are to 
be chofen before any other, and that the Miniflrv confultcd 
in their Refolutions the real Intereil of their Country, ss 
well as tha; of our Ally. 

' The great Argument which ha$ in all Ages been ufcd 
againft mercenary Troops, is the Sufpicipn which may jaftljr 
be entertain'd of their Fidelity. Mercenaries, it is obferv*il, 
fight only for Pay, without any AffeAion for the Mailer 
whom they itts^^ without any Zeal for the Caufe which 
they eipoufe^ and without any Profpe^i of Advantage from 

buccefsy 
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9tKCtf$y more than empty Praifa, or the PIisiKier of ^thc Aii.««'<^«l'^ 
Field, and therefofc have no Motives to incite them agajnft *^^*' 
Danger, nor any Hopes to fupport them in Fatigues ; that 
tbcy can lofc nothing by Flight, but Plunder, rtor by Trea- 
chery, bat Honour ; and that therefore they have nothing 
to throw into the Balance againft the Love of Life, or the 
Temptations of a Bribe, and will never be able to (land 
^rgainil Men that fight for their native Country nnder the 
Command of Generals whom they eftecm and love, and 
whom they cannot defert or difobey without esrpofitig them- 
felves to perpetuat Exile, or to capital Paniihmekit. 

* Thefe Arguments have always been of great Force, and 
therefore that Nation whofe Defence has been entrofted to 
Foreigners, has always been thought in Danger of Ruin. 
Yet there have been Conjunctures in which almoft every 
State has been oblig*d to rely upon Mercenaries, and in Com- 
pliance with immediate Neceflity to depend upon the Fideli- 
ty of thofe who had no particular Interefl in fupporting them. 
Bat with much greater Reafon may we trufl the Succefs of 
the prefent War, in fome Degree to the Troops of Hanover, 
as they are perhaps the only Foreign Forces, againft which 
the Arguments already recited are of no Force. They are 
Foreigners indeed, as they are bom in another Country, and 
governed by Laws dtfiercnt from ours^; but they are the 
Subje^s of the fame Prince, and therefore naturally fight un^ 
der the fame Command ; they have the fame Intereit with 
ourfelves in the prefent Conteft ; they have the fame Hopes 
and the fame Fears ; they recommend th^mfelves equally to 
their Sovereign by their Bravery ; and can neither difcover 
Cbwardice nor Treachery, without fuffering all the Puniih- 
ment that can be feared bv our native Troops, fince their 
Conduct moft be cenfored by the fame Prince, of whofe Ap- 
probation tliey are equally ambitious, and of whofe Difplea- 
fure they are equally aft-aid. 

* As to the Troops which any neutral Prince might fur- 
nifti, there would be Reafon to fear, that either for larger 
Pay, or upon any cafual Difpute that might arife, they 
might be withdrawn from our Service, when they were moft 
nettled, or transferred to the Enemy at a Time when his 
Diflrefs might compel him to offer high Terms, and wheh 
therefore there was a near Profpe^ of an advantageous Peace. 
Bnt of the Troops oi Hano<vef no fuch Sufpicion can be form* 
ed, fince they cannot engage againft us without rebelling 
againft their Prince ; for it cannot be imagined, that his 
Majefly will fight on one Side as Eledlor of Hanover, and 
#n the other as King of Great Britain, or that hfi will ob-

^«~'^^ * It therefore appears very evident, that we have /nore 
to hope and lefs to fear from the Troops of Hanover ^ than; 
from any other, fince they have the fame Reafon with onr-, 
felves to defire the Succefs of the Qneen of l^ungary^ and to. 
dread the encreaiing Greatnefs of the French^ and that they 
can be fufpefled neither of Treachery nor Defertion. It is 
not very confident with the Candour, with which every Man 
ought to (}ifpute on publick A&irs, to cenfure thofe Meafiirea 
which have been propofed, without propofing others that are 
morle eligible : for it is the Duty of every Man to promote 
the Buiinefs of the Publick, nor do I know, why he that, 
employs his Sagacity only toobdrudi it, {hoold imagi^e^ 
that he is of any Ufe in the National Council. 

* I doubt not but I^all hear many Objedions sgainft the 
Ufe of thefe Troops, and that upon this Quedioil, Virulence, 
and Ridicule will be equally employed. But for my Part, I 
fhall be little adtded either with the Laughter that may be 
raifed by fome, or the Indignation that may be exprefled 
by others, but fhall vote for the Continuance of thefe Mea« 
fures till better (hall be propofed ; and I think that thefe 
Troops ought to be retained, unlefs it can be ihewn, that 
any others may be had, lefs dangerous^ pr of greater Uie. 

Mr Pi*///^/ fpoke as follows : 
MrPhiHps. Sir, 

* The Queflion now before you is of the utmod Irapor? 
tance to this Nation : It is no lefs than whether you diall 
take 1 6,000 Hancverians into Britijh Pay, at ? Time wheQ 
you are at Peace with all the World except Spain, againd 
whom it is impodible thefe Troops can be employed ; at ^. 
Time when you have a large Fleet, fufficient not only to 
defend your Coads, but invade and annoy others ; at a Timp 
when the Nation groans under the Load of^ heavy Taxes 
and a large Debt, and at a Time when all the Powers of 
Europe are fo employed, that it is impoflible for any of them 
to h\}n England : To what End then are thefe Troops to 
be taken into our Pay ? Is it to aflift the Queen of Hungarf 
againll the Emperor ? No. By the Treaty of ^unfltr^ by 
the Laws of the Empire, the Troops of none of the Impe- 
rial States can a£l againd the Emperor ; much lefs^ can the 
Troops of Hanover againft an Emperor that Hanover itfe^f 
has acknowledged, and joined in the Ele6Uon of.

* We are kept fo in the Dark, Sir, in tvtrj Thing that 
relates to the Navy, that, I fear, there is a great Myflery 
of Iniquity at the Bottom of it, and it is high Time there 
Ihould be a Parliamentary Inquiry into it. Laft Year there 
was granted in the Navy Account, indudiag Tranfports, 
2,437,402 L \z s. % J, and this Year, exciufiveof Tn^U 
ports, 2,268,558/. 13 i. ^d. Yet there is now a Debt 
on the Navy of 2,182,895/. 14 i. And tboV^och great 
Sums have been granted, this Debt has increaficd £nce laft 
Year 526,888 /. 9 j. i ^. ^. How this Debt can riii; is a^oft 
furprifiog, when we confider, that the Article of Wear and 
Tear only, for the 40,000 Men which have bc«i granted 
for two Years paft, at i /. 7 x. per Man, per Month, comet 
to 702,000 /. per Annum, which is vaftly more than the 
Charge of fitting out our Men of War with new Rigging

10 /. granted for this Service more than it cornea 
CO. The Charge of fitting out a forty Gun Ship is com- 
pated to be 2239 /. The Wear and Tear allowed to fuch 
a Ship, fappofing her to have her Complement of 250 
Men, is 4387 /. 10 s. which is 2148 /. 10 /. more than the 
whde Charge of Rigging comes to. It is the fame in Pro- 
. portion with every other Ship, fb that there mnft be prodi- 
gious Savings on this Head only, but how they are applied 
is kept fecret from us ; which convinces me, that there are 
fome Articles that will not bear the Light.

there is more faved every Year on the Head of Wear and 
Tear, than is fufiicient to anfwer the Expence of our Navy 
Buildings and Tranfport Service ; therefore I muli give my 
Negative to this Queftion, until a fiur Account is laid before 
us of all our Navy Expences.

* From the Papers laid before you by Order of the Houfe, 
from thofe produced by the Witneffes you have examined, ^^ Waller, 
particularly Meffieurs H^iikinfon and Muilman^ and from the 
information Aofe Witneffes have given you, I ihall ftate as 
methodically, aS' fairly, and as impartially as I can, the 
Matters of Fad relating to thoie Contrads for remitting our 
Money abroad, ^nd the Manner in which they were entered 
into, in order that yoo may* judge, whether the Affair now 
under your Conitderation deferves your Cenfure, <^ your 
Approbation. Bat becaufe the Bufinefs of Exchange may 
not, perhaps, be thoroughly underftood by many Gentlemen 
in this Houfe, I ihall firlt explain that Myilery as briefly and 
dearly as I am able. 

Exchange, Sir, is, properly fpeaking, the Price or Pre- 
mium that is paid or received for carrying Gold or Silver 
from one Country to another. For Example, If a Man were 
going to Holland t and wanted to carry 1000 /. or 250 Oun- 
ces of Gold thither, ( which I ihall fuppofe to be of that 
Value) he moft either carry it himfelf, or pay fome Perfon 
for taking the Trouble, and ^running the Riik to carry it for 
Inm ; and if in a Month^s Time he w^re to come back again, 
and to bring the fame Quantity of Gold along with him, he 
mull do the iame. Again, if -a Man wanted to carry 250 { 

Ounces of Gold to Holland^ and another Man, at the fame 
Time wanted to bring 250 Ounces of Gold from Hdland^ 
if there were no Dealers in Bills of Exchange, nor they 
known to each other, they mud both either be their own 
Carriers, or pay a Premium for carrying it. To prevent 
this double Trouble and Expence, Numbers of Merchants 
bave, in every Country, fet up to be Dealers in Bills of 
Exchange, who arfe a Sort of Brokers or middle Dealers be- 
tween thofe who want to carry out Money, who are called 
Remitters, and thofe who want to bring it in, who are cal- 
led Drawers ; and if between any two Countries the Quan- 
tity of Money to be drawn for, and the Quantity to be re- 
mitted, were at all Times exaftly equal, neither Drawer nor 
Remitter would ever have Occafion to pay any Thing but a * 
Trifle, perhaps a Half, or a Quartei- per Cent, to the Dealer 
in Bills of Exchange for his Trouble, and the Riik he runs 
of fometimes taking a bad Bill. 

' But, Sir, as thelb two Quantities are never equal : As 
the Proportion between them is in a continual State of Vari- 

ation. 
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Aii*i6.Gfo.lLatioa, therefore the CottHe of Eichftsge bdfcvvfeA ^jny im 
^742- ^ C^ntries mail be the fame ; frr Bills of £xchai^» Uko idl 
^ other Commodities^ rife and fall in their Price, according 
to the Proportion between the Demand, and the Qoaatitjr 
brought to Market ; and when the Quantity to be remittad, 
that is to fay, carried out of any Country to another, is dn 
ways greater than the Quantity to be drawn for, that is to 
lay, brought from that other, the Exchange will always be 
againft the former, and its Gold and Silver will be coattmud- 
ly carried out to that Country. For Example, there ia al*, 
ways a greater Quantity of Money to be carried out from 
this Country to Hoiiand^ than there is to be brought hasi 
thence hither ; confequently, the Conrfe of Exdiange is 
continually againft us, that n to (ay, every Man who has 
Money to remit or carry out from hence to Holland, moft 
^ay a Prefnium for it, which is called the Exchange ; and 
no Man will bring Gold or Silver from thence hither, be- 
caufe when he wants to bring Money hither, he can, by 
Means of a Dealer in Exchange, find out feveral Men who 
want to carry Gold or Silver to HolUmd, and will, there- 
fore, give him a Premium to fave them the Trouble, by gi- 
ving them the Gold or Silver he has in HoUand, in lieu of 
an equal Quantity of theirs here. From hence it n- plain, 
that no Man who pays in to a Dealer in Exchange hetr, 
I coo /. Stirling, or 2$o Ounces of Goki, can expert to get 
a Bill upon Holland for as much Dutch Money as will pur- 
chafe 250 Ounces of Gold of equal Fineneis there ; but 
muft expeA to be a Lofer, equal to the Amount of this.Pre«> 
mium or Exchange, w&kh is generally between Five and Six 
per Cent, 

* I (hall next obferve. Sir, and I defire Gentlemen will 
take particular Notice of what I fay, becanfe it is of great 
Importance in this Debate $ I fay, I ihall next observe, that 
the Exchange between no one Omntry and another cam ever 
rife much above the Value of the Riik and Trouble of cany- 
ing Gold and Silver from one of thefe Countries to the other ; 
b^ufe when it does, the Dealers in Exchange will carry 
out, or pay for carrying out Gokl and Silver, in order to 
have the Advantage of Drawing. Suppofe the Valoe of the 
Trouble and Rifle of carrying Gold and Silver from hence 
to Holland to be equal to 3 fer Cent, in that Cafe the Ex- 
change between Holland and this can * never rife to above 
6 per Cent, or perhaps 6 ^, upon fome very extraordinary 
Occaiion. If it ihould rife to 6 fer Cent. thcDealers in Ex- 
change would immediately begin to fend over our Gold and 
, Silver, 
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Sihrer, or at leaft tdrpay for fending it over» by parcliafing An. x6. Geo. ll 
it there from thoie that do ; and the Reafon is plain, becau^ ^ i73^ 
they pay 3 per Cent, for fending it over, and after they hav^ * ~ 
it there, they get 6 pit Cent, by taking People^s Money 
here and giving them BilU for it upon HoUand^ fo that they 
haye three per Cent, dear Profit. This Piadicey therefore, 
of fending over Gold and Silver will not only prevent the 
Exchange firom tifing much above fix per Cent, bat will re- 
duce it, and generally keep it lower, pcrhapl never for any 
Time above five and an half per Cent, to oar Dif^dvantage. 
Thos, Sir, if we were to fpeah properly, the Exchange be- 
tween Holland and this ought to be called high when *tb 
moft to OBT Difadvantage, and low when it is lead ; bat as 
the Merchants denominate the Exchange high or low accor- 
ding to the Number of Guilders or Stivers they receive in 
Holland fw a Poimd Sterling paid^ in here, they call it high 
when it is lead to our Difadvantage, and low when it is moft 
to onr Di&dvantage. That is, when they receive in Hoi* 
land ten Guilders nuieteen Stivers for a Pound Sterling paid 
hare, they call the. Exchange high, and when they receive 
but ten Guilders fifteen Stivers in Holland for a Pound Ster- 
ling paid here, they call the Exchange low ; and as this it 
the Lang^ge of the Merchants, I fhall conform myfdf 
thereto in what I em to fay upon the Subje£^. Bat before 
I begin to iay any Thing atxHit the Contrads now under 
our Confideration, I muft obferve farther, that from Sir 
Ifaac Newton's Table of foreign Coins it has been calcu- 
lated, that when we receive but a little more than ten Guil- 
ders feventeen Stivers, Current Money in Holland, for a 
Pound Sterlii^ paid here, the Exchange is then above Five 
and an half per Cent: to our Difadvantage ; coniequently, 
if we were to receive but ten Guilders fixteen Stivers Cur- 
rent Money in Holland for a Pound Sterling paid here, it 
would be about fix per Cent, to our Difadvantage ; and there- 
fore, from what I have before obferved, it is apparent, that 
the Exchange can never fall much below ten Guilders fix- 
teen Stivers for a Poijind Sterling, at leail as long as we have 
any fuch Thing as Gold or Silver in the Kingdom ; for 
when Jt falls lower than that, the Dealers in Bills of Ex- 
change will certainly begin to export our Gold and Silver, 
or to pay for exporting it, to the End they may draw Bills 
for it, becaufe of the great Profit to be got by that TrafHck ; 
and this will necefTarily raife the Exchange again to ten 
Guilders feventeen, perhaps eighteen or nineteen Stivers, 
Current Money of Holland, for a Pound Sterling paid ia 

' here. 
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An. i6, Geo. II. hferc. This Obfervation is confirmed by Experience ; for 
'7 4^ notwithftanding the great and extraordinary Remittances to 
"*^ Ho/land this laft Vear, we find the Exchange has funk but 

a very little, and has never contin^ied long under ten Guil- 
ders fixteen Stivers, Current Money, or thirty- four Shillings 
/our Groots Flemijh^ Bank Money, (which is the fame Va« 
lue) for the Pound Sterling. 

* Having thus explained the Nature of Exchange, Sir, 
and particularly that between Holland and this, I ihall pro- 
ceed to examine the Contradts under our Coniideration, and 
I mufl begin with taking Notice, that in March or J§fril 
laft, when it was refolved to fend a large Body of our Troops 
to Flanders, the Exchange between Holland and this was at 
34 Shillings 8 Groots Flemijh, Bank Money, for the Pound 
Sterlings which js about lo Guilders i8 Stifvers Dutch Mo- 
ney per Pound Sterling. When this Meafure was refolved 
on, the Lords of the Treafury could not but know or fore- 
fee, that they would foon have Occafion for remitting large 
Sums of Money to Holland ; therefore they fhould have 
carefully examined the current Rate of Exchange, and the 
Probabilities of its rifmg or falling ; and like wife they (hould 
have examined into the Pradlice of the Treafury upon fuch 
Occafions, in former Times, efpecially during the late War in 
the Queen's Time. If they had done this, they would have 
found, that there was no Probability of the Exchange falling, 
above 2 or 3 Sti^vers in a Pound Sterling below the then cur- 
rent Rate, and they would have feen, that in former Times, 
upon tvtry fuch Occafion, the Cuftom of the Treafury was, 
as foon as it was proper to let the Thing be known, to figni- 
{y to the chief Dealers in Bills of Exchange, that the« Pub- 
lick would foon have Occafion to remit large Sums to fuch a 
Country, to Holland for Example, and that the Treafi^ry 
were ready to receive Propofals fealed up for that Purpofe : 
They would likewife have feen, that when fuch Propofals 
were deliver'd in, the Treafury had always, without any 
Refpedl to Perfons of equal Character and Credit, given the 
Jobb to the higheft Bidder, and that if any two or three Bid- 
ders were equal, it was equally divided among them. 

* Did they do any fuch Thing, Sir, upon this Occafion ?. 
I am fure, it does not appear ^om their Minutes, that they 
did ; and as no Bidder appeared but one, I mean Mr Gore, 
it is highly probable, he had a private Hint given him by 
fomebody, and accordingly, ^pri I igth, J742> he prefents 
his Propofal to the Lords of the Treafury in thefe Words: 
* Being informed, that his Majefty has commanded a Bodjr 

* of 
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« of Troops upon foreign Service, I humbly propofe to give An. 16. Ge^Ah 

* my Bills on Amfierdam for fuch Sums asihall be wanting i74^* 
« for the Service of the faid Troops, qpon my receiving the ' 

* Value thereof, after the Rate of \o Guilders 11 Stivers 

* and a half Current Money of Amfierdam^ for each Pound 
« Sterlings which ihall be payable as follows, 'vi%, two 
< Thirds at eight Days Sight, and one Third at one Month 
« after Date.' 

* This extraordinary Propofal, Sir, fhould have fliewn 
tbem, how neceiTary it was to give Notice to other Dealers 
to give in their Propofals, efpecially as there was fufiicient 
Time for that Purpofe ; for this Propofal was no lefs than 
fix Sti<vers and a half /^r Pound Sterling below the then cdr- 
rent Rate of Exchange, and confequentJy was an Advantage 
of above three fer Cent, to the Drawer, beiide the Profit 
which every Drawer in the common Way has for his Troif- 
ble in remitting other People*s Money ; for even at 10 Guil- 
ders 1 8 Stivers fei' Pound Sterlings the Drawer muft have a 
Profit, othcrwife he would not take the Trouble of receiv- 
ing other People's Money, ^nd giving his Bills for it, nQ\ 
would he run the Rifk of keeping his Money in Holland for 
that Purpofe, or of taking bad Bills in order to have it back 
again. Nay, Sir, this Propofal was four Stivers and a half 
below what the Exchange could in any Probability fall to» 
and, confequently, was above two per Cent, almoft certain 
to the Advantage of the Drawer, befi^e his ufuai Profit up- 
on Drawing. 

* There v^as, therefore, the higheft Reafon to rejedl this 
Propofal with Contempt, and to recur to the antient Cuflom 
of the Treafury ; but what did thefe Lords Commiilioners of 
the Treafury do ? Why, Sir, ^ty inflantly, and without 
the lead Objection or Confideration, agreed to it ; and this 
Succefs, or,' perhaps, another private Hint, encouraged the 
fame Mr Gore, together with his Friend Mr Gulfton, to of- 
fer another Propofal of the fame fqueezing Kature to the 
Treafury on the 1 3th of May following, in thefe Words, 

* That they are willing to furnifh their Bills of Exchange on 

* Amfterdam in equal Proportions, for all fuch Sums as ihall 

* be wanting from Time to Time, to be remitted on Ac- 
' count of what remains due to the Danijh and HeJJian 

* Troops to the 25 th of December 1741 ; and for the Pay, 

* and the Extraordinaries of the faid Troops for the Year 

* 1742, at the Rate of 10 Guilders^ 1 1 Stivers and a Half, 

* Current Money of Amfierdam^ fer Pound Sterlings paya- 

* ble as follows, viz. two Thirds in Bills at eight Days 

* Sight, 
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All. i6. Geo. 11/ fig))^ dod one Third in Bills at one Month after Date.* 
Z74X. Which I'ropofal was likewife indantly ^reed to ; as if it 
' had been predetermined, that this Gentleman and his 
Friends (hoald have the Remitting of the publick Money, 
let their Propofals be never fo diiadvantageoas to the Pnb- 
lick. 

* This Condafb, Sir, was the more extraordinary, becaufe 
the Secret Committee, of which fome of the Lords of the 
Treafury were Members, was, at that very Time, examin- 
ing into, and preparing a fevere Cenfure npon the Condn^ 
of the former Lords Commiilioners of that Board, for a Con- 
traA of the fame Kbd, for furniihing Bills on Jamaica^ to 
pay our Troops In the Weft Indies. And I cannot help ob- 
serving, that in the Report of that Committee *, there is a 
fevere CenAire upon the Treafury *s entering into any fuch 
Contra^ upon the good Faith of the Propofers only, with 
an Ignorance, real or affedted, of the Value of the Ex- 
change, and not endeavouring to fupply the Defe&of Know- 
ledge, by admitting Propofals from any other Merchant $ 
and yet the very Men concerned in drawing up this Cenfore, 
were, at that very Time, committing the fame vtry Faults, - 
and, if pofliMe, in a more flagrant Manner ; for as there is 
more Traffick, and many more Dealers in Exchange, be- 
tween Holland and London^ than between Jamaica and Len* 
don, the Lords of the Treafury had more Reafon to invite 
Bidders, and might , more eafily have known the Current 
Value of Exchange. Nay, it is hardly poffible .|hey could 
be ignorant of it, becaufe it is printed and pubUihed twice 
every Week at London, in a Paper called Caftaigns Courfe 
of Exchange, and thofe Papers regularly and carefully filled 
up in the Treafury-Office. # 

* I ihall grant, indeed, Sir, that the pnbltck Fraud, for 
I can call it by rto other Name, was not upon tvtry Hun- 
dred Pound fo great in this lad Cafe as in the former ; but 
if it had been carry*d on as at firlt intended, and if it be 
true as is fuppofed, that the Troops we are to maintain, and 
the Subfidies we are to pay abroad, during the War, will 
coft us 1,800,000/. a Year, the Fraud upon the Whole 
would have be6n much greater ; for it would have amounted 
to very near 45,000/. or, at leaft, to very near 27,000/. 
a Year ; becaufe the remitting of the Money would have

Xill. * That it feemM ^ dcterminM Point to fhut out Information, even

in the War during the late Queen^s Reign; and the £x- i74x« 
ample of the Lonl Godokbin^ at that Time, renders the 
Conduct of our prefent Lords of the Treafury, npon this 
Occafion, the lefs excufable. That noble Lord kne«v the 
pHadvantage of the Publick^s contracting with a Merchant 
to remit the piiblick Money for any Term ; becaufe, when 
the Exchange is low, it is a Difadvantage to the Publick to 
Itaake any ^ch Contrad ; and when the Exchange is high, 
no Merchant will contract with the Publick for any Term, 
at^ the then Current Rate of Exchange. For this Reafon^ 
with re«Mrd to the Money fent to. Gibraltar and Minorca^

Lord took Care that freih Propofals fho^Id be given in, and 
a new Contract made, for every particular Remittfince ; and 
with regard to the Remittances to Holland, he made a Con- 
tract in the Year 1704, with Sir Himy Fume/et to furnifh 
his Bills of Exchange for all foch Sums of Money as the 
Publick fhouid have Occafion to remit to Holland, at fuch 
Rate of Exchange as fhouid, at each refpedlive Time, be 
the Current, for a Premium of Eleven Shillings per Cent, 
only I fo that the Publick was, in fome Meafure, its own 
Merchant, and was to be a Gainer by the Rife of the Ex- 
change. 

* lut our prefent Lords of the Treafury were fo far from 
folk>wing this Example, that they agreed to fuch a ContraCI 
as no Man would have had the Afiurance to offer, if proper 
Notice had been given to the Dealers in Exchange to come 
in with their Propofals, Nay, Sir, fo far was the Treafury 
from giving any fuch Notice, that they feem to have in- 
dodrioufly concealed their having Occafion for remitting 
Money abroad, l(sft fome t)ea]er fhouid come in, and, by 
bis I^ropofals, render inexcufabte, or rather criminal, their 
giving fuch a lucrative Jobb to Mr Gore, However, the 
Secret at lalt came out : The Embarkation of our Troops 
divulged it, whether they would or no ; and the Dealers in 
Exchange being then a£ured, that the Publick would have 
Occafion for remitting Money to Holland for maintaining 
thofe Troops, MefiT. WiUin/on and Muilman, who have 
a Houfe of as great Credit as any in London^ and who cor«- 
refpond with Houfes of as good Credit as any in Atnflerdatn^ 
prefented to the Treafury a Memorial, by which they ac* 
quainted their Lordihips, that they were ready, and defirous 
to make Propofals for remitting what Money might be ne* 
ceiTary for the Payment of his Majelly*s Troops in Flanders^

* This being, Sir, aPropofal more beneficial for the Pub- 
Jick, by two and a half per Cent, than that offerM by Mr 
Gore, one would have thought, that their Lordlhips iboiild 
have taken fome Notice of it, at lead fo far as to make ofe 
of it for inducing Mr Gore not to take fuch a monftrons Ad- 
vantage of the Publick as they had agreed to give him ; but 
fo far otherwife, that upon the loth of yune, when this 
Memorial was read at the Board, they anfwer dire6Uy^ 
^ That they cannot take thefe Proposals into Confideradon, 
* having already agreed with Mr Johft Gore for making the 
' faid 'Remitunces for that Campaign.* This was fome- 
thing very extraordinary ; but when we confider the Agree* 
ment they had made vilth Mr Gcre^ k will appear amazing :

U^ilkin/on and 
jMutlntan^ or for a Year certain, they ihould have explained 
themfelves fally to MeiT. Wilkinfon and MmiJman, and 
cncoQrag*d them to return at the proper Timif with Propo- 
fals for the next Campaign, or the enfaing Year : They 
ihould not, certainly, have difmifsM them with' fuch a (hort 
and blunt Anfwer, as might have difcoaraged them, or any 
other'Perfon that had heard of their Treatment, from ever 
coming to make any new Propofal ; (b that chey Teemed re- 
fblv*d, that nothing fhoald induce them to lefTen or disconti- 
nue the beneficial Bargain they had given to their Favourite; 
lor, as I have faid, they did not, at leail as a Board, fo 
much .as try to make ufe of this Propofal for getting mor« 
beneficial Terms from Mr Gore. 

* However, Sir, fonAe of them in their private Capacity^ 
or, I believe, fomebody elfe, for in this whole Affair they

January^ with 

tbeie Fropoi^ls annexed ; and next Day they referred them 

back^to hi^ Confideratioo, together with the Memorial pre- 

fen^7««^,the loth, by MeiT. Wilkinfon and Muilman \ 

bot thejr took Care not fo much as to refer that prefented 

by the &me Gentlemen on the 26th of OSober ; for if they 

had, it would have made it very difficult for the Paymafter, 

to report in Favour of Mr Gere and his Friends. 

^ However,^ tho* this Memorial of the 26th of OBoher 
was not referrM, yet MeiT. Wilkinfon and Muilman were fo

QOnvinc'd, that they had the private Inclinations, I fhall not 
iay the private Intereft, of the Treafury Board as well as 
Paymafier to combat in this A&ir, they knew, that no- 
thing could procure, them Succefs in their Application for 
this Jobb of remitting the pnblick Money, but their prevent- 
ing, by their Propouus, h much as an Excufe for giving a 
partial Preference to their Competitors. For this Parpofe» 
therefore, upon the nth of the fame Month, (of January) 
they prefented to the Lords of the Treafury the following 
Memoriai.

' Irving now. Sir, impartially ftated the t^, with 
foeh Obfervations ai I thought neceiTfry fox^ fetting thie Af- 
fair in its true and genuine Light, I (hall next take Notice, 
thai if the puUick Lofs, bccafioned by t\m Prefctence given 
to Mr CffTff had been inconfiderable, it might have beo^ 
cxcnfcd by the Experience the Poblick had of his Pundqii- 
lity, or it might have left Room for a little Partiality to- 
wards a Friend ; but this Gondu^ becomes quitftinexcufable, 
when we confider the Lo& thereby fuftained 1, and aa many 
Gentlemen may not have coofidered tbia Ws, I fhall b^ 
Leave to explain it, and to ftate it in a clear Light. £ 
have already (hewn, thac there is ha^rdly a PojSbility Of the 
Exchange between Holland and this falling below ten (gil- 
ders fixteen Stivers, becaofe if it ihould, the Remitters or 
the Jenvf will certainly fend over our foreign GoUt^i^ Sil- 
ver, or mdt down and (end Over our coined Gold and Silver, 
in order to bring the Exchange op again to that Standard ;

It was therefore ri- 
diculous to agree with any Remitter for kfs than ten Guil- 
ders iixteen Stivers per Pound Sterling, even tho* it had been 
refolved on to take this Method, and not to follow the 
Method taken hy the Lord Gddoiphin in the late War, for 
fupplying our Troops and fiibBdiary Princes upon the Con- 
tinent ; but as the Exchange, at the Time thefe Contrads 
were made, was. but at tea* Guiideri eighteen Stivers, or 
as the Paymafter himfelf dates it in. his Report, upwards of 
t^n Guilders feventeen Stivers per Pound Sterling, we ought 
certainly to have followed the Lord Godolphin^^ Method,

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*i>^t CourTe of EtcchaBge^ lor fuch a Prefnitim fer Cent. as^n.i6.0ec^^L 
we £OJild agree lor* This Method, I fay, we odght b '74«« 
have followed, becaufe we knew, that as long as we coutd '^

.not fall above one or two Stivers in a Pound Sterling belOvr 
what it was then at, and by fending now and then a Maii 
of War over to Holland or Flanden^ with a large Quantity 
of fordgn Gold or Silver upon the publick Account, we 
. might have kept the Exchange always at ten Guilders eigh- 
tara Stivers, or perhaps raifed it to eleven Guilders per 
Pound Sterling. 

* If this Method had been reiblved on, and proper No- 
tke given to the Merchants, I am perfuaded, Mefi". I^il- 
Jkinfin and Muihnan^ according to their Propofal of OAober 
a6, or foBie other Remitter, would have andertaken the 
Si^rvice, at the Rate of one half fer Cent, for Commiffion, 
Brokeridge, Poilage of Letters, and Riik of Bills. This, I 
£iy,^ Sir, I am perfuaded of, becaufe in the Year 1794, 
Sir Henry Fumefi undertook the Service for 1 1 /, per Cent* 
and as the Bufinefe of Exchange is now better underft|6od, 
and followed by a greater Number of Merchants, than it was 
at that Tinie, the Remitters muft content themfelves with a 
lefs Pro^t ; for when a Remitter remits for a private Perfon 
at the Current Rate of Exchange, we are not to fuppofe, he 
has no Profit, nor any Thing for Commi^on, Brokeridge, 
Poilage of Letters, and Rifk of Bills : Even at the Current 
Rate of Exchange, and without any Premium, he has cer* 
tainly an Allowance for his Riik and Expence, and fome 
Profit for his Trouble ; confequently the Premium he gets 
from the Publick, for remitting the publick Money, ought 
to be confidered as a nett additional Profit, and tho* much 
lefs than an Half f$r Centi muft certainly be a very great 
and defirable Profit, when fuch large Sums are to be remit- 
ted. Therefore, I think, I have Reafon to conclude, that 
if our prefent Lords of the Treafury had followed the Me- 
thod chalked out to them by the Lord Godolphin, they might 
have found Remitters of the befl Credit^ that would have 
enga^d to have remitted all the publick Money at the Cur- 
rent Prince of Exchange for a Half per Cent. And as we 
mud neceilarily have a Number of Guard Ships in the Chan- 
nel, they might have taken Care to keep the current Price

Money might have been remitted at Ten Guilders Eighteen 
Stivers for the Pound SterL with a Half per Cent, to the Re- 
mitter as a Premium, let us compute what the poUick L6& 
would have amounted to during the lafl Year, and the en- 
fuing, if the Treafury had proceeded upon the firft Contraft 
they made with Mr Gore^ at Ten Guilders eleven and u 
Hal ^Stivers for the Pound Steri. which is fix and half Sti- 
vers Lo(s/ upon every Pound SterL Every Gentleman that 
will be at the Paina to calculate, may feef, ^at this is at the 
Rate of above 3 per dnt. Lofs to the Publick, from whidi 
we may dedudl the Half per Cent* Premium that in fte 
other Method was to have been paid to the Remitter; jb 
that the nett Lofs to the Publick would have been above 
2 4 per Cent. This, 'tis true, may to fome Gentlemen ap- 
pear fo trifling, as not to be worth their Notice ; but if we 
confider the vaft Sums that were remitted lafl Year, and 
are to be remitted in the enfuing, the Lofs upon the whole 
will amount to fuch a Sum, as even a Lord of the Trea^ 
fury may think it worth his while to take Notice of f And 
as, in this Cafe, the Lofs of the Publick is the Gain of the 
Remitter, I am perfuaded, we never had a Lord of Hie 
Treafury, that would not have thought it worth his while to 
have a Share of fuch a Gain. 

* To compute, Sir, what this Lofs to the Publick and 
Gain to the Remitter would have amounted to upon the 
whole, we muft cbnfider, that the Expence of our 16,009 
National Troops in Flanders, for the enfuing Year, is 
eHimated at about 535,000 /. to which I ih^l add one 
Third, or 178,333 I. as the Expence of maintaining thcni 
there for fome Part of laft Year, being in the whole 
7'5»333 ^- The Expence of the Hanov/rrairs for laft Year 
and the enfuing is eftimated at 657,888 f. The Expence of 
the Uejpans for the enfuing Year is eftimatcd at 161,607 ^^ 
and for the laft Year their Expence Ws eftimated at 
194,916 /. being in the whole 356,523 /. And the Ex- 
pence of xkit Danes for laft Year was 98,345 /. Thefe four 
Articles amount in the whole to 1,826,089/. toVhich I 
muft add the 500,000/. advanced laft Year to the Queen of 
Hungary and King of Sardinia, and the fame for the Year 
enfuing f becaafe it has been whifpered, that Methods have

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been taken for recommending to them the Tame Remitter9An.i6.Gflo.n« 
^^ho will probably infift upon having Terms from them i^^t- 
equall/ advantageous with tbofe he has from his native ^ 
Coantry i and the (jofs of our Allies in the War may In 
fo'ihe Meafure be called the Lofs of this Nation, or at lead it 
is a Gain to the Remitter, let him have it from whom h^ 
ViUh *Thete two Siinv added to the former make 2,826»o89 /• 
and if to thefe I add the cafual Expence of Waggon- Money ,* 
Forage-Money, Douceurs, and the like, which muft be re- 
niit'ted abroad, I muft reckon that all the Sums remitted, or 
to be remitted, for laft Year and this, amount to ^ round 
Suqi of 3,000,000 /. And 2 i pir Cent, Lofs upon this 
Soih amounts to 75,000 /. which is, in my Opinion, a 
Ijits by much too conliderable to be negledled or defpifed by 
this Nation In its prefent Circumftances ; and as this whole 
Stun, and a great deal more, is all clear Gain to the Remit* 
ter. It is a Gain which any Subjedl in Britain may think it 
worth his while to have a Share of. 

* I (hall not fay, Sir, that the Paymafter, or any prefent 
Lords of the Treafury, would accept of any Share ; but the 
Report of the Secret Committee muft convince us, that 
when fuch a profitable Contract is to be given, there are 
Methods of letting fome Friends of theirs into a Share of the 
Profits,* without their advancing any Money, running any 
Riik, or being at any Trouble ; apd the unaccountable 
Neglta of all the Memorials offered by MefT. fFilkin/on and 
Mui/man afford fome Sufpicion, that what appears from that 
Report to have been pra^ifed under the former Adminiftrati- 
on, has already been prafHfed under this ; ^r if any fuch 
underhand Bargains Were in View, I do not wonder at their 
giving no Notice to the Remitters in the City to iend in 
Propoi&Is ; nor do I wonder at their neglecting and contriv- 
ing Reafons for refuiing the advantageous Propofals made by 
MeiT. Wilkinfon and Muilman, who certainly deferv'd more 
than Mr Gore the Favour of the Publick, becaufe by their 
interfering and making Propofats, the Publick got a Stiver 
ZX\A a, Half per Found Steri more from Mr Gore than its Ser- 
vants, the Lords of the Treafury, had ftipulated for it, and 
more, I am convinced, that Mr Gore wouki ever have gi- 
ven, had it not been for thefe Propofals of JFiWn/bn and 
Mui/man : The Publick was therefore very much obliged to 
them, becaufe by their interfering it i^ed about two Thirds 
per Cent, and confequently loft but about 70,000/. Tnftcad

there was no underhand Bargains : Suppofe Mr Gore aoj hit 
Friends had no fecret or concealed Partners in the profiuble 
Jobb given to them, yet the Conduft of the Lords of the 
Treainry in not giving Notice to the Remitters^, and in ft- 
fafing the higheft Bidder, occafioned then fuch a Lofs to tie 
Publick, as deferves at lead the Cenfure of this Hoafe ; and 
if it (hould efcape Cenfure, I may prophefy^ that it will ia 
future Times be of infinite Difadvantage to the Pubiick, be- 
caufe it will be a Precedent for all our other Boards to follow 
the rameclandeftine Method of making publickContrads, and 
it will prevent any Merchant or Tradefmaiv's attempting to 
. offer any Propoials to the Publick^ or to outbid the PenoD 
to whom the Board feems inclined to give the Jobb ; fo that 
for the future, every publick Contrad will be made a Piece 
of mere Jobbwork^ and all publick Services will not only be 
charged at an extravagant Rate, but alio moft negligently of 
weakly performed ; for when the Coimniifioners, or dieir 
Friends, become Socii Crimtnis with the Performer or Un- 
dertaker, by going .Sharers with hfm in the Profits^ it can- 
iK>t be expected, that they will look narrowly into, ffinch

* When the Affair now before us was firfi mentioned* it Mr Winmi^toiu 
wttS introduced with fo much Solemnity* and fo many P%> 
pers called for* that I expefted fome extraordinary Pifco- 
veries. I expeded nothing lefs* than to hear, that the 
Publick had been robb'd ofa large Sum of Money* and that 
bmc of our«Chief Officers had been concerned in that Robr 
bery ; but now* after the Affair has been thoroughly fifted, 
after we have examined all the Witneffes* and had all the 
Papers laid before us* that can give us any Light into this 
TranfaQion* and alter we have fpcnt two Days in the In« 
quiry* which* in my Opinion* might have been otherwiie 
much better ^mjdoyed* what have we difcovered? Why* 
we have difcovered* that ki a moft neceffary* important 
and difficult Piece of Publick Service, the Lords of the. 
Treafory chofe to employ a Man whofe Abilities and Con* 
dttd they had Experience of* rather than a new Undertaker, 
who offered to perform the Service at a trifling leis Expence. 
If this is not Parturtunt Montest I never knew any Tiung 
that deferved the Name. 

^ I fhall readily aj^ee with the Hon. Gentleman* that 
when any publick Service is to be performed by cafua) Un- 
dertakers* it 16 uTual and proper for thofe that are intruded 
by the Publick to make fuch Contrads ; I fay it is both a« 
foal and proper for them to receive Propofals from all thofe 
whp are willio^ to undertake the Jobb ; and when the Ser- 
vice is not publickly forefeen* I believe* it is cudomary to 
give fome fort of previous Intimation to thofe from whom 
any Propoial for that Service may be expedted ; bi^ its 
neither cullomary nor neceflary to give fuch a previous Inti- 
mation in tvtty Calfe whatever* nor are tl^e Truitees for the 
Publick obliged in all Cafes to prefer that Propofal which at 
firft View may appear to • be moil advantageous to the Pub- 
lick. When the Service is publickly forefeen, when every

' ceflary to ^ive any Sort of previous Intimation, which was 
the Cafe with tcgard to'the Affair now before us. There 
Was not, I believe, a Merchant upon 'Change who bad not 
heard of our deftgnine to fend Tome of our Troops to Flan- 
ders ; and no one could be fo fiupid as not to forefee/ that if 
Troops were to be fent thither, they mull be paid there ; 
and, coniequently, that the Publick would want to remit 
Money for that Purpofe. In this Cafe, therefore, it was 
needlefs for the Treafury to -give Notice to any Perfon, that 
fuch a Service would be wanted ; and if no Propofal for that 
Service was offered befide that of Mr Gore% it wa5 becaufe 
there were very few Merchants in London, who thought 
themfelves equal to the Undertaking. 

* We cannot therefore. Sir, find Fault with, much lefs 
pafs a folemn Cenfure upon the Conduft of the Lords Com- 
miflioners of the Treafury, for not advertifing in the Ga- 
zette, or fending one of their OiEcers to proclaim npon 
'Change, that the Government would foon have Occafion to 
lemit large Sums to Ho/IanJ or Flandtrs. On the contrary, 
if they had done fo, their Condud would, in my Opinion, 
have deferved to be cenfured ; becaufe it would, very pro- 
bably, have produced a Combination among the Dealers in 
Bills of Exchange both zt London zni in Ho Hand ^ to run it 
^own as low as pofTible, in order that they might have no 
Opportunity of making the more advantageous Bargain with 
t)ur Government, for fnpplying them with Money ia H^/- 
iandy to pay the Army that was to be fent to Flanders ; and 
the Danger of fuch a Combination, after it came to be pnb- 
lickly and certainly known, that we were to fend Troops Jto 
FlandtrSy muft (hew, that it was prudent and right in the 
Lords of the Treafury to make a Contrafl for fupj^ying 
thofe Troops as foon as poffible, and to make that Contrafi 
at a certain Rate of Exchange, and not as it was made by 
the Lord Godolphin in the Year 1704J at an uncertain^^Rate 
of Exchange, but at a certain Premium per Cent, for all the 
Money to be remitted. Such a Contrad may hereafter be 
made, when the Coarfe of Exchange becomes a little fettled, 
after the Shock it muft receive by our beginning to take a 
Share in the War ; but to have made fuch a Contraft at 
the very Beginning, or rather before the Commencement of 
the War, would not have been prudent, nor would, it have 
been purfuant to the Example of the Lord Godolphin ; for 
he took Care not to make any fuch Contrail at the ^gia*

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iitog*: The War had been carried on for two Years before An.iS.Geo.lL 
h^ thought of making foch ^ one, and then the Courfe of , r g4 »» 
B>echange had retorned to its proper E^ailibriam, after the ^^ 

Sliock it had remved by our fffft fending our Troops to 
JIbi/and, which was in 1701, and in the Beginning of 1702. 
*' * To compehend thie Matter dearly^ Sir, we muft con- 
fider» that theSufinefs of Exchange is a Sort of Trade, and, 
confequently, muft vary according to the Demand and the 
Quantity brought to Market to oe fold at any particular 
Place. It is a Sort of Price for Money at a certain PIace» 
atul yke the Price of Com, may be hi^h at one Market, at 
^^(6- fame Time that it happens to be very low at another. 
This Difference ^ay be occafioned by many Accidents, and 
iftay npon ibme Emei:gencie8 become vcty confiderable, but 
cannot long continue ; becanfe as the intrinfick Value is the 
tlie fame in all Places, Merchants will fbon £nd out where . 
^e Price is high, and will bring fuch Q^ntities to that 
Bfarket, as will foon reduce the Price to the afual Standard. 
With Refpedt to all Sorts of Commodities, and in every 
Market, the Quantity necefTary for fupplying the Market, 
and the Demand neceflary for buying or taking off that 
Quantity, are in ordinary Cafes pretty well known, and ge- 
Berally keep pretty near equal. But when, by any unfore- 
iben Accident, the former is greatly increased, the Price 
mud fall at that Market, and for that Market-Day at lead ; 
and if, by any onforefeen Accident, the latter fhould be 
. jpreatly encreafed, the Price muft rife, and muft continue 
l^gh tifl the Demand be leiTened,^ or the Quantity ufually 
brought to that Market encreafed. 

* Upon this Principle, Sir, which is infallible, let us con- 
£der the Confequences of our fending our Troops to F/an- 
dirs : It neceilarily increafes our Demand for ready Money 
hi Hoiiand, and as it is a new, an extraordinary, and an un* 
ferefeen Demand at that Market, it mud raife the Price of 
that Commodity, and that Price mud continue 'till Mer- 
chants have found out Methods for encreaiing the Quantity 
of that Commodity at that Market ; confequently the Price 
of Exchange mnft fall confiderably at' firft, below what it . 
ufually was when we had no fuch Demand^; and therefore it 
was a prudent Step in the Lords of our Treafury to enter in- 
to a C<Mitra£t before fending our Troops abroad, and to iet^ 
tie, by that Contradt, a certain Rate of Exchange,, in order 
to prevent the Publick^s fuffering by the Increafe of the De- 
mand, and confequently of the Price of ready Money in Hoi- 
land. If they had not done fo I am convinced, the Courfe

a Contraa as Lotd GoJolfkin did in 1704, no Merchant 
would have taken Gsre to encreafe the Quantity for fupply* 
ing the Market in- Holiand, and confeqaently the Pub^ick 
might have loft very confideraMy by the railing th^ Price of 
re^dy Money there and the finking of the (^nrfe of Ex- 
change. 

* Butbefides the Courfe of Exchange, Sir, the Jgi9 of the 
Bank in HoUafid will certainty be aieaed by our fending our 
Troops CO Flanders, To explain what if meant by the j^iit 
of the Bank, I mnft obferve, that in HoUand there is a Dif- 
ference between what is calPd Bank Money and Current 
Money. The Value of the former is fiz*d and certain, and 
remains always at the Standard it was at wlien the Bank was 
firil eitabliihed, whereas |he Value of Current Money rifes 
and fells in Hollknd^ as in other Countries, according to the 
Finenefs or Coarfnefs of their Coin ; and for this Reafon 
mod of the Bills drawn upon Holland, are drawn payable in 
Bank Money. As the Coin now Current in Holland la coar- 
fer ^han it was when the Bank was eftabli&ed, therefore 
Bank Money is better, or of greater Valoe than Current 
Money, that is to fay, one hundred Gnikiers Bank Money 
IS better, or of greater Value, than one hundred Guilders 
Current Money, and the Difference between them is calFd 
the Agio^ which intriniically is exadly five ftr Cent, One 
hundred Guilders Bank Money being intrinfically worth one 
hundred and five Guilders Current Money ; but rhis jfgh 
does not remain always fix^d at its intrinfick Valoe, becaoie 
it rifcs above or falls bek>w five fer Cent, according to the 
Demand for ready Money. In Time of Peace the Jgio is 
ofcen above five per Cent, becanfe the great Merchants ia 

* Holland, in the Way of Trade, deal molily with one ano* 
tber in Bank Money, or Credit in Bank ; but in Time of 
War, when large Bills are drawn upon them for fubiifting 
Armies, which moft be paid in ready Money, then the Jgh 
falls below five per Cent, and the great Draughts made by 
France upon Hoiland, for paying her Armies in Germany^ 
and her Sobfidtes to the Emperor and Sweden, has lately re- 
duc*d this jipo to fonr and a half per Cent, from whence i^ 
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is reafonable to fuppofe, that the great Draagfats now to, be An. i6. Geo. IT. 
made by us, for paying our Army in Fiandtrsy will reduce '74*' 
the Agio ftill lower^ which will be an additidnal Lofs to the 
Remitter ; for 34 5, 8 J. Bank Money for a Pound Sterling 
is not To much now that the AgU is but four and a half ^^r 
Cent, as it would be if the Agio were five fer Cent. 

* Another Thing I muft mention, which will likewife, 
I believe, turn out to the Difadvantage of the Remitter, is 
the Price or Premium paid to thofe who employ themfelves 
in carrying Foreign Gold or Silver from this Country to Hoi-^ 
land ; for befides the Freight and Infurance, they mufl have 
a Profit as a Reward for their Trouble ; and as the Wages 
of the Workman always rife when there is a great deal of 
Work to be done, efpecially if the Number of the Work- 
men be diminiihed, fo thefe Exporters wjll probably infift up- 
on a greater Profit, becaufe the Exports will become much 
larger, and fuch great Sumi muft fometimes be exported, as 
can be truiled with but very few of the common Exporters; 
To this I muft add, the Chance of a War with France^ in 
which Holland will probably be likewise involved ; and if 
this Ihonld happen, both the Freight and Infdrance between 
HgUand and this will rife very confiderably, both which will 
turn out to the Difadvantage of the Remitter, becaufe larg^ 
Qnantities of Gold and Silver muft be fent.over to anfwer 
oar Praughts upon Holland : When all thefe Chances and 
Bifadvantages arc confider*d, I believe Mr Gore^s Contradl 
will be deemed no fuch extraordinary Bai^ain as it has been 
reprefented ; efpecially if we con£der the Expence he mull 
be at in Commiflion, Brokeridge, Poftage of Letters, and 
other Charges, which I reckon, will amount to near one and a 
half per Cent, and his Profit is not above two per Cent, everi 
at the then Current Rate of Exchange ; fo that he has but 
a half ^fr Cent, nett Profit, which is the leaft that can be al« 
low'd for his Trouble, for his Risk of Bills, and for the great 
Risk he ran of the Exchange finking even below what he 
had agreed to give his Bills at ; for if the Exchange has not 
fallen by the great additional Demand for ready Money in 
Holland, being contrary to the natural Courfe of Things, it 
can be afcribM to nothing but his Care and Conduct in fup- 
plying the Market before the Demand began to be felt. 

* But the great Outcry, I find, is, another offered to per- 
form the Service at a much lefs Expence to the Publick. Sir, 
Ifhall be far from faying, that Meff. Wilktnfon and Mail- 
man were not as capable to perform the Service as Mr Gori 
and his Friends ; but the Lords of the Treafury had no Ex- 
VoL. Xiy. » pcricned 
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An. i6. Geo. 11. perience of their Performance^ and it is certainly their Datjr, 
as well as it is the Duty of every other Officer or Boards to 
take Care rather to have the poblick Service well perfonn*d 
than cheaply perform^, efpecially thofe Services opon wUch 
the very Being* I may fay» of the Commonwealtlh depoEidi, 
When the DiSerence in the Expenqe is very great, or when 
one Man offers to ferve the Pablick at a remarkaUe lefs ix* 
pence, or cheaper Rate, than another, it is then the X>acy . 
of a Board to inquire minutely into the Nature of the Service 
to be undertaken, for in that Cafe there muH be Extortioa 
on one Side, or Fraud on the other intended ; and if the 
Price or Profit requirM by the former appears, upon cbe 
ttxi€teQ, Inquiry, to be but a moderate one, I thinks the^jr 
ought to be vaftly cautious of engaging with the latter ; to 
it is not to be prefum'd, that any one would ferve even the Pobr 
lick for nothing, and much lefs to his own Lofs ; and as slit 
almoft impoilible to forefee all the Frauds which an Under- 
taker of any publick Service may be guilty of, I (hoald be 
ihy of employing a Man whofe Propofals ihew'd that kc 
mud either cheat himfelf or the Publick. 

^ In all fuch Cafes, therefore. Sir, there muft be al dif- 
cretionary Power left in the CommiiBoners or Officers fvho 
are to contract for the Publick, and they may (bmecsmfli 
have very good Reafoos for rejedling the higheft Prqxi&l e^ 
Bidder, even when the Difference is v,ery confideraUe ; .bttt, 
when the Difference is triHing, as it was in the Cafe nei|, 
under Coniideration, their having Experience of one Kfan^ 
Capacity and .Condudt, aitd none of the others, is of itteli 41 ', 
fuffi'cient Reafon for preferring the Man they knpw» ev» 
when the other offers to ferve at a cheaper Rate i and as dw 
leaft Failure or Difappointment in this Service, would have 
been of the mod fatal Confequence, I think, the Lords of 
the Tre^fury were in the right not to allow the Dealers is 
Exchange, by bidding upon one another, to beat the Price 
down too low, which they might have done from atoogicae 
Avidity of Gain, or from the Hopes that the Publick wooU 
give them fome Relief, if it ihould afterwards appear, Aet 
they had undertaken the Service at a cheaper Rate tlum it 
could be faithfully performed : This would probably have., 
been the Cafe, if the Propofals of Meff. mikinfon and Mml- 
man had been accepted ; for as by thefe Propouls they virere 
to have but two Stivers in a Pound Sterling Profit, whldkis 
not one per Cent, and as the Charges of Commiffion, Bra- 
keridge, and Poflage of Letters, is always computed at near 
one and ^ halfj they could not have continued for any Time 
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toforniih the Publidcwith Bills at that Bate, uolefs the An. i6. Geo. IT. 
Courfe of Exchange had rifen very moch in our Favour^ ^ i74^ 
which was not to beexpeded at focb^ a Jimdbire. They ' ~ 
ainft therefore have foon come to a nevtr Agreement with 
the Poblicky or they muft have given over the Bufinefs i 
and we know by Experience how dangerous it is to change 
Hands, or to en^oy mai^ Hands in fuch a Tranfa^lion i 
for by fo doing our Affairs were brought into very great 
ConfofioR towards the latter End of the laft War. 

^ Befides tfaefe. Sir, and many other poblitk Reaibns, 
w^ich I could' mention, if it were worth while, the Lords 
of the Trea{\iry may have had private Reafons for prefor-^ 
ring the Propofals of Mr Oon and his Friends, tho* lower 
than thofe ofiered by MefE Wiikinfin and Muilman : I 
mean not fuch private Reafons as have been iniinuated in 
this Debate, as if they or fome of their Friends were to 
have a Sha^e uk the Contract, and that therefore they were 
willing to make it as profitable as they thought they might 
fafely do, I mean fuch private Reafons only as relate to th« 
Safety and Service of the Fnblick } for in all fuch Cafes 
they are obliged to enquire firfdiy into the Charader and 
Condo^ ci thofe they are to contradt with, and may find 
iwk Reafons for preferring one Man to another, as ought 
not to be mentioned or communicated to the Publick. I do 
iot, however, afiirm, that in this Cafe, they had any fuch 
Jpiafons : I mentfon it only to (hew, how cautious we ought 
t0^be of cenfnring the Condud of great Ofiicers in every 
die, where there is not a very apparent Negledl or Mif* 
bdiaviour, and a remarkable Injury done to the Publick. 

* I hope, I have now given fuch Reafons as will appear 
fttfficient againft our refolvin^ to pafs any Cenfure upon the 
Coiidnft of the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafor y, either 
for their not giving Notice to the Merchants to bring in 
their Propofals for remitting abroad the publick Money, or 
for dieir preferring the Propofals of MefT. Gorty Guifion^ 
and Ptynsx, to the higher Propofals of MeiT. Wiikinfin 
and Muilman ; and next I ihall obferve, that it is really, in 
my Opinion, furprifing, to hear Gentlemen, who certainly 
attend to, and underfland the publick Bufinefs i I fay, it is 
fiirprifing to hear fuch Gentlemen talk of the Ldfs the Pub- 
lic has fuftained upon this Occafion ; for, I think, it is 
demonftrable, that had the Contrail of MeiT. Gore^ Gul- 
fiokf und Payntz, been much lower than it is ; had they 

3 reed to give their Bills upon Ho/land at no more than ten 
oilders ten Stivers per Pound Sterling, the Publick coold 
R 2 have 
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have faftained no Lofs. Sir, Gentlemen may Ihake their 
An. i6.Geo.ii. pjcads and fecm amazed, but I ftiall make good what I fay 
_^j y i ^ from the EAimates upon your Table, and firom what is 
known to be the common Pradice in paying the Army a- 
broad. To begin wkh the hit : It is well known, that as 
foon as oar Army fet Foot upon foreign Ground, they aie 
not paid in Engliflj Money, but from that Moment begin to 
be paid in the Current Money of the Country, . according to 
the Kate of Exchange at which the Go?ernment has con- 
tradted to have the Money remitted. Therefore; if the 
Government fhould make a bad Bargain, .with regard to the 
Remittance, it may be a Lofs to the Officers and Soldiers of 
the Army, but it can be no Lofs to the Pobli|:k. If Mr 
tiore had given but ten Guilders ten Stivers for. the Pound 
Sterling, it would have beea a Lofs to the G&:ers and Sol- 
diers of our Army, becaufe their Pay abroad would have 
been lefs by near one and a Half pjtr C^uts bvA the Pablick 
tould neither have got nor loft by the Bargaku 

' I fhall next. Sir, coniider the Cafe of the Money re- 
mitted for paying the HanotMtians i and here; if Gentlemen 
will but look upon the Eftimate, they will fer» that the 
Money granted for paying the Hanoverians is fialculated jat 
ten Guilders ten Stivers per Pound Sterling, and muft cer- 
tainly be paid to them at that Rate ; for they will infift 
upon having a Pound Sterling, or the Produce of a Pottfid^ 
Sterling in Dutch Money, for every ten Guilders tei;^ StivM 
we are obliged to pay them ; and, cohfequently, oar xe^ 
mitting their Money at a higher Rate than- ten Guilders tea 
Stivers per Pound Sterling, can be no Advantage to this 
Nation, nor can our remitting it at a lower Rate than ten 
Guilders fixteen or eighteen Stivers, be any Lofs. 

* This, Sir, is the Cafe with regard to the Money re- 
mitted or to be remitted for- the Hano<verians ; and ^\xk 
regard to the Money that Itas been remitted, or that may 
be remitted for ih^ Dantjkov Hejpan Troops, the Cafeia 
the very fame. But what furprifes me moft is, that the 
Money remitted, or to be remitted, for paying the Sidifi^ 
dies granted by Parliament to the Queen of Hungeuy, or 
King o^ Sardinia^ fhould be brought in over Head and 
Ears, to fwell the imaginary Lofs, which the Nation is to 
fultain by this wicked Contradt. This, I fay, is the.moft 
furprifing, becaufe by Accounts upon our Table it aipftem*) 
that a great Part of the Subfidies payable to the Queen «l 
Hungary^ and King of Sardinia^ were paid in ready Monqr 
to their MiniHers here^ and the reft in fuch Bills as they 
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approved of ; and it is ncft to be fappofed, that their Mini- An. 16. Geo. II; 
ftcrs here would allow themfelves to be directed by any of '74^* 
(Air Minifters to go to a particular Remitter, nnlefs he was 
ready to give them iiis Bills at as high a Rate of Exchange 
as any other Remitter would agree to. 

* From hende. Sir, I think it is evident, that the Pub- 
Hck could have fuftained no Lofs, even tho* the Contrad 
made with Mr Gore had ftood at the Rate of Exchange at 
which it was firft fettled ; and as to the Argument, or ra* 
tficr* Piece of Wir, made ufe of, with refpedl to the Trea- 
iwy Bbard^s being under the Diredion of one of their own ^^ 

Servants, it wiH appear to be without any Foundation, when 
we tonfider, that it is the daily Pradice of every Board in 
England f when Fads and Circumftances are to be enquired 
into, to refer that Inquiry to be made and reported by ona 
or more of their chief Clerks or Servants, and that Report 
is alvi^ys made the Foundation of the Board's Refolution^ 
aiile(s a farther Inquiry or Confideration . appear to be ne- 
ccflary, which, in this Cafe, there was* certainly no Occa- 
£on for, beeaofe the Paymailer, ki hrs Report, (hewed fb 
clearly the Reafonablenefs of the Propofals made by Meff. 
Gvriy GutHon^ and "^oyntx^ and the Danger of changing 
Hands, that it became quite unnecefiary to take into their 
CdniideratioR the new Propofals that Daj^ delivered in by 
Mefl*. Wilkhtjon and Mutlman, From all which, I mu^ 
be of Opinion, that we have not the leaft Reafon to find 
JFanlt with any Part of the Condud of the Lords of the 
Treafury in this Tranfadion, and, cohfequently, I mdfE be 
againft the Motion.' 

Then JohnBance^ Efqi fpoke to the following Eflfed : ' j^, 5^^^.^/ 

• Whatever the Gentlemen of the other Side of thfe Que- ' 
fiion may fay ; they mud be fenfible, tfiat, in this D^ate, * 
we have a very great Advantage, becaufe, it depends upon 
Figures, which cannot, like Words, be wreftcd to difguife 
the Truth or fupport a Falfhood, and if they 'think we have 
ma^e no material Difcovery; it nfnft proceed from their 
being accuftomed, for fome Years, to deal in Millions, and * 
to fee the Poblick defrauded daily of Thoufands ; but fuch 
Gentlemen as i am, who have never touched publick Mo- ^ 
ney, nor any Money but our own, or fuch as a^ Court of 
Ja^ce might compel us to account for, muft look upon a 
Sam of 60 or 70,000 /. with fome Sort of Attention, and 
moll think, that the pifcovery of a Fraud of that Value^ .

oar Anceftors whatever the Moontains might have concei- 
ved,^ the RefolutiQiis of this Hoofe woou have brought 
forth an Impeachment. 

* Whether to call thefe Remitting Contra£U a defigned 
Fraud, or only a Piece of Mifmanagement, I am really at 
a Lofs to determine : The Damage the Publick was tbmby 
CO fuffer was fo obvious, and the right Method of contnft* 
iDg fo well known, that it requires a great Stock of Charity 
to believe, that the Mifmanag^ent proceeded entirely fnan 
Inattention. The many Advertifements we fee almoft daSy 
in our News Papers from the Commiffioners of Navy and 
ViQualling, could not but put our Lords Cbmmiffioaeis of 
the Treafury in mind, that the proper Method for remit- 
ting the publick Money abroad, if it was to be doae kj 
Bills of Exdbange, was to advertife in the Gmattte^ or at 
leaft to give Notice to all the great Remitters in the Qty 
to fend in Propofals ; and it was the more nece0ary tot the 
prefent Lords of the Treafury to take this Method, ,beaofe 
when they entered upon their Trait, there was a general 
Sufpicion, that every publick Contraft was made p Jebb» 
and that no Propofal, however beneficial for the Plibiicfc, 
was ever auended to, nnlefsit came from one who was a 
Friend of the MiniHer's. Whether this Sofpicion was wdl 
founded or no, is not my Bufinefs at prefent to enquire ia« 
to ; but that there was then fuch a Sufpicion, and that th» 
Sufpicion had for fome Time been very general, is cercaiB 
and well known in the City of London i fo that do Mao 
ever thought of offering any Propofals to the PoUick. bat 
fuch as thought they «;ou]d make an Intereil with the Mini- 
fier ; and Propofals from fuch Men never were, nor ever 
tvill be, the moil advantageous, for the publick Service. 
Our prefent Lords of the Treafury could not therefore cx« 
pe6l that, upon their Acceflion to * that Board, any Gentk- 
man would give himfeJf the Trouble to fend them Propo- 
fals of any Kind, without fome publick or private Invita- 
tion to do fo j for whatever Chara^er they might former^ 
have had for Candour and pnblkk Spirit, their predpitiCi 
Acceffion to that Board was very far from removii^ the 
general Sufpicion that had before prevailed ; and the Treat* 
ment they gave to the Propofals of Meff. Wilktmfin and

* Another Reafcm, Sir, which made it neceflTary for them ^ 
to give Notice to the Remitters to fend in Propofals, was 
this : Tho* it was generally known, or at leaft fappofed, 
that Troops were to be feiM: abroad, yet it neither was nor 
could be known, that the Money for fubfiiling them was 
to be fent abroad by Bills of Exchange, becaufe the Pub- 
Ikk might have refolved to fend it in Gold or Silver at its 
own Rifk, and upon its own Account, which, confidering 
that the Balance of Trade with Holland is againft us, would 
have been the bed and moft frugal Method ; for, I hope, 
we have now got over that filly old Prejudice, againd fend- 
ioz Gbld ar Silver out of the Country ; becaufe it is now 
fally underftood, that eveiy Country muft fend out its Gold 
or Silver when the general Balance of Trade is againft it. 
As long as the general Balance is in our Favour, we may 
fonyly the Demands of one Country by fi^nding thither the 
Bullion or foreign Coin we receive from another ; We may, 
for Example, fupply the Demands of Holland by the Gold 
or Silver we receive &om Portugal and other Countries ; 
bat if the general Balance ihould turn againil us, that Ba- 
lance mnft be made good out of our national Stock of Gold 
and Silver, and will always be fo, let you make ever fo 
fevere Laws againft it Therefore, when our Government 
has occaiion £r Money in Holland, or anv other Country 
where the Courfe of Exchange is againft us, it ought to fend 
over Gold or Silver for that Purpoie upon its own Account, 
becaufe it need pay nothing for Freight or Commiflion, and 
being fent over in Men of War, the Rifk can never be fo 
great to the Government as it muft be to private Men. It 
is therefore ridiculous in the Government to pay for Rifk, 
Freight, and Commiflion, to private Men^ when it can fo 
cafily fave all thefc Charges, by fending over Gold or Silver 
upon its own Account ; and if our Government had done 
fo upon this Occafion, it would have laved above fix per 
Cent, which is now paid to Mr Gore and the other Gentle- 
men concerned in our pablick Remittances. 

* From hence. Sir. you muft fee, that the MerchanU in 
the City, who underftand the Nature of Trade and Ex- 
change, could not know, nay they could not fuppofe, that 
the Government would have Occaiion to deal in Bills of Ex- 
change, for fubfifting the Troops that were to be fent a- 
broad ; and therefore, fince it was refolved to remit all the 
publick Money by that Method, a proper Notice ihould 

have 
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An.z6.Oeo.lT.have been ^ven to all tlie great Kemitters m tbeCi^ to 
1742. fend in their Fropofals. Be£ae$, it is generally thought I7 
' the Merchants^ to be officious in them to trouble Mioifien 
^ith Propofals, unlefs they be detired to do To ; and that 
^ this is the Way of thinking in the City qoold not bat be 
^nown to the Lords of the Treafuryy or at lea& to fach of 
them as were concerned in the Inquiry into the famous Ja^ 
maica Contrafl ; for they were there . exprefsly .told« that 
the Reafoq why none of the Merchants offered Propoiab 
for remitting the publick M9ney to Jamaica, was- b^:aufe 
the Treafury did not comraiipicate their Intentions to Mer* 
chants, and that if they had done fo, feveral Merchants 
would have offered Propofals for fcrving then)> It is ther^ 
fore very furprifing, that thofeLo^ds of the Tr^fpry iwho 
were Members of the Secret Coqimittee, mould not think 
of giving Notice to the Merchants to bring in Fropofals k^ 
remitting Money to Holland^ htfoxt they, concluded any 
Contract with Mr Gore i and, when ve cpn^der^ that tii 
Inquiry was carrying on a{ the yery fJme this Contradw^l 
inade, it is hard to Relieve, that this Negle6t was the ^&h 
of mere Inattention, and not the EfFeA of ^ JD^^figq to givj? 
Mr Gore a very profitable Bargain, in order to have fome 
Friend admitted into a Share of the Profits, . , 

* Haying now ihewn, that the Lords of the. Treafury 
were upon this Qccafion manifeftly guilty of a. moil furprifiog 
Piece of Negle£t^ I fhall nex^ beg Leave to examine the 
Bargain they made. They could not -but ^now, that whca 
Mr Gore brought in his Propofals, the then Current Couriii; 
of Exchange was about ten Guilders eighteeji Stivers Duick 
Money, for every Pound Sterling ij. and, barring the Cuftom, 
j defy them, or any Man, to inew Qie a Reafon* why the 
publick fhould pay more for remitting its Money than any 
private Man. I can (h^w (eyeral, why it fhould pay lefs ; 
In private Contrails for remitting, there is generally a Broker 
employed, and therefore Brokeridge muft be paid, but in 
publick Contradls no Broker is ever cmploy'd, and confe^ 
quently no Brokeridge to be paid : In reinitting loo /. ther^ 
is as much Trouble, as in remitting 100,000 /. except only 
^he Difference of telling, which, fince ?ank-Notes came in 
Fafhion, is nej^t to nothing ; and therefore a Man who has , 
100,000/. to remit, ought to pay lefs proportionably than 
a Man who remits a fmgle Hundred. For thefe Reafons, 
\i a private Man has ten Guilders eighteen Stivers for a 
Pound Sterling, the Publick ought to have at leaft ten, 
guilders eighteen Stivers and a half ;^ and if the Publick bad 
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tbreatiied to fend ovcf ^k^^ Mofiey it wanted" in Gold and An. i6. Geo. If. 
Silver at its own Riflt, I.bcUcvc, to prevent its taking this ^ ^74^- 
Method for fupplying itfelf, the Emitters would )iave been ^ 
glad to give their Bills at the Rate of ten Guilders eighteen 
Stivers per Pound Sti^rling ; ior even at that Rate their 
profit would have been yeiry, confiderable^ which I ihall beg 
Leave to explain. 

* As the Hon^ Gentleman who opened this Debate has 
before obferved, when the Exchange is at the Rate of ten 
Qoilders feventeen or eighteen Stivers for a Found Sterling, 
if is about five ^nd a half per Cent, to our Difadvantage t, 
' therefore if a Dealer in £xc;hange fends over to BoUand 
lOOjOpoA ii^ Gold^ in order to have an Opportunity to 
draw ibr it, that Gold will produce him in Dutch Money 
1^149,950 Guilders,; from which I (hall dedud one per 
Cent, for Freight and Infurance in fending his Gold over, 
being more than the i^fual Price ; there will then remain 
1,138,450 Guilders fen Stivers. Having thus lodged his 
^ojoieyy.Jet us fuppofe, he drajvs for it at the Rate of ten 
QnUde^ eighteen Stivers iot the Found Sterling, at tha^ 
Rate he mi^ft re<^i^p for his Bills in Money here, 104,445/. 
Sfterling; fo that; l^ thi> Tranfa^tion he has got 4455 /. 
Sterlings out of w^ich h^ has nothing to pay but Com^ 
i^lffion to his Corr^pondent, in Holland^, which I- ihall rec- 
kon at.one/^r Cent, for receiving and payjng, amounting to 
t<H4^>^ 9-f- confequently he has 3 390 A lis. clear Profit 
tp himfelf, without a^y Riik. or Charge ; and as he may 
n^ew this Tranfadiion every two or thre^ Months, we may 
fee what a Profit a Remitter would have, even fuppofe he 
were to remit the publick Money at that Rate of ten Guil- 
ders eighteen Stivers per Pound Sterling. And, indeed^ 
when I confider this, I am furprifed how the Agents of 
Mefif. Gore, Guifton^ and Poyntx^ could have the Aflurance 
to reprefent, as they did to the Paymafter General, in a 
^eprefentation ilgned by them, and now upon our Table, 
that their whole Profit confified in the DiiFerence between, 
the Rale of Exchange they agreed to draw at, and the then 
Current Rate of Exchange ; and that even from this Profit 
they were to dedudl their Hazard of BiUs, Commifiion, 
Brokeridge, Poftage of Letters, and other Charges. Surely, 
they muft imagine, either that the Paymailer did not, or 
that he would not underfiand what he was about ; for fup- 
pofe he had known nothing of Trade, common Senfe would 
have told him, that even according to the common Courfe 
qf Exchange, tlie Remitter maft have a Profit fufficient for- 
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An.i6.Ge9.n.tnrwering his Trouble, Rifle, ^nd Charges; ao^ tbat in 
1742. jemitting the poblick Money there could be no greater 
' Trouble, Rllk, or Charge, than in remitting the Money of 
private Men ; but, on the contrary, that in remitting the 
pnbiick Money there 11 no Expence of Brokericfge, or Rific . 
of Bills ; and that, therefore, if the Remitter paid left, or 
gave his Bills for lefs than the common Conrfe of Exchange, 
It would be fo much clear Profit, over and above the Profit 
ufnally made in remitting the Money of private Men. 

* I know very well, 8ir, that when great Sums are to be 
remitted, and an abfolute Neceffity to remit them by Bills 
of Exchange, it ne<[feflarily raifet the Price of thoie Bills, 
that b to fay, it lowers the common Courfe of Exchange; 
but I have fliewn, that the Government was fo hi from be- 
ing under a Neceflity to remit the pubtick Money by Bills 
of Exchange, that it would have been right and frngal to 
have fent over to Holland, in Gold or Silver, the whole 
Money they were to have Occaiion for at that Place; and 
if they had done fo, it would only h^ve been doing what 
Mr Gwe^ or any one other that contradls with them, mntf 
do at their Expence ; therefore, the Danger of tbe'Ex- 
change falling below its common Courie, on Account of tfab 

freat Sums the Government was to iuive Occaiion for in 
hlland, was a meer Bugb^r, that could frighten none bat 
Inflnts in the Bufinefs of Trade and Exchange ; for the 
Courfe of Exchange, or the Price of Bills of Exchange, does 
not depend upon the Demand for Money at any certabi 
Place, bat upon the Difficulty and Danger of fending Gold 
or Silver from one Place to another ; and therefore, the 
Courfe of Exchange can never rife much above the Valot 
People put upon that Difficulty and Danger, which with re- 
fped to our Government's fending Gold or Silver to Bol" 
land muft be very trifling 1 aod if the Lords of the Trca- 
iviry had but threatned to take this Method, it would foon 
have put an End to any Combination that could have been 
enteMid into by the Remitters. 

* No Pretence, therefore, can from thence be taken for 
jollifying either the Terms, or the Precipitancy of the Con- 
trad they made with Mr Gore ; but fuppofe there had been 
fome Reafon for tlieir being in a Hurry, can this jnftify 
their agreeing tio give him fnch monftrous Profits ? I have 
already ihewn what Profits a Remitter makes according to 
the common Courfe of Exchange, and in order to make 
the extravagant Terins of this Contraft the niore apparent, 
I (hall fiate the Profits Mr Gore would have made according 

to 
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to his fiffft CoftliaAy if he and hk Friends hid noCgeiie^Aii.i6.Geo.lL 
TOiaJfy offered moie thn the Loidt of the Tretfury defired ^74^* 
of theait Thee every Geadenuui mky ezamine by himfelf 
whether or no I em ri^t in my Qdcolatieiis, I ihall groond 
them upon Sir ^sisc NiwNm's Table of the Valoe of foreign 
Coins, according to which a Pound Sterling, at tlie real 
P^c of Exchange, is worth thirty-fix Shillings and fifty-nine 
Hondredth Parts of a Shilling Flmifi Bank Money, or 
thirty-eight Shillings and forty-two Hondredth Parts of a 
Shilling BUmilb Current M>ney, which reduced into Duuh 
Corrency is eleven Goilders ten Stivers and a I£df fov every 
Pound Sterling. Now, as by their firft Contra^ th^ were 
to pve hot ten GuUders eleven Stivers and a Half for the 
Pound Sterling, if ^y fent over to Hollmnd at their own 
RUc, from Time to Time, in BnlHon, or in foreign Gold 
or Silver, foch Sums as were necefiary for anfwering their 
l>raiEght8, they had a Profit of nineteen Stivers upon every 
Pound Scerling, which is very near nine fir Cent, and as 
thef were to deal fn fuch large Sums, I am perfuaded, their 
whole Charge of Freight, Commiffion, and Pofiage of Let'- 
lers, cottld not amount to above One and a Half fir Cent. 
ib chat they had a clear Profit of abore fisven pir dni. with- 
ottt running any other Riilc than that of the Inforanccf, tho 
ViJoe of which is feldom above three Quarters fir Cmt. 
and if they had remitted abroad at this Rate the whole 
Money of laft Year and this, amounting, as has been calcu- 
lated, to 1,826,089 /. their nett Profits would have amoun- 
ted to 127,826/. Sterling, evoy Farthins of which, and 
nsore, might have been faved to the Publick by (ending 
Gold and Silver over upon the publick Account, inftead of 
employing Mr Can to fend it over for them. 

* Whether the Lords of the Treafury knew what a pro- 
fitaUe Contra^ they had given to their Friend, or rather to 
the Friend of their Predeceflbr, I do not take upon me to 
determine. 1 cannot really fnppofe they did ; for if I could, 
I Should be very apt to fufpedt, that they did not, nor 
would give to any Man an Opportunity of making fuch 
mooftrous Profits, without (Hpulating, in the Name of a 
Trofiee, ibme Share of the Profits to themselves. But fup- 
pofe they did not know die Value of the Contrail they

* I (tty Sir, the Houie is tired of Calculatibns, but I moft 
beg their Patience a little j for 1 canbbt feav« this Subjcd, 
without (hewing the Ignorance, or fbmethlttg worfe, rf 
thofe Gentlemen with Whom the Pay-tnafte;r General' Was 
pleafed to confult upon this Occafion^- who gravely totd him, 
according to his Report upon our Table, .that 'by Mc^ 
Wiikinfon and Muiltfum's Propofals, they were to have but 
a Half per Cent, grtfs Profit, as they call it, (going M 
upon the Fallacy, that at the Current Courfe of Exchange 
the Remitter has no Profit) and then they wifely add/ ^i^ 
they cannot conceive ho^ tbefe Gentlemen make their AeimkPy' 
ufilefi they flatter themfek/es wjith ietng ffiMged wih^ W 
Liberty of exporting the Current Coin of this Kingdom, N(i«ri 
Sir, according to my Method of Calculation, which is fr^ 
from that Fallacy, and certainly the right one, N^fT.

an Effect's proceeding from fuch a Caofe. If the War con** 
tinucs but a fmall Number of Years, even Mr Gore and his 
Friends may be obliged to export* pur Current Coin, or 
melt it down in order to export the Bullion, which cannot,' 
I am fure, proceed from their not hdving a fufficient Profit j 
but they muft do this, when they can find neither Bullion 
nor foreign Gold or Silver to export ; and this, I am afraid, 

' they may be obliged to do, fooner than fome People are 
aware of ; for we are now far from being in the fame Cir- 
cumftances wc were at the Beginning of the War in the 
Queen's Time. We are flill Gainers, I believe, upon the 
general Balance of Trade, but, I fear, oot fo confideraUe 
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as we were at that Time ; and we have now a Load apon AnfiS. Geo. 11* 
our general Bakace of Trade, which we were then very 1742* 
licfle fobjed to,^I mean the Intereil payable yearly to Fo- * 
reigoers upon the Capitals they have in our feveral Funds, 
^which, I believe, amounts to 5 or 600,000/. a Year, and 
is a naofl grievous Drawback upon bur general Balance of 
rTrade. If by that Balance we are not fupplied with an an« 
naal Recruit of Bullion or foreign Gold and Silver, faffi- 
cient for fopplying the.annual Demand, for the Payment of 
this Intereft, as well ^s for paying our Armies and fubfidiary 
Princes upon the Cpntineni* *we muft begin to incroach upon 
oor national Stock of Gold and Silver, and, confeqaently, 
ni»ft export our Current Coin, or melt it down for that 
Forpofe, which is the fame Thing ; and this our Minifters 
ought ferioufly to confider before it is too late. 

* After having ihewn how profitable this Contra^ was 
to the Undertaker, I mull confider the Dangers he was ex* 
pqfed ^o, which have been ailigned as Reafons for giving 
biflA fuch a pro^table Bargain. The ganger of lowering 
the Exchange I, have already fhewn to be altogether chime- - 
rical» becauie either the Government, or any private Man, 
may prevent it, by. exporting Gold or Silver, The Danger 
of 4tn Advance in the Price of Freight or Infurance for the 
Exportation of Qold, or Silver, is (till more chimerical, be- 
cairie it Qiay, at all Times, be prevented by the Govern- 
ment's employing their Men of War, and is at all Times fo 
trifling, efpecially the former, that it is not worth minding ; 
and as to' the Agio's falling in Holland^ the Importation of 
foreign Gold or Silver wil). prevent it i but if it fhould not, 
it can be of no bad Confequence ; for as the Agio falls, the 
Courfe of Exchange will rife ; becaufe Merchants or Dealers 
in Exchange never con^dei- the Current Value of Bank, or 
any other Sort of Money in any Country : They confider 
only the Quantity and Finenefs of the Gold or Silver they 
pay, and the Quantity and Finenefs of the Gold or Silver 
they are to receive in lieu of it in another Country, and 
according to that they fix the Courfe of Exchange, fo as to 
have a reafonable Profit for anfwering their Trouble and 
Expence. 

* Now, Sir, with regard to the Argument of the Pub- 
lick*8 being no Lofer by this Contradi, however profitable 
it may be to the Undertaker ; This, I acknowledge, fur- 
prifed me ; for, I think, it is one of the moil fophiillcal 
Arguments, with regard to our own Troops, that was ev'cr 
made ufe of in any metaphyfical Difpute in our Univerfities ; 

and 

Geo.n.aiid witli regard to the foreign Troc^ in oor Pay, and. the 
1742* Sabfidies payable to the Qoeen of Hungary asd King of Sar^ 
' dmia, I (hall fhew, that it is abfohitely Mfe. Bat irft, 
with regard to our own Troops, whatever the Hon. Geo- 
tlenian may think, I (hall always be of Opinion, that eveiy 
Lofs Aiftained by thofe brave Men who are fighting tk 
Battles of their Country in a foreign Climate, is a Loft to 
their Country $ and I maft fay, I ha^ our Minifters wiH 
take Notice of what I fay, I wifli onr Troops may not, — 
But whether they do or no, I moft fay, it is an infbfferable 
Hardihip, to make the Troops we ^d atei>ad, pay for 
fending their Money after them. Wherever they go, thqr 
ought to be paid as if they were in England^ and if they 
are paid in foreign Money, th^ ought tO be paid at ^ 
Par of Exchange ; Hiat is to fay, for every Ponnd Ster- 
ling due to them, they ought to receive, in ^e l^foney of 
the Country where they are, as much as that Pooad Ster- 
ling would produce, if fent there in the Corrent Cdn of das 
Kingdom ; and, confequently, in Hoiiandy or fland$rs^ they 
ought to receive at the Rate of eleven Guilders ten Stivers 
and a Half for every Pound Sterlmg that becomes doe to 
them, inftead of the ten Guilders thirteen Stiveis they are 
to receive, according to the infamous Contra^ we have now 
under our Confideration. Thus, as a Soldier iir Flanders le- 
ceivfBs, or ought co receive at leaft an Engiijh Groat a Day, 
or twenty eight Pence EngUfb a Week, Subfiftence Mon^, 
if he were to be paid at the Par of Exchange, he would he 
intitled to receive, in Dj^rj& Money, twenty -fix Stivers aad 
above fourteen Penntngs, or near twenty feven Stivers a 
Week f whereas if he be paid, as I foppofe he is, at the 
Rate we have contracted with oar Remitter Mr Gwe^ he 
does not receive above twenty-four Stivers and fourteen or 
fifteen Pennings J>utcb Money for his Week^s Subfifience ; 
and this is the harder upon him, becanfe, as we have not 
yet got into our Enemy's Country, and I do not know when 
we &all, a Soldier muft not take To much as an Egg, or a 
Cruft of Bread, without paying ready Money for it. 

' As few of our Soldiers are good Pen and Ink Men, t 
doubt much. Sir, if any of them can calculate the Loft 
they fuftain by our Method of paying them, and as the 
Lofs is not very remarkable, I believe, few of them take 
Notice of it ; but it is evident, that they lofe above half a 
Day's Subfiilence Money in a Week, and tho* this Lofs to 
each Soldier appears to be but a trifling Sum in a Year, yet 
to the whole Army the Lofs becomes fb confiderable as \f^

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defenre the Atteotioii of t3m Hoaft ; (or from what hap* An. 16. Geo. II. 
pe^d in JamaUot we may form fome Notion of the Dan< , '74 ** 
ger that may arife from the Army's taking Nbtice of this ^ 

Loisy before we do. There, indeed, the Lofs was To con- 
fideiable, that it fet the whole Army a computing, and 
every Sddler at laft fbond out, that he was cheated of one 
Day's Pfty in feven, which had like to have produced a 
Miidny in that Army. 

' NoWy Sir, with regard to the Money remitted for pay* 
ing our foreign Mercenaries,^ I hope, the Hamoverians have 
toot, I am fore, no other Mercenaries ever had any Thing 
to do with the Grants or the Calculations made by Parlia* 
jneat. As we always agree to pay them in fome fweign 
Correncyy they have nothing to do with the Exchange we 
pnrchafe it at, or with the Exchange it is calculated at in 
the Eftimates kud before Parliament ; and therefore, if we 
make a good Bargain it is an Advantage, if a bad one it is 
a Lois to this Nation, and this Nation only. In the £ili« 
mates, 'tis true, the Exchange is always calculated at a low 
Rate* becaufe our Minifters cannot then know the Rate they 
may purchafe at ; but if they can pnrchafe at a higher Rate, 
and thcfy ought to make as good a Bargain as they can for 
their Country, they are obliged to give an Account of the 
Savings to the next Seffion of Parliament. In future Times, 
I hope we fhall be more careful in this Refped than we 
have been in Times paft ; for evra according to the bad 
JSargains they have lately made for remitting the publick 
Money, there will a confideraUe Saving in the Money grant* 
ed for the Fay of foreign Troops, becaufe in the Eftimates 
the Exchange is calculated at ten Guilders ten Stivers per 
Pound Sterlii^ whereas they have contraded for it at the 
Rate of ten Guilders thirteen Stivers, which is a Saving of 
three Stivers upon every Pound Sterling, and this is near otie^ 
and a half per Cent, upon all the Money granted for the 
Pay of foreign Troops : There was likewife a Saving upon 
tvery one of the different Sums paid tp the Queen or Hun- 
gary at Amfterdam^ and confequently that Account, upon 
the very Face of it, appears (o be wrong, with refped to 
the Sums fee down in Steriing Money. I ^all rake Notice 
only of the fecond Article in that Account, by Way of 
Example : It is there faid. Paid to her Miniiler in Bills upon

Guilders, at tbe Rate of ten Guilders ten Stivers for every 
Pound Sterling ; being the Rate fettled by Treaty, which

1742. ten ^Stivers aiul a half /^r Pound Sterling ^ and this lis com- 
puted to be in Sterling Money 75»ooq L Now, Sir, it is 
very true, that 7'87»5oo Guilders, at ten Guilders ten Sti- 
vers fer Pound Sterling, amounts to 75,000/. but 787,500 
Guilders, at ten Guilders eleven Stivers and a half ^^i* Found 
Sterling, amounts to no more than 74,468 /. which was aU 
that could be paid to Mr Gore for his Bills, and confeqacat- 
ly by this Remittance our Minifiers faved to the Pablidc 
532 /. and might have &ved a great deal more if they had 
made a better Bargain, tho^ they feem to be anwill^g to 
account even for what they did a^ually fave. 

* Wheth©- the Queen of Hungary's Minifter took Direc- 
tions from our Minillers, as to the Remitter he was to ena- 
ploy, I ihall not determine : With regard to the Money to 
be paid at Amfterdam, he had no Builnefs to trouble his 
Head abbut the Rate of Exchange, becaufe as the Rate was 
fettled by Treaty at ten Guilders ten Stivers per ^ound 
Sterling, his Miilrefs was neither to get nor lofe by the 
Bargain made for the Exchange s but with regard to the 
Money paid him here, I am fure, he would have ferved his 
Miflrefs very ill, if, without any Neceflity or Diredion, he 
had taken Bills at the Rate of ten Guilders eleven Stivers 
and a Half per Pound Sterling, when he might every Day 
have had undoubted Bills at the Rate of ten Guilders feven- 
teen or eighteen Sjivers per Pound Sterling ; and, for the 
fame Reafon, it mud be allowed, that our Minifters did not 
ferve their Country well in accepting of fuch a low Rate of 
Exchange for the Money they remitted to Amfierdam ; be- 
caufe, whatever they could get, or did get, above ten Guil- 
ders ten Stivers per Pound * Sterling, was an Advantage to 
their Country, and ought to be accounted for to Parliament.

Bijlsy I do not fee how any Man that is honeft can fail of 1742* 
being pundual, becaufe it may be feat over to anfwer Vm- i*-y—i 1 J 
his Draughts with the fame Packet that carries his Bills. 
And as to the difcretionary Power contended for, the Hon. 
Gentleman himfelf allowed, that it ought never to be made 
afe of, but when the Difference betv^een one Bidder and 
another is triHing. Can it be faid that it was fo in this 
Cafe ? Sir, the Difference between the Fropofah of Mr Gore 
and his Friends, and thofe offered by Meffrs Wilkinfafi and 
Mrnhnan^ was near one and a Half per Cent, and this upon 
1,826,089 /. the Sum that had been or was to be remitted, 
amounted to ^bove 27,391 /. Can this Difference be faid 
to be trifling ? I am fare, it will appear fo to no Man in 
Mngltind but fuch a one as a Lord of our Treafury ; and if

Sir^ 

* I am always inclined Co fufpe£l a Man who endeavours i^^ Ooarcndon* 
rather to terrify than perfuadfc. Exaggerations and Hyper- 
boles are feldoro made \J(t of by him who has any real Ar* 

gum^ent) to produce. The Reafonablenefs of this Motion^ 
(of which I was convinced when I firft heard it, and of which, 
I believe, no Man can doubt who is not afraid of the Enquiry 
propofed by it) is now in my Opinion evinced by the weak 
Oppofitioi^ which has been made by the honourable Gentle- 
man, tfi whofe. Abilities I cannot deny this Atteftation, that 
the Caufe which he cannot defend has vtry little to hope from 
any other Advocate. 

* And furely he cannot, even by thofe who, whenever he 
fpeaks, ftand prepared to applaud him, be thought to have 
produced any formidable Argument againft the Enquiry^ who 
has only urg'd that it is impoffible to be performeld. 

* Impoffibility is a formidable Sound to Ignorance and 
Cowardice ; but Experience has often difcovercd, that it is 
only a Sound uttered by thofe who have nothing elfe to fay t 
and Courage readily furmounts thofe Obftacles that fink the 
Lazy and Timorous into Defpair.* 

* That there are indeed Impoffibilities in Nature cannot 
be denied. There may be Schemes formed which no wife 
Man will attempt to execute ; becaufe he will know, that 
they cannot fucceed ; but furely the Examination of arith* , 
metical Deductions, or the Confideration of Treaties and 
Conferences, cannot be admitted into the Number of im- 
poffible Defigns ; unlefs, as it may fometimes happen, ^e 
Treaties and Calculations are themifelves unintelligible. 

« The only Difficulty that can arife, muft be produced by 
the Confufion and Perplexity of oar publick Tranfaftions, the 
Inconfiftency of our Treaties^ and the Fallacioufnefs of our 
EHimates ; but I hope no Man will urge thefe as Arguments 
againft the Motion. An Enquiry ought to be promoted, that

Lord Perci<u€ily (whofo Speech wc gave in Vol. XIII. p. 158.) 
was anfwered by Sir William Yonge to the following Purport. 

Sir W. Yoflge, * However I may be convinced in my own Opinion of the 
Impradicabiiity of the Enquiry now propofed, whatever Cqb< 
fidence I may repofe in the extenfive Knowledge and long 
Experience of thofe, by whom it has been openly pronounced 
not only difficult but impoffible ; I think there are Arga- 
mentsagainft the Motion, which though perhaps notfironger 
in themfelves ; (for what Objection can beftronger, thanlm- 
poffibility) ought at leaft more powerfully to incite us to op- 
pofe it. 

< Of the Impoffibility of executing this Enquiry, thofe 
who have propofed it well deferve to be convinced not by 
Arguments but Experience ; they deferve no^ to be diverted 
by Perfuafions from engaging in a Taik, which they, have 
voluntarily determined to undergo ; a Taik which neither 
Honour, nor Virtue, nor Neceffity has impofed upon them, 
and to which it may juilly be fufpe£ied, that they would not 
have fubmitted upon any other Motives, than thofe by whkh 
their Condu6t has hitherto been generally direded, Ambitioo, 
and Refentment. 

* Men, who upon fuch Prin^piples condemn themfelves to 
Labours which they cannot fupport, furely deferve to perilh 
in the Execution of their own Projeds, to be overwhelined by 
the Burdens which they have laid upon themfelves, and to 
fuffer the Difgrace which"^ always attends the Undertakers of 
Impoffibilities ; and from whjch the Powers of Raillery and 
Ridicule, which they have fo fuccefsfully difplayed on this 
Occafion, will not be fufficient to defend them. 

* They have indeed. Sir, with great Copioufnefs of 
Language, and great Fertility of Imagination, fhown the 
Weaknefs of fuppofmg this Enquiry impoffible i they have 
propofed a Method of performing it, which they hope will 
at once confute and irritate their Opponents, but all their 
Raillery and all their Arguments have in reality been thrown 
away upon an Attempt to confute what never was advanced. 

* They have firft miftaken the Aifcrtion which they op-

^e, and then expoded its Abfardity ; they have introduced A11.15.Gco.II* 
a Bugbear, and then attempted to fignalize their Courage and. , ^^1^ 
their Abilities, by fhewing that it cannot fright theih. 

* The Honourable Gentleman, Sir, who firft mentioned to 
you the Impoilibility of this Enquiry, fpoke only according 
to the common Acceptation of Words, and was far from in- 
tending to imply natural and philofophical Impoflibility. He 
was far from intending to iniinuate, that to examine any Series 
of Tranfa^ions, or perufe any Number of Papers, implied an 
Abfardity, or Contrariety to the eibbli(hed Order of Na- 
ture ; he did not iptend to rank this Deiign with thofe of 
bailding in the Air, or pnmping out the Ocean ; he intended 
only to ailert a moral or popular Impoffibility, to fhew that 
the Scheme was not pra6Ucable but by greater Numbers 
than could be conveniently employed upon it ; or in a longer 
Space of Time than it was rational to aflign to it ; as we fay 
it is impoflible to raife Groves upon Rocks, or build Cities in 
Defarts ; by which we mean only to imply, that there is no 
Proportion between the Importance of the EfFedl, and the 
Force of the Caufes which muft operate to produce it ; that 
the Toil will be great, and the Advantage little. 

* In this Senfe, Sir, and nothing but Malice or Perverfe- 
nefs could have difcovered any other, the Motion may be 
truly faid to be impof&ble, but its Impoflibility ought to be 
rather the Care of thofe who make, than of thofe that oppofe 
it ; and therefore, I (hall lay before the Houfe other Reafons, 
which unlefs they can be anfwered, will determine me to 
vote againft it. 

< It cannot be doubted but the Papers which muft on this 
Occafion be examined, contain a great Number of private 
Tranfadtions, which the (nterefl of the Nation and the 
Honour of our Sovereign require to be concealed. The 
Syfiem of Policy which the French have, within the laft 
Century, introduced into the World, has made Negotiation 
more neccflary than in any proceeding Time. What was 
formerly performed by Fleets and Armies, by Invaiions, 
Sieges, and Battles, has been of late accompliihed by more 
illent Methods. Empires have been enlarged without Blood- 
ihed, and Nations reduced to Diflrefs without the Ravages of 
Jiodile Armies, by the Diminution of their Commerce, and 
the Alienation of their Allies. 

* For this Reafon, Sir, it has been neceflary frequently to en- 
gage in private Treaties, to obviate Deiigns fometimes juftly, 
and at other Times perhaps unreafonably, fufpefted. It has 
been proper to ad upon remote Suppofitions, and to conclude 
Alliances which were only to be publickly owned, in Con- 
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An. 15. Geo. II. fequence of Meafures taken by fome other Powers, wbicb 
^4^ ^ Meafures were fometimcs laid afide, and the Treaty therefore 
was without Effeft. In fome of thefe provifionary Coniradb, 
it is eafy to conceive, that Defigns were formed not to the 
Advantage of fome Powers, whom yet we do not treat as 
Enemies, which were only to be made publick by the Exe- 
cution of them : In others, perhaps, fome ConceiHons were 
made to us, in Coniideration of the AfliHance that we pro- 
tnifed, by which the W^aknefs of our Allies may be difco- 
vered, and which we cannot difclofe without making their 
Enemies more infolent, and increaiin^ that Danger from 
which they^apply to us for Security and Protedlion. 

* If to this Reprefentationofthe Nature of the Papers, with 
which our Offices have been filled by the Negotiations of 
the laft twenty Years, any thing were neceflary to be added, 
h may be faKher alledged, that it has been long the Practice 
of every Nation on this fide of the Globe, to procure private 
Intelligence of the Defigns and Expedtacions of the neigh- 
bouring Powers, to penetrate into the Councils of Princes 
and the Clofets of Minifters, to difcover the Inftru£lions of 
AmbalTadors, and the Orders of Generals, to learn the Inten- 
tion of Fleets before they are equipc, and of Armies before 
they are levied, and to provide not only againft immediate 
and vifible Hodilities, but to obviate remote and probable 
Dangers. 

* It need not be declared in this AfTembly, that this can- 
not always be done without employing Men who abdfe the 
Confidence repofed in them, a Pradice on which I fhall not 
at this Time trouble the Houfe with my Opinion, nor inter- 
rupt the prefent Debate, by any Attempt to juflify or con- 
demn it. This I think may be very reafonably alledged, that 
whether the Employment offuch Perfonsbe defenfible by the 
reciprocal Practice of Nations or not, it becomes ^t leaft thofe 
that corrupt them, and pay them for their Treachery, not to 
expofe them to Vengeance, to Torture, or to Ruin, not to be- 
tray thofe Crim^ which they have hired them to commit, or 
give them up to Punilhment, to which they have made them- 
felves liable only by their Inftigation, and for their Advan* 
lage. 

* That private Compafts between Nations and Sovereigns 
ought to be kept inviolably fecret, cannot be doubted by any 
Man who confiders, that Secrecy is one of the Conditions of 
thofe Treaties, without which they had not been concluded ; 
and therefore that to difcover them is to violate tbem, to 
break down the Securities of human Society, to dcftroy 
mutual Truft, and introduce into the World univerfal'Con- 
fufion. For nothing lefs caii be produced by a Difregard of 
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thofe Ties which link Nations in Confederacies, and produce An. 15. Geo. IL 
Confidence and Security, and which enable the Weak by '7 4^^ 
Union to refift the Attacks of powerful Ambition. ^'^•'^V^^ 

' How much it would injure the Honour of our Sovereign 
to be charged with the DiiTolution of Concord, and the Sub- 
veriion of the general Bulwarks of publick Faith, is fuper- 
fluous to e)cplain. To know the Condition to which a Com- 
pliance with this Motion, would reduce the Britijh Nation, 
we need only turn our Eyes downwards upon the hourly 
Scenes of common Life ; we need only attend to the Occur- 
iiences which croud perpetually upon our View, and confider 
the calamitous State of that Man of whom it is generally 
known, that he cannot be trufted, and that Secrets commu- 
nicated to him are in reality fcatter'd among Mankind. 

* Every one knows that fuch a Man can cxpeft none of the 
Advantages or Pleafures of Friendftiip, that he cannot tran- 
fad Afi^irs with others upon Terms of Equality, that he muft 
purchafe the Favours of thofe that are more powerful than 
himfelf, and frighten thofe into Compliance with his Deiigns 
who have any thing to fear from him ; that he mufl give 
uncommon Security for the Performance of his Covenants ; 
that he can have no Influence but that of Money, which will 
probably become every Day lefs, that his Succefs will mul- 
tiply his Enemies, and that in Misfortunes he will be without 
Refuge. 

* The Condition of Nations collectively confidered is not 
different from that of private Men, their Profperity is produced 
by the fame Condud, and their Calamities drawn upon them 
by the fame Errors, Negligences, or Crimes ; and therefore, 
fince he that betrays Secrets in private Life indifputably for- 
feits his Claim to Trull, and fince he that can be no longer 
trailed is on the Brink of Ruin, I cannot but conclude that, 
as by this Motion all the Secrets of our Government muA be 
inevitably betrayed^ my Duty to his Majefly, my Love of 
my Country, and my Obligations to difcharge with Fidelity 
the Truil which my ConSiti^ents have conferred upon me> 
oblige me to oppofe it. 

Mr Lytielton * fpoke next in Favour of the Inquiry, 

* Sir, 

* It always portends well to thofe whodifpute on the Side Mr Lytteltoa. 
of Truth and Reafon, when their Opponents appear not 

wholly to be hardened againft the Force of Argument, when 
they feem defirous to gain the Viftory, not by Superiority of 
Numbers but of Reafon , and attempt rather to convince than 
to terrify or bribe. For tho' Men are not in queft of Truth 

c' 3 , them* 

♦ Secretary to his Royal Highncfi the Prints. 
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An. 15* Ceo. II. tbetnfclves, nor defiroos to point it oat to others ; yet while 
iT^J' they arc obliged to fpeak with an Appearance of Sincerity, 
' they muft necefiarily afford the Unprejudiced and Attentive 
an Opportunity of difcovering the Right. While they think 
themfelves nnder a Neceility of Reafoning, they cannot but 
Ihew the Force of a juft Argument, by the Uniucceisfalneis 
of their Endeavours to confute it, and the Propriety of an 
nfeful and falutary Motion, by the, flight Objedions which 
they raife againft it. They cannot but find themfelves fome- 
times forced to difcover what they can never be expeded to 
acknowledge, the Weaknefs of their own Reaibns, by defeit- 
ing them, when they are preiTed with contrary Aflertions, 
and feeking a Subterfuge in new Arguments equally incon- 
oonclufive and contemptible. They fliow the Superiority of 
their Opponents, like other Troops, by recreating before 
them» and forming pne Fortification behind another, in hopes 
of wearying thofe whom they cannot hope to repolfe. 

* Of this Condu^ we have had already an InftancO' 
in the prefent Debate ; a Debate managed with fach Vi- 
gour, Order and Refolution as fufficiently fliows the Ad« 
vantage of regular Difcipline long continued, and proves, 
that Troops may retain their Skill and Spirit, even when 
they are deprived of that Leader, to whofe Indru^ons and 
Example they were indebted for riiem. When firft this Mo* 
tion was offered, it feems to have been their chief Hope to 
divert us from it by Outcries of Impoffibility, by reprefenting 
it as the Demand of Men unacquainted with the State of our 
Offices, or the Multiplicity ofTranfa£Hons in which the in- 
defatigable Induflry of our Minifters has been employed \ and 
they have therefore endeavoured to perfuade us, that they 
are only difcouraging us from an infuperable Labour, and ad- 
vifing us to defiit from Meafures which we cannot live to ac- 
complifh. 

* But when they found. Sir, that their Exaggerations pro- 
duced Merriment inftead of Terror, that their Opponenti 
were determined to try their Strength ag^nft Impoffibility, 
that they were refolved to launch out into this boundlefs 
Ocean of Enquiry ; an Ocean of which they have been bold- 
ly told, that it has neither Shore nor Bottom, and that who- 
ever ventures into it mufl be toft about for Life. When they 
difcovered that this was not able to (hake our Refolution, or 
move us to- any other Difpofition, they thought it proper to 
explain away their AfTertion of Impoffibility, by making a 
Kind of Diftindion between Things impoffible, and Things 
which cannot be performed ; and binding it neceffary to en- 
large their Plea, they have now aiTerted that this Enquiry is 
both impoffible and inexpedient. 

♦Its 
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* Its Impoffibility» Sir, has been already fufficiendy dif- An. 15. Geo. II. 
cofTed, and fhown to mean only a Difficulty which the Un- ^ ' ^4][^ 
fkilfulnels of oar Minifters has produced ; for» Tranfadions 
can only produce Difficulties to the Enquirer, when they are 
confafed ; and Confufion can only be the EfFoft of Ignorance 
or Neglea. 

* Artifice is, indeed, one more Source of Perplexity ; it is 
the Intereft of that Man whofe Caufe is bad to fpeak unin- 
telligibly in the Defence of it, and of him whofe Adions 
cannot bear to be examined, to hide them in Diforder, to 
engage his Purfuers in a Labyrinth, that they may not trace 
his Steps, and difcover his Retreat ; and what Intricacies may 
be produced by Fraud, co-operating with Subtilty, it is not 
po&ble to tell. 

• I do not however believe, that all the Art of Wicked- 
nefs can elude the Enquiries of a Britijh Parliament, quickQed 
by Zeal for the publick Happinefs. The Sagacity of our 
Predeceffors has often detedcd Crimes concealed with more 
Policy, than can be afcribed to thofe whofe Condudl is now 
to be examined, and dragged the Authors of National Cala- 
mities to Punifhment from their darkeft Retreats. The Ex- 
pediency therefore of this Motion is now to be confidered, 
and forely it will not require long Refledion to prove, that 
it is proper, when the Nation is opprefTed with Calamities, 
to enquire by what Mifcondudt they were brought upon it ; 
when inmienfe Sums have been raifed by the mod oppreflive 
Methods of Exadion, to afk why they were demanded, and 
how they were expended ; when penal Laws have been par- 
tially executed, to examine by what Authority they were fuf- 
pended, and by what they were enforced ; and when the Par* 
liament has for twenty Years implicitely obeyed the Diredion 
of one Man ; when it has been known throughout the Nation 
before any Quedion was propofed, how it would be decided 1 
to fearch out the Motive of that regular Compliance and to 
examine lyhether the Minider was reverenced for his W^ifdom 
and Virtue, or feared for his Power, or courted for the pub- . 
lick Money ; whether he owed his Prevalence to the Confi-r 
dence or Corruption of his Followers } 

• It cannot furely be thought inexpedient, to enquire into 
the Reafons for which our Merchants were for many Years 
fttffered to be plundered, or for which a War folicited by the 
general Voice of the whole Nation was delayed ; into the 
Reaibns for which our Fleets were fitted out only to coaft 
upon the Ocean, and connive at the Departure of Squadrons 
and the Tranfportation of Armies, to fufFer our Allies to be 
invaded, and our Traders ruined and endav^d.

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An. 15.Ceo.IL * It is in my Opinion convenient to examine with the ot* 
^^i* moft Rigour, why Time was granted to our Enemies to for- 
tify themfeives againft us, while a ftanding Army preyed up- 
on our People ? Why Forces unacquainted with the Ufe of 
Arms were fent againft them under the Command of Leaders 
equally ignorant ? And why we have fuffered their Privateers 
in the mean Time to rove at large over the Ocean, and infult 
us upon our own Coafts ? Why we did not refcue oar Sailors 
from Captivity, when Opportunities of Exchange were in oar 
Power ? And why we robbed our Merchanu of their Crews 
by rigorous Imprefies, without employing them either to 
guard our Trade, or fubdue our Enemies. 

f If the Parliament is not to be fuffered to enquire into 
AfFairs like thefe, it is no longer any Security to the People, 
that they have the Right of eleding Reprefentatives ; and un^ 
lefs they may carry their Enquiries back as far as they ihall 
think it necefTary, the moft acute Sagacity may be eafily 
eluded ; Caufes may be very remote from their Confequences, 
the original Motives of a long Train of wicked Meafores 
may lye hid in fome private Tranfadion of former Years, and 
thofe Advantages which our Enemies have been of late fu$er- 
•d to obtain, were perhaps fold them at fome fbrgottea 
Congrefs by fome fecret Article. 

' Such are probably the private Tranfa^ions which the 
Honourable Gentleman is fo much afraid of expofing to the 
Light : Tranfadlions in which the Intereft of this Nation has 
been meanly yielded up by Cowardice, or fold by Treachery ; 
in which Britain has been coniidered as a Province fubordi* 
nate to fome other Country, or in which the Minifler has en- 
riched himfelf by the Sacrifice of the publick Rights. 

* It has been, indeed, alledged with fome Degree of 
Candour, that many of our Treaties were Provifions agaioft 
Invafions which perhaps were never intended, and calculated 
to defeat Meafores which only our own Cowardice di(pofed 
us to fear. That fuch Treaties have been made, that of 
Hanover is a fufficient Witnefs ; but however frequently they 
may occur, they may furcly be difcovered with very little 
Disadvantage to the Nation ; they will prove only the Weak- 
nefs of thofe that made them, who were at one time in- 
timidated by chimerical Terrors, and at another lulled into 
Confidence by airy Security. 

< The Concefiions from Foreign Powers which have been 
likewife mentioned, ought fureiy not to be produced as Ar- 
guments againft the Motion ; for, what could more excite 
the Curiofiey of the Nation. If, indeed, this Motion were in 
reality produced by Malevolence or Refentment ; if none were

^xpeded to concur in it but thofe who envied the Abilities, or An. 15. Geo. II. 
had felt the Power of the late Minifter, it might be perhaps i74i* 
defeated by fuch Iniinuations ; for, nothing could more cer- 
tainly regain his Reputation, or exalt him to more abfolute 
Authority, than Proofs that he had obtained for os any Con* 
ceffions from foreign Powers. 

* If any advantageous Terms have been granted us, he 
muft be CQnfefled to have fo far difcharged his Truft to his 
Allies, that he has kept them with the utmoll Caution from 
the Knowledge of the, People, who have heard during all hii 
Adminiftration of nothing but Subfidies, Submiflion, and 
Compliance paid to almoil every Prince on the Continent 
who has had the Confidence to demand them ; and if by this 
£nqairy any Difcovery to the Difadvantages of our Allies 
ihould be ilruck out, he may with great Sincerity alledge, 
that it was made without his Confent. 

' Another Obje^lion to this Enquiry is, that, the Spies 
which are retained in Foreign Courts may be deteded by it, 
that the Canals of our Intelligence will be for ever Hopped, 
and that we (hall henceforth have no Knowledge of the De* 
figns of Foreign Powers, but what may be honeftjy attained 
by Penetration and Experience. Spies are, indeed, a Gene- 
ration for whofe Security I have not much Regard, but for 
whom I am on this Occafion lefs folicitous, as I believe very 
few of chen^ will be affeded by this Motion. 

* The Condud of our Minifters has never difcovered fuch 
an Acquaintance with the Defigns of neighbouring Princes, as 
coald be fufpeded to be obtained by any uncommon Methods, 
or they have very little improved the Opportunities which 
early Information put into their Power r for they have al- 
ways been bafHed and deceived. Either they have employed 
no Spies,, or their Spies have been direded to elude them by 
falfe Intelligence, or true Intelligence has been of no Ufe ; 
and if any of thefe AfTertions be true, the publick will not 
fnfier by the Motion. 

* It was juftly obferved by the Honourable Gentleman, 
that a Parallel may be properly drawn between a Nation and 
a private Man, and by Confequence between a trading Na- 
tion and a iTrader. Let us therefore coniider what muft be 
the State of that Trader, who ihall never infped or ftate his 
Accounts, who fhall fufFer his Servants to traffic in the Dark 
with his Stock and on his Credit, and who fhall permit 
them to tranfa^l Bargains, in his Name, without enquiring 
whether they are advantageous, or whether they are per- 
formed. 

^ Every Man immediately marks out a Trader thus infatu-

will grow rich by betraying his Incereft, that they wiU ncgled 
his Affairs to promote their own, that they will plunder him 
till he has nothing left, and feek then lor Employment a- 
mong thofe to whom they have recommended themielves by 
felling their Truft. His Neighbours, who eaiily forefee \m 
approaching Mifery, retire ^om him by Degrees, difunite 
their Bufinefs from his, and leave him to fall without involv- 
ing others ip his Ruin. 

* Such mud be the Fate of a Trader whom Idlcnefs or a 
blind Confidence in the Integrity of others hinders from at- 
tending to his own Affairs, unlefs he roufes from his Slumber 
and recovers from his Infatuation. And what is to be done by 
the Man who, having for more than twenty Years negleSed 
fo neceflary an Employment, finds what mud necefTarily 
t)e found in much lefs Time, his Accounts perplexed^ his Cre^ 
dit deprei&d, and his Affairs difordered ? What remains, bot 
that he fufier that Diforder to proceed no farther, that, he re^ 
iii^ately examine all the Tranfafiions which he has hitherto 
overlooked, that he repair thofe Errors which are yet retriev* 
able, and reduce his Trade into Method, that he doom thofe 
Servants, by whom he has been robbed or deceived, to the 
Punifhment which they deferve, and recover from them that 
Wealth which they have accumulated by Rapacity aad 
Fraud. 

* By this Method only can the Credit of the Trader or 
the Nation be repaired, and this is the Method which the 
Motion recommends ; a Motion with which therefore tvtxy 
Man may beexpe£ted to comply whodefires, that his Couo* 
try fhould once more recover its Influence and Power, who 
wiihes to fee Great Britain again courted and feared, and 
her Monarch confidered as the Arbiter of the World, the Pro- 
tedor of the true Religion, and the Defender of the Liber- 
ties of Mankind. 

After Mr Philips'^ Speech, (Vol. XIII. p. 149) for the 
Motion, Col. CholmottiUley fpoke againft it. 
Sir, 

* It has been in all foregoing Ages the Cudom for Men 
Col. Cholmon- to fpeak of the Government with Reverence, even whei 

^wey, ^Yity oppofed its Meafures or projected ^ts DifTolution ; nor 

has it been thought, in any Time before our own, decent or 
Parliamentary to give way to Satire or Inventive, or indulge a 
petulant Imagination, to endeavour to level all Orders by 
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contemptaous Refledlions, or to court tKe Populace by echo: An. 15.Geo.II4 
ing their Language or adopting their Sentiments. 1741* 

* This Method of gaining the Reputation of Patriotifm has ' ^ 
been unknown till the prefent Age, and referred for the pre- 
ifent Leaders of the People, who will have the Honour to 
iland recorded as the original Authors of Anarchy, the great 
Subverters of Order, and the firft Men who dared to pro- 
nounce, that all the Secrets of Government ought to be 
made publick. 

' It has been hitherto underflood in all Nations, that thofe 
wbo were intruded with Authority had likewife a Claim to 
Kefped and Confidence, that they were chofen for the Su* 
perioricy of their Abilities and the Reputation of their Vir- 
tue ; and that therefore it was reafonable to confign to their 
Management, the Dire£Uon of fuch A&irs as by their own 
Nature require Secrecy. 

< But this ancient Do£lrine, by which Subordination has 
been fo long prefcrvcd, is now to be fet afide for new Prin- 
ciples which may flatter the Pride, and incite thePaifions of 
the People : We are now to be told, that Affairs are only 
kept fecret, becaufe they will not bear Examination ; that 
Men conceal not thofe Tranfadions in which they have fuc- 
cee^d, but thofe in which they have failed ; that they are 
only inclined to hide their Follies or their Crimes ; and that 
to examine their Condu£l in the moil open Manner is only to 
fecure the Interefl of the Publick. 

* Thus has the Nation been taught to expcft, that the 
Counfels of the Cabinet fhould be difperfed in the publick Pa- 
pers ; that their Governors fhould declare the Motives of 
their Meafures, and difcover the Demands of our Allies, and 
Schemes of our Policy ; and that the People fhould be con- 
iulted upon every Emergence, and enjoy the Right of inftruc- 
ting not only their own Reprefentatives but the Miniflers of 
the Crown. 

* In this Debate the Mention of fecret Treaties has been 
received with Contempt .and Ridicule, the Miniflers have 
been upbraided with chimerical Fears, and unnecefTary Pro- 
vifions againft Attacks which nefer were defigned i they 
Lave been alledged to have no other Interefl in View than 
their own, when they endeavour to miilead Enquirers; and 
to have in reality nothing to keep from publick View but 
their own Ignorance or Wickednefs. 

* It cannot fu'rely be ferioufly afTerted by Men of Know- 
ledge and Experience, that there are no Defigns formed by 
wife Governments, the Succ^fs of which depends upon Secrecy 1 
nor can it be aflerted, that the Enquiry now propofed will 
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.15. Geo. II. betray nothing from which our Enemies may receive Ad- 
1741^ ^ vantage. 

* If we {hould fuppofe, that all our Schemes are either 
fully accomplifhed^ or irretrievably defeated, it will not even 
then be prudent to difcover them, fince they will enable our 
Enemies to form Conje6lures of the future from the pad, and 
to obviate hereafter the fame Defigns, when it ihall be 
thought neceflary to refume them. 

* But in reality nothing is more irrational than to fuppofe 
this a fafer Time than any other for fuch general Difcoveries ; 
for why (hould it be imagined, that our Engagements are not 
fiill depending, and our Treaties yet in Force ? and what 
can be more difhonourable or imprudent, than to deflroy at 
once the whole Scheme of foreign Policy, todiflblve our Alli- 
ances, and deflroy the EfFedts of fuch long and fuch expeniive 
Negotiations without firft examining, whether they will be 
beneficial or detrimental to us ? 

* Nor is it only with refpedt to foreign Affairs that Secrecy is 
necefTary, there are undoubtedly many domeftic Tranfadioos 
which it is not proper to communicate to the whole Nation. 
There is (lill a Faction among us, which openly defires the 
Subverfion of our prefent Eftablifhment ; a Faction, indeed, 
not powerful, and which grows, I hope, twtty Day weaker, 
but which is favoured, or at lead imagines itfejf favoured by 
thofe who have fo long diflinguifhed themfelves by oppofiog 
the Meafures of the Government. Againfl thefe Men, whofe 
Hopes are revived by every Commotion, who dudioufly 
heighten every Subjedl of Difcontent, and add their Outcries 
to every Clamour, it is not doubted but Meafures arc form- 
ed^ by which their Defigns are difcovered and their Schemes 
broken ; nor can it be fuppofed, that this is done without the 
Afliflance of feme who are received with Confidence among 
them, and who probably pafs for the moil Jealous of their 
Party. 

* Many other domellic Occafions of Expence might be 
mentioned, of Expence which operates in private, and pro- 
duces Benefits which are only not acknowledged, becaufe they 
are not known, but which could no longer be applied to the 
fame ufeful Purpofes, if the Channels through which it pafTes 
were laid open. I cannot therefore forbear to offer my Opi- 
nion,^ that this Motion by which all the Secrets of our Go- 
vernment will be difcovered, will tend to the Confufion of 
the prefent Syflem of Europe^ to the abfolute Ruin of our In- 
tered in foreign Courts, and to the EmbarrafFment of our do- 
medick Affairs. I cannot therefore conceivd how any Ad- 
vantages can be expeded by the mod eager Perfecu tors of the

He was replied to by Mr Piu, [See Vol. XIII. p. 169.] 
and then Col. Mordaunt fpoke to the following fiffed. 

« Notwithftanding the Zeal with which the Honourable ^^^ Mor^wnt, 
Gentleman has urged the Neceffity of this Enquiry, a Zeal of 
which, I think, it may at lead be faid, that it is too vehe- 
ment and acrimonious to be the mere Refult of publick Spirit 
unmixM with Intereft or Refentment; he has yet been fo far 
unfuccefsful in his Reafoning, that he has not produced in me 
any Convidion, or weakened any of the Impreilidns which 
the Arguments of thofe whom he oppofes had made upon me. 

' He has contented himfelf with recapitulating fome of the 
Benefits which may be hoped- for from the Enquiry, he has 
reprefented in the ftrongeft Terms the fuppofed MifconduA 
of the Miniftry ; he has aggravated, all the Appearances of 
Wickednefs or Negligence, and then has inferred the Ufeful- 
nefs of a general Enquiry for the Punifhment of paft Offences, 
and the Prevention of the like Practices in future Times. 

* That he has difcovered great Qualifications for Invec- 
tive, and that his Declamation was well calculated to infiame 
thofe who have already determined their Opinion, and who 
arc therefore only rcftrained from fuch Meafures as are now 
recommended by natural Caution and Sedatenefs, I do not 
deny ; but furcly he does not expeft to gain Profelytes by 
Affertions without Proof, or to produce any Alteration of 
Sentiments without attempting to anfwer the Arguments, 
which have been offered againft his Opinion. 

* It has been urged with great Appearance of Reafon, that 
an Enquiry, fuch as is now propofed, with whatever Pro-* 
fpedls of Vengeance, of Juftice, oj of Advantage it may flatter 
us at a Diftance, will be in reality dei;rimental to the Pub- 
lick ; becaufe it will difcover all the Secrets of our Govern- 
inenc, lay all our Negotiations open to the World, will (how 
what Powers we moft fear, or mod truft ; and furniih our 
Enemies with Means of defeating all our Schemes, and coun- 
ter-acting all our Meafures. 

* This appears to me, Sir, the chief Argument againft the

ADDITIONAL SPEECHES intheDebate on 
the lArd Limerick's Motion for an. Inquiry into the 
Condu^ of Robert Earl ^ Or ford. During the Uft 
Ten Year% of his being Chancellor and Under^TreaJiirer 
of his Majeflfs Exchequer. 

Ord Limerick^ (whofe Speech we gave Vol. XIII. p. 1 89) 
was feconded by Sir John St Auhyn * to the foUomng 
Effea, 

Sir J. St Aubyn. * I hope you will forgive me, if I think it my Duty to rife 
up once more in Behalf of the People, to fecond a Propoiitioii 
iot an Enquiry ; and I could wifh, that former Defeats had not 
made it neceilary to point it in fo particular a Manner. But 
a general Enquiry has been denied ; we are now reducM to 
the Necefiity of confining it to one Objed ; and if we fail in 
this, all the Doors of Enquiry will be ihut againfl us. The 
Supplies indeed will be granted, but National Grievances miift 
go unredrefs'd. 

< It is as little pleafing to me as to any Gentleman in this 
Houre to be engaged in a perfonal Motion 9 but when I con- 
fider this noble Earl as the fufpedted Author of National Ca- 
lamity ; when nothing is defirM but a fair Enquiry into his 
Condud, to manifed his Innocence, or detedl his ^Guilt ; 
when Matters are arrived at this Point, that there is an open 
Contcft between him and the People ; when the Laws of my 
Country, the Right of Parliamentary Enquiry, are to Ikb 
fufpended to cover his Retreat ; it is, I think, no longer a 
perfonal Motion : It is a publick QueHion, in which perhaps 
the Fate of our Confiitution^s involved. If he was united to 
me by the clofeflTies pf long Intimacy and mutual Auc- 
tion, I would facrifice my private Friendfliip to publick Spirit 
and National JuiUce. 

* But in every Confideration of this kind, great Terrors 
have been railed at the Mention ot a Secret Committee. It is 
called a mod dangerous Delegation $ and to intimidate the

able to controul that very Body from which it derives its ^ ^ ^1 
Powers ; and foreign Examples are produced, no ways fimi- 
lar, under different Conftitotions, to fupport this Allegation. 
It has been catkd a Committee of AccafatioB, Tryal and 
Judgment. 

* fiot. Sir, it is a conftitiHional Appointment, always prac- 
tifed when high (^fenders are to be called to Jaftice. The 
noble Earl himfelf has been the great Patron * of fach Ap- 
pointments. It is a Committee of Enquiry which b only to 
proceed no farther than the Extent of their Commtffion, re- 
vocable at your Pleafure. It is only to coIle6l and digeft t!ie 
Materials of Evidence, to produce FftHs fupported by fuch 
EvidetKe, Fafts afterwards to be canvaft'o, to undergo a 
ftri^l Examination in the Houfe, before you will found upon 
them a Vote of Accufation. 

* You yourfelves are but Accufcrs, and your Accufation 
muft be carried to an higher AfTembly for Tryal and 
Judgment. And it will not be an Emjuiry into flight Faftj, 
tvery little Error of Adminiftration which human Prudence 
could not prevent, where the Party accufed may be unable to 
recolleJl the Articles of his Defence ; but into Fa6^s of an 
high and enorOKHis Nature ; the Lofs of National Honour, 
pablick Grievances, premeditated Schemes of Corruption to 
render the independent Branches of our Conftitution fubfervi* 
ent to a Didlatorial Power ; a Power unknown to our Laws» 
and necefTarily deflrudlve to the Liberties of the People ; a 
Power which muft be reftrained at this Time by a ftrid and 
efie^ual Enquiry, or give me leave to fay, it will be im- 
pra^icable for any new Adminiftration to carry on this Go- 
vernment with Reputation and lionour. They muft have 
Reputation, they muft have Confidence. Mankind are well 
inclined to truft them ; nor do I fear but they wil! deferve 
Confidence, and then they need not doubt of Authority and 
Support. 

* But firft the Nation muft have this Aflarance, this Ear- 
neft, that it is to be an Adminiftration of Government, not a 
Continuation of one and the fame Scheme of minifterial 
Power ; an Adminiftration founded upon the Conftitution, 
which I underftand to be that wide, that extended Bafis upon 
which only it can ftand fccure. With this View it is, that 
the Nation expe^ ah Enquiry, and furely no Man will de- 
cline your Enquiry, who does not fear your Juftice.

true ; iince if any thing new could have been produced, it 
might' be reaibnably believed, that the (ame Invediives would 
not have been fo foon repeated, and that we ihould have 
heard Arguments inftead of Declamations. 

' The Gentleman who fpoke lad was pleafed to aflert, that 
this Motion is both juft and feafonable ; and therefore fucb 
as ought to be complied with : But furely iince he confefles, 
that it is a Motion nearly of the fame Kind with that which 
was fo lately rejeded, he does not expedl, that fo much Re- 
verence fhould be paid to his Opinion, unfupported by Evi- 
dence or Reafon, as that this Houfe fliould now aj^rove 
what a few Days ago they thought improper, unlefs fbme 
new Arguments are produced to change their Sentiments ; 
and therefore he ought not to have contented himfelf with 
ajQferting what was principally to be proved. 

* If the Arguments which were ufed on the former Occa<» 
iion are of equal Force in Favour of this Mdtion, it may 
with Reafon be imagined, that the Arguments by which the 
Defenders of the late Motion were defeated, may be again 
ufed againil them, and may perhaps now produce the fame 
Effea. 

' * That this Motion, Sir, is either fo juft or feafonable as 
it has been reprefented, I hgpe, I may be allowed to doubt; 
without incurring the Cenfure which has been fo genen^ly 
bellowed upon all thofe who have hitherto approved iha 
Meafures of the Government, and endeavoured to (hew, that . 
Liberty is confident with Allegiance, and that to preferve the 
Happinefs of the People, it is not always neceflary to obflniA 
the Defigns of the Court. 

' It has never yet been thought a Proof of the Goodncfs 
of a Caufe, ^that Slander and Reproach have 'been made nfe 
of to fupport it. It has generally been imagined, that Truth 
is able to (land without the AMance of Artifice, and Reafon 
deiires only to be heard without Prejudice or Paflion ; and con- 
fequently thofe who condemn the Principles of their Advcr- 
faries t>efore they examine their Adlions, and who endeavoor 
to captivate the Publick with loud Boafls of their own In- 
tegrity, and pathetical Declaratioijis of their Contempt of 
Money, of their Zeal for the public Happinefs, and their 
Refolution to adhere ito the Intereil of the Nation in the midfl 
of DifcouragementSi and Temptations, have by the wifeft

* fiut oar Patriots, Sir, have not contented therofelres 
with Encomiaros on the Purity of their own Hearts, the Rec- 
titude of their Intentions, or the Force of their Abilities, they 
have not thought it fufficient to exalt themfelves unlefs they 
likewife depreiTed others ; whatever Qualities, therefore, they 
thought it neceflary to afcribe to themfelves, they judg^ it 
convenient to deny to every other Perfon, and not iadsfiM with 
being Wife and Brave and Virtuous in the iame Degree with 
others, they have for many Years appropriated every human 
Excellence, and left no Choice to thoie who have prefumed 
to differ from them, but of Fplly or Corruption, of Igno- 
rance, or Difregard of the true Intereft of our Country, of a 
blind Submiifion to the Didates of the Minifter, or a perfidi- 
ous Proflitution of their Votes for Power and for Wealth. 

* Such are the Invedives, Sir, which with unwearied In- 
duflry they have from Year to Year fcattered ovet the Na- 
tion ; by thefe they have perfuaded the Credulous and Weak 
among thofe whofe State of Life hinders them from obtain* 
ing any Knowledge of publick Meafures, that they who are 
in reality moft (ludious of their Happinefs, they whofe con- 
ilant Endeavour it has always been to preferve our Conilituti* 
on unviolated, and to fecure to the prefent Royal Family 
a firm Pofifeflion of the Throne, were the Hirelings of Men 
combined for the Deftrodlion of Freedom, the Slaves of a 
Minifter whofe only View was to perpetuate his Power. By 
thoie Plunderers, as they are told, all the Profit of their 
Cpmmerce was (hatched out of their Hands, by thefe Op- 
preiTors they were loaded with unnecefiTary Exa£Uons, and 
barrafifed with landing Troops, whofe real \J{t was to awe 
them into Submiilion to Tyranny, and to enforce the Execu- 
tion of cruel Laws, to fuperintend the InflifUon of unneceiTary 
Hardihips.

~ * The Succefs of ihefe Arts has encoo raged the Pavooren 

of the MoAon, now under our Confideration, to try them 
once more ; thofe whom their Arguments cannot gain are, 
therefore, to be reprefented as Men, jiot defiroos of dtfcovcf- 
ing Truth, as Men who have perplexed their Underftandtugs 
by their own Sophiftries, and whom a long Courfe of zhut- 
doned Wickednefs has harden^ againfl Convi^on ; and 
thpy hope, that no Man will be (o hardy as to rife op ia 
Defiance of Cen Aires fo fevere, and declare himfclf an hi- 
Verfary to a Motion offered, and vindicated, by the lifea 
ftrho have diftinguifhed themfelves in this corrupt Age, as tike 
only Lovers of their Country, the Patrons of diflrefled lit- 
tegrity. am} the Adherents to dcferted Truth. 

'Bat it has been very common among them, notwith* 
flanding that Height of political Wifdom, at which they 
have aniv'd, to form chimerical Hopes, and to be over- 
thrown after they have founded a Triumph : What may be 
their Face on the prefent Occafion I am not able to foresee; 
but fliall make no Scrapie to declare, that if their Dedamt^ 
tions produce on others no greater EfFeds than upon bn; 
they have been only Shot fcattered in the Ahr that hare 
fallen to the Ground without Ufe and without Regard; fm 
1 am yet hardy enough to affirm, that, in my Opinion, tfcc 
Motion is neither juS in itfelf, nor proper in the pirefeot 
State of our Affan^. 

* In examining the Juftice of this Motion, I am very ftnr 
from intending to quettion, whether the Parliament- teis a 
Right to enquire into the Condu6l of Affairs or the Diftribv> 
tion of Money ; this is indeed a Right ineonteftable and facred^ 
;he Foundation of all other Rights, and the Pa))adi«n di 
our Conllitution : It was by the timely Exertion of this great 
Privilege, that our Anceftors have been fo often in former . 
Ages refcued from Deftrudlion, and by this our Poflerity mdl 
prefer ve that Liberty which we fhall not doubt to tranfinit to 
them without Violation 5 unlefs Meafurcs are purfned very 
different from thofe of the Miriifter, whofe Conduct we are 
jDow called upon to examine. 

* But the Exertion of this Privilege, which is the I0S 
Effort of our ConftitutTon, ought not, in my C>pinion, to be 
propofed on common Occafions ; for the Dtcmtm of di^e^ 
able Queftions, or the Redrefe of trifling Grievances, whi^ 
mrv be remedied without the Solemnity of a Parliamentary 
I'iq^iry, Tid uirhout the univerfal Alarm which Proceedings 
fo awiul ijpread over the Nation. The Crimes which engage

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tlic Parliament in their Detection ought to be fuch as endan- An. 15. Geo. II. 
ger the Common-wealth, and which cannot be left unpunilh- '741* 
ed without inciting others to the fame Corruption by the ' 
Profpeft of the fame Impunity. 

* That the Veneration due to the Legiflature fhould be 
very folicitoufly preferved will, I fuppofe. Sir, be denied by ' 
no Man, who conilders, that Obedience of the Many to the 
Few can laft no longer than Refpe^l ; and as in private Life 
a Man who diilurbs his Friends with loud Outcries and 
vjoleitt Efforts on triiling Occafions, never fails to become 
contemptible, and to want the Affiftance in real Perplexity 
and Di&refs, which he u(ed fo earnefliy to requeil without 
Neceffity: So in the Tranfa^ion of publick Affairs, if the 
Parliament employs its utmoft Power, and afferts its highell 
Privileges only to gratify Refentmcnt, or to punifh cafual 
N^ligence or petty Mifcarriages, the moft folemn A£l of 
the legiflature may in time be confidered as an empty Form, 
and will neither afford any Security to the Nation, nor pro- 
duce any Terror in wicked Miniilers. 

* In moft Forms of Government, there is fome Power 
which is never exerted, but upon the moft prefFing Emer- 
gencies ; fome Office which is never ereded but when the 
Publick is in real Danger, and fome Refort to which no Ap- 
plication is made till every other Expedient has failed ; and 
by thefe, great Advantages are often procured, and Affairs 
retrieved ^om a State almoft defperate, becaufe they are 
never proftituted for petty Purpofes ; and when they are 
thought neceffary every Man is convinced that Danger is at 
hand, incited by his Regard to his own Safety to eontribute 
his utmoft Endeavours to that of the Publick. 

' * Such among us is the Inquiry that is propofed by this 
Motion, which Prudence, therefore, diredb us to rejedl as 
difproportioned to the Occafion : For, what Crime is there 
charged with any Appearance of Juftice upon the noble Per- 
fon, that can reafonably raife an Alarm of Danger in the Na- 
tion, or incite the Parliament to a formal Inquiry ? 

^ Among all the Invedtives that Artifice has invented or 
Malice uttered againft him, I remember none which could 
juftly be confidered as important enough to engage the At- 
tention of this Ailembly, or none but what he has on fome 
Occailon fully confuted ; and therefore, as I cannot think the 
Motion prudent with Regard to the Nation, in which it muft 
neceiTarily produce fome Difturbance, I am likewife inclined 
to cenfure it as unjuft with refpe£l to him to whom it imme* 
diatcly relates.

1741. it falls ; a Man that is tried and acquitted, is ttill confidered 
^ as of a more doubtfal Reputation that he that never was ac* 
cufed. The greateft Part of Mankind are tainted with Wick* 
cdnefs, and gratify their Pride, or their Envy, by crediting 
and (preading Reports which reduce others to a Level with 
themlelves. Every Man has his Enemies, whofe particahur 
Malevolence is too adive to omit any Opportonity of deftroy- 
ing that Reputation which is, perhaps, brighter than their 
own. And thdfe who are without any Partiality may be 
reafonably ezcufed, if they are inclined to diftruft him whofe 
Integrity they find fufpeded by others of equal Difcemment 
%vith themfelves, and of wh6fe Motives or Proofs they have 
no exaft Knowledge. 

* If this be the Cbndition of a Man who, on common Oc- 
cafions, is by any Accident or Neeligence expofed to the 
Sufpicion of Men not more regarded for their Wifdom or 
their Virtue than himfelf, what mufl be the State of him 
whom the Legiilature of his Country thinks the proper Ob« 
jed of publick Inquiry ? How loudly will his Enemies exult ? 
and how boldly will his Accnfers fortell his Condemna'tton ? 
What Clamours will the artful Leaders of the Peoj^e excite 
againft him ? and how widely will the Charge be fpread a- 
mong thofe whom, perhaps, the Anfwer may never reach I 
It is not impofiible, that many of thofe whofe Friendlhip he 
has merited by good Offices, who have hitherto adhered 10 
him itom their Opinion of his Virtue, may be bribed to at- 
tack him by the Profpe6t of Popularity, or frightened into 
Defertion by the Fear of falling with him ; and that though 
he (hould be at laft acquitted by his Judges, he may fnfior by 
his Trial alone the greateft Evils that Condemnation can in- 
flict, the Lofs of hb Reputation and his Friends, and be left 
in Solitude and Infuny, without any Confolation but that of 
Innocence. 

* So formidable are the Penalties which a Parliamentary 
Inquiry may inflifl, even upon the Man whofe C6ndu6l (hall 
be found to deferve no Cenlure ; and fo unhappy may Vir- 
tue be made by an unreafonable Regard to Cbmonrs with- 
out Evidence, and Rumours without an Author ; And, I 
doubt not, therefore, but this Houfe will rejed this Motion s 
nnlefs fome Proof is produced which may juilify Sufpicion, 
or fome Crimes arealledged worthy of the National Refent* 
ment. 

* In this Hope, Sir, I am confirmed by reflecting on the 
prefent Situation of the Affairs of our own Nation, and oi 
thofe round about us in whofe IntereHs we are n^eceflarily en- 
gaged.

our Commerce reedabliihed ; by what Means the Seas of 
the Wifi'lnim may by opened to our Merchants, and our 
Colonies reftored to Security, Plenty, and Happinefs, than 
how the Refentment of a Party may be gratified, or how thofe 
Writers who have been engaged by M^ice, or by Want, to 
fcatter Cabmny and propagate Scurrility, may be fecured 
from the Charge of having filled the Nation with falfe A- 
larms, and calumniated a Miniftry by which the publick 
Advantage was fteadtly purfued. 

' Bat, Sir, when I extend my Views to the other Nati- 
ons of Europe^ I difcover ftill more Exigencies that may jufUy 
engage all that Attention which can be fpared from bur own 
Affiurs ; I fee the Houfe of Aupria^ the ancient Ally of this 
Nation, the Houfe by which the Equipoife of Power has 
been fo long maintained, and by which the Liberties of Eu" 
ropi have been fo long defended aeainft the Turks on one Part 
and the French on the other, reduced not to the Brink of 
Ruin only, but to the Verge of Annihilation ; and the Fa- 
mily of Bourhn giving Laws to all the Princes of the Em- 
pire, laying the World inDefolation by its Armies, and 
creating new Dependencies by the Diftribution of Dominions 
among thofe who will be content to fubmit to an univerfal 
Monarchy : I fee all the Powers of Europe, under the In- 
fluence either of Infatuation or ofTerrdr, connive at the 
Ravages of thefe Enemies of Mankind, and defirous, not of 
oppofing the Deluge of War, but of tumii^ it from them- 
felves. 

* Is this a Time of Leifure ^^Amufement, of private 
Profecutions, and petty Animofities ? Is it not rather an E« 
mergence which requires every Hand and every Tongue, in 
which every Man ought to be ambitious of diftinguifhing 
himielf by his A6lions or his Counfels, and in which every 
Man who can attend to his own private Views, ought to be 
(oufidered as a publick Enemy ?

* I have, indeed, been fo k>ng accuftomed to their Eiiifi- 
OQs of Zeal, and habituated to hear from th^i fuch daring 
AfTertions, that I am furprifed when any Poficion is admitted' 
\sf theih, which it is their Interefl to deny ; and therefore 
cannot but acknowledge my A^nifhment, that no Cham- 
pion of Corruption has been yet fuffidemly hardened, by the 
long PoiTeffion of a Place of Profit, to call into Qjeflion thc^ 
Right claimed by the Parliament of enquiring into the Con- 
du^ of the Minillers of the Crown. 

* It has not, indeed, been ever ail^rted, that this Privilege 
was either ufnrped unjufily by the ancient Parliaments, or 
that it has on any Occafion been abrogated : Bat it is at 
length difcovescd by that Acutenefs which a lucrative Em- 
ployment generally produces, that it ought never to be exert-^ 

cd,

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Ao. 1 5. Geo. II. ed, at leaft that it ooght to lie dormant till the Nation is on 
i^^i* . the Brinic of Ruin ; a Time which thofe will never find, to 
whoie Folly or Wickednels the Calamities of the Poblick 
are to be imputed. 

' It is alledged likewife, Sir, that the Crimes, for the Poaiih* 
ment of which a Parliamentary Inquiry is demanded, ought 
to be fuch as threaten the pnblick Security, and foch as can- 
not be fuffered to efcape oncenfored withont inciting others to 
the fame Pra£tices. 

* This is a Specimen of that nnlncky Eloquence by which 
a bad Caafe is olten injured when it is mtended to be fopport- 
ed ; it is no f^eafing Situation to be obliged to fpeak when 
there is nothing to be faid ; but this has been often the 
Misfortune of the late Mini^r and iiis AiTociates, and t^ 
Event has been^ that they have been able to produce nothing 
but what, like the Vindication now attempted, fell back up- 
on themfelves.i 

* If it be a fufficientReafon for a Parliamentary Inquiry, 
that Crimes are enormous and dangerous to the National 
Felicity, furely this is an Oocafion on which an Inquiry ought 
readily to be granted ; for, what are the Crimes charged upon 
him whofe Condudi is to be examined, but that he has given 
pernicious Counfel to the King, that he has eihployed die 
publick Money in publick Wickednels, that he has de- 
bauched the Morals of the People and endeavoured to cor- 
rupt the Parliament, that he has facrificed to private Vi^wa 
the Honour and Wealth of his Country, that he has obftrnc- 
ted the Succels of our Arms, and negleded or betrayed the 
.Rights of our Commerce. 

* Such, Sir, are the Crimes with which he is now charged 
by the general Voice of the Britifi People, a Charge which 
furely aeferves to be rqearded, and to which a candid At- 
tention Will not diminim the Dignity which the Legiflature 
ought to preferve, or the Veneration which the People pay 
to its Decrees. 

* It is, indeed, faid likewife, that the Crimes ought to be 
publick and undifpnted : But how an Inquiry can be ne- 
ceifary when the Offence is undifputed, I am not able to dif- 
cover ; for when the Crime is proved, I know not what 
remains but to puniih it, and ihould move not for an Inquiry 
but an Impeachment. 

* As unfortunately likewife has it been afferted, that fuch 
Meafures are only neceilary when the publick Happinefs is in 
Danger ; for when can our Danger be greater than when we 
are engaged in an unfuccefsful War ? A War in which we are 
not overoom by the Power of an Enemy whofe Forces are

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pore oameroiis, or wjiofe Trfafqr^s are more affluent than An. 15. Geo. lU 
q\xx own, but by a State from which we expcfted no Refif- ^ 21^ 
trance ; and againft which it was imagined only nece^ry to 
decbre War» that w(5 might prescribe Terms of Peace. 
When caa we more juftly luve ^^qourfe. to Inquiries thaa 
whea wc fee the Trophies of our Armies deftroyed, and the 
Profit of Qur Commerce diminiihed»when we fee Armies raifed 
Qoly lor SJ>ow» and our Nayies a^ing in Concert with thoie 
whom they wqre in appearance feutoucto deilroy ; when we 
fee thM Family which has in all Ages endeavoured our Ruin, 
and which we fo lately humbled at the Expence of Treafures 
and of Forces by which half the World might have been 
conquered, again fetting us at Defiance, again afpiring to 
gpi^ral Dominion* a|;ain invading the neighbouring Coun- 
trJ08» ^d overwhelming the Gtrman Empire with a Storm 
9f War. 

* Surely when we are at once diftrefled within and 
threatned from Without, when our Conflitution is weakened 
bgr Corrupdop, our Tradf invaded by a foreign Power, and 
9nr AUies finking before the Violence of Invafion, when all 
Uie Nations of ^uropf are embarrafied by our Mifcondudt, 
when we find ourfelves infulted by one Power, and forfaken 
by another, and are po longer courted, truiled, or feared, it 
19 Time to iaqqire into the original Caufe of fuch complicated 
Mifery, and infli^l fome exemplary Puniibment on that Man, 
whofe Counfeb have alienated our Allies, whofe Treachery 
has afilfted our ^emies, and whole Corruption has debapch'd 
the Nation. 

* * In order to the Dete^ion of Crimes, an Inquiry is ne- 
fe^ary, and that there might be no Appearance of Partiality 
or Perpsnal Malice jin Proceedings intended only for the Re- 
efiablifliment of the publick Happinefs, a general Inquiry was 
firft propofed which equally atfeaed every Tranfa^iion of the 
laft twenty Years, and every Perfon who during that Time 
had been entrade^ with the Care of National Affairs : But 
this Propofal, however equitable, however difintereiled, and 
however rational, was oppofed ; the Oppofition prevailed, 
and the Slaves of defpotick Authority had one Opportunity 

Sore of boafling to their Mailer of thei( Sceadinefs, their 
nanimity, and their Addrefs. No Expedient now remains 
ijy which we may hope to di&oter the publick Enemy, drag 
him out in(o the View of the People, and fix him as a Spec- 
^cle of Infamy to warn future Minifters againd the Pride of 
Power, and the Abufe of Confidence, but an Examination of 
his Conduct to whom numberlcfs Calamities are generally 
imputed. There k no Method of Examination which our 
Vol. XIV. e Confti. 
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An. 15. Geo. II. Confticution has hitherto admitted, at once fo candid and fi> 
, ^1^'_ efficacious, as the Appointment of a Secret Committee, which 
^^^"^ I, therefore, muft for the Satisfa£iion of the People recom- 
mend, but from which I defire to be excepted ; becaufe I 
have, by fome £xpreffi3ns which broke from me in the Heat 
of Contcft, and the Negligence of Paffion, given Caufe for 
Sufp?cion, that I am engaged by perfonal Refentment in an 
inceflant Oppofitton to the Perfon to whom this Motion re- 
lates ; and I fuppofe no Man will blame me for defiring. 
When I do right, to be thought to do it upon right Motives. 

Mr Henry Fox fpoke next as follows : 
Sir^ 

* 1 am not only determined to oppofe this Motion by the 
Mr Henry Fox. Reafons for which I voted againd the laft ; but by another 

which I am not afhamed or afraid to avow, my pergonal Re* 
gard for him whofe Conduct is to be the Subjed of the £xa« 
mination propofed. 

* As I have long known him, I have had more Oppor* 
tunities of difcovcring his Pefigns, than the greateft Part of 
thofe who have fo loudy cenfured him ; and I am confident, 
that thofe who are incited to cenfure him by true Zeal for 
their Country, and unfeigned Concern for the Intereft of 
the Publick, only perfecute him becaufe they do not know 
him, and becaufe they have been deceived by falfe Reprefen- 
tations of his Morals, his Politicks and his Intentions ; all 
which have been afperfed with the greateil Induftry, and 
blackened with the utmoil Addrefs of Malice and Ambition. 

* That fome of his Meafiires may have been erroneous, I 
will not deny ; for my Veneration for his Abilities does not 
rife to a Belief of his Infallibility : But if no Man, after ha- 
ving been fo long entrufted with the Adminiftration of publick 
Affairs, is to efcape Profecutions and Impeachments, on any 
other Condition than that of having never failed in his De* 
iigns, we (hall not eafily find, even among the Patriots them* 
fclves, however celebrated for their Wifdom, and diilin- 
guifh^d for their Confidence, any Man fufficiently qualified 
to fucceed this honourable Perfon in his Employments. 

* That any of them will bring into the Council, either a 

freater Extent of Knowledge, Acutenefs of Judgment, or 
urity of Intention, I fhall not eafily believe, and am very 
far from thinking, that any one of thofe who have fo long 
harrafied this noble Perfon with Invectives and Clamours 
will, if it fhould be his Fortune to be engaged in the fame 
Province, be able to-fupport himfelf in it with equal Ap- 
plaufe, or quit it with equal Safety. 

•His 
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' His CondafI has. Indeed, been fuch as ought to place Aiu r^. Geo. IL 
hixsLf not only out of Danger of Punifhment, but out of the Y74i* 
Reach of Sufpicion, 'which, as has been already, with great ^^••V^^ 
Juflice, afferted, is in itfelf a vtry heavy Penalty, 
though it be not followed by Condemnation. To a delicate 
and ingenuous Mind like that of the noble Perfon to whom 
this Motion relates, nothing can be more pMnfuI than to be 
thought capable of Guilt, fuc^h as that of which a Parliamen- 
tary £nquiry implies a Sufpicion ; and as, in my Opinion, his 
whdle Condudl has been fuch as entitles him to Honours and 
Rewards, to Monuments and to Statues, 1 fhall^ never 
confent, that the Tranquility of his Retirement ihould be 
interrupted by a Profecution 9 or that thofe whofe Artifices 
he has fo often baffled, however fubtle, and whofe Argu- 
ments he has fo often confuted, however fpecious, fhould 
have an Opportunity to revenge upon him in his Privacy the 
Defeats which they h^ve received from him. 

Mr Lyttelton replied to the following Effedl : Mr Lyttclton* 

/ That there are Minds to which it would give no fmall 
Degree of Pain to be fufpe^ed of any enormous Wicl^ednefs, 
when I either examine my own BreaA, or bbferve the Con- 
dudl of my Friends I am fully convinced ; but fhould never 
have difcovered, that human Nature was capable of fuch a 
Pafllon as the Fear of Sufpicion, had I only obtained my 
Knowledge of Mankind from the Contemplation of the late 
Minifler and his AiTociates. 

' It is, indeed, a Degree of minifterial Effrontery at 
whicli, every Man is not able to arrive, and at which thofe 
who know not by what Gradatioi^s it has b^en attained will 
look with 'A^nifhment, for Men to fpeak and a£i for 
twenty Years in Oppoiition to the general Deiires of the 
whole Nation, and often in open Defiance of their Petitions, 
Remonftrances and Menaces ; to hear themfelves every Day, 
without Fear and without Confutation, cenfured as the Vi- 
olators of the Con(litution, the Plunderers of the publick 
Treafury, the Corruptors of the Pailiament, and the Be- 
trayers of their Country ; and to fee them while they enjoy- 
ed the Reward of their Pra£lices, hug then^felves amidil the 
HiiTes of Mankind, and hear their Names mentioned in the 
mod opprobious Language, without Shame and withoat 
Anger ; and yet when their Salaries are in queflion, when 
they imagine, that they fhall have no Solace in their Infa- 
my, pretend to fiartle at Danger to their Reputation, and 
not only to abhor <juilt, but to be afraid of Sufpicion. 

' If 
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An. 15.000,11. * li the noble Perfon to whom this En^iiiiy relates is, in 
^7 4^' i **^>ty» ftodioM of Repatatbtt, he has hitherto been reiy 
anfortnnate in the Method by which he has endeatoured tb 
acquire it ; for perhaps, no Nation of the Earth can (hoiv 
a Man fo univerfally abhorred, a Man on whom the gene- 
ral Execrations of human Kind have been fo openly ^f- 
charged. 

< Yet thisy Sir, is the Man whom his Adherents wonU 
now fcreen from the Malignity of Safpicion, whofe Mind i^ 
too delicate to bea> the Reproach of an Enquiry. I doubt 
not, indeed, bat Detection will now afiedl him in a di&rent 
manner th^n when he flood in this Hbufe With his Hireling^ 
about him, haranguing on th^ Benefits of an Excife, and 
the Expedience of the Convention, when he fupported d^ 
Farce of a Debate in the Prcfence of Wretchfes whb had 
fold him their Votes, without hearing his Ai^ument^ 
and who were equally prepared to i^pprovt contrary Mea* 
fures, if they had difcovered that he had changed his Incli- 
nation. * 

* But though he may yet be fufceptible of Terror, I am 
Very far from imagining, that he can feel Shame; and, 
therefore, think it unneccilkry to proVe what cverV Man 
knows, that if Safpicion gave him any Pain he Miroutd ibli- 
cite what the moH Ardent of his Advocates are liow endea- 
vouring to avert. . 

* He has, irtdeed, lefs to fear from an Enquiry than any 
of his Predeccffors. fince they have gencralty endeavoured 
to engage their Party by fpecious Appenrjmces of publidt 
Advantage 5 but he has trufted only to the Power of Mo- 
ney. It 5s, therefore, urged with very little PlrOpTicty, 
that his Friends will forfake him 01^ thili Occafidn, for 
though Danger may, indeed, feparate thofe whom only In- 
tered has united, it cannot be conceived, that the Dread of 
Infamy, can deprive that Man of his Adherents whom it 
has for fo many Years been infamous to fupport. 

* It is now. Sir, in my Opinion, neceffary to comply 
with the general Petition of the People, to fhow that our 
Conftitution, however (haken by the long continned Attacks 
of a defpotic Minifter, is not wholly deftroyed ; and that 
Guilt, however profperous, is not aMe to bid Defiance to 
the Laws. It is expedient to lay open to the King and the 
Nation the Sources of our prefent Calamities, by omr Ap- 
probation of the Motion now before us. 

The Queflion was then put, and carried in the Affirma- 
tive by feven Voices.
